Prefent thee bere with a true Syftcwe or Model of the 
Turkifo Government and Religion; not in the fame man- 
ner as certaim ingentons Travellers bave done, who have 
fet down their Obfervations as they have obvioufly oc- 

curred in their Journeys ; which being calleGted for the moft part 
from Relations, and Difconrfes of fuch who cafnally intervene 
in company of Pafsengers, are confequently fubject to many er- 
rours and miStakes: But having beeman Inbabitant my felf at 
the Imperial City for she [pace of five years , and affifted by the 
advantage of confiderable Journe s I have made through divers 
parts of Turky, and qualified by the Office I hold of Secretary 
to the Earl of Winchilfea Lord Embaffador, I had opportu- 
nity by the conftant accefs and prattice with the Chief Mivifters 
of State, and variety of Negotiations which pafsed through my 
hands inthe Turkifh Court, to penetrate farther into the My fte- 
rées of this Politie, which appear fo flrauge and barbarous: to 
us, than hafty Travellers could do, who are forced to content 
themfelves with a fuperficial knowledge. 

The Computations I have made of the value of their Offices, 
of the firength and number of their Souldiery, according as eve- 
ry City and Country is rated, are deduced from their own Re- 
gifters and Records. The Obfervations I have mace of their 
Politie,, are either Maxims received from the Mouth and 
Argument of confiderable Minifters, or Conclufions arifing 
from my wn Experience and Confiderations. The Articles of

lively embleme of the various motions of good Government, which 
by reafon of circumftances,times,and multiplicity cf chances and events, 
leaves little or no path in all the Ocean of humane affairs. 

But there muft be yet certain Rules in every Government, which 
are the foundations and pillars of its not fubject co the alteration of 
time, or any other accident; and fo effential to it, that they admit of 


no change, untill the whole model of Politie fuffera Convulfion, and 
B be 
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be fhaken into fome other form; which is either effected by the new 
Jaws of a Conqueror, or by inteftine and civil revolutions. Of fuch 
Maxims as thefe, (obvious to all who have had any practice in the Of- 
toman Court) have madeacolledion , fubjoining to every head fome 
refleCtions and confiderations of my own, which at my leifure hours 
have weighed and examined, bringing them (according to the pro- 
portion of my weak judgement and ability.) tothe meafure and teft 
of reafon and virtne 3; as alfo toa fimilitude, and congruity with the 
Maxims of other Empires, to which God hath given the largeft extent 
of Dominion. 

But indeed whenI have confidered ferioufly the contexture of the 
Turkifb Government, the abfolutenefs of an Emperour without reafon, 
without virtue, whofe fpeeches may be irrational, and yet muft be 
laws ; whofe actions irregular, and yet examples; whofe fentence and 
judgement, if in matters of the Imperial concernment,are moft common- 
ly corrupt, and yet decrees irrefiftible: When 3 confider what little re- 
wards there are for vertue, and no punifhment for profitable and thri- 
ving vice ; how men are raifed at once by adulation, chance, and the 
fole favour of the Prince, without any title of noble blood, or the mo- 
tives of previous deferts, or former teftimonies and experience of parts 
or abilities, to the weightieft, the richeft, and moft honourable charges 
of the Empire; whenI confider how fhort their continuance is in them, 
how with one frown of their Prince they are cut off; with what greedi- 
nefs above all people in the world, they thirft and hafteto berich, and 
yet know their treafureis but their {nare 5; what they labour for is bnt . 
as flaves for their great Patron and Mafter, and what will inevitably 
effect their ruine and deftruction, though they have allthe arguments 
of faithfulne(3, virtue, and moral honefty (which are rare ina Turk) to 
be their advocates, and plead for them. When I confider many other 
things of like nature, (which may more at large hereafter be difcourfed 
of ) one might admire the long continuance of this greatand vaft Em- 
pire, and attribute the ftability thereof without change within its felf, 
and the increafe of Dominions and conftant progrefs of its arms, father 
to fome {uper-natural caufe, thento the ordinary Maximes of State, or 
wifdom of the Governours, as if the Divine will of the all-knowing 
Creator, had chofen for the good of his Church, and chaftifement of 
the fins and vices of Chriftians, to raife and fupport this potent people. 
Mihi quanto plura recentinm feu veterum revolve, tanto-magis ludibria re- 
rum wmeortalivm cuntlis in negotiis obfervantur. 

But that which cements all breaches,and cures all thofe wounds in this 
body politick, is the quicknefs and feverity of their juftice, which not 
confidering much the ftrict divifion and parts of diftributive and com- 
mutative, makes almoft every crime equal, and punifhes it with the 
Jait and extreameft chaftifement, which ts death; I mean thofe which 
have relation to the Government, and are of common and publick inte- 
reft. Withoutthisremedy, which I lay downas a principal preven- 
tion ofthe greateft diforders, this mighty body would burft withthe 
poyfon of its own ill humors, and foon divide it felf into feveral Signo- 
ries, as the ambition and power of the Governours moft remote from 
a Imperial Seat admin{tred them hopes and fecurity of becoming ab- 

olute. 


In 
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Inthis Government, feverity, violence, and cruelty are natural to it; 
and it were as great an errour tobegin to loofethe reins, and cafe the 
people of that oppreffion to which they and their fore-fathers have fince 
their firft origitral been accyftomed, as it would be ina nation free-born, 
and ufed to live under the protection of good laws, and ghe clemency of 
a virtuous and Chriftian Prince, to exercifea Tyrannical power over 
their eftates and lives, and change their liberty into fervitude and {la- 
very. The Turks had the original of their Civil Government founded 
inthe time of war: for when they firft came out of Scythia, and took 
arms iIntheir hands, and fubmitted unto one Gencral, it ts to be {up- 
pofed, that they had no Laws but what were Arbitrary and Martial, 
and moft agrecable to the enterprife and defign they had then in hand, 
when Tangrolipix overthrew the Perfiae Sultan 5 poffeficd himfeltf of his 
Dominions and Power, and called and opened the way for his com- 
panions out of Armenia; when Cwtlumufes revolted from him, and 
made a diftinét kingdom in Arabia: when other Princes of the Se/- 
cuceian family in the infancy of the Turkith power had by wars a- 
mong themfelves, or by Teftament made divifion of their pofleffions 5 
when (Ano 13C0) Ottoman, by {trange fortunes, and from {mall be- 
gionmgs fwallowed up all the other Governments into the Ogufiun 
Tribe, and united them under one head, untili at laft it arrived to 
that greatnefs and power it now enjoys. Thewhole condition of a4 reper 
this pcople was but a continued ftate of wars wherefore it is not ebegit hanno, 
ftrange, if their Jaws are fevere, and in moft things arbitrary 5 chat bea 
the Emperor fhould be abfolute and above law, and that moft of their sencrastone, 
cuftoms fhould run ina certain channel and courfe moft anfwerable &«.Muhic.6, 
to the height and unlimited power of the Governour, and confequent- a 
ly to the oppreffion and fubjettion of the people: and that they 
fhould thrive moft by fervitude, be moft happy, profperous and con- 
tentedunder Tyranny, is as natural to them, as toa body tobenou- 
rifhed with that diet, which it had from its infancy or birth been ac- 
quainted with. But not only is Tyranny requifite for this people, 
and a {tiff reinto curb them, Ieft by an unknown liberty they grow 
mutinous and unruly, but likewife the large territories and remote 
parts of the Empire require {peedy preventions, without procefles of F 
law, or formal indictment: jealoufieand fufpition of mif- government \! 
being licenfe and authority enough for the Emperour to inflict his ff. - : 
vereft punifhments : all which depends upon the abfolutenefs of the 
Prince 5 which becaufe it is that whereby the Turks are principally 
fupported in their greatnefs, and isthe prime Maxim and Foundati- 
on of their State, we fhall makeit the difcourfe and fubject of the 
followiag Chapter. 
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He Turks having (as is before declared) laid the firft foundation of 
"T thei Government with the principles moft agreeable to Military 
Difcipline, their Generals or Princes, whofe will and lufts they ferved, 
became abfolute Mafters of their Lives and Eftates; fo that what they 
gained and acquired by the Sword with labours, perils, and fufferings, 
was appropriated to the ufe and benefit of their Great Mafter. All 
the delightful fields of A/a, the pleafant plains of Tempe and T, brace, all 
the plenty of Zgypt and fruitfulnefs of the Néle, the luxury of Corinth, 


of the Turkith the fubftance of Pelepomefus, Athens, Lemnos, Scio, and Mitylen, with

other Ifles of the Zgean Sea, the Spices of Arabza, and the riches of a 
great part of Perfia, all Armenia, the Provinces of Pontus, Galatia, By- 
thinia, Phrygia, Lycia, Pampbylia, Palestine, Celofiria and Phentcta, 
Colchis, and a great part of Geergia, the tributary principalities of 
Moldavia and Valachia, Romania, Bulgaria and Servia , and the bet 
part of Hungary, concur all together to fatifise the appetite of one 
fingle perfon; all the extent of this vaft territory, the Lands and 
Houfes, as well as the Caftlesand Arms, are the proper goods of the

Grand Signior, in his fole difpofal and gift they remain, whofe poffef- 


fionand right they are 5 only to lands dedicated to religious ufés, the - 


Grand Signior difclaims all right or claim; and this he fo pioufly 
obferves (to the fhame of our Settaries in England, who violate the 
penetralia of the Sanctuary) that when a Bafhaw, though afterwards 
convicted of Treafon, beftows any lands or rents on any certain Mofch 
or Temple, that grant or gift is good and exempted from any difpofal 
or power of the Grand Signior. The lands being thus originally in 
the Grand Signior, after the Conquefts were made, and the Country fe- 
cured, and incondition to be diftributed, divifions were made of the 
houfes, mannors, and farms among the Soldiery,, whom they call 7é- 
wars, asthe reward and recompence of their valour and labour 3 in 
confideration of which, every one proportienably to his revenue and 
poffeflion, is obliged to maintain horfe and men to be always ready 
‘ when the Grand Signior fhall call him forth to ferve him inthe wars3 
by which means the whole Country being in the hand of the Souldiery, 
all places are the better ftrengthned, and the conquered people more 
eafily kept from Mutiny and Rebellion; not much unlike our tenure 
of Knights-fervice in Exgland, and lands held of the Crown, but with 
this difference, that we enjoy them by the title of a fixed and fetled 
Law, never to be forfeited but upon Treafon and Rebellion; they en- 
joy them alfo by inheritance derived from the Father tothe Son, but 
yet asufufructuary during the pleafure of the Emperour, in whom the 
propriety is always referved, and who doth often as his humour and 
fancy leads him to pleafe and gratifiea {tranger, difpoffefs an ancient 
pofleflor, whofe family hath for many generations enjoyed that in- 
heritance. Sometimes [have heard with the fighes of fome , and the 
curfe of others, how the Grand Signior’ heated in his hunting, and 
pleafed withthe refrefbment of a little cool and chryftal water , pre- 
fented him by a poor Paifant ; hath in recompence thereof freed the 
Tenant from the rent of his Landlord, and by his fole word confir- 
med to him the Cottage he lived in, the Woods, Gardens and Fields 
he manured, withasfound a title, as our long deeds and conveyances 
fecure our purchafes and inheritances in Exgland 3 and this the former 
Mafler dares not name injuftice, becaufe this Tenant is now made 
proprietor by the will of the Grand Signior , which was the fame title 
and claim with his; prefcription, tenant-right , and cuftom availing 
nothing in thiscafe. For if the igheritance hath been anciently deri- 
ved from Father to Sons; the more isthe goodnefs and bounty of the 
Emperour to be acknowledged, that hath permitted fo long a fuccef- 
. fion of his favours to runin one family, in whofe power it was to tranf- 
fer itto others. 

The abfolute and unlimited power of this Princeis more evident by 
the titles they give him, as God on earth, the fhadow of God, Brother to 
the Sun and Moon, the giver of all earthly Crowns, ec. And though they 
do not build and erect Altars to him, as was doneto the Roman Em- 
perours, when that people degenerated into a fafhion of deformed 
adulation, wherein Italy is at prefent corrupted 5 yet the conception 
they have of his power, the Ray they conceive to be in him of divine 
illumination, isa kind of imagery, and idolatrous fancy they frame of 
his divinity. {tis an ordinary faying among the Twrki/h Cadees and 
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Lawyers, That the Grand Signior is above the Law 3 that 19, whatfoever 
law is written, is controllable, and may be contradicted by him: his 
mouth is the law it felf, and the power of an infallible interpretation 
isin him 5 and thoughthe Aésftiis many times, for cuftome, formali- 
ty and fatisfaction of the people confulted with, yet when his fen- 
tences have not been agreeable to the defigns intended, I have known 
him in an inftant thrown from his office to make room for another, 
oracle better prepared for the purpofe of his Mafter. Some maintain 
that the very oaths and promifes of tht Grand Signior are always re- 
vocable, when the performance of his vow is a reftriction to the abfo- 
lute power of theEmpire. And I remember when my Lord Embaffa- 
dor hath fometimes complained of the breach of our capitulations, 
and pleaded that the Grand Signior had no power by fimple commands 
to infringe articles of peace, to which he had obliged himfelf by fo- , 
lemn oaths and vows; theInterpretershave very gently touched that 
point, and been as nice to queftion how farthe power of the Grand 
Signior extended, as we ought to be in the fubtile points of thedl- 
vine Omnipotence, butrather in contemplation of the Grand Signiors 
juftice, wifdom, faith, and clemency, infinuated arguments of honour, 
convenience, and juftice in maintaining the league inviolate with the 
King of Exgland. It was faftinians rule concerning the Prerogative 
of Princes, Et(t legibws foluti fureus, tamen legibus vivimus. Thatis, al- 
though the Majetty of Princes, and thé neceflity of having a fupream 
head in all governments, did free and priviledge them from all pu- 
nifhment, and exemptthem from the cenfure and correction of law, 
that no earthly power could call them to account for their errours or 
diforders in this world; yet it is neceflary to the Being of an abfo- 
lute Monarch , to be a fevere executioner of the Laws of his Coun- 
try, and it is more hisintereft and fecurity, then to act without rule, 
and always to make ufe of the power of abfolute dominion, which 
is tobe applied like Phyfick, when the ordinary force of nature can- 
not remove the malignancy of fome peccant humours. The Grand 
Signior himfelf is alfo reftrained by laws, but without impeachment to 
his abfolute jurifdiction. For when there is a new Emperour, itis 
the cuftom to condu& bim with great pomp and triumph toa place 
in the Suburbs of Conffantinople called Jeb, where is an ancient Mo- 
nument of fome certain Prophet, or Holy man, whom the, Tarks for 
want of knowledge in Antiquity and Hiftory, ftile that Job, who was 
recorded for the mirrour of conftancy and patience. For they con- 
foundall Hiftory in Chronology, faying that ‘Job Was Solomons judge 
of the Court, and Alexander the Great, Captain of his army. At this 
place Solemn Prayers are made, that God would profper and infufe 
wifdom into him, who is to manage fo great acharge. Thenthe 
Mufti embracing him, beftows his benediction, and the Grand Signior 
{wears and promifes folemnly to maintain the Mufleman Faith, and 
laws of the Prophet Aéahowet 5 and then the Vifiers of the Bench, and 
other Bathaws, with profound reverence and humility, kiffing the 
pround firft, and then the hemme of his veft, acknowledge him 
their lawful and undoubted Emperour : and after this form of inau- 
guration, he returns with the like folemnity and magnificence to the 
Seraglio, (which is always the feat of the Ottoman Emperours.) And thu’ 
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the Gr. Sig. retains, and obliges himfelfto govern within the compaf{s of 
Laws, but they give him fo large a latitude, that he canno more be {aid 
to be bound or limited,than a man who hath the worldto rove in canbe 
termed a prifoner, becaufe he cannot exceed the Inclofure of the Uni- 
verfe.F or though he be obliged to the execution of the Adahometan Law, 
yet that Law calls the Emperour the Mouth and Interpreter of it , and 
endues him with power to alter and annul the moft fetled and fixed 
Rules, at leaft to wave and difpenfe with them when they are anob- 
ftacle to his Government, and contradic (as we {aid before) any great 


defign ofthe Empire. Butthe learned Doctors among the Tarks more ° 


clearly reftrain the Imperial power only to the obfervation of that 
which is Religious inthe Mabometan Law, faying, That in matters 
which are Civil his Law is Arbitrary, and needs no other Judge or Le- 
giflator than his own will. Henceit isthat they fay, the Grand Signior 
can never be depofed or made accountable to any for his crimes, 
whilft. he deftroys caufelefly ofhis Subjects under the number of 1000 
a day ; and in like manner hence itjs, that though the A¢zhometan Law 
determines the teftimony of two Witnefles ofthat Faith to be valid 
for the determination of all cafes of difference 5 yci Ly our Capitula- 
tions it is provided, that no T#rkif) Witnefles of what number or qua- 
lity foever can avail againft any of the Exglifhb Nation, by reafonthat 
the cafe being Civil is difpenfable by the Imperial power; butI doubt , 
Were any matter in queftion Criminal, (as we have never, God be 
praifed, had occafion to put it totrial) the Capitulations would be 
torced to yield to the Adabometan Law, as being Religious and Di- 
vine, with which the Sultan hath no power todifpenfe, Of what con- 
{equence and benefit this abfolute power hath beento the Turks, is evi- 
dengpy the extent of their Empire and fuccefsof their Arms. For if 
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the Sultan pleafes the Souldiery , no matter how the people in this - 


conltitution is contented 5 and this was the conclufion of Machiavel up- 
on this Government, inthe 19. Chapter of his Book del Prencipe. And it 
muft needs be a great advantage toa Commander, whenthe Utile and 
Jafiuw are reconciled and chade the fame, and that he meets no con- 
tradiction or oppofition at home, which may retard or crofs the great 
defigns abroad. The Emperour of Germsany had doubtlefs fooner en- 
countred the Turks, and givena {top to hisfree entrance the firlt year 
of the late War into Humgary, had he been abfolute of the whole Em- 
pire, and not neceflitated to expect the confent of his feveral Princes, 
and the refult of a Diet, when the Twrks were even ready to enter 


Germany, For when many heads or handsare required, all bufinefs - 


moves flowly, and more time is fpent in agreement ofthe manner 
of action, in arguments and debates, ( which are moft commonly car- 
ried on by faction) than in the moft difficult point of execution. It 
would feem a great clog tothe Grand Signior to be obliged to depend 
on the bounty of his Subjects when he would make a War, oron the 
judgment of a Lawyer that fhould contradi@ and cenfure the actions 
of his Prince asirregular, and exceeding the priviledges of his Prero- 
gative. Itisvery difficult to underftand howit is poflible with thefe 
fetters for any Country or City ever to arriveto that height, as to be 
termed the MiftrefS of — Empire, or a Prince be faid to have a 
long arm, or embrace a large compafs ofthe Globe, who is pinjoned 
wit 
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withthe bands of his own Laws. But Iconfefsit isa blefling and won- 
derful happinefs ofa people, to be Subjects of a gracious Prince, who 
hath prefcribed his power within the compafs of wholefom Laws, ac- 
knowledg’d a right of poffeflion and propriety of Eftate as well in his 
Subjects as himfelf, who doth not punifh the innocent with the guilty, 
nor opprefs without diftin@ion, nor a& the part of that King whom 
God gives in his wrath. But then they muft content themfelves with 
their own borders, or fome neighbouring conqueft, and this is better, 
and a greater glory and content, {than the honour of being Slaves to the 
luft 7 a Monarch, whofe Titles comprehend the greateft part of the 
world.

The LefJon of Obedience to the ir Emperour is taught by the Turks, 
as a Principle of Religéon rather than of State. 


“. a abfolute power‘in the Prince implies an exact obedience in the 
Subjects 5 and to inftill and confirm that Principle no art or indu- 
{try is wanting, in the education of thofe who are placed in the Seruglo, 
with defign of preferment to Offices and great Charges 5 fo that even 
the Oath of Obedience which Friers and other Religious men vow to 
their Superiors at their firft initiation into Ecclefiaftical Orders, is not 
more exatly or devoutly obferved or profeffed by them, thanthis Do- 
Grime of fubmiffion tothe will of their great mafter is carefully taughe 
to his young Scholars, who ftand Probationers and Candidates for all 
the Governments ofthe Empire. To die by the hand or comgnand 
of the Grand Signior, when the blow is fubmitted,¢g8, with entire re- 
fignation, is taught to be the higheft point of Martyrdom; and whofe 
good fortune it is fo to fuffer is immediately tranfported to Paradife. 
Kara Muftapha Pafaw (agreat Vifier) after he had been fo fuccefleful 
in all matters of his charge, and proved {6 excellent an Inftrument of 
victories and fervices to his Mafter, that he was applauded by ail cobe 
a moft happy and fortunate Minifter, .was fo fenfible of his own condi- 
tion, aod the favour of hie Prince, that he confeffed he was now ar- 
rived to the greateft glory and perfe&tion he could in this life afpire to, 
and only wanted the holy Martyrdom, todie by the order and fentence 
of the Grand Signior as the reward of his faithfulnefs, and the confum- 


- mation of all his Honours. 


Such as receive any wages or pay coming from the Exchequer, or 
any’ Office depending on the Crown, have the title of Ka/, which is, 
the Grand Signiors Slave : fuch is the great Vifier and all the Pafhaws 
ofthe Empire, and it is more honourable than the condition and name 
of SubjeZ% 5 forthey have a privilege over thefe, and can revile, beat 
and abufe them with authority ; but the S#bje cannot offer the leaft 
injury to the Slave without danger of fevere punifhment. Slevery 
among the Twrks denotesacondition of entire refignation to the will 
and command ef the Emperour, to perform whatfoever he fignifies ; or 
if poffible, what he conceives: though he command whole Armies of 
them Co precipitate themfelves from a Rock, or build a Bridge with 
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piles of their bodies for him to pafs Rivers, orto kill one another to 
afford him paftime and pleafure. They that have been where they have 
feen and knownthe manner of this blind obedience, may well cry out, 
O homines ad fervitutem pardtor| And doubtlefs the flattery ufed in the 
Seraglio towards the Prince by thofe that are near his perfon, is pro- 
portionable to this conditition of flavery they profefs, and cannot but 
fancy a ftrange kind of projected bafenefs in all the deportment within 
the Walls of the Seraglio, when there appears fo much condefcenfion 
abroad to all the lufts and evil inclinations of their Mafter; f0 that a guj siberss- 
generous Prince (as fome have been found among the Ottoman Empe- tem publicam 
rours) though he defired not the publick liberty , would yet be weary orafi ferste 
of this flavifh compliance, and feek other counfel and meansto inform sium patintic 
himfelf of the true ftate of his own and other Kings Dominions, then 4h. T# 
{uch as proceed from men unexperienced in any other Court or Coun- 
try then that they live in. This flattery and immoderate fubjection hath 
doubtlefs been the caufe of the decay of the Twrkifh difcipline in the 
time of Sultan Zbrahiw, when Women governed, and now inthis pre- 
fent age of Sultan Adahomet, whofe counfels arc given chiefly by his 
Mother , Negroes, Eunuchs , and fome handfome young Mofayp or 
Favourite ; feldom any from without being permitted, or havetheir 
{pirits emboldened to declare a truth, or are called to give their coun- 
fel in matters of greateft importance. So that this obedience which 
brave and wife Emperours have made ufe of in the advancement of 
noble exploits , and enlargement of their Empire, 1s with effeminate 
Princes (delighted with flattery) the {nare of their own greatnefs, and 
occafion of weak counfels and means in the management of great de- 
figns. Jf aman ferioufly confiderthe whole com pfition of the Turkéh 
Court, he will finditto be a Prifon and Banniard of Slaves, differing 
from'that where the Galley-flaves are immured, only by thaornaments 
and glittering outfide and appearances: here their chains are made 
of Iron, and there of gold, andthe difference is only in a painted 
fhining fervitude, from that, which is a {qualid, fordid, and anoifome 
flavery. Forthe youths educated in the Seragl%o (which we fhall have 
occafion to difcourfe of in the next Chapter) are kept asic were with- 
ina prifon, under a ftrange feverity of difcipline, fome for 20, 30, 
others 40, years, others the whole time of the age of man, and grow 
gray under the correction of their Hogiaes or Tutors, The two Bro- 
thers of this prefent Grand Signior, are alfo imprifoned here, reftrain- 
ed witha faithful and careful guard, and perhaps are fometimes per- 
mitted out of grace and favour into the prefence of their Brother, to 
kils His Veft , and to perform the offices of duty and humility before 
their Prince. The Ladys alfo of the Seraglio have their faithful keep- 
ersof the black guard to attend them, and canonly have the liberty 
of enjoying the air which paffes through grates and lattices, unlefle 
fometime they obtain licenfe to {port and recreate themfelves in the 
Garden, feparated from the fight of men by walls higher then thofeof 
any Nunnery. 

Nay, if aman confiders the contexture of the whole Tarkifh Go- 
vernment, he will find it fucha Fabrick of flavery, that it isa wonder 
if any amongft them fhould be born of a free ingenuous fpirit. The 
Grand Signior is born of a flave, the Mother of the prefent betng a 
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Circhafian, taken perhaps by the Tertars, in their incurfions intothat 
Gountry. The Vifiers themfelves are not always free born by Fa- 
ther or Mother ; forthe Terks get more ghildren by their flaves theh 
by their wives, and the continual fupply of flaves fent in by the Tar- 
tars, taken from different Nations, by way of the black fea , (as here- 
after we fhall have occafion to fpeak more fully ) fills Comftamtinople 
with fuch a ftrange race, mixture, and medly of different forts of 
blood, that it is hard to find many that can derive a clear line from 
ingerious Parents: So that it is no wonder that amongft the Turks a 
difpofition be found fitted and difpofed for fervitude, and that is better 
governed witha fevere and tyrannous hand, then with fweetnefs and 
lenity, unknown to them and their fore-fathers: as Grotius takes this 
Maxime out of Ariftotle, Quofdant homines natura effe fervos 5 i.e. ad 
fervitutene aptos ; CG ita populi quidem , co funt ingenio ut rege quam re- 
gere worint rectins. But fince it appears that fubmiffion and fubjection 
are fo incident to the nature of the Z#rks, and obedience taught, and 
fo carefully inftilled into them with their firft Rudiments ; it may be 
a pertinent queftion, how it comes to pafs, that there are fo many. 
mutinies and rebellions as are feen and known amongft the Turks, and 
thofe commonly the moft infalent,violent, and defperate that we read of 
in ftory. To let pafs the mutinies of former times in the Ottoman 
Camp, andthe ufual, thou gh fhort rebellions of ancient days: 1 fhall 
inftance in the caufes and beginnings of two notorious difturbances, 
or rather madnefles of the Souldiery not mentioned in any Hiftory, 
which being paflages of our age, deferve greatly to be recorded. 

This obedience then that is fo diligently taught and inftilled into 
the Turkifh Militia (as to the Spahees in their Seraglios, or Semina- 
ries 3 the Janixaries in their chambers) fometimes is forgot when 
the paffiogs and animofities of the Court ( by which inferiour 
affections are moft commonly regulated ) corrupt that Difcipline , 
which its reafon and fobricty inftituted. For the affections of Prin- 
ces are indued with a general influence, when two powerful parties 
afpiring both to greatnefs and authority, allure the Souldiers to their 
refpective factions, and engage them ina civil war amongft themfelves 5 
and hence proceed feditions, deftruction of Empires , the overthrow 
of Common-wealths, and the violent death of great Minifters of 
State. 

And fo it hapned when ill government and unprofperous fucceffes 
of war, caufed difobedience in the Souldiery, which fome emulous of 
the greatnefs of thofe that were in power, nourifhed and raifed to 
make place for themfelves or their party. For in the time of Sultan 
Mahomet , the prefent Grand Signior, whes the whole government 
of the Empire refted in the hands of one Adwiki Kadin, a young auda- 
cious woman, by the extraordinary favour and love of the Queen 
Mother‘(who, as it was divulged, exercifed an unnatural kind of car- 
nality with thefaid Queen) fo that nothing was left to the counfel 
and order of the Vifier and grave Seniors, ha was fir{t to receive ap- 
probation and authority fromher 5 the black Ewzuchs and Negroes gave 
laws toall, and the cabinet councels were heldin the fecret appart- 
ments of the women; and there were profcriptions made, Officers 
difcharged, or ordained as were moft proper to advance the intereft 
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of this Feminine Government, But at length, the fouldiery (not 
ufed to the tyranny of women) no longer fupporting this kind of fer. 
vitude, in amoment refolved on a remedy, and in great tumultscame 
to the Seraglio, where commanding the Grand Signior himfelf tothe 
Kiofch, or banquetting-houfe, demanded without further prologue the 
heads of the favourite Exsnchs 3 there was no argument or Rhetorick 
to be oppofed to this unreafonable multitude, nor time given for de- 
Jays, or confultation ; butevery one ofthe accufed, ashe was entred 
into the fouldiers roll or catalogue, and required, being firft ftrang- 
led, was afterwards thrown head-long from the wall of the Garden, 
and committed to the farther fatisfadtion of their enemies revenge, by 
whom from thence they were dragged to the Hyppodromo, and before 
the new Afofgug cut into {mall pieces, and their flefh roafted and eaten 
by them. The day following, they apprehended A4s/ki, and her 
hufband Schaban Kalfa, both whom they put to death; nor ended 
thistumult here, until by means of difleation between the Spahees and 
Janizaries, the principal Minifters found means and copoly to in- 
terpofe their powers and having executed {everal of the Spabees, and 
performed other exemplary parts of Juftice, reduced matters to fome 
kind of quietnefs and compofure 5 and thus order refults often from 
confufion, and tumults in corrupted Gommonwealths have operated 
good effects tothe redrefs of feveralevils. But befides this inturretti- 
on or mutiny ofthe Fanizeries, have fucceeded divers other 5 but be- 
caufe there hath been no diforder amongft them fo notorious and me- 
morable, as that which occafioned the death of Kiofew, Grand-mother 
to the prefent Saltaz, we have thought fit to record the certain particu- 
lars of it to all pofterity. 





CHAP. IV. 


A true relation of the defigns managed by the old Queen, Wife of | 


Sultan Ahmet, and Mother of Quican Morat , azd Sultan 
brahim, againft her Grand-cbild Sultan Mahomet who now 
Reigns ; and of the death of the faid Queen and ber Complices. 


Fter the murder of S#itan Ibrahim, by confpiracy of the Janiza- 

ries, Sultan Mahomet (eldeft fon of the ‘late deceafed Emperour , 
a child ofnine years old) fucceeded in the throne of his father ; and 
the tuition of him, and adminiftration of the Government (during his 
minority) was committed tothe old Queen, the Grand-mother, cal- 
led Kiofem 5 aLady, whothrough her long experience, and practice 
in affairs, wasable, and proper for fo confiderable an office ; and fo 
the young Switan was conducted tothe AMe{ch of Einb, where withthe 
accuftomed Ceremonies, his {word was girt to his fide, and he pro- 
claimed Emperour through all the Kingdoms and Provinces of his Do- 
minions. 

For fome time thisold Queen governed all things according to her 
pleafure, until the Mother ofthis young Saitan (as yet trembling with 
the thoughts of the horrid — of her Lord; and fearing 
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left the {ubtle and old Polititian the Grandmother (who had com- 
pafled the death of her hufband) fhould likewife contrive the Murder 
ofher Son, grew hourly more jealous of his life and fafety 5 which fu- 
{pition of hers wasaugmented by the knowledge fhe had of the am- 
bitious and haughty {pirit of the Grand-mother, and the private trea- 
ties, and fecret correfpondence fhe held withthe Janizaries, which 
compelled her to a refolution of making a faction likewife with the 
Spakees, and Pafhaws, and Beyes, who had received their Education 
in the Seraglio, being a party alwaies oppofite to the Jaxizaries. 
Thefe the Courted by Letters, and Meffages, complaining of the 
death and Murder of the Sultan her Hufband, the Pride and Iafo- 
lence of the Janizaries ; and {mall efteem was had ofher Son, their 
undoubted Prince 5 adding, that if they provided nog for their own 
fafety, the Old Queen would abolifh both the name and order of 
Spabees. The Afatich Spabees awakened hereat, with a confiderable 
Army marched to Scutari under the Conduct of Gwrgi Nebi, and de- 
wnanded the heads of thofe who had been the traytors and confpira- 
tors againft the facred Life of their Jate Soveraign ; all which were then 
under the protection of the ‘Janizaries, and fupported by the powerful 
Authority of the Queen Regent. Upon this Alarum, the Grand Vifier, 
(calléd Alorat Pafbaw) who had had his Education amongft the Jani- 
waries, being adored by them as an Oracle, and engaged with them in 
the late Treafon againft the Sultaz, {peedily pafled over from Conftan- 
tinople to Scutari, with an Army of fanizaries, and others of bis favou- 
rites and followers, traofporting likewife Artillery and all neceflaries 
for entrenchment 5 fomeskirmifhes pafled between the Van-guard of 
the Spabees and the Deli (which are the Vifiers Guard) and thereby 
had engaged boththe Armies; but thatthetwo Chief Juftices of Aza- 
tolia and Greece interpofing with their grave and religious countenan- 
ces, preached tothem ofthe danger and impiety there was in the ef- 
fufion of Auffelmins or believers bloud; andthat, had they any juft 
pretences, their plea fhould be-heard, and all differences decided by the 
Law. Thefe, and fuch like perfwafions made impreffion on Gurgi Ne- 
biand other Spabees ; and the pofture they found their Adverfaries 
in, to givethem battel, made them inclinable to hearken to propofals 
for accomadation 5 buc efpecially their courages were abated by 
what the Jultices had declared , that in cafethey repaired not to their 
own homes, the Vifter was refolved to burnall the Rolls, and pro- 
claim a general Nefiranz through the whole Empire: (which is an Edit 
ofthe King and Adefti, commanding all the Terks of his Kingdoms from 
feven years old and upward toarm and follow him to the war. ) 

The Spahees hereupon difperfed themfelvess and from their retreat 
encreafed the Pride of the Janizaries faction, and of their chief Com- 
manders, viz, Bectas Aga, highly favoured by the Queen Regent; 
Kal Kiabia Lieutenant of the Janizaries, and Kara Chians a follower of 
BeZas, who now eftcemed themfelves abfolute Matters, of the Em- 
pire. Thefe three now governed all matters, contriving in their fe- 
cret Councils the deftruction of the Spahees; efpecially thofe famed 
forrichesand valour; andas one ofthe firft rank, gave order to the 
Pafba of Anatoliatocake away the life of Gargi Nebi, whom accordingly 


he one day aflaulted in his quarters, and being abandoned by his 
Ran! 


ee fhot him with a Piftol , and fent his head to Conftanti- 
nop le. 

The Spahees exafperated hereat, entred into private Councils anc 
Confpiracies in Avatolia againft the Janizaries, drawing totheir party 
feveral Beyes and Pafbaws of Afia (and particularly one IpfiraCircafian 
born, but educated inthe Seraglio, a Perfon ofa couragious fpirit, anc 
powerful in men and treafure.) aflaulted many quarters of the Fasize. 
ries in Affa, and cutting off their arms and nofes, miferably flaughtered 
as many as fell into their hands. 

On the other party Beas Aga, fecure in his condition, amafled 
wealth with both hands by new impofitions, rapine, andother arts 3 
caufing to becoined at Belgrade 300 thoufand Afpers, one third filver, 
and two of tinne; thefe Afpers he difperfed amongft the Tradefinen 
and 4rtifans, forcing othersto exchange his falfe metal for Gold, at the 
value of 160 Afpers for the Humgarian Ducat. “The people fenfible of 
thecheat, begun a mutiny in the quarter of the Sedlers at Conftantino- 
ple, which encreafed fo faft, that the whole City was immediately in a 
general uproar: this tumult was violently carried to the place of the 
Mufti, whom they forced with the Se#gh (who is the Grand Signiors 

Preacher) and the Nakib Efref, or Primate ofthe Atahometan Race, to 
accompany them to the Seraglio,where at the inward gate of che Royal 
Lodgings, with clamours and out-cries they made their complaint. * 
In this danger the Grand Signior was advifed by the Capi Agaft, and 
Solywan Aga, the Kuzlir Aga or chief Eunuch of the Women, that 
this happy conjuncture was to be embraced for the deftruction of Bedfas 
and hiscomplices ; but fear, and too muchcaution hindered that de- 
fign for the prefent; only it was judged fie, for fatisfaction of the ° 
multitude, that Melk Abmet Pafhaw (then Prime Vifier, and yet a 
flave to the lufts of the Jaxizaries) fhould be deprived his office 5 “ 
which was immediately effected 5 and the Seal taken from him was deli- 
vered to Siaws Pafhaw, a Stoutand Valiant perfon, This Vifier being < 
jealous ofhis own honour, and jealous for the fafety of the Empire, 7 
cat about all ways to fupprefs the arrogance of Bedfas and his ad- 
herents; left the like fhame, and misfortune fhould befall him, as 
did to Murad Pafba one of hislate Predeceffors in the Office of Vifier, 
who for diflenting from Bec#as in opinion, had lofthislife, had he not 
efcaped his fury by flyinginto Greece. Thetimes werealfo trouble- 
fome, and full of dangers the Jasizaries kept guard in the ftreets, not 
fuffering fo much as two Citizens to walk together, for prevention of 
fecret confultations ; many Artifazs, or handy-crafts-men were im- 
prifoned, as principal inthe latetumult, againft the confent and or- 
der of the new Vifier; the Court was alfo divided ; The Sultans par- 
ty contrived to furprize and kill the rebellious Commanders of the 
Janizaries, and that the day following, the Lieutenant of the Bel- 
tagees, or Hatchet-men, fhould encounter Kwl-chiachia ashecameac- 
cording to cuftomto the Divan, and {flay him; but the Old Queen 
being of a contrary faction, with threats and menaces frighted that 
Officer from his defign, The two Queens were exafperated highly 
againft each other ; oneto maintainthe Authority of her Son, and the 
other her own 3 in the City the confufion grew greater ; the famizaries 
were not pledfed with the election of Siam Paffz, knowing him to os 
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averfe to their faction; but yet confidering the ftate of the times, they 
endeavoured with fair promifes to allure him to thei party. The 
Old Queen by Letters advifed Beéas of all matters that were difcourf- 
ed in the Seraglio, intimating that the Young Queen was Author of 
all thefe difturbances, and that therefore as a remedy of all thefe evils, 
ic was neceflary , that Swltax A¢ahomet fhould be depofed , and his 
younger Brother Solymax placed in his ftead, who having a Mother, 
ee | be abfolutely fubjec to her tuition: fhe added likewife that 
Solywean wasalufty youth, corpulent and Majeftical, whereas Sultaz 
Mabomet was lean, weakly, and unable for the Crown. Beétas having 
received this meflage from the Queen Regent, afflembled a Council at 
Orta-giami, (that isthe Janizaries Mofeb) where was great and folemn 
appearance both of the Souldiery and Lawyers, (which latter are of the 
{piritual function among them) fome out of friendfhip to their party, 
and others for fear of their power 5 only the Vifier was wanting, 
whom they fent to invite, out of an opinion that he might be drawn to 
their fide, and incafe they found him oppofite, then not to fuffer him to 
efcape alive from their Councils. It was then two hoursin the night, 
when this meflage cameto the Vifier 5 and though it was againft the 
ftate, and gravity of a Vifier togo to any, but his Mafter 5; yet hee 
thought it now time to diflemble, and overcome the greatnefs of his 
mind; and {fo witha private retinue went tothe Aofch, where the firft 
he encountred wasa Guard of ten thoufand Janizaries armed with 
their Muskets and Matches lighted, which at firft fo difmayed 
him thathe had fome thoughts of returning ; but afterward recover- 
ing himfelf, and taking courage, refolved to proceed; and coming 
to the Adofch, Bedas vouchfafed not tomeet him, but fent another to 
perform that Ceremony; at which neglect though the greatnefs of his 
{pirit could {carce contain it felf; yet fupprefling his choler, addrefled 
himfelf to the feet of Bec#as, who {carce arifing gave him a faint well- 
com; and fetting him on hisleft hand, (which isthe upper hand with 
the Turkifb Souldiery) began to propound to him his new defigns, and 
firft chat 1c was neceffary, that the prefent Kiag fhould be depofed, and 
Solyman Crowned in his place ; that the Canons of the Imperial Sere- 
gizo fhould be reformed ; and that whereas the Children of divers Na- 
tions were yearly colleCted for the fervice of the Grand Signior , none 
fhould for the future have admiffion there, but the Sons of Janiza- 
ries: The Vifier confented toallthat was propofed, profeffing a fin- 
cere affection and reality to them, and their party, {wearing upon the 
Alchoran, with the moft horrid imprecations on himfelf, and his family, 
if he were not faithful to them and their defigns; which gave 
Beas that fatisfaction that he began to perfwade himfelf, that the 
Vifier was really a confiding perfon, and one affectionate to their inte- 
re{t; and fo partly from this confideration, and partly out of a confi- 
dence of his own ftrength, and inability of the Vifier to hurt him, 
fairly took his leave of him, and fo difmifled his Kalaba Divan, or his 
confufed Council, But the Chiachia Bei (or Lieutenant General of 
the Janizaries, and Kara-Chiaws reproved very much Beéas for per- 
mitting the Viber to efcape with his life, fying, he had done ill in fuf- 
fering the bird to efcape out of the Cage ; that he had relesfed one,and 
permitted him to carry his head on his fhoulders, who would fhortly 
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a 
take off theirs, with many words ofthe like effect. But BeZas {lighted 


their reproof, as proceeding from want of courage, and the igno- 
ranice Me their own power 5 and that the time until morning was {o 
fhort, that fhould the Vifier intend to countermine them, he was whol- 
ly unable , being unprovided both of Power and Councel. The 
Vifier being got free, went apace to the Seraglio, with two men only, 
thanking God as he walked, that he was freed from the hands of thofe 
Tyrants and Villains; and coming to the Iron gate, intending to pafs 
through the Garden, he found it open contrary to the cuftom , and 
enquiring of the Boftangees or Gardiners the reafon, he could learn 
nothing farther from them, then that it was the order of the Old 


Queen 3 who (as it appeared afterwards) expected her Confidents who ’ 
might withdraw her that night into fome retirement where fhe might. 


remain fecure from the dangers of the enfuing day. The Vifier being 
entred, went foftly to the Su/tans apartments, and in his way by,good 
chance met with the Kuslir-Agaft Solyman Aga, the chief Eunuch ofthe 
Women, whoin the dark was making his rounds about the old Queens 
Lodgings 5 by the Vifiers voice Solywan knew who he was,’ but was 
amazed at his unfeafonable Vifit, yet underftanding the bufinefs, thank- 
ed him for his Vigilance 5 adding, that he had alfo obferved that the Old 
Queen contrary to her cuftom, was not yet gone to bed, who did at 
other times at two hours inthe night difpofe her felf to reft, only eis 
Evening fhe had entertained her felf in company of her Eunuchs, 
and Favourites, with Mufick, Singing and other unufual delights. 
Wherefore after fome fhort deliberation, the Vifier, Solywzan Aga, and 
others of the Kings Eunuchs went to the quarters of the Old Queen, 
and offering to enter forcibly, were repulfed by the Queens Eynuchs; 
but Solyman Aga being a {tout man drew his Dagger and ftruck the chief 
Chamberlain Bafob Kapa Oglar onthe face, upon which the other Eu- 
nuchs who accompanied Solywan entred furioufly with their Daggers, 
at which the Eunuchs of the Queen flying, fhe remained alone in the 
Chamber, where fhe was committed to the Cuftody of the Kings 
Eunuchs, The fugitive Eunuchs would immediately have efcaped out 
ofthe Seraglio, but the Gates were firft fhut by order of Solyman Aga, 
fo that they with all other favourites of the faid Queen were taken and 
{ecured in fafe hands. This Victory was fo fecretly obtained, that 
they received no alarum in the Royal Lodgings, though near adjoyn- 
ing; fothat the Vifier and Solyman Aga went to the Chamber where 
the King flept, and lifting up the Antiport , made a fign of filence to 
the Ladies of the Guard, commanding by dumb motions that the 
Young Queen fhould be awakened (for it is the cuftom,in the Grand 
Signiors Court to {peak by figns, to prevent noife, and there were 
fome pointin it of Majefty and decency, they have practifed this mute 
language fo fully, that they are able to recount ftories in it) The La- 
dies hereupon gently rubbing the Queens feet, raifed her out of her 
fleep, and gave her to underftand that Solywam Aga would {peak with 
her; whereat the Queen furprifed, leapt from her bed to (oeak with 
him , and was fcarce informed of the bufinefs before fhe became fo 
affrighted, that fhe could not contain her {elf within the bounds of 
aes or filence, but with a great cry ranto take her Son as one 
diftraéted, and catching him up in her armes, cryed out, O Son, you and 
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are dead; the Grand Signior likewife asa Child bewailed himfelf, 
and falling at the feet of Solyman Aga, faid, Lala, Lala Kurtar-beni ; 
which is Tutor, Tutor fave me: He not without tears took his Lord 
into his arms, and with the Vifter encouraged the Child and his Mother, 
protefting that they would rather die, then live to behold fo horrid a 
ruines and fo accompanied him (fome Ladies carrying before Torches 
lighted in their hands, to the Hozoda, which is the Prefence Chamber 
or place where the Principal Officers of the Court attend) Upon the 
approach of the Torches, the Guard which watched in this Chamber 
was amazed, and walking towards. the light to difcover what there 
was, perceived that the Grand Signior was coming thither, and there- 
upon rerurned again with all hafte to awaken their companions, and 
. calling them immediately to repair to their due fervice. The Grand 
Signior being feated on a Throne, which is alwayes remaining in the 
Prefence Chamber; the Officers hereof (which are in number forty ) 
prefented themfelves before him, defiring to know if His Majefty had 
any thing wherein to employ their Fidelity and Service. Hereat So- 
lyman Aga faid, He that eats the Kings Bread, fhould apply bimfelf to the 
Kings fervice 5 we fuffered the Traitots te deftroy Sultan Ibrahim, and 
now they would alfo take this ont of our hands , To you it belongs, who are 
His Majefties Principal Servitors, to afford him your utmoft affiftance. 
Eiginfé Muffapha Paffa Sword-bearer to the Grand Signior, and chief of 
the Prefence Chamber, aman of a Lions Heart and undaunted refolu- 
tion, underftood fomething formerly of the bad inclinations of the 
old Queen to wards the Kings readily replyed,Great Mafter be not trou- 
bled, tomorraw you fhallfee (God willing) the Heads of your Ene- 
miesat yourfeet, The Vifier and othersin the mean time after a fhort 
Confult, fell to aét, the exigencie oftheir Affairs admitting no delays; 
and in the firft place, Pen and Ink being brought, an Order was pre- 
{ented to the Grand Signior to be fubfcribed for arrefting the Boffangi- 
Pafoa asa Traitor, for having againft the rule of the night kept open 
the Gate of the Kings Garden. This was done in an inftant, he re- 
moved from his Office and another conftituted in bis place, and at 
the fame time the Oath of Allegiance was adminiftred tn him, who 
calling together the Gardiners in number about 500. caufed them alfo 
all to {wear faithful obedience to the Grand Signior, and to remain al] 
that night, keeping good Guard at the Gates and Walls of the Gar- 
dens. In the next place the Zchoglans were called up (who arcthe 
Grand Signiors Pages) and to proceed with the more privacy and leaft 
confufion, they went firft to the Chamber of the Cape Agaft (who by 
his Office is ogy all the Youth of the Seraglio) and knocking gently ar 
the Windowsae Guards came atthe noife, and demanded what the 
matter was? they anfwered, Awakethe Capa 4ga,and let him fpeak to 
us at the Window. But the Cape 4ga would firft know whorthey were 
that would fpeak with him: and whenit was told him that it was the 
Vifier andthe Kuflir Aga, he anfwered, Iam indifpofed and cannot rife, 
but utter what you have to fay at the Window; fo they faid, by His 
Majefties Order go and raife all the Zchoglans in the Seraglio, uponan 
important occafion ; and yet the Capa Agafi would not ftir, fo that fume 
believed him confederate in the Confpiracy ; but the truth was, he 
was an ancient Man of go years, and unhealthfyl in his body. Where- 
fore 
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fore Solyman Aga cried out witha lopd voice, 4ga raife the Ichoglans, 
Our King is ready to be taken ont of our bands; but the Capa Agaft per- 
fitted that he would not raife the Icboglans or Pages,. unlefs he brought 
a Cemmand in writing fromthe King. Inthe Interim the Servants of 
the Capa Aga awakened, and hearing his difcourfe, could not contain 
themfelves, but without farther order run to both the greater and 
Jefler Chamber of the Pages ; the Batler came to that which iscalled 
the greater Chamber 5 it was then five hours in the night when he en- 
tred in, and running tothe middle of the Chamber which was 80 pa- 
cesin length, he made a ftop and clapped hishands together; (To 
make fuch a noife in the Seraglio at night isahigh mif{demeanor) at 
which fome being awakened, raifed up their heads, and ftartled at fych 
an unufual alarum, enquired the reafon of it ; at which he again clapping 
his hands, and crying out, Arife, the Grand Signior is like to be taken 
out of our hands, the whole Chamber was raifed 5 fo that you might 
have {cen all the Ichoglansin number above 600. to rife and run ina 
confufed manner, fome without Cloaths, fome without Arms to fight, 
fome to fly, fuppofing the Jazizaries were alrcady cutred the Seraglio. 
Io this amaze came a Guard of Black and White Eunuchs tothe door, 
advifing them toarm themfelves with what weapons were next at hand, 
and there to remain until they received farther Orders. Al} the other 
Chambers of Pages and Officers were in the fame confufion, and were 
commanded inthe like manner to arm themfelves. The Grand Sig- 
nior all this time fearing he fhould be put to Death as his Father was, 
could not be pacified until Aéuftapba Pafha his Sword-bearer taking him 
by thchand, fhewed him his Attendants all armed, and ready at his 
command 3 and pafling by one of the Windows of the Lodgings, was 
deferyed by a young man, who cryed out witha loud Voice ( God 
grant our King ten thoufand years of life) at which all the Chamber 
fhouted, * 4@/ab, AUab 5 this acclamation rang through all the Seraglto, «ya oe aoa 
io that it reached the more remote quarters of the Drogifts, Cooks, Pole- by che Turks 
axe-men, Faulconers and others; who being ready and armed as the o- whea they 
thers, anfwered with the like fhout. Att 
Thefe preparations were not only in the Seraglio, butlikewife with- 
out; for the Vifier had given order toallthe Pafhaws and Beglerbegs 
and other his Friends, that without delay they fhould repair to the 
Seraglzo with all the force they could make, bringing with them three 
days provifions,” obliging them under pain of Death to this Duty. In 
a fhort {pace fo great was this concourfe, that all the Gardens of the 
Seraglie, the outward Courts and all the adjoyning ftreets were filled 
with armed men: from Galata and Topbana came Boats and Barges 
loaden with Powder and Ammunition and other neceffaries; fo that 
in the Morning by Break of day appeared fuch an Army of Horfe and 
Foot inthe Streets, and Ships and Gallies on the Sea, as adminiftred no 
final] terrour tothe Jasizaries 3 of which being advifed and feeing the 
concourfe of the people runto the affiftance of the King, they thought 
it high time to beftir themfelves; and therefore armed a great Company 
of Albanefes, Greeks and other Chriftians, to whom they offered Mo- 
ney, and the Titles and Priviledges of Fanizaries, promifing to free 
them from Harach, or Impofitions paid by the Chriftians ;_ which Ar- 


guments were fo prevalent, that moft taking Arms, you might fee the 
Nn Conre 
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Court and City divided, and ready to enter into a moft dreadful con- 
fufion of a Civil War. 

Inthe Seraglio allthings were in goodorder, the Morning Devoti- 
ons being finifhed, the Baltagees (whoarea Guard that carry Poleaxes) 
called to the Pages to joyn with them, and accompany them to the 
Prefence Chamber. Thefe Baltagees were in number about 20 ftrong, 
of large ftature, and of admirable agility 5 at whofe beck the Pages ran 
with all alacrity tc the door of the Chamber , where they at firft re- 
ceived a repulfe from the Mafter of the Chamber who was an Eunuch, 
and one faithful to the Old Queensintereft , who to yield all poflible 
furtherance towards the protectionof her Perfon, reproved the info- 
Jence of the Rout in coming fo boifteroufly to the Royal Lodgings: 
to which they unanimoufly anfwered that they would ipeak to His 
Majefty,and that it was their defire to have the Old Queen (Enemy to 
the King, and the Mahometaune Faith) put to Death 5 at which words he 
being enraged, and relying on his Authority, reproved them with 
terms of Rebels and Traitors to their Matter. What have you to do 
withthe Queen (faid he)? Are you worthy to open your wouths againft 
her Serene Name >? He reiterating thefe and the like words, one of this 
Rabble faid, Kill that Cuckold, for he alfo isan Enemy of the Faith ; 
and whilft one lifted up his hand to ftrike him, he fled by the way of 
the Tarras into the Garden, whither being purfued by five or fix 
of them, he was overtaken, and catching him by the coller would have 
cut histhroat, but that at his earneft entreaty they gave him fo much 
liberty as firft to caft himfelf at the feet of the Sw/tan: whither being 
dragged, he delivered to the King a Sealand a Key of Secret Treafure, 
and being about to fay fomthing in his own behalf and defence of his 
life, abold youth of thefe Baltagees called Falch-Leferls {truck him on 
the head with his axe, and cleft it into two pieces; the others feeing 
this firft blow given him, fell onhim with their Symitters and cut him 
to pieces: his blood and brains were dafhed on the rich Carpets, 
which moved fear n many,who were fecretly ofthe Confpiracy with the 
Old Queen. The Young King himfelf ignorant of the good intentions 
of his Servants,at the fight of blood-fhed,being yet tendcr-hearted,cry- 
edand clofely embraced the Sel#btar who then held him in his arms ; 
but upon the removal of the Corps Ont of his fight and fome {mooth 
words, as that it was a facrifice of love tohim, and the like, his chil- 
difh tears were foon wiped away. In this interim fHe new created 
Mufti and Kenan Pafha one of the Vifiers of the Bench , and Balyzade 
Efendi, who was formerly Lord Chief Juftice, and well affected to the 
Spabees party, entring the Hazoda or Prefence Chamber , perceiving a 
tumult in His Majefties Prefence with different voices and languages, 
for fome cryed in Georgian, others Albanian, Bofwian, Mengrelian, Tur- 
kifh and Italian,remained in great confufion how to proceed with order 
and reafon én this important affair ; For the ésfti and others were of 
opinion that the fentence againft the Old Queen was not rafhly to be 
pronounced, and fothe matter might calmly be debate, and if pof- 
fible, anexpedient might be “found for faving her life, and fecuring the 


‘Sultan: But the Rabble impatient of delay, cryed out, defer not the 


fentence ; for otherwife we fhall efteem theeas one of her adherents. 
By this time news was come to the Young Queen, that there had been 
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a fightin the Streets; who as yet doubtful ofthe fuccefS, and fearing 
if the Janizaries fhould gainthe advantage, Becfas would revenge the 
blood ofthe Old Queen by her death, came covered with a Vail into 
the Prefence Chamber, faying as the pafled, Is this the Reverence yoy 
" owe to the King your Lord? Do yon know the place where youare>? What 
svould you have of aWoman ? Why do you bufie your felves inthe Kings 
Affairs 2 Some prefently apprehended that this was only a Plot of the 
Young Queen to make the World believe fhe would rather affift the 
Grand-Mother, than contrive again{t her, which made the Pages the 
more importunately to perfift with the Afsfti for the Fetfa or fentence 
againfther. Butoneof the Pages fufpetting that this Woman fo veil- 
ed, might be the old Queen her felf, cryed out, Thisis fhe you feek 
for; fhe is in your hands, take your Revenge upon her: at which 
fome beftirring themfelves to feize her, fhe ran to the feet of her Son, 
and laying hold cn him, cried out, No, no, I am not the Grand- 
Mother, 1 am the Mother of this His Majeftys and wiping the tears 
fiom the eyes of her Son with her handkerchief, made figns to keep 
back, which reftrained the forwardnefs of fome who prefled to lay vi- 
olent hands upon her. The Ad#fti,who obferved the carriage ofthe Rout, 
and their earneft defires which could not be refifted, feared, ifhe gave 
not his concurrence, he himfelf fhould be killed, and the rather becaufe 
he overheard the old Kenanr Paha difcourfe with the Vifter, tothe like 
effect. So thar after fome paufe gpd Confultation with the other chief 
Minifters, it was refolved to fwPplicate His Majefty for his confent s 
which was done in thefe words 5 Sir, The willof God is, that you confign 
your Grand-Mother into the hands of fuftice, if you wonld have thefe 
Adutinies appeajed 5 alittle mifchief is better than a great onc; there is noo- 
ther Remedy, God willing, the end fhall be profperows, Pen and Ink being 
brought, the 4é#ftz wrote the fentence, and the Grand Signior fub- 
{cribed it, which was that the Old Queen fhould be ftrangled, but nei- 
ther cut with {word, nor bruifed with blows, The writing was deli- 
vered into the hands of one of the Chamberlains, to whom by word of 
mouth tt was ordered that they fhould carry the Queen out by Cafhana 
(or the Gate ofthe Birds) fo as fhe might not die in fight or hearing 
of the Grand Signior. TheJchoglans advancing the Royal Command 
on high with their hands, went out ofthe Prefence witha great fhout, 
crying, 4Uab, Allah, to the door of the Womens Lodgings, where 
they met fome Black Eunuchs keeping Guard, who upon the fight of 
the Imperial Firme, andthe command of Solywsan Aga, gave them ad- 
mittance, upon condition that twenty perfons only fhould enter the 
Chambers. | Thofe who were beft armed went in, and paffing through 
the Chambers of the Virgins,were met by the Queens Buffone with a Pi- 
ftol in her hand, who demanding what they would have, they an- 
{wered, the Kings Grand-Mother ; fhe replyed, 1am fhe, and with that 
offered to difcharge her Piftol, but it took fire only inthe Pan; with 
that the Ichoglans laid hold on her, fuppofing her to be the Queen; 
but being better advifed by Solywan the Kuzlir-Aga, anddiretted to 
the Chamber where the Queen was ; the door being opened, they per- 
ceived the Roomto be dark (for thé Womens quarters in the Seraglio 
for the moft part are made obfcure and clofe, and Lights are burnt 
in them day and night) and the old Queen hadat the weer . 
D2 thefe 
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thefe Officers extinguifhed her Candles and got into a great Prefs, and 
there covered her felf with Quilts and Carpets; but Torches being 
brought in, they looked all about, and difcryed nothing 5 at which 
they were enraged againft Solyman and would have killed him, faying, 
that he was the caufe the Queen had efcaped. But Solyman adviling 
them to fearch more narrowly, one called Deli Dogangi, got upon the 
Prefs, and removing the Gloaths, difcovered the Queen, who had 
thruft her felf into a corner; at which fhe foftly thus entreats him, 
O brave maz be wot cruel unto mesand promifed fhe would give to every 
Ichoglan five purfes a man (each purfe confifting of 500 Dollars ) if 
they would fave her life. It isnot thetime of ranfome, Traitor, faid 
he; and taking her by the feet, drewher forth; the Queen rifing up 
put her hand into her Pocket, and threw out handfuls of Zaichias, ho- 
ping that whilft they were {crambling for the Gold fhe might have an 
opportunity to efcape;, fome of the young men gathered up the Mo- 
ney, but the Dogangi, like a Dog of the Game, left her not, and at 
length though fhe were heavy, caft herdown. The others offered at 
her life, and particularly an Albanefe called Ali Boftanei, who feeing 
two great Jewels at her ears, immediately catched at them and tore 
them thence. They were two Diamonds of the bignefs of Cheftnuts 
cut angulary, and beneath each Diamond was a Ruby to fet it off. 
Thofe earings were given her by Sultan Afbmet in the time of her moft 
flourifhirly Age, and his greateft afiggtion. “Tis faid that {uch Jewels 
cannot be found in all the Great 7#¥¥r Treafure, and were efteemed 
by the moft skilful Jewellers worth a years Revenue of Grand Cairo. 
This Ali fhewed the Jewels to his Comrade , demanding the value of 
them, and his Counfel whether to conceal or reveal them : but the 
Comrade prized them at that rate, that the {tout young man could not 
fleep day nor night , being alwayes in fear left the Jewels fhould not 
be kept hid; and apprehending that they became none but the Grand 
Signior to wear, went and delivered them to Solywan Aga, whoinre- 
compenfethereof, prefented him with 16 Zaichins which he accepted, 
defiring alfo to be admtited into the Chamber of the Treafury, which 
was granted him. Othersalfo plucked her, fome by the hands, others 
by the feet, fome rifled her Cloaths, for fhe was furnifhed throughout 
with things of great value {ewed in her Garments, and efpecially in her 
Sable Furs, which contained alfo certain Magick Spells, by which fhe 
conceived fhe had tyed the tongues of all the Emperours living in her 
time. The Perfon who gave me thisrelation, informed me, that he 
had feen a certain lock admirably made, and engraved with the Names 
of Aturad and Sultan Ibrahim 5 it was made by a famous Gindgi, a ve- 
ry ignorant Fellow, but a Superftitious, Crafty Liar, by which Arts 
finding acce{s, 1n fhort time he became a chief Favourite of Saltan Ibra- 
him, and from a poor Student called by the Turks a Softa, he grew 
a rich in two years that none in Conftantixople was comparable to 
im. 
But to return to the Queen now affaulted by furious young men 
greedy of riches ; fhe was in a moment defpoyled of her Garments; her 
urs were torn off into {mall pieces; and being ftript of her Rings, 
Bracelets, Garters and other things, the was left naked without a Ra 
to cover her, and dragged by the feet to the €hyjbana: and being 
oe 
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at the place of her execution, the young Officers found themfelves un- 
provided of a Cord toftrangle her, fo that crying out for a Cord, one 
ran to the Royal Chappel, and thence took the Cord that upheld the 
great Antiport of the Afofch, which being twined about the Queens 
neck, theaforefaid Dogangi getting upon her back, pitched her neck 
with his hands, whilftthe others drew the Cord. The Queen though 
fhe were by this time befides her fenfes, and worn out with Age, being 
above 80 years oldand without Teeth: yet fhe with her Gumms only 
did bite the thumb of his left hand, which by chance cameinto her 
mouth, fo hard thar he could not deliver himfelf until with the haft of 
his Ponyard he ftruck her on the fore-head near her righteye. There 
were four that ftrangled her; but being young Executioners, laboured 
long to difpatch her, till at length the Queen leaving to ftrugele, lay 
ftretched out and was {uppofed to be dead, and fo crying (Uldi, Uldi) 
fhe is dead, fhe isdead, ranto carry the News thereof to His Majefty 5 
but being {carce out of fight, the Queen raifed her felf up, and turned 
her head about; upon which the Executioners being again called 
back, the Cord wasa fecond time applyed, and wrung fo hard with 
the haft of a hatcher, that at length fhe was difpatched, andthe News 
carried to the Royal Chamber. The Black Eunuchs immediately took 
up the Corps, and in a reverent manner laid it {tretched forth in the 
Royal Aofch 5 which about 400 of the Queens Slaves encompafling 
round about with howling and Jamentations, tearing the hair from 
their heads after their barbarous fafhicn, moved compaffion in all the 
Court. 

This work being over, the Vifier having given thanks to the Icho- 
glansor Pages for their pains, gave order to produce the Banner of 
Mahomet, which is carefully and reverently kept in the Treafury ; 
which being produced, obliges all of that faith from feven years and 
upward toarm andcome underit. The Banner being brought forth 
witha rich covering, wasadvanced with great fhouts of Aah, Allab ; 
and carryed by the Ichoglans out of the chief Gate of the Seraglia, 
where it was fhownto the people, who with wonderful admisation 
and Devotion beheld their glorious Standard ; order was alfo given to 
proclaim through the whole City the proceffion of the Heavenly Ban- 
ner; forthey fay that the Angel Gabriel brought it to Mahomet in the 
time of a great War made againft the Chriftians, as an infallible figa 
and evidence of Victory. The opinion of this fuperftitious flag fo 
prevailed, as it brought not only the young and healthful tofight un- 
der it, but fick, and old, and Women judged themfelves obliged to 
run to the defence of this holy Enfign. The News hereof, and the 
death of the Old Queen coming to the old Chamber of the Fanizaries ; 
feveral of them, and thofe alfoof the Principal heads began to mur- 
mure, that it was now neceflary to lay afide their private interefts,and 
havea refpect to their faith and their fouls; for fhould they oppofe 
the Heavenly Banner, they fhould ron themfelves into the State of 
Gaurs or Infidels, and become liable to thé fame cenfure or punifhment 
which is inflited upon unbelievers. But in the new Chambers Becdtes 
endeavoured to remove this apprehenfion from the mind of his Soul- 
diers, by large Prefents both of Gold and Silver, perfwading them to 
uphold their Fame and Reputation ; for that the Grand Signior “eo 
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his Mother were Enemies totheir name and defigns, and refolved to 
abafe or deftroy the order of that Militia 5 and with aflurance of Vi 
Gory and encouragement againfta people unarmed and undifciplined, 
animated them to fight; and to make the bufinefs more eafie, advifed 
themto firethe City in feveral parts, that fothe people might be di- 
verted and divided for fafety of their own goods and dwellings. 
But this propofitiontook not with the Officers and Souldiers, who 
had many of them Houfes and Pofleflions of their own in Conftantino- 
ple, but put them into great diftraCtions and divifions intheir Coun- 
cels, Inthis paufe camean Officer from the Grand Signior (whoto 
venture his life, had the promife of a good reward) with a Command in 
writing which he threw in amongftthem, and galloped away as faftas 
he could; crying outas he rode, Hethat comes not under the Ban- 
ner of the Prophet isa Pagan, and his Wife divorced. The Writing 
was taken up and carried to the Prefence of the Principal Officers, 
which being opened and read, wasto this purpofe 5 Bettas Aga I have 
made Patha of Bofna, Kara-chiaus I have’ made Captain Gencral of the 
Sea Kul-kahya Fave made Paha of Temifwar; and Kara Haflan 
Ogle I have made Janizar Agali; and I require at fight of thefe Prefeuts, 
that every one of you upon pain of death and ruine of his Family, repair to 
his duty and ftation. In this Inftant came Newsthat the old Chamber 
of Janizaries had left their {tation and were run under the Banner 
without Arms, and had refufed Becfas’s Money and deferted his Caufe, 
and that the Spabees in great Troops and the Febegees (who command 
the Ordnance) approached with Artillery tobeat upon their Cham- 
bers. The Spahees came thundring in upon the fasizaries in remem- 
brance of their paft injuries, and had certainly cut them off, had not 
the Vifier with his Sword io his hand by good and bad words reftrain- 
edthem, and appeafed their animofity. The Janézaries of the new 
Chamber proclaimed their new Commander, and vifited him with their 
ufual form of Congratulation, running afterwards confufedly under 
the Banner. Kara-Haffaw the new electcd Aga of the Janizaries, went 
to the Seraglio to thank the Grand Signior for the honour done him, and 
with ten of his Principal Friends was admitted to the Grand Signiors 
Prefence; who humbly kiffling the ground, received the accuftomed 
velts, and with fome admonitions was fairly difmifled, and ordered to 
reduce his Janigaries to better obedience, By this time Beas, Kul- 
kabya, ard Kara Chiaus withfome of their Favourites remained wholly 
abandoned, looking one upon the other, full of complaints and railings 
each at other for the mifcarriage of the action. 

But fince it was not now time to condole but to fave their lives, eve- 
ry one madeto his houfe. Firft Bedas fled tohis home, where having 
ordered his Affairs, he cloathed himfelf in the 4/banian fafhion, and 
cfcaped to the houfe of a poor man formerly bis Friend and Confident ; 


but the next day being difcovered by a youth, was taken, and being fer: ’ 


on aMule, was with the {corn and derifion of the people conducted 
to the Grand Signiors Seraglio and there {trangled. This perfon was 
heldin fo much deteftation by the common people, that after his death 
the Cooks and inferiour fort of Servants run Spits and Pitch-forks 
through his body ; and plucking the hairs out of his beard, fent them 
for Prefents to their acquaintance through all Constawtixople, {aying, 
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lofe his Head, there fhould be raifed a Mountain of heads as high ag 
S« Sophia. But Kulkahya being come to his houfe, filled his Port. 
mantles with Gold and Jewels, and accompanied with fixty horfe, re. 
folved to fly to the Mountains of Albania, places fo inaccefflible, that 
they have never yiclded to the Turkifh yoke : but finding himfelf hot- 
ly purfued in his journey, and that it was impoflible to efcape with fo 
great anumber, freely diftributed a great part of his Gold upon his re- 
tinuc, and thanking them for their affection and good intentions, dif 
miffed them all excepting one Servant, with whom he journyed with 
four laden horfes with Gold, Jewels and other riches $ and perceiving 
that this alfo was too great an incumbrance, they buryed a Treafure 
to the value of 600. thoufand Dollars in the Country as they travel- 
led 5 which was afterwards found out by certain Shepherds, who 
difagrecing about the divifion thereof, the matter came to be known 

y the Judge of that Country, who feized uponit all and fent it tothe 
Grand Signiors Treafury, But Kulkabya travelling ftill farther with 
his fingle Page, came to a Town, where wanting bread,and forced for 
the payment of it to exchange Gold, fell intoa fufpicion of being one 
of thofe Rebels lately efcaped from Conftantinople ; which news being 
brought to a Captain of horfe that commanded the place, he came im- 
mediately with fome men to take him but Kalkahya refolving not to 
fall into their bands alive, refifted them until he was killed bya Muf- 
ket-fhor, and fo his head being fevered from his body was fent tothe 
Grand Signior. Kara Chiansinthisinterim being with 200 men retired 
into his Girden, was affaulted by an -4ga of the Spahees (called Par- 
maksis) with 300 men; but that chis enterprife might be acquired 
with little blood, a Perfon was fent fecretly tondvile that party, that if 
they oppofed the Royal Command, they fHould every onc be put to 
death 5 at which the people fled and difperfed themfelves. At that in- 
ftant came in this 4ga and took him, and yet comforted him with the 
clemency and mercy of the Grand Signior, promifing alfo himfelf to 
intercede for him. And fobringing him to the Seragho by the Garden 
gate, His Majefty had notice of it, and looking out of the Window and 
fecing him upon his knecs begging pardon, the Grand Signior gavea 
fign to the Executioner to ftrangle him, which was accordingly per- 
formed. The new Fanizar Aga who knew all the Officers formerly 
affected to the Rebellious party, for feveral nights caufed fome or 
other of them to be ftrangled, to the number of 38 perfons, which 
{truck fuch a terrour into the Jamizaries, that for a long time after 
they kept themfelves within the bounds of humility and obedience. 
And thus coneluded this Tragedy, remarkable as well for the difpatch 
as tor the action it felf, being but the work of fourteen hours. And 
in this manner it is apparent, how the Leffons of dbedience which are 
fo carefully taught, and inftilled into the minds of all thofe who ferve 
and depend upon the Grand Signior are corrupted ; and by the Pride, 
Difcord and Faction of the Governours feduced from their natural 
Principles. 

By the premiffes we may confider more generally, that it hath always 
been the Misfortune of unlimited powers to be fubject to dangers and 
violence, arifing fromthe difcontents and unconitancy of a eva 
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diery: for they coming to be fenfible of their own ftrength, and 
knowing that the power of the Emperour isbut fortified with their 
hands and heart, like unruly beafts throw their Riders, and fhew that 
the Principles of obediencé — them, are eafily corrupted and defa- 
ced by evil perfwafions, or feditionina Commander or common Soul- 
dier. Thus we fee in the timeofthe latter Romax Emperours, who 
ufurped a power unknown in the dayes ofthe pure and happy conftitu- 
tion ofthat Common- wealth, and goversed all by the Sword and their 
own lufts ; few of them ended their dayes fortunately, or died in their 
beds and peace, without becoming a Sacrifice to the fame power that 
firft proclaimed them Emperours. And though the Mutinies and Re- 
bellions in the Turkifh Militia can hardly operate any durable alterati- 
ons in the State ( as we fhall more at large hereafter difcourfe) yet 
doubtlefs the Tyranny in the Ottoman Emperours, had provoked the 
people long fince to have proved the benefit of another Race, but that 
there is a {trange kind of Devotion and Religion intheir minds as tott 

Ottoman bloud, which having been the original of their Empire and 
greatnefs, will ever be maintained in high reverence and honour. Nor 
isit likely that the fair Speeches and allurements of a Rebellious {lave 
will ever prevail to perf{wade this people from their Religion to this 
Prince, or that their arms can ever be profperous under the Enfign and 
Conduct of an Ufurper. And may all Chriftians learn this Leflon from 
the Twrks, and adde this principle tothe Fundamentals of their Religi- 
on, aswell astotheir Laws. None can more experimentally preach 
this Dodrive to the World than England, whono fooner threw off her 
Obedience and Religion to her Prince, but (as ifthat vertue had been 
the only bar to all other Enormities and Sins) fhe was deprived of all 
other Ecclefiaftical and Civil Rights, and in all her capacities and 
ey gg deflowred and prophaned by impious and urhallowed 

ands. 

And thus having given a Relation of the Zarks Religion and firft Prine 
ciples in order to their obedience to their Prince, let us proceed a little 
farther into the penetralia of the Seraglio, and there fee what farther 
care istaken of the Youth, inall point8 of their Edxcation, to fit and 
prepare them for the management and performance of the higheft and 
weightieft Offices of State; which I judge to be one of the chiefeft of 
the T#rkifb Polities, and is certainly an extraordinary fupport and fecu- 
rity of the Empire, 
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The Education of young men in the Seraglio, out of which thofe 
who are to difcharge the great Offices of the Empire are eletted. 
It being a Maxime of the Turkifh Policy, to bave the Prince 
ferved by {uch whom he can raife without Envy, and deftroy 


without Danger. 


c is a {pecial point of Wifdom in Princes, to provide and prefer men 

of deferving Parts and Abilities to the difcharge of the great and im- 

portant Offices of State, not fuch whom chance and fortune cafually 

throws on them, becaufe they will not takethe pains of a narrow and 

fevere {crutiny to feek men able, and fit for truft; nor fuch whom flat- 

tery, riches, gifts, or nobility promote, but thofe whom the Prince by 

his own experience of their wifdom, virtues, and diligence, or the tefti- 

mony of his Councellors, and other confidents, judges capable to im- 
provetheir advancement to the honour of the King, and the blefling 

of their Country: and not like vaft Mountains which hide their heads 

inthe clouds, and yet remain without fruit, or herbage 5 whofe barren- Balzec de Ls 
nefs makes their height accurfed. Some wife Princes, and great Mini- ow Leur fte- 
fters of our moderntimes, have kept Rolls and Regifters of the moft jit? /éima« 
eminent Men famed for their virtue, and knowledge in any parts, with vation. 

an account of their Family linage, and conditian, out of which, (if in Cie 
their own jurifdiction) they culled and eleGed fuch, proper for their 

occafions and vacant Oflices. 

The Terk is not lefs careful in the choice of his Officers, and loves to 
beferved by his own, fuch as to whom he hath given breeding, and 
education, and are as obliged to employ thofe parts in his fervice which 
he hath beftowed ; whofe minds he hath cultivated with wifdom and 
virtue, aswell as nourifhed their bodies with food, until they arrive 
to a Mature age, that renders the profit of his care, and expences; fuch 
asthefe heisfervedby, whom he can raife without envy, and deftroy 
without danger. 

The Youths then that are defigned for the great Offices of the Em- 
pire, called by the Turks Ichoglans, muft be fuch as are of Chriftian 
Parents, takenin War, or prefented from remote parts 3; as I have ob- 
ferved that the digerians, alwaies amongft their other gifts, prefent 
fome Youths whom they have taken by Pyracy; the Policy herein is ve- 
ry obvious, becaufe the Sons of Chriftians will hate their Parents being 
‘educated with other Principles and Cuftoms 3 or coming frem diftant 
places have contracted no acquaintance, fo that ftarting from their 
Schools into Government, they will find no Relations, or Depen- 
dencies on their Interefts then that of their great Matter, to whom 
they are taught, and neceffity compells them to be faithful. Inthe 
next place, thefe Youths muft be of admirable features, and pleafing 
looks, well fhaped in their bodies, and without any defects of nature s 
For i is conceived that a corrupt and fordid foul can {carce inhabit in a 
ferene and ingenious Afpect ; andI have obferved, not only in the i 
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vig © raglio, but allo in the Courts of great men, their perfonal attendants 
cera have been of comely lufty Youths, well habited, deporting themfelves 
ahi at with fingular Modefty and refpect in the prefence of their Mafter: So 
cipem fuss 10- shor whena Pafcha, Aga, or Spabee travels, he is alwayes attended with 
ile hens a comely equipage, followed by Aourifhing Youths, well clothed and | 
mig ecrrimi mounted in great Numbers, that one may guefs at the greatnefs of this 
Tenahed: Empire, by the retinue, pomp,and number of Servants which accompa- 
ie. Magno ny Perfons of Quality in their journeys ; whereas in the parts of Chri- 
femper cl0- (Lendom where I have travelled, Ihave not obferved (no not in atten- 
ibe area dance of Princes) fuch oftentation in Servants as is amongft the Turks, 
dari, in pace’ which is the lifeand Ornament of a Court. And this wagalwayes the 
a cuftom in the Eaftern Countreys, a3 9. Curtiws reports Lib. 6. Quippe, 
Tacit. de Mo- omnibus barbaris in corporum Majeftate veneratzo est, magnorumg ; operum 
rib. Gama yo alios capaces putant, quam quos eximid [pecie donare natura dignata 
eft. Burthefe Youths betore they are admitted, are prefented before 

the Grand Signior, whom according to his pleafure he difpofes in his 

Seraglio at Pera, or Adrianople, or his great Seraglio at Conftantinople, 

which is accounted the Imperial Seat of the Ottoman Emperours. kor 

thefe are the three Schools or Colledges of Education. Thofe that are 

preferr’d to the laft named, are commonly marked out by fpecial dehg- 

nation, and are a nearer ftep to degrees of Preferment, and are de- 

livered to the charge of the Capa Aga, or chief of the White Eu- 

nuchs. The Eunuchs have the care of thefe Scholars committed unto 

them, whom they treat with an extraordinay feveritry ; for thefe, being 

the Cenfores morum, punith every flight omiflion, or fault with ex- 
_treamrigour. For Eunuchs are naturally crucl, whether it be out of 

envy tothe Mafculine Sex which is perfect and intire, orthat they de- 

cline to the difpofition of Women, whichis many times more cruel 

and revengeful then that of men; they willnot let flip the fmalleft Pec- 
cadillo without its due chaftifement, cither by blows on the foals of 

the feer, or long faftings, watchings, or other penance 5 fo that he who 

hath runthrough the feveral Schools, Orders, and degrees of the Se- 

raglio, muft needs be an extraordinary mortified man, patient of all la- 

bours, fervices and injunctions, which are iaspofed on him witha ftrid- 

nefs beyond the difcipline that religious novices are acquainted with 

in Monattries, or the feverity of Capachins, or holy Votaries. But yet 

methinks thefe men that have been ufed all their lives to fervitude, and 
fubjection, fhould have their {pirits abafed, and when licenfed from the 

Seraglio to places of Truftand Government, fhould be fo acquainted 

how to obey, asto be ignorant how » Rule, and be dazled with the 

light of liberty, and overjoyed with tne fence of their prefent conditi- 

on, and paft fufferings, pafling from one extream to another, that they 

fhould lofe their reafons, and forget themfelves and others, But in 

anfwer hereunto, the T#rks affirm, that none know fo well how to go- 

vern, asthofe who have learned how to obey ; though at firft the fence 

of their freedom may diftra them, yet afterwards the difcipline, 

lectures, and morality in their younger years, will begin to operate,and 

recollect their {cattered fences into their due and natural places. But 

Oda fenifes Oo Feturn from whence we have a little digrefleds Thefe young men 

eniics : , : : 

aChambe, before they are difpofed into their Schools, which are called Oda, their 
Names, Age, Country, and Parents are Regiftred in a Book, with their 
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allowance from the Grand Signior of four or five Afpers aday 3 the 
Copy of this book is fent to the Tefterdar, or Lord Treafurer, that 
{fo quarterly they may receive their penfion. : 

Being thus admitted they are entered into one of the two Schools, The 2 dues. 
that is to fay into the Bojuck Oda, or the Cuchuck Oda, which is the 
great Chamber, or the Jefs; the former commonly contains 400, and 
the other about 200 or 250. thefe two Schools may be faid to be of 
the fame form or rank 5 and what is taught in one, is likewife io the o- 
ther; neither of them hath the preeedency 5 all of them equally near 
to preferment ; their firft leflons are filence, reverence, humble and 
modeft behaviour, holding their heads downwards, and their hands 
acrofs before them 3 their Mafters the Hogéas inftruct them in all the 
rights, difcipline, and fuperftition of the AGhometan Religion, and to 
fay their prayers, and underftand them inthe Arabick language, and to 
fpeak, read, and write Turkifh perfeGly. Afterwards having made pro- 
ficiency in the former, they proceed in the ftudy ofthe Perfiax and Ara- 
brek tongues, which may be of benefit to them if their lot chance to call 
them tothe Government of the Eaftern parts, and is a help to rhe im- 
provement of their knowledge in the Tarkefh, which being at it felf 
barren, is beholding to thofe tongues for its copioufnefs ard enrich- 
snent. 

Their Cloathing is good Englifh Cloth and Lionen, neither fine nor Ciosthing 
coorfe ; their Diet is chiefly Rice, and other wholfome Meats which :n« one: ne- 
become the Table of Scholars, where there is nothing of fuperfluiry, “"* 
as there is nothing of want: Their manners and behaviour are ftrictly 
watched by the Eunuchs their careful Guardians, fo as they cannot be 
familiar one with another at any time without modefty, and refpect 
to the prefence they are in; if they goto perform the neceflary offices 
of nature or to the Bath, they are never out of the eye of an Eunuch, 
who will admit none of their nearcft relations to fpeak with them or 
fee them, unlefs fpecial Licenfe be obtained from the Capa Aga or chief Their retire- 
of the Eunuchs, Their Bed-chambers are long Chambers where all Dit chamnbers 
night Lamps are kept burning 5 their Beds are laid in ranks one by ano- 
ther upon Sefrawes or Bords raifed from the ground 5 and between 
every five or fix liesan Eunuch, fo as conveniently to fee or over- 
hear if there be any wanton or lewd behaviour or difcourfe among ft 
them. 

When they are arrived to fome proficiency, and almoft to Mans 
eftate and ftrength of body, fit for manly exercifes, they are trained up 
in handling the lance; throwing the Iron Bar, drawing the Bow, and 
throwing the Gerit or Dart. In all thefe Exercifes they fpend many 
hours, being conftant in all or fome of them, and are feverely correct-. 
ed by their Eunuchs if they feem to be remifs or negligent thercin: 
many of them {pend much time principally in drawing the Bow, in 
which they proceed from a weaker to one more ftrong, and by conti- 
nual exercife and ufe come at laft to draw Bows of an incredible, 
ftrength, more by art and cuftom then of pure force 5 and thus by 
conftant bodily exercife they become men of great fiyength, health and 
agility, fic for the Wars, and all active employments ; among(t their 
other exercifes, Horfemanthipis a principal Leffon, both to fitina |, 
handfome pofture, and to manage their Horfe with dexterity; tom 
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draw the Bow on Horfe-back forwards, backwards, and on either fide. 
which they Jearn withthat agility and pliantnefs of their joynts in the 
full career or {peed of the Horfe asis admirable ; They learn allo tc 
throw the Gerit or Dart out of their hands on Horfe-back, which be- 
caufe it isa {port and recreationthe prefent Grand Signior delights ir 
above allothers, every one in hopes of preferment, and in emulatior 
one of the other, endeavours to be a Mafter in it, and moft are be 
come fo dexterous, that they will dart a ftick of above three quarters o 
a yard long with that force, that where it hits, it will endanger breaking 
a bone. The Grand Signior every day pafleshistime with feeing hi. 
Pages exercifed in this{port, in which ordinarily one knocks another 
from his Horfe, and feldom a day paffes in which fome receive no 
bruifesor defperate wounds. This S#/taz doth many times appoin 
dayes of combat between the Black Eunuchs and fome of his White 
Pages on Horfe-back, in this manner with the Gerit 5 and then happen: 
fuch a skirmith with fuch emulation, each fide contending for the ho- 
nour of his colour, race and dignity, with that heat and courage, as i. 
they contended for the Empire; this paftime feldom concluding with- 
out fome Blood. But itis to be noted, that none of thefe exercifes are 
performed by any of thofe that belong to the two Chambers, unlef. 
withinthe Walls of the Seraglios; the other Pages who accom pany the 
Grand Signior abroad, are {uch as are preferred to farther and higher 
Chambers, as hereafter we fhall difeourfe. Tothe former Leflons o 
School-learning and exercife abroad, are added fome other accom: 
plithments of a Trade, handy-craft or Myftery, in which a man may be 
ufeful to the fervice of the Grand Signior, as to fowe and embroider jr 
Leather (in which the Turks exceed all other Nations) to make arrow: 
and embroider quivers and faddles, and make al] forts of Furniture for 
Horfes; fome learnto fold up a Turbant, others to fold up, clean, anc 
brufh Vefts; to wath and clean in the Bath, to keep Dogs and Hawks : 
others to excel inthe Turkifh manner of Mufick, and all other fervices 
which may keep them from idlenefs, and wherein they may be of fi- 
ture ufe to their great Mafter. And according hereunto Pafhaes anc 

reat men have been denominated and furnamed after their departure 
na the Seraglio, totheir places of Office and Truft. 

Such as have before made good proficiency in their Studies, and at- 
‘tained to a dexterity in their bodily exercifes, are tranfplanted to the 
firft ftep of preferment, which isthe wafhing the Grand Signiors Linen. 
and here they firft change their Cloth for Satten Vefts and Cloth of 
Gold, and their Pay and Salary is augmented from four or five Afpers a 
day to eight or more 3 thence they pafs,as places fall,to the Hazwa-Oda, 
or Chamber of the Treafury, or to the Kilar or Difpenfatory, where the 


‘Drugs, Cordials and rich Drinks for tae Grand Signiors fervice are 


kept 5 out of thefe two Chambers they are elected in order tothe 
higheft and fupream place of the Seraglio, which is called the Haz Odaf 
which confifts of forty Pages; thefe attend immediately onthe Perfon 


‘of the Grand Signior, and amongft themtwelve hold the chief Offices 


of the Court, vz. 


1. The Seli@ar-Aga, the Kings Sword-bearer. 


2. The Chiohadar- Aga, he who carries his cloak or veft for rainy 
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3. The Rechinbtar-Aga, he that holds his Stirrup. 

4. The Ebri&ar-Aga, he that carries his water to drink or wath, 

5, The Twlbentar-Aga, he that makes up his Tarbant. 

6. The Kem Hufar-Aga, he who keepsthe wardrobe, and overfees the 
wafhing the Jinnen. 

7. The Chefneghir Bafhée, the chief Sewer. 

8. Zagergee Bafbee, the chief over the Dogs. 

9. Turnackgee Bajchee, he who pares his nailes. 

10. Berber Bafhee, chief Barber. 

11. Mabafabegee Bafchee, the chief Accomptant. 

12. Teskeregee Bafhee, his Secretary. 


There are alfo two other Officers in the Court of great refped, 
which are the Dogan Bafhee, or chief Falconer, and the Humaangee 
Bajhee, or chief over the Baths 5 but thefe have their offices and lodg- 
ings apart, and not entering intothe Royal Chamber, are not pat 
of higher preferment. 

Théte are nine alfo are called Arz Agalar, who have the priviledge 
of prefenting petitions like Matters of the Requeftss of thefe, 4 are 
of the Hafoda, as the Shiletar Aga, Tchohadar Aga, Rikiabrar Aga, 
Tulbend Oglanij, and the others are of different offices, as the Hazwa 
Kiahaiafi, who is the fecond Officer of the Treafury, Kiler Kiabaiaff, 
who is overfeer of the provifions of Sherbets, Sugar, {weet-meats, &c. 
Dogangi Bafhi, or chief Falconer, the Hazodabefchi, or principal com- 
mander of the Royal Chamber, and Kapa Agaft or chief Commander of 
the Pages 3 all which are firft and neareft to preferment , and to be 
employed abroad, in the Office of Pafcha, as places are void. 

Thofe that are thus through the grace and favour of the Sultan 
arrived to the dignity of being ofthe Royal Chamber, where they en- 
joy the honour and priviledge of being conftantly in his.eye and pre- 
fence, are often prefented by him with Swords, vefts, bows and the 
like 3 and are permitted to take rewards for the interceflions and ap- 
plications they make in behalf of others. Sometimes he fends them 
on meflage to Pafbaes ; fometimes for the confirmation of the Princes 
cither in Tranftluania, Moldavia, or Walachia , fometimes tocarry pre- 
fents to the Vifier and great men: in all which employments they are 
greatly entertained and prefented both which money, jewels, and rich 
{furniture for horfes, fothat very few of thefe forty, but in a fhort 
time gain eftates of their own, fitto equippe and furnifh them to en- 
ter into any offices of the Ernpire, As offices fall in order, fupplies are The degrees 
made outof thefe, others rifing from lower chambers ficcetivels ioe 
their places; whether it be to the four molt confiderable Governments, a - 
which are Cazro, Aleppo, Damafcws and Buda, or if none of thefe places 
be void, to be Beglerbegs of Grecia, or of Natolia, to be Aga of the 
Janizaries, Spabeeler dgafee, or General of the Horfe, or to fome {mall 
Pafbalicks or Governments {cattered in feveral places of the Empire. 
But we fhall not here need to difcourfe of the particular offices and 
dignities withinthe power and gift of the Grand Signior, intending 
to make a diftin& Chapter of the feveral offices, governments, digni- 
tiesand placés, from whence the Grand Signiors profits arife, that fo 
we may the better defcribe the wealth of chis Empiré, and the impor- 
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tance of thofe offices, for difcharge of which young men are educated 
with the care before mentioned. 

But before the conclufion of this Chapter, it will be neceffary to 
adde, that none unlefs by {pecial grace, areadvanced from the Serag- 
lio, until the age of about 40 years, by which time they are ripe and 
mature for Government, and the wantonné{fs and heat of youth al- 
layed. Before their departure to their places of truft, they are court- 
ed and honoured by all with prefents; the Queen Mother, the sz/- 
tanaes, the rich Eunuchs, the Great Vifier, and Officers abroad concur 
allto adorn them with gifts and riches at their advancement, as un- 
doubted confequents of the Grand Signiors favour. And at the fare- 
well, with much fubmiffion they vific the Capa Aga, or chief of the 
Eunuchs, and other principal officers of the Seraglio, recommending 
themfelves in the rime of their abfence to their good grace and fa- 
vour, defiring tolive in their good opinion and friendfhip; and this is 
done with as much ceremony and complement as is exercifed in the 
moft civil parts of Chriftendome. For though the Turks out 7 
and fcorn, comport themfelvesto Chriftians with a ftrange Bind of 
barbarous haughtinefs, andnegle@, they are yet among thc miclvesas 
courtly and precife in their own rules of complement and civility, as 
they are at Rome, or any other parts of the civilized world.

Crap. VI. 


Of Ae method of the Turkith Studies and Learning in the Sc- 
raglio. 








\ X 7E have rather fhewed inthe foregoing Chapter, the education 

of thofe young Scholars, in reference to exercife of body, and 
dexterity in arms, then the method of their ftudies and {peculations, 
according to the manner of our Seminaries and Colledges, which 
more re{pec the cultivation of the mind with the principles of vertue 
and morality, and the notions of fublime reafon, then in the im- 
provements of the body by affliduiry of exercife, which makes them 
become active, and begets an agility in the management of arms. 
And though the latteris a bufinefs moft attended to by fprightly and 
ingenious {pirits, who know preferments in the Ottoman Court have 
always depended and fill do on the virtue of the Sword; yet {pe- 
culation and knowledge in Sciences are not wholly eftranged from 
their Schools, which we fhall in brief touch upon to fatisfie the curio- 
fity of our Academies, whol know would gladly be refolved what 
fort of Phyfical or Moral Philofophy, what Tongues and Sciences fall 
within the contemplation of that barbarous ignorance of the Turks, 
To dilucide which the moft clearly that I cap, according to the beft 
information of the learned Turks 5 It isreported by the Kalfaes or Pe- 
dagogues of the Seraglio, that their chief defign is to inftruct their 
Scholars in reading and writing, fo as they may have fome infpedi- 
on into the books of their Law and Religion; efpecially the ps pi 
whereby may be produced in their minds a greater reverence to them. 
For being once paffed from the firft form of their A.B.C, and joyn- 


ing 
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ing Syllables, they are then inftructed inthe 4rabian Tongue, wherein 
al] the fecrets and treafure of their Religion and Lawsare contained, 
and isa neceflary accomplifhment of a Pafba, or any great Minifter in 
relation to the better difcharge of his office, being thereby enabled 
to have an infpedion into the writings and fentences of the Kadees, or 
other Officers of the Law within his jurifdiction, as well as furnifhed 
with knowledge and matter of difcourfe concerning religion. And 
to adorn thele young Candidates of the Grand Signiors favour, with 
more polite and ingenious endowments , thenext leffon is the Per- 


ian Tongue, which fits them with quaing words and eloquence, be- ° 


coming the Court of their Prince, and corrects the grofsnefs, and en- 
riches the barrennefs of the Tarkifb tongue, which in it felf is void 
both of expreflion and {weetnefs of accent. It teaches them alfo a 
handfome and gentle deportment, inftructs them in Romances, raifes 
their thoughts to afpire to the generous and virtuous actions they 
read of in the Perfiaz Novellaries, and endues them with a kind of 
Platonick love eachto other, which 1s accompanied with a true friend- 
fhip among(t fome few , and with as much gallantry as is exercifed in 
any part of the world. But for their Amours to Women, the reftraint 
and ftridtnefs of Difcipline, makes them altogether ftrangers to that 
Sex ; for want of converfation with them, they burn in luft one to- 
wards another, and the amorous difpofition of youth wanting more 
natural objects of affection, is tranfported to a moft paflionate admi- 
ration of beauty wherefoever it finds it, which becaufe it is much 
talked of by the Turks, we will make ic a diftin& difcourfe by it felf- 
The books they read commonly inthe Perfraz language, are, Daniften, 
Schabidi, Pend-attar, Giulftin, Boftan Hafiz, and the Tarkifh books 
called Mulemua, or a mixture of the Arabiaz and Perftan words both 
in profe and verfe, facetious and full of quick and lively expref- 
fions. Of thefe forts of books thofe moft commonly read are called 
Kirkwizir, Humainnname, or delile we Kemine, El fulecale, Seidbatal, 
and various other Romances: thefe are ufually the ftudy of the moft 
aiery and ingenious {pirits amongft them. Thofe others who are ofa 
complexion more melancholick and inclinable to contemplation, pro- 
ceed with more patience of method, and are more exact in their ftudies, 
intending to become Mafters of their Pen, and by that means to arrive 
to honour and office either of Refé Efendi, or Secretary of State, Lord 
Treafurer, or Secretary of the Treafury, or Difpenfatory, ec. or clfe 
to be Emaums or Parihh Priefts of fome principal Moichs of Royal 
foundation, in which they pafs an eafie, quiet and fecure life, witha 
confiderable competency of livelyhood. Others aim in their ftudies to 
become Hagifz7, which fignifies a Conferver of the Al Loran, who get 
the whole A/choran by heart, and for that reafon aré held in great 
efitem, and their perfons as facredas the place which is the Repofitory 
of the Law. 

Thofe who are obferved to be more addicted to their Books then 
others, are named by then Talibulilmi,or lovers of Philofophy ; though 
very few amongft them arrive to any learning really focalled, yet they 
attain to the degree of Ginzebon or Readers of the Alchorax, tor beneht 
and relief of the fouls of thofe departed, who for that end hath be- 
queathed them Legacies. At certain houfes they read Books that 

treat

treat of the matters of their Faith, and render them out of Arabick into 


+ Turkifh,and thefe Books are Schurut, Salat, Mukad, Multeka, Hidaie, 


ec. which they defcant upon in an Expofitory manner ; inftructing 
the more ignorant and of lower form, by way of Catechifim. They 
have alfo fome Books of Poetry written both in Perfiaz and Arabick, 
which run in Rhime and Meeter, like the Golden Verfes of Pythagoras, 
containining excellent fentences of Morality, being directions for a 
godly life, and contemplations of the miferies and fallacies of this 
world, which many of them commit to memory, and repeat occafional- 
ly as they fall into difcourfe,@ For other Sciences as Logick, Phyfick, 
Metaphfick, Mathematicks, and other out Univerfity Learning, they 
are wholly ignorant unlefs in the latter, as far as Mufick is’a part of 
SMathaoariek whereof there is a School apartin the Seraglio. Only 
fome that live in Coxffantinople have learned fome certain rules of Aftro- 
logy, which they exercife upon all occafions, and bufie themfelves in 
Prophefies of future contingencies of the Affairs of the Empire, and 
the unconftant eftate of great Minifters, in which their predictions 
feldom divine grateful or pleafiing ftories. Neither have the wifeft 
and moft active Minifters or Souldiers amongft them, the lea{t infpedti- 
on into Geography, whereby to be acquainted with the fituation of 
Countreys or difpofition of the Globe, though they themfelves enjoy 
the poffeffion of fo large a proportion of the univerfe. Their Seamen, 
who feldom venture beyound fight of Land (unlefs they be thofe of Bar- 
bary, who are Resegadoes and practifed in the Chriftian Arts of Nava- 
gation) have certain Sea-carts il] framed, and the Capes.and head-lands 
fo ill laid down, that in their Voyages from Conftantinople to Alaxan- 
dria, the richeft place of their Trade, they truft more to their eye and 
experience, then the direction of their Mapss nor could I ever fee 
any Cart of the black Sea made either by Turk or Greek, which could 
give the leaft light to a knowing Seaman, fo as to encourage him ac- 
cording to the rules of Art, to lay any confidence theron in his Navi- 
gation. 

The Art of Printing (a matter difputable, whether it hath brought 
more of benefit or mifchief to the world) is abfolutely prohibited 
amongft them, becaufe it may give a beginning to that fublety of 
Learning which is inconfiftent with, as well as dangerous to the grofle- 
nefs ef their Government,and a means to deprive many of their lively- 
hood, who gain their bread only by their Pen, and occafion the lofs of 
that fingular Art of fair Writing, wherein they excel or equal moft 
Nations: theeffect of which is evident amongft the Weftern people 
where Printing hath taken footing. And though there be few Hitto- 
rlans among them who have any knowledge of paft-times, or the be- 
ing of other Empires before the Ottoman, mixing all ftories in. confufi- 
on together (as we have faid before) without diftin@ion of Perfons, or 
refpect of Chronology 5 yet asto the fucceffes and progrefs of Affairs 


in their own dominions, they keep moft f{tri@ Regifters and Records, 


which ferve them as prefidents and rules for the prefent Government 
of their Affairs. ° 

And thus the Reader may found the depth of the Twrks Philofophy, 
who though they reach not thofe contemplations of our profound 
Sephies, have yet fo much knowledge as neither to be over-reached in 
‘ their 
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their Treaties with the wits of the World, nor for want of good 
Conduct of Affairs lofe one inch of their Empire. . 
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CHAP. VII. | 
Of the Affection and Friend/bip the Pages in the Seraglio 


bear each other. 
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GC! N CE inthe fore-going Chapter we have made mention of the 
\_) amorous difpofirion that is to be found among thefe youths each to 
Other, it will not be from our purpofe to acquaint the Reader, that 
the Doctrine of Platonick love hath found Difciples in the Schools of 
the Turks, that they call it a paffion very laudable and virtuous, anda 
ftep to that perfect love of God, whereof mankind is only capable, 


proceeding by way of love and admiration of his image and beauty en-. 


{tamped onthe creature. Thisis the colour of virtue, they paintover 
the deformity, of their depraved inclinations; but in reality this love 
of theirs, is nothing but libidinous flames each to other, with which 
they burn fo violently, that banifhment and deathhive not been ex- 
amples fufficient to deter them from making demonftrations of fuch 
like addreffes; fo that in their Chambers; though watched by their 
Eunuchs, they learn a certain language with the motion of their eyes, 
their geftures and their fingers, to exprefs their amours 5 and this paffion 
hath boiled fometimes to that heat, that jealoufies and rivalties have 
broken forth in their Chambers without refpect to the feverity of their 
Guardians, and gocd orders have been brought into confufion, and 
have not been again redreffed, until fome of them have been expelled 
the Seraglio with the Tippets of their Vefts cut off, banifhed into the 
Iflands, and beaten almoft to death. 

Nor is this pafflion only amongft the young men each to other 3 but 
Perfons of eminent degree in the Seraglio become inveigled in this fort 
of love, watching occafions to have a fight of the young Pages that 
they fancy, either at the Windows of their Chamber, or asthey goto 
the Mofque , orto their wafhings or baths; offer them fervice and pre- 
fents, and fo engage them as to induce them to defire to be made of the 
retinue of him that ufes this Courtfhip towards them, which they many 
times obtain, and being entertained in the fervice of a Mafter who fo 
highly fancies and admires them, they become often fharers with him 
in his riches and fortune. 

The Grand Signiors themfelves have alfo been flaves to this inordi- 
nate paffion. For Saltaw Morat became fo enamoured of an Armenian 
Boy called Atufa as betrayed him, though otherwile a difcreet Prince, to 
a thoufand follies; andat another time preferred a youth for his beau- 
ty only from the Novitiate of Galata, to be one of the Pages of his 
Haz-Oda or Chamber of his Royal Prefence, and in a fhort time made 
hin Silabtar Aga or Sword-bearer, one of the greateft, Offices in the 
Seraglio. And this prefent Sultan pecame fo enamoured of a Canftan- 
tinopolitan youth , one of the Pages.of his #ésfitians School, called 
Kulogli, or Son of a flave, that he made him his chief Favourite, never 
could content hinifelf without his en Clothed him like —s 
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made him ride by his fide, commanded all to prefent and honour him, 
in the fame manner asif he had made him Companion of the Empire. 

This paffion likewife reignsin the Society of Women; they die with 
amorous affections one tothe other 5 efpecially the old Women court 
the young, prefent them with rich Garments, Jewels, Mony, evento 
their own impoverifhment and ruine, and thefe darts of €xpid are fhot 
through all the Empire, efpecially Con/fentinople, the Seraglio of the 
Grand Signior, and the apartments of the Saitans.

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Wp) Efidesthe Pages, there isa fort of Attendants to make up the Oste- 
B man Court, called Bizebant or Afwder ; men naturally deaf, 
and fo st for want of receiving the found of words are 
dumb : Thefe are in number abowt 40 who by night are lodged a- 
moneft the Pages in the two Chambers, bat in the day time havey 
their {tations before the Afofgne belonging to the Pages, where th 
learn and perfect themifelves in the language of the Mwtes, which 
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made up of féveral figns in which by cuftom they can difcourfe and fully 
exprefs themfelves; not only to fignifie their fenfe in familiar que- 
ftions, but to recount ftories, underftand the Fables of their own Re- 
ligion, the Laws and Precepts of the Alchoran, the name ot Mahomet, 
ad what elfe may be capable of being exprefled by the Tongue. The 
moft ancient amongft them, to the numder of about eight or nine, are 
called the Favourite A/ates, and are admitted to attendance in the 
Haz-Oda3 who only ferveinthe place of Buffones for the Grand Sig- 
nior to fport with, whom he fometimes kicks, formetimes throws in the 
cifterns of water , fometimes makes fight together like the combat of 
Clinzas and Dametas. But this language of the Aéstes is fo much in 
fafhion in the Ottowzan Court, that none almoft but can deliver his 
fenfe init, and is of much ufe to thofe who attend the Prefence of the 
Grand Signior, before whom It is not reverent or feemly fo much as to 
whifper. 

The Dwarfs are called Giuge 5 thefe alfo have their quarters amongtt 
the Pages of the two Chambers, until they have learned with due re- 
verence and humility to ftand in the Prefence of the Grand Signior. 
And if one of thefe have that benefit, as by natures fortunate error to 
be both a Dwarf, and dumb, and afterwards by the help of Artto be 
caftrated and made an Eunuch, heismuch more efteemed, then if na- 
ture and Art had concurred together to have made him the perfeGeft 
creature in the world; one of this fort was prefented by acertain 
Pafba,to the Grand Signior, who was fo acceptable to him and the 
Queen Mother that he attired him immediately in Cloth of Gold, and 
gave him liberty though all the Gatesof the Seragiio, 
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CHAP. IX. 
Of the Eunuchs. 


His libidinous flame of depraved nature, is fo common a difeafe a- 

mongtt the Tarks, and fo ancient a Vice, that both for ftate and 
prevention of this unnatural crime, it hath not been efteemed fafe or 
orderly in the Courts of Eaftern Princes to conftitute others for the 
Principal Officers of their Houfhold then Eunuchs: the like is obfer- 
ved in the Seraglio of the Grand Signior where two Eunuchs efpeci- 
ally have the Principal Command, and are perfons of the higheft and 
eminenteft efteem, viz. the Kaxlir-Agaf, who is fuperintendent over 
@the Women, and is a Black Eunuchs 
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The other is Capa Agef, or Mafter of the gate, whois White, and 
commands all the Pages and White Eunuchs refiding in the Court ; 
Under him are all the Officers that are Eunuchs; as firftthe Haz Oda- 
bafchi or Lord Chamberlain, who commands the Gentlemen of the 
Bed-chamber. 

2. The Serai Kiahaiaft, Lord Steward of the honfhold, who over- 
{ces the Chambers of the Pages, and the Seferli odaf, or the Cham- 
bers of thofe Pages who are defigned to follow the Grand Signior up- 
onapy journey, and of thefe he hath care to fee provided of Cloaths 
end all other neceffaries for the fervice they undertake. 

3. The Hazwadar Bafhi, or Lord Treafurer of the Seraglio, who 
commands thofe Pages that attend the Treafury s I mean not that 
which is of prefent ufe, as to pay the Souldiery, or ferve the publick 
and prefent occafionsof the Empire, for that is in the hand of ithe 
Tefterdar , but that riches that is laid apart for the expences off rm 
Court, and that which is amafled and piled up in feveral rooms of WHS. 
Seraglio, of which there have been Collections and additions in the 
time almoft of every Emperour, diftinguifhed and divided by the 
namesof the Sultans, through whofe induftry and frugality they had 
been acquired 5 but this wealth is conferved as facred, not tob 
or expofed, unlefs on occafions of extream emergency. 
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4. The Kilargé Bafhi , chat is, che chief Commander over the Pages, 
to whofe care the charge of the difpenfatory is committed, or expen- 
ces for the daily provifions, Other Officers there are of Eunuchs ; as 
he that is firft Mafter of Scholars for their books, called thingi Capa 
oglani and his Ufher 5 the chief Afergides or Prieft of the Grand Sig- 
niors Mofque 5 under whom are two other affiftancs, for cleanfing and 
well ordering of the AZofques. 

Thefe are the only Officers of the White Eunuchs, theothers are 
of the commonalty, which are in uumber about fifty, and have ordi- 
narily twelve Afpers a day pay, which alfo are augmented according 
tothe Wak fi or Legacies of the deceafed. Thofe that are Curates of 
the Royal Afofques, and have pluralities of benefices of that nature, 
have fometimes a revenue of a 1CO cheguixs aday : among thefe allo 
due order is obferved, the younger or Junior’s in the Seraglio, al- 
wayes giving refpect and reverence to Seniority. 
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Of the Black Eunuchs. 


He Black Eunuchs are ordained for the fervice of the Women in 

the Seragizo ; as the White are to the attendance of the Grand Sig- 
nior, it not feeming a fufficient remedy by wholly difmembring them, 
totakethe Women off from their inclinations to them, as retaining 
fome relation {till tothe Mafculine Sex, but to create an abhorrency in 
them; they are not only caftrated, but Black, chofen with the worft 
features that are to be found amgnag the moft hard-favoured of that 
Africax vace. The prime Officer of them all, as we have {aid before, 
isthe Awzlr Aga or Matter of the Maids or Virgins. 

2. Valide Agafi, the Eunuch of the Queen Mother. 

3. Schabzadeler Agaft, or the Eunuch to whofe charge is committed 
the Royal Progeny, andin whofe cuftody at prefent are three Sons of 
Sultan Ibrabim, Brothers to the prefent Emperour, vx. Solyman, cn 
whom the T#rks at prefent found their principal hopes and expectations 
Bajazetand Orchan, the Mother of which two latt is {till Jiving, and 
confined to the old Seraglio in Conftantinople, which is the Monattry of 
the decayed Wives and Miftrefles of former Grand Signiors, from 
whence there is no redemption, until either their Sons die, or by good 
fortune one becomes Emperour. 

4. Is — Agaf, or the Eunuch that is Treafurer to the Queen 
Mothet , and commands thofe Damfels that are Servants in the faid 
Chamber. 

5» Kilar Agaft, or he that keeps the Sugar, Serbets and Druggs of the 
Queen Mother. 

6. {Bujuck Oda Agaft, commander of the greater Chamber. 

7. Kiatchnk Oda Agafi, commander of the lefler Chamber. 

8.) Bafh Capa Oglani, the chief Porter of the Womens apartment. 

9.1 & 10. Two Mefgidgi Barchi, or the two Emanms or Pricfts of the 
Royal Afofque belonging to the Queen Mother, ordained for the Wo- 
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The Apartments of the Women. 
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Nd fince I have brought my Reader into the quarters of thefe Eu- 
A nuchs, which arethe Black guard of the fequeftred Ladies of the 
Seraglio, he may chance to take it unkindly , fhould I leave him at the 
door, and not introduce him into thofe apartments, where the 
Grand Signiors Miftrefles are lodged: And though I ingenuoufly con- 
fefs my acquaintance there (as all other my converfation with Women 
in Turk y) is but ftrange and unfamiliar; yet not to be guilty of this dif- 
courtefie, I fhall to the beft of my information write a fhort account of 
thefe Captivated Ladies, how they are treated, immured, edutcated 
and prepared for the great atchivements of the Sultans affection 5 and as 
in other {tories the Knight confumes himfelf with combats, watching and 
penance to acquire the Jove of one fair Damfel; here an army of Vir- 
gins make it the only ftudy and bufinefs of theirlifeto obtain the fipgle 
nod of invitation to the Bed of their great Mafter. 
The Reader then muft know that this Aflembly of fair Women (for 
it is probable there sno other inthe Seragizo ) are commonly prizes of 
the Sword, taken at Sea and at Land, as far fetched asthe Turk com- 
mands, or the wandring Tartar makes his excurfions, compofed almjoft 
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of as many Nations as there are Countries of the worlds none of which 
are efteemed worthy of this Preferment, unlefs beautiful and undoubt- 
ed Virgins. 

Asthe Pagesbefore mentioned are divided into two Chambers, {> 
likewife are thefe maids into two Odaes, where they are to work, fow, 
and embroider, and arethere lodged on Ssfawes, every one with her 
bed apart, between every five of which is a Kadux or grave Matron laid 
to overfee and hear what ations or difcourfe pafles either immodeft or 
uodecent ; Befides thisSchool they have their Chambers for Mufick 
and Dancing, for acquiring a handfome air in their carriage and com- 
portment, to which they are moft diligent and intent, as that which 
opens the door of the Saltans affections, and introduces them into Pre- 
ferment and Efteem. 

Outof thefe, the Queen Mother choofes her Court, and orderly 
draws from the Schools fuch as fhe marks out for the moft beauteous 
facetious, or moft correfponding with the harmony of her own dif- 
pofition, and prefers them to a near attendance on her Perfon, or 
to other Offices of her Court. Thefe are always richly attired and 
adorned with all forts of precious {tones, fit toreceive the adreffes and 
amours of the Sxitan: over them is placed the Kadun Kahia or Mother 
of the Maids, who is carefull to correct any immodeft or light behavi- 
our amongft them, and inftru@ts them in all the Rules and Orders of 
the Court. ; 

When the Grand Signior is pleafed to dally with a certain number 
of thefe Ladies in the Garden 5 Helvet is cryed, which rings through 
allthe Seragito, at which word all people withdraw themfelves at a 
diftance, and Eunuchs are placed at every avenue, it being at that time 
death to approach near thofe walls. Here the Women ftrive with 
their Dances, Songs and Difcourfe to make themfelves Miftrefles of 
the Grand Signiors affection, and then let themfelvesloofe to all kind 
of lafcivioufnefs and wanton carriage, acquitting themfelves as much of 
all refpect to Majefty as they do to modefty. 

When the Grand Signior refolves to choofe himfelf'a Bed-fellow, he 
retires into the Lodgings of his Women» where Spar tothe ftory 
in every place reported, when the Turkith Seraglio falls into dif- 
courfe) the Damfels being ranged in order by the Mother of the 
Maids, he throws his handkerchief to her, where his eye and fancy 
beft directs, it beinga token of her election to his bed. The furprized 
Virgin {natches atthis prize and good fortune with that eagernefs, that 
fhe is ravifhed with the joy before fhe isdefloured by the Sultan, and 
kneeling down firft kifles the handkerchief, and then puts it in her bo- 
fom, when immediately fhe is congratulated by all the Ladies of the 
Court, for the great honour and favour fhe hath received. And after 
fhe hath been firft wafhed, bathed and perfumed, fhe is adorned with 
Jewels, and what other attire canmake her appear glorious and beau- 
tiful; theis conducted at night, with Mufick and Songs of her Com- 
panions chanting before her tothe Bed-chamber of the Switaz, at the 
door of which attends fome Favourite Eusuck, who upon her ap- 
proaching gives advice to the Grand Signior, and permiffion being gi- 
ven her to enter in, fhe comes running and kneels before him, and 


fometimes enters in at the feet of the Bed, according to the ancient ce- 
remopy; 
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remony, or otherwife ashe chances to like her, is taken in anearer 


way with the Embraces of the Grand Signior. 

This private entertainment being ended, the is delivered to the care 
of the Kadsn Kabta or Mother of the Maids, by whom fhe is again 
conducted back with thefame Mufick as before, and having firft wafh- 
edand bathed, hath afterwards the lodging and attendance that be- 
longs to Hankiar Afa-hift, that is, the Royal Concubine; if it be her 
good fortune to conceive and bring forth a Son, fhe is called Hafak 
Sultana, and is honoured with a folemn Coronation, and Growned 
witha {mall Coronet of Gold befet with precious Stones. Other La- 
dies who produce like fruits from the Grand Signiors bed, have not 
yet the like honour, but only the name of Bah Hafaki, Inkingi Hafaki, 
the firft and fecond Concubine, and fo forward. 

The Daughters that are born from the Grand Signiar, are often- 
times at four or five years of Age wedded to fome great Pajba or Begler- 
beg with all the Pomp and folemnities of Marriage, who from that time 
hath care of her Education ; to provide a Palace for her Court, andto 
maintain her with that ftate and honour asbecomes the dignity of a 
Daughter to Seitan. At this tendernefs of Age, Sultan Ibrabens, 
Father of the prefent Grand Signior, Married three of his Daughters ; 
one of which called Gheaher Haz Sultan, hath had already five Huf- 
bands, and yet asis-reported by the World, remains a Virgin 3 the aft 
Husband deceafed was J/bzeael Pafba, who was flain in the paflage of the 
River Raab; and is now again Married to Gurgi Mahomet Pafha of 
Buda aman of 90 years of Age, but rich and able to maintain the 
greatnefs of her Court, though not to comply with the youthfulnefs of 
her bed,to which he isa ftranger, like the reft ofher preceding Husbands. 

After the Death of the Grand Signior, the Mothers of Daughters 
have liberty to come forth from the Seragito and marry with any perfon 
of Quality 5 but thofe who have brought forth Sons, are tranfplanted 
totheold Seraglte, wherethey pafsa retired life without redemption 5 
unlefs the Son of any of thofe Mothers by death of the firft heir fuc- 
ceeding, releafe his Mother fromthat reftraint, and make her fharer 
with him in all his happinefs and glory. 





CHAP. X. 
Of the Agiam-Oglans. 


We: have hitherto fpoken of the Ichoglazs or Pages,Mutes, Dwarfs, 
Eunuchs, andthe Feminine Court s it willbe now neceffary to 
fpeak of the under Officers and Servants called Agiam-Oglans, who are 
defigned to the meaner ufes of the Seraglio. Thefe are alfo Captives 
taken in War, or bought of the Tarter, but moft commonly the Sons 
of Chriftians taken from their Parents at the Age of ten or twelve years, 
in whom rf Sone more f{trength of body than of mind, they are fet 
apart for labour and menial fervices: Thefe are, ,

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4. Atgees or Cooks, with all the Offices of the Kitchin. 

5. Paicks and Solacks, | 

6. Butchers. 

7. Holvagees or Confectioners. 
8. The Attendants of the Hofpieal of fick Pages. 
And all other fet apart for fervile Offices. , 


Thefe are feldom the Sons of natural born Tarks, but yearly colleg@- 
ed (as I faid) from the increafe of poor Chriftians in the 4érea and Al- 
bania; by which means thofe Countries are greatly dif-peopled 5 the , 
yearly number of thofe thus colleCted, amount moft commonly, as lam 
given to underftand, to about 2000. which being brought to Cox- 

Stantinople, are firft prefented before the Vifier, who according as his 
humor directs him) are placed in Jivers ftations, either in the Scraglzoes 
ot Galata, Okemedon, or Adrianople; others are put forthtolearn divers 
Trades in the City 5 others to be Sca-men, and learn Navigation 5 
others efpecially are placedinthe great Seraglze, where they are made 
tofervein the Stables, in the Kitchin, to dig in the Gardens, to cleave 
Wood, to row in the Grand Signiors Barge, and to do what other fer- 
vices they are commanded by the Superiors fet overthem, called 0da- 
bafbees, who aie men of ancienter {tanding then the reft, having about 
fitteen Afpers a day Salary, two Vefts of Cloth a year, and two pieces 
of Linnen Cloth for fhirts and handkerchiefs, @c. and thefe are fubjcét 
tothe Boftangz Pafba, who is the head and abfolute Commandcr of all 
thofe who have the name of Boflangees or Gardeners, of which there 
may be 10000 inand about the Seraglioes and Garden of the Grand 
Signior. 

Of thefe Boffangees, fome are raifed to a higher degree, and called 
Hafaki, which fignifies Royal, and attend only to meflages fent by the 
Grand Signior himfelf; and are men of fpecial authority. Their Habie 
or Cloathing nothing differs from the Boffangees, unlefs in the fianch of 
their Cloth, their Collar and Girdle according to this Picture. 

The power of the Boftangi Pafe is very great 5 for though he him- 
{utFarofe but from the Agiamoglans, and worea felt Cap, yet he hath 
the command of all the Grand Signiors Gardens and Houfes of pleafurc, 
over-fves all his Water-works, and hath power and jurifdiction along 
the Bofphorus, unto the mouth of the Black Sea, commands alfo the 
Country ata large diftance from Conflantinople; having power to pu- 
nifh all debaucheries and extravagancies in and about the Country Vil-, 
lages, and is capable by the Grand Signiors favour to become Pafhs of 
Grand Cairo, Babylon, Buda, &c. andof the filt degree which is Vificr 
Zen. 

The Agiamoglans who are defigned tothe Grand Signiors Seraglio, are 
of the choiceft among(t the whole number, the ftrongeft bodies and 
moft promifing Afpetts, and are diftributed into feveral Companics as 
they Want to make up their complement. This difcipline is very fe- 
vereand ftrict, fo that they are taught obedience and readinefs to {erve, 
with watchings, faftings and other penances. 

Their cloathing is of courfe Cloth made at Saloxica, anciently called 
Theffslonica; their Caps of Fele, after the form of a Sugar-loaf, of a 
hair colour, according as the Piture here defcribes; fome of them are 
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taught to Read and Write, who are efteemed the moft acute and fit to 
receive ingenious learning, but the moft part are exercifed in adtivity 
of body, in running, leaping, wreftling, throwing the iron bar, and 
other agility whereinthe f{trength and activity of body is beft pradi- 
fed. Their Lodgings are under feveral Pent-houfes or fheds, built un- 
der the walls of the Seraglio, their Diet is flefh and rice, fufficient 
though not luxurious. Out of thefe belonging to the Seraglio none 
are drawn out apt erseagehe s, but are fometimes preferred to fervice of 
Pafbas for their fidelity or good deferts, and by thofe Mafters crife to 
confiderable riches, and commodious manner of livelihoods others 
of thefe in great numbers are made ufe of for attendance on the Grand 
Signiors Tents, when he goes to the Wars, and in other journies are 
ufeful for the management of the Grand Signiors carriages and travel- 
ing neceflaties. Such Agiamoglans (as we have faid before) that are 
diftributed into other quarters befides the Royal Seraglio, are princi- 
pally defigned as they grow ripe, and of ftrength of body to be made 
Janizaries in the place ofthe deceafed 5 fothat their principal educati- 
on is in order thereunto, of whom we fhall fpeak more largely when we 
treat of the Militia. 

The names of the Agtamoglans are writtenina book with the places 
where they are diftributed, their feveral Payes of two, three, or five 
Afpersa day, which book is under-writren by the Grand Signior, and 
configned tothe Tefterdar or Lord Treafurer, who pays their Salarics 
every three months, being obliged at that time to enquire who is dead 
. removed, and fo accordingly to make a true report to the Grand 

ignior. 

and thus I have given you a brief account of the Grand Signiors Se- 
raglao and the Regiment of it, which if well confidered and weighed, is 
one of the moft Politick conftitutions in the world, and none of the 
meaneft fupports of the Ottoman Empires; which relation [had from 
the mouth of one who had {pent nineteen years in the Schools of the 
Seraglio, Imuft confefs I have not treated fo amply thereof as the fub- 
ject might require, becaufe the rules and economy obferved among 
the Women, Mutes,Eunuchs and other of the retired apartments, I con- 
ceive to be a kind of digreflion from my purpofe, my intention bein 
principally to defcribe the Government, Maxims and Policies of the 
Turk, Andtherefore I proceed to treat of the diverfities of Offices and 
Places of great Richesand Truft, which remain in the power of the 
Sultan to confer on thofé Favourites, Minions,and Creatures, whom 
thus at his own charge he hath nourifhed like a Father from their infan- 
cy to toveftin their riper years with great honours, for fecurity of his 
own Perfon, and flourifhing eftate of his Dominions. 
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CHAP. XI. 


Of the Vifier Azem or Prime Vifier, bis Office, the other fix Vi- 
fiers of the Bench, and of the Divan or place of Fudicature. 
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He prime Vifier called in Terkifh Vifter Azew, is as much as chief 

Councellour 5 he isfomtimestermed the Grand Signiors Deputy 
or Reprefentative, or Vicariws Imperii, becaufe to him all the power of 
the Suitan is immediately devolved; there isno other folemnity, as I 
know of, in the creating a Vifier then the delivery ofthe Grand Signiors 
Seal, which he slwayes carries about him in his bofom, on which is 
engraven the Emperours name, by which he becomes invefted in all the 
power ofthe Empire, and can without the formality and procefs of 
Law remove all obftacles and impediments which hinder the free {way 
of hisGovernment. It hath alwayes been the policy of the great Prin- 
cesof the Ealt, to erect one as Superinteadent over all the reft of their 


Minifters 5 {0 Daniel was conftituted by Derixs over the Prefidents and pan.c. 


Princes, becaufe of the admirable {pirit and wifdom that was io him :° 
and ofeph was made chief Governour and abfolute Commander over 
all Egypt, and by this means thofe Princes who gave themfelves much 
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over to foftnefs and Juxury, could with more eafe demand account of 
mifcarriages inthe rule of their Empire, it being their Policy to con- 
{titute one on whom all the blame of mifcarriages in Government 
ani@ht be thrown. 

The firft conftitution that we meet with in Hiftory of the firft Vifier, 
was inthe time of Amurath the third King of the Tarks, who paffing 
into Furope with his Tutor called Lala Schabin, he made him his chief 
Councellour and committed to him the charge of his Army, with which 
he won Adrianople formerly called Orest#ias, and ever fince the Grand 
Signior hath continued to maintain that Office of Vifier, ufing that 
common appellation of Lala, which fignifies Tutor, whenfoever in fa- 
mihiar difcourfe he fpeaks to him. 

There are befidesthe firft, commonly fix other Vifiers who are called 
Vifiers of the Bench, that have no power nor authority in the Govern- 
ment, but only are grave men, that have perhaps had Chargesand Of- 
fices, and are knowing in the Laws, and fit together with the firft Vi- 
fier inthe Drvan or Court where caufes are tryed, but are mute and 
cannot give their fentence or opinion in any matter unlefs the firft Vi- 
fier pleafeto demand their Councel or judgment in point of Law ; 
which he feldom does, not to difparage hisown reafon and experience. 
Their pay proceeds from the Grand Signiors Treafury, and is not 
2000 Dollars a year: any of thefe fix can write the Gragd Signiors 
Firme or Autogra upon all commands or decrees that are$tntalfvaad ; 
and becaufe their riches are but moderate, and the Office they age in 
treats not much with the dangerous parts of State, they Hive long with- 
out envy or emulation, or being fubject to that inconftancy of fortune 
and alteration, to which greater degrees of place are expofed. And 
yet when any great matter isin Confult, and of confiderable 1mpor- 
tance, thefe fix with the firft Vifier, the Afuftz ad Caddeelefcheers or 
Lords chief Juftices, are admitted into the Cabrui.t Councel, and are 
often permitted freedom to deliver their opinions on the matter of que- 
{tion. 

The ftate and greatnefs the Prime Vifier lives in is agreeableto the. 
honour of hin whom he reprefents, having commonly in his Court 
about 2000 Officers and Servants 5 when he appears in any folemnity 
or publick fhow, he carries on his Turbant before two Feathers, as 
the Grand Signior wears three fet on witha handle of Diamonds and 
other rich Stones, and before him are carryed three horfe tails called 
the tugh upona long f{taffe, upon the top of which is a gilded knob; the 
like diftinction of honour is permitted only to the three other principal 
Pafbaes within their jurifdiction, viz, the Pajha of Babylon, of Cairo, and 
of Buda; the other inferiour Pafhaes have only one horfe tail carryed 
before them without other diftin¢tion or badge of Authority ; and 
thefe three forementioned Pafhaes have a right to be Vifiers of the 
Bench, andcan take their places in the Divax whenthe time of their 
Offices are expired, andany of them found at the Court in entire grace 
and favour. 

The Prime Vifier as he is the reprefentative of:the Grand Signior, 
efo he isthe head or mouth of the Law 3; to him appeals may be made, 
and any one may decline the ordinary courfe of juftice, to have his 
cafe decided by his determination ; unlefs the Vifier through the mul- 
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tiplicity of hisaffairs, and the {mall confideration of the cafe, thinks 
fit toreferittotheLaw. And that he may evidence his care of the 
publick good, he is alwayes prefent at the Divan four times a week ; 
that is, Saterday, Sunday, Monday, Tuefday, and the other dayes (ex- 
cepting Friday) keeps Divaz in his own houfe, fodiligent and watch- 
ful are thefe men to difcharge the Acts of Juftice, and their own Office. 

He is attended to the Dewan, which is a Chamber of the Seragizo, by 
a great number of Chraufes and their Commanders in chief, whoarea 
fort of Purfewants and other Officers who only ferve to attend himto 
the Divan called Auta faraca, and may be termed Serjeants or Tip- 
{taffes; ashe defcends from his horfe and enters the Divaz, or upon 
his return goes into his houfe, heis with a loud voice of his Attendants 
prayed for, and wifhed all happinefs and long life, not unlike the falu- 
tations the Roman Souldiers ufed to their Emperours 5 Cam {ub anfpiciis 
Cafaris omnia profpera Cx felscia precabantur, Whenhe is fet upon the 


Bench, allcaufes are brought before the Caddeelefcheer who isLord , + 


chief Juftice, and by him all judgments paf, unlefs the Prime Vifier 
fhall think the caufe proper for his cognifance, or fhall difapprove at 
any time the fentence of the judges; andthenby virtue of his unlimi- 
ted power he can reverfe the Verdict and determine as he pleafes. All 
officers in the Dzvaz wear a ftrange fort of drefs upon their heads called 
in Tarkifh Mugevezee, which for the moft lively defcription, is here de- 
lineated before you. 
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And this fhall in fhort ferve for whatis neceflary to {peak of the Divan 
in this place, in regard we only touch upon it for the better explanati- 
on of the Vifiers office. ee 

The Prime Vifier hath his power as ample as his Mafter who gives it 
him, except only that he cannot (though he is the Elder Brother ofall 
Pafbaes) take off any of their heads without the Imperial fignature or 
immediate hand-writing of the Grand Signior, nor can he punifh a 
Spabee or Janizary, or any other Souldier but by means of their Com- 
manders: the Militia having referved themfelves that priviledge, 
which fecures them from feveral oppreffions - in other matters he is 
wholly abfolute, and hath fo great a power with the Grand Signior, 
that whomfocver he hall think fic of allthe Officers in the Empire to 
profcribe, he can fpeedily obtain the Imperial hand to put it in execu- 
tion. 

Whatfoever petitions and addreffes are made, in what bufinefs fo- 
ever, ought firft to pafsthrough the hands of the Vifter: but yet when 
a party hath fuffered {ome notorious injury, in which the Vifier is com- 
bined, or hath refufed him juftice, he hath liberty then to appeal to 
the Grand Signior himfelf, which is permitted by an ancient cuftom 5 
the aggrieved perfon putting fire on hishead enters the Serag/io, runs in 
hafte, and can be f{topt by no body until he comes to'the prefence of the 
Grand Signior, to whom he hath licenfe to declare his wrong. The 
like was done by Sir Thomas Bendyfh when Embafladour at Conftanti- 
wople, putting pots of fire at the Yard arms of fome Englifh Ships then 
inPort, and came to Anchor near the Seraglio. The reafon thereof 
was, the violent feizure of the Merchantg, goods,. as foon as arrived 
In Port, for the fervice of the Grand Signtor, without bargain or ac- 
tount of them, which being taken up by thofe Officers and great Per- 
fons who were out of the reach of Law, forced the worthy Embaffa- 
dour at that-ime Refident toreprefent his grievances with much refo- 
lution, fignifying them to the Grand Signior by fire on the Yards of 
eleven Fnglifh Ships then in Port, which were drawn off from the fcale, 
where they ufually lay, to the fide of the Seragito 5 which coming to 
be difcovered firft tothe Vifier, before the grand Signior had notice 
thereof, he immediately extinguifhed thofe fires by a fair accommoda- 
tion, before they burft into d’more dangerous flame, by the knowledge 
of the Grand Signior, who might juftly deftroy him for fuffering fuck 
notorious injuftice to run tothat publick and known extremity. 

The Perfians in like cafes put on a Veft of White Paper, fignifying 
the aggravation of their injury is not to be defcribed in as much Paper 
as cancover their bodies. 

This great Office of Charge and Truft, as itis the igheft, {0 it is the 
neareftto Jowes Thunderbolt, and moft expofed to envy and emulati- 
on; ftrange ftories are read and confirmed by eye-witnefles in our 
dayes, concerning the unexpected rife and afcent of unworthy men on 
afuddain without degrees, fteps or approaches to this mighty power 
and glory, and as feon have been thrown down and been the fubject 
of the peoples cruelty and revenge; fome have been the Sons but of a 
few dayes growth, and the Sun hath fcarce fet, before their greatnefS 
and glory hath declined; others have continued but a month, fomea 
year, otherstwo or three, and withal, even in thofe who have lived 
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longeft and happieft, fortune {ports with that wantohnefs and incon» 
ftancy, that it may ferve to be the Mirrour and Emblem of the Worlds 
vanity, and uncertain riches; It is the fate of great Favourites with 
barbarous Princes to be but fhort-lived. For either the Prince delights 
to exercife his power in debafing fome, and advancing others, or hath 
beftowed fo largely, that his bounty 1s at a ftop, and begins to be wea- 
ried with heaping of favours, asthe other isglutted and fatiated with 
receiving them; Fato potentia raro fempiterné, an fatias capit aut illos 
cum omnia tribuerunt, ant bos quod ntbilreliquune eft quod capiant. Tac.. 
Lib. 3. Emulation and flattery are likewife great, and the factions 
are commonly many in the Ottoman Court, whereby the ftate of the 
firft Minifter isendangered. Infita mortalibus natura recenter aliorum 
felicitatem agris oculis introfpicere, modumaq; fortuna a nullis magis exige- 
re, quam quos in equo vident. Tac. Lib. 3. Sometimes the Queen Mo- 
ther rules, fometimes the Kxflir Aga commands, perhaps a beautiful 
Woman is Miftrefs of the power, 4s well as of the affections of the 
Sultan; every one of thefe have fome Favourites, fome or other who 
watch Preferments, and are intent to obferve all mifcarriages of State, 
which may reflect on, or queftion the judgment or honefty of the firft 
Author, by which means the unhappy Vifier, either by the Sultans 
immediate command, or tumults of the Souldiery raifed by the powerful 
factions aforementioned, yields up his Life and Government together $ 
whofe power and greatnefs being only borrowed from his Mafter, and 
depending on anothers pleafure, by its fhort continuance and mutabili- 
ty, verifies that true faying of Tacztus, Lib. 12. Nihil rerum mortalinm 
' tam inftabile & fluxum eft, quam fama potentia non fui vi nixe. 

But it doth not alwaies happen that the Prime Vifier becaufe he is 
deprived of his Office, fhould therefore lofe his life ; for many times, 
efpecially ifhe bea man whofe difpofition is not greatly fufpeGed of 

lice or Revenge tothe contrivers of his fall, or be not of a generous 
{pirit, and great abilities and popularity, whereby he may he venterous 
and capable of raifing Rebellion or Mutiny, he is permitted calmly to 
retire, and quietly to defcend from his high Throné of honour, to en- 
ter into the lower Region and air of a {mall and petty Government of a 
Pafhas as not many years paft the Predeceffours of Kimperli Father of 
this prefent Vifier being degraded, had the Pajhalick of Kansfia (which 
is accounted one of the meaneft of all the Governments which are fubject 
to aPafha) conferred on him, and here I cannot tell whether fucha 
Vifier hath not more reafon to blefs and congratulate his fortune then 
accufe it 5 for in this condition he is more free from cares and dangers, 
and much more happy if hisambition and greatnefs of {pirit render not 
his repofe and eafe lefs pleafing, becaufe it is not in the higheft Ledg- 
ingsof Honour and Command. But itis feldom fo among the Turks 3 
for with them it is efteemed ao difgrace to be tranfplanted from the 
Mountains to the Vallies; they know their original, and compofition 
partakes not much of Heavenly fire, and that the Clay they are framed 
of, is but of common Earth, which isin the hand of the Grand Signior 
asthe Pot, to frame and mould, as is moft agreeable to his pleafure and 
will. And as it is no difparagement to decline and go backward in 

Honour amongft the Twrks, fo it isno new thing, or abfurdity in their 
Politicks, to fee men rife like Muthromes in a night, and from oe 
Meane 
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meaneft and moft abject Offices, without degrees or convenient ap- 


proaches, at once leap into the Seat and Quality of the Prime Vifier 5 


I thall inftancein one example worthy of Record, which was of late. 


dayes, and as yet that I know of, hath had no place in Hiftory. 
It happened that in Conftantinople, there was either great fcarcity of 
flefh, or the negligence of the Butchers had made it fo; fothat they 
who were not foearly abroadas to watch their ufual time of making 
their dayes provifion, or came any thing late, were neceflitated to pats 


.that day witha Lenten diet 5 among thofe who had mifled one morning 


their common proportion of flefh, was one Dervife a Cook of a Cham- 
ber of fanizaries ; thisman knew the blows and punifhment he was to 
fuffer from the chicf of the Chamber 5 that through his {loth and want 
of care, the whole Company fhould that day pafs without their Din- 
ner, which caufed him in great paflion with loud exclamations as he 
paffed the ftreets to accufe the ill Government, and little care was had 
to retifie thefe common abufes::it fortuned that at that time that 
Dervife was lamenting his cafe to all the world, and curfing the princi- 
pal Officers, thatthe Grand Signiorin difguife pafled by, and feeing a 
man in fucha diforder of mind, came in a courteous manner to demand 
the reafon of his paffion ; to whom the Dervife replyed, it was in vain 
for hia to be inquifitive 5 or for me, faid he, to inform of what you are able 
to afford no remedy unto ; for none but the Grand Signior hiwsfelf is of fuffi- 
cient power to redre{s that for which I have fo much canfe to be troubled, 
At laft with much importunity he told what great abufe there was in the 
Butchery, thatthe Shambles were ill ferved, that he had miffed the nfial 


proportion of fle{h that morning for his Janizaries Chamber, and what pu- - 


nifbment be was Izkelyto fuffer, for having come fhort only one moment of 
his due time, he added farther.that the Vifter and other Officers were negli- 
gent in rectifying thefe mcan and low diforders, being wholly taken up in 
enriching themfelves, and intent totheir own interecft , but 1f I were firft 
Vifter, I would not only caufe great plenty of flefh in this City, but at all 
times of the dag it fhould be found by thofe who wanted it 5 and now what be- 
nefit have cither you, faid be, by bearing this fiory, or what releafe am I 
Inkely to have of punifhment by repeating it to you? The Grand Signior 
afterwards returning home, and confidering of the difcourfe the Fani- 
zaries Cook had made him, whether to prove the abilities of the man, 
or becaiife he conceived Providence had offered this encounter, or that 
Princes delight to exercife their power in creating great men from 
nothing ; he fent immediately for the Dervéfe, who being come into his 
prefence, and fenfible of the familiar difcourfe he had made him, trem- 
bling caft himfelf down at his feet, fuppofing that the free language he 
ufed of the Vifter and the Government, was the caufehe was now to 
Jofe his lite. Butit happened quite contrary, forthe Grand Signior 
encouraging him to lay afide his fear, told him he was refolued to make 
him firfe Vifier, to try an Experiment whether be was able to amend thofe 
abujes be complained of 3 and that herein he might not tranfgrefs the de- 
grees whereby he was gradually to pafs, he firft made him chief of his 
Chamber, the next day Captain, the day following 4ga or General of 
the Janimaries, and thence with one {tep to be Great Vifier, who not 
only remedied the abufe in the fhambles according to his promife, but 
proved a famous and excellent Minifter of Sate ; and though examples 
| of 
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of thelike natureare frequent among the Twrks, yet this may ferve at 
prefent to fhew in part the fortune and fate by which men are raifed, 
and the unconftancy of greatnefs and glory amongft the Terks above 
any other part of the world befides. 

It wasa hard Problemin the Tarké(h Policy, which as a wife Prime Vi- 
fier propofed to certain Pafbaes amongft other queftions, What courfes 
were poffible to be fotind out for a firft Vifier to maintain and continue 
his office, and acquit this fo ~~ charge fromthe hazard and un- 
certainty to whichit ts liable; for you fee Brothers, faid he, how few 
enjoy or grow old herein; their virtue, their care, and their innocence 
are no protection; fome remain a day, a week, a month, others pro- 
tract the thred to a year or two, but at length they are (to ufe Our own 
Proverb) like the Ast to whom God gives wings for their fpeedier de- 
ftruction. The Pafoaes were for a while all filent, not knowing what 
reply tomake, or how to refolve fo difficule and knotty a point, until 
Kuperli (who was then the moft ancient and perhaps the wifi ft Pafha, 
as the actions of his following life have fufficiently,teftified) firft reply- 

-ed that in his opinion, the only and moft probable means for a tosteri 
Vifier to fecure himfelf, is to divert the minds of the Grand Signior and 
other working brains, upon fome forreign War; for Peace is that 
which corrupts the difpofitions of men, and fets them on work to raife 
themfelves with inteftine and civil evils; when War buftes their Spi- 
rits, and employes them togain renown and glory by Martial actions, 
by which means Plots and Treachery are droven from our own homes 3 
Confiliis & afin res externas moliri, arma procul babere, Tac. lib, 6. And 
itis poflible that Achmet the Son of Kaperli, who began the laft War 
with Germany, might go upon this Maxim of his Fathers 5 for in all mat- 
ters of his Government, he is obferved to walk by the fame rules and 
d#tectionss, which was bequeathed to him as well as his inheri- 
tance. 

And yet for all this doubtful eftate of the Prime Vifters, fome- have 
been known to manage this office 18 or 19 years, and afterwards wea- 
ried with care and pains, to acquit it by a natural deaths from whence 
this queftion may arife, whether the favour or difpleafure of the Prince 
depends on the deftiny or fortune we are born to, or whether humane 
Councel can affign a way between contumacioufnels and flattery, 
wherein to fteer free from danger and ambition ? Wade dubitare cogor, 
fato & forte mafcendi, ut cetera, ita Principum inclinatio in hos, offenfio in 
illos, an fit aliquid in noftris confit liceatq; inter abruptam contumaciam., 
O» deforme obfequium pergere iter, ambitione & periculis vacuum. Tacit. 
lib. 4. But we find but few examples of thiskind. For if Vifiers have 
been evil, their own cruelty and covetoufnefs have haftened their fate 5

The Revenues of the firft Vifier which iffue immediately from the 
Crown, and are certainappendages to the office, are not great, beiag 
not above 20000 Dollars yearly, which arife from certain Villages ta 


Romelias thereft of the immenfe riches which accrues to this as : 
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fall of cares and danger, flows from all the quarters of the Empire. 
For no Baffaw or Mioitter of truft enters his place without his Prefent 
and offering to the firft Vifier, to obtain his confent, and purchafea 
continuance of his favour. Thofe that have Governments abroad, 
have alwaies their Agents at Court, who with gifts continually mol- 
lifie the Vifiers mind, entreating himto reprefent their fervice to the 
Grand Signior inan acceptable and grateful manner. .And though at 
the EquinoGial in the Spring, all Pafhees and any that have Govern- 
ments of note, are obliged to make their Prefents tothe Grand Signior 
of confiderable value, at which timethe firft Vifter neither will not 
want hig own acknowledgments, heis yet farther treated by all Perfons 
with fums of money, as the nature of their bufinefs ts, which is not fe- 
cretly, butboldly and confidently demanded, and the bargain beaten as 
in matters of Merchandize, and Trade; and juaftice and Favours made 
as Vendible and fet as publick to fale, as Wares and Commodites are 
in the Shops and places of common Mart ; fo that ifthe firft Vifier 
provescovetous (ascommonly they do who are raifed from nothing, 
and ufed alwaies to thrift) and refolves to lofe nothing of what he 
may get, hisincome is incredible, and may equal that which isthe 
Rent of the Grand Signior, and in a few years amaffe an immenfe 
riches and wealth. But of this the Prince and the Turf Policy is not 
ignorant, and accordingly provides remedies to drain the inundations 
of the Vifiers Cofferss at firft by extorting great fums of money 
from him at his entrance to the charges then under colour of Friendfhip 
nd Favour the Grand Signior makes him Vifits, in requital whereof 
rich Prefents are made him, as Gratitude for fo much Honour 5 fext he 
many times fends to him for a gift of 100000 Dollars, for Jewels, 
Horfes and other things of a great value; and in this manner feveral con- 
trivances are ufedtoturn thefe Rivulets to pay their Tribute to the 
great Ocean 3 amongft which this prefent Grand Signior Mahomet the 
fourth bath found out one way amongft the reft, putting the Vifier of- 
ten to the charges of his Dinner, fending to his Kitchin for 20 difhes 
of Meat, which is the ufual proportion of the Grand Signiors ordinary 
Table, and by inviting himfelf to a Banquet many times at the Vifiers 
expences5 and this being done fo frequently, givesthe world occafion 
to believe that he demands it out of no other defign then narrownefs of 
foul to fave the chargesof his own Dinner; and the rather it is fo be- 
lieved becaufe this Emperour is reputed of a covetous difpofition, and 
of no affinity with Solyvzan the Magnificent.But the ways and means by 
which the Grand Signior comes inthe end to be poffefied of the gains 
and profits collected by his Vifier,and other officers,requires a particular 
difcourfe apart, which fhall in its due time and place betreated of; 
and this fhall for the prefent fuffice to have fpoken concerning the Prime 
Vifier and his office. 


" CHAP. 
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CHAP. XII. 


The Offices, Dignities, and feveral Governments of the Empire. 


HE that will defcribe the Policies of a Country, muft endeavour 
efpecially in the moft exa& and pun@ual manner poffible to de- 
clare the feveral Offices, Dignities ang Riches of it, that fo a more eafie 
computation may be calculated of its ftrength, numbers of Men, Forti- 
fications, Forces by Sea, where beft defended, and where moft eafily 
vulnerable and expofed. 

The next to the Vifier Azew or the firft Vifter, are the {everal Begler- 
begs (which may not unaptly be compared to Arch-Dukes in fome parts 
of Chriftendom )having under their jurifdiction many Saxgiacks or Pro- 
vinces, Beyes, Agaes and others; To every one of thefe the Grand 
Signior in honour beftows three Enfigns (called in Turkith T¢gh) which 
are {taves trimmed with the tail of a Horfe with a golden Ball upon the 
top,and this is to diftinguifh them from Bajbaws who have two Enfigns 
and the Sangiak-beg, who hath alfo the name of Pajcha, and hath but 
one. Whena Pafcha ismade, the Solemnity ufed at the conferring his 
office, isa Flag or Banner carryed before him, and accompanied with 
Mufick and Songs by the Aftrialem, who is an Officer for this purpofe 
only, for inveftiture of Pajbaes in their office. 

The Government of Beglerbegs, who have feveral Provinces called 
Sangiacks under their Command, are of two forts, the firft iscalled Has 


ile Beglerbeglik, which hath a certain Rent affigned out of the Cities, » 


Countries and Signories allotted to the Principality ; the fecond ig call- 
ed Saliane Beglerbeglik, for maintenance of which is annexed a certain 
Salary or Rent, collected by the Grand Signiors Officers with the Trea- 
fure of the whole Government, out of whichare paid alfothe Sangiack 
Beglers,that is, the Lords of the feveral Counties, Towns or Cities,and 
the Militia of the Country, 

Itis impoffible exa@ly to defcribethe Wealthand wayes of Gains 
exercifed by thefe Potent Governours to enrich themfelves; for a 
Terk is ingenious to get Wealth, and hafty to growrichs howfoever 
we will fuccinctly fet down the certain {ums of Revenue which are 
grantedthem by Commiffion from the Grand Signior, affigned them 
out of every particular place of their Government 5 befides which they 
have the Profits of all Wefts and Strays, Goods of Felons, fale of Va- 
cant Church-Offices, Slaves, Horfes and Cattel, which by, Mortality or 
other accidents have no certain Matter 3 to which may be added the be- 
nefit of their Avanias or falfe Accufations, whereby they invade the 
Right and Eftates of their Subjects 3 as alfo of the Robberies of their 

ple and {trangers, by their own Slaves and Servants, whom they 
end abroad with that defign; and having committed the Robberies 
themfelves, under pretence of difcovery of the Crime and doing Ju- 
ftice, they feize the innocent people, torture and imprifon them, and 
perhaps put fome todeath for expiation of their awn offences. To 
come nearer then to this purpofe. The Beglerbegs of the firft fort arein 
number 22, whohave their Revenuefallotted them inthe places that 


. they govern, collected by their own Officers according to Commifiion, | 
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of which the firft is of Avatolia, anciently called Aja minor, after- 
wards Anatolia, %w tis avaroatc, from its more Eaftern fituation in re- 
{pect of Greece , the yearly Revenue of which inthe Grand Signiors 
AnAlpe is * books called the old Canonisa Million of Afpers, and hath under its 
sr ones j urifdiction 14 Sangiack Kiotahi where the Beglerbeg refides in Phrygia 
penny. Magior, Saraban, Aidin, Kaftamoni, Hudanendighiar, Boli, Mentejche, 
Angora, otherwife Ancyra, Karabyfar, Teke ili, Kiangri, Hamid, Sultan 
Ughi, Karefi, with the command of 22 Caftles. . 

9. Caramania, anciently called Célicia, and was the laft Province 
which held out belonging to the Caramanian Princes, when all places 
gave way to the flourifhing Progrefs of the Otfomaz Arms; the Re- 
venue hereof is 660074 Afpers, and hath under Its jurifdiction 7 Sax- 
giacks, viz. Iconium, whichis the Court of the Beglerbeg in Cappadocia, 
Nigkde, Kaifani, otherwife Cefanca, Jenifchebri, Kyr{cheberi, Akschehri, 
Akserai: And in this Principality are three Caftles, at Iconzum one, at 
Larendeand Mendwi, under the Pafba’'s immediate command, and 17 
others in feveral Sangiacks. 

3. Diarbekir, otherwile Mefopotamia, hath a Revenue of a Million 
two hundred thoufand and 660 Afpers, and hath under its jurif- 

Which Ggnifes dition 19 Sangiacks, with five other Governments called Hukinmet 
ee aa in Turkifb, eleven of which Sangiacks are properly belonging to the 
Ottoman Royalties, and eight are Curdia# Counties, or of the people 

called Karts for when Curdia was conquered,the Country was divided, 

and diftinguifhed into the nature of Sangiacks, but with this difference 

of right inheritance and fucceflion to the Goods and Poffeffions of 

@ their Parents, and fucceed as Lords of Mannors, orto other petty Go- 
vernments by Blood and Kindred. And asother Lords of Sangéacks, 
Timariots, or Barons pay the Grand Signiors duties, and hold their 

Land in Knights fervice, or other tenure whereby they are obliged to 

attend and follow their Commanders to the Wars, whenfoever they are 

called thereunto by the Grand Signiors fammons: thefe that are re- 

giftred for Hukiumet have no Timariots or Lords to command them, 

but are free from all Dutiesand Impofitions, and are abfolute Mafters 

of their own Lands and Eftates. Thofe Sangiacks which are properly 
belonging to the Ottoman Royalties are C Harpy, EZani, Syureck , Nesbin, 
Chatenghif, Tchemifchekrek, Seared, Mufarkin, Aktchie, Kala, Habur, 

Sangiar otherwife Diarbekir, which 1s the place of rcfidence of the 

Beglerbek, Thofe Sangiacks which are entailed upon Families are 

Sagman, Kulab, Mechrani, Tergil, Atak, Perteh, Tchifakichur, Tchirmek. 

4. Of Scham otherwife Damafcus, the certain Revenue of which is a 
Million of Afpers,and hath under it Sangiacks 7 with Has,where the Con 
tributions by the Beglerbegs Officers are collected upon the Country, 
and are Kadefeberif alias ‘Jerufalem, Gaza, Sifad, Nabolos alias Naples in 
Syria, Agluz, Bahura, and Damafcus, the City where the Beglerbeg ger 
fides.He hath farther three with Salzane, tor account of which he is paid 
by the Kings Officers; and thofe are Kadsar,Saida,Beru,Kinrk, ,Schubek, 
whereare no Timariots, but the Inhabitants are true, and abfolute 
Matters of their own Eftates in the fame manner as the Curdi are, which 
wc have before-mentioned ; the Caftles here are for the moft part de- 
molifhed, and fcarce worthy our notice. 

5. Isof Siwas a City in Armenia major, hath a Revenue of goo 
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thoufand Afpers, and hath under his Dominions fix Sangiacks, viz. 
Amafia, Tchurum, Buradik, Demurki, Gianick, Arebkir, the Caftles of 
which are 16. 

6. Isthe Government of the Pafcha of Erzrum on the confines of 
Georgia, hath a Revenue of a Million two hundred thoufand and 660 
Afpers, and hath under his Government eleven Sangiacks, viz. Ka- 
rabizar, Scharki, Kieifi, Pafin, Esber, Hanes, Tekman, Turtum, Meyen- 
kerd, Mamervan, Kyzutchan, Melazkerd, and hath 13 Caftles. 

7. Isthe Government of the Pacha of Wax or Vaz a City in Media, 
hath aRevenue ofa Million a hundred and thirty two thoufand 20,5 
Afpers, and commands 14 Sangiucks, viz. Adilgiwar, Ergifch, Mujch, 
Barkiri, Kiarkian, Kifani, Efpaird, Agakis, Ekrad, Benikutur, Kalaibaie- 
rid, Berdea and Edegik, 

8. Isthe Government of the Pafcha of Tchildir onthe confines of 
Georgia, hath a Revenue of nine hundred twenty five thoufand Af 
pers, and commands nine Sangiacks, viz. Olti, Hartus, Ardnug, Erde- 
hamburek,, Hagrek, Pufenbaf alias Pufenbal, Machgil, Igrarc, Penbck, Per- 
tekrek, 

g. Isthe Government of Scheberezul in Affyria, the Pafcha of which 
hatha Revenue of a Million of Afpers, and commands 20 Sangiacks, 
viz. Surutchuk, Erbil, Kiufcbaf, Schebribazar, Chabkiule, Gebthamrin, 
Hezurd Merd, Dulchuran, Merghiaue, Haninudevin, Aginr, Neitutari, 
Sepenzengire, Ebrunan, Taundan, Badeberend, Belkas, Vicheni, Garikalo, 
Renghene. 

10. Isthe Government of Halep or Aleppo, hath eight hundred and 
feventeen thoufand 772 Afpers Revenue, and commands 7 Samgiacks 
with Ha and 2 with Saliane: Of the firlt fort are Adana, Fhrad, Kelis, 
Beregek, Mearre, Gazir, Balis: Of the other are Adfutik and Tarkwan 
which is Turcomania, of thefe at this day the Revenue is farmed, and 
are not called Samgiacks but Agalik, forin them are no Timariots, but 
every man is Lord and Mafter of his own Lands: This Government 
hath five Caftles. 

11. Isthe Government of A¢arafch near the River Exphrates, fitua- 
ted between Adefopotamia and Aleppo, otherwife called by ‘the Turks 
Zulkadrie, hath a Revenue of 628 thoufand 450 Afpers, and commands 
four Sexgiacks only, vize Malatia, Afab, Kars, and Samfad, and hath 
four Caftles, 

12. Is the Government of Kzbres otherwife called Cyprus, hath a 
Revenue five hundred thoufand 650 Afpers, and commands 7 Sangi- 
acks, viz. 4with Has, and are Itchili, Tarfus, Alanie, Schis 5 the other 
3 with Saliane, are Kenine Baf Manfa, Lefkufcha or Larnzica, which is 
the place of the Pafcha’s refidence, and hath 14 Caftles. 

13. Isthe Government of Tarabolos Scham otherwife Tripoli of Sy- 
ria, bath a Revenue eight hundred thoufand Afpers, at this place the 
' Pafcha refides, and hath under him 4 Sangiacks, viz. Hams, Hants, Ge- 
meleand Selemie, and hath only one-Caltle in the Sangiack of Haws 
called Faflulekrad. 

14. Isthe Government of Terbozan, otherwile Trabezond, encom- 
— with a ridge of Mountains, according to a Poet born in that 
place,

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Vertice Montano Trapezus inclufa receffit. 


Formerly the Imperial Seat of the Comment reigning over Cappado- 
cia, Galatia, and the parts of Pontus, founded by Alexius Comnenns, 
who upon the taking of Conftantinople by the Weftern Chriftians fled 
to this place, which flourifhed until taken by AMéchomet the Great ; 
it is fituate on the Ewxine or black Sea, and ftill a place of confiderable 
Traffick, efpecially made rich for the fifhing, out of which and the cu- 
ftoms the Pajcha, though hekath no Sangiacks under his Government, 
hath yet a Revenue allotted of 734 thoufand 850 Afpers, with 14 Ca- 
ftles to defend the City, and the Dominions belonging thereunto. 

15. The Government of the Pacha of Karsa City near Erzrem,hath 
a Revenue of 820 thouland 650 Afpers, and commands fix Sangiacks, 
viz. Erdehankintchuk , Gingewan , Zarufchan , Ghegran , Kughizman , 
Pajtn. 

oi The Government of the Pafcha of Mnful, otherwife called Né- 
seve in Afyria,hath a Revenue of 681 thoufand and 56 Afpers,and com- 
mands five Sangiacks, viz. Bagiwanlu, Tekrit, Zerbit, Eski Mafel or old 
Ninive, and Hxruz, 

17. The Government of the Pacha of Rika hath a Revenue of 680 
thoufand Afpers, and commands feven Sangiacks, viz. Ghemafche, Cha- 
bur, Dixirhebe, Benirabne, Serug, Biregeh Are. 

Thefe are all the Governments which are in Affe with Has, let us 
now pa{s into Enrope. 

18. Is the Government of the Pajcha of Rumili otherwife Romania, 
which is the moft honourable T#rké/h charge in Exrope, hatha Revenue 
of a Million and a hundred thoufand Afpers, the feat of the Pafcha is 
Sofia, and commands 24 Sangiacks, viz. Kiofiendit otherwile Juftinia- 
na, Moraotherwife Morea, Skenderi Tirbala, Silifira, Nigheboli, Uchri, 
Awlona, Fania, Ubrazan, Tchirmen, Selanik otherwile Salonica, Wize, 
Deluniia, Uskinp, Kirkkelifa, Dukakin, Wedix, Alagebizar, Serzerin, 
Waltcharig, Bender, Akkerman, 023, Awaks But it isto be obferved 
that though Aforea, according to theancient Canon, was under the ju- 
rifdi@tion of the Pajcha of Romania, yet now it is divided and made 
part of the Revenue of the Valede or Queen Mother, where a Farmer 
of her Rents and Incomes now refides. 

19. Isthecharge of the Kupudan otherwife Captain Pafcha, or as the 
Turks call him,General of the White Seas, hath a Revenue of 885 thou- 
fand Afperss he is Admiral of the Grand Signiors Fleet,and Commands 
asfar asthe Twrkijh Power by Sea extends; and commands 13 Sen- 
giackss viz. Galipolz, which is.the proper place of the Pafche’s refi- 
dence, Egribuz, otherwife Negropont, Karlielt, Ainebahti, Rhedes, Mi- 
dillu or Metilene, Kegia Eli, Betga, Sifla, Adeweftra, Sakis or the Ifland of . 
Scio, Beneksche or Malvatias fome others adde Nicomedia, Limmos 
and Nixia. : 

20. Is the Government of the Pafcha of Budun otherwife Buda in 
Hungary, hath a Revenue and commands '20 Sengiacks ; 
viz. Agri, Kanyfia, Samandra, Petchni, Uftunibilgrad or Stultwifenberg, 
Oftrogon or Strigoninm, Sekdin, Chatwan, Semutum, Sirem, Kupaz,Filek, 
Sekitwar, Sektches, Setchre, Novigrad, Seksard, Belgrade or Alva Regalis. 

And 
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And gow lately in the year 1663 that Wiwar or Newbenfel was taken, 
anew Sangiackis fince added. 

21. The Pafcha of Temefwar in Hungary, hath a Revenue 
and hath under his command 6 Sangiacks, viz. Lipona, Tchazad, Ghiola, 
—s Waradin, to which allo Faxovs is added, conquered inthe 

ear 1663. ; 
: 92. is the Government of the Pacha of Boftain Adria, divided for- 
merly ittto Liburnze and Dalwatia, now called Sclavonia; his Revenue 
isa and commands 8 Sangiacks, viz. Herfekh, Kelis, Ex- 
dernik, Puxga, Feragine, Zagine, Kirka, Rabvige. 

There are other Pafcbas of Coffa, Theodofta in Tanrica Cherfowe fue, 
which having no Sangiacks, no Timariots nor Ziamets under them, but 
only a few.beggerly Villages which we fhall purpofely omit, as not 
worthy theotice. And fomuch fhallbe faid for the Pafibas or Beg- 
Jerbegs with Has, or‘withthe Revenue impofed upon Countries under 
their command, collected by their own officers. 

Thofe that are with Salsane, or paid out of the Grand Signiors Trea- 
fury, are : 

: . The Pafcha of Gran Caira, called by the Turks Mifir, hath a Re- 
venue of 600 thoufand Scheriffs or Zechins ayear, which he may juft- 
ly and honeftly pretend to 5 as much is thg Tribute yearly paid the 
Grand Signior from that place; which is commonly brought fince 
the War with Venice upon Camels backs by land, with a guard of 500 
men, not toexpofe it to the danger of being intercepted at Sea; ano- 
ther fum of 600 thoufand Zechins yearly goes to the payment of the 
Turks Forces in Egypt 3 befides the vaft fums of money this Pajche 
extorts with infupportable Avarice and Tyranny from the Natives of 
theCountry, during the fpace of his 3 years Governments by which 
means he ‘grows exceflive rich, and able to refand a good ftream into 
the Grand Signiors Coffers at his return, as hereafter fhall be the fub- 
ject of our more large difcourfe; he commands 16 Sangiacks as is re- 
ported, but not being regiftred in the Kings Book, I let them pafs with- 
out naming them. 

2, {sthe Government of Bagdat, otherwife Babylon, hatha Revenue 
of a Million and 700 thoufand Alpers, and commands 22 Sangiacks, 
viz. Dertenk, Gezan,Gewazir, Renk Aiadiie, Gelle, Semwat, Remealiie, 
Beiare, Derne, Debare, Wafit, Gebkiule, Gedide, Kefend, Kafr{chirin, Ghii- 
lan, Karag, Anne, Alfebah , Demurkapn, Deirberbiie, Karaxite. 

3. Isthe Government of the Pa/cha of Yemen, which is in Arabia Fe- 
lix, whofe place of refidencé is at Adem upon the Red Sea; which 
place and Country being recovered for the moft part again from the 
Turk by the Arabians, it is neither needful to mention che Revenue, 
nor the Sangiarks it formerly commanded. 

4. Isthe Government of Habelch upon the confines of the Abiffines 
in Ethiopie, called alfo by the Tarks Hefftzebit, which extending it 
felfto the Dominions of Prefter John, betng far diftant from the fuc- 
cours of the Ottoman force, is now wholly loft tothe Terks fo that we 
can neither affign the Revenue, nor the Sengtacks. 

5. Inthe Government alfo of Bofre on the confines of Perfia, a Mart- 
tine City in the Sinus Perficws near Byblis in Phemicia, were reckoned 26 
Sangiacke, but now not heldbythe T#rk, who hath no other heb 

there, 
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there, nor benefit thence, ‘excepting only that prayers are made con- 
ftantly for the Sultan. ° 

6. Inthe Government of Lebfe onthe confines of Ormusin Perfe, 
arecounted 6 Sangiacks, viz. Aiwes, Sakul, Negniie, Netif, Benderazir, 
Giriz, but thefe Countries are poor, and have fcarce any place in the 
Grand Signiors Regifters. | 

To thefe we fhould adde the Governments of Algiers, Tunis, and 
Tripeli in Barbary 5 but that being much fallen off from the Tarks obe- 
dience and become almoft independant of themfelves 5 we fhall pafs by 
the difcourfe of them, efpecially becaufe of late yearsthe mutual Trea- 
ties with Barbary, and interchanges of War and Peace with thofe Coun- 
tries, hath made the ftate and condition of that people well known and 
familiar in England. en 

The ufe of the particular Catalogue fore-going, is to derfdnftrate the 

reatnefs and power of the Ottomas Empire, which hath fo many con- 

fiderable Governments and Principalities in its pofleflion, wherewith 
to encourage and excite the endeavours of Heroick fpirits to an ambi- 
tionof great and noble Enterprifes, whereby to merit the Rewards 
which remainin the power of the S#/tan to gratifie them with. And 
alfo to help in the juft computation of the number of men the Terk can 
bring into the Field, evegy Pajcha being obliged for every 5000 Afpers 
Rent to bring a Souldier% the War: though notwithftanding, they 





_often appear for Oftentation and gain of the Grand Signiors favour 


with more men then their due complement ; as in the laft War with 
Germany, the Beglerbeg of Romania brought 10000 effective men into 
the Field, 

Of thefe Beglerbegs five have the Title of Vifiers, which fignifies as 
much as Councellor, viz. the Pafchas of Awatolia, Babylon, Cairo, Ro- 
mania,and Buda which are charges of the greateft riches, power, and 
fame ; the others have their pre-eminence, rank, or order according 
to . Priority of Conqueft, and Antiquity in the poffeffion of the 
Turks. 

Thefe are all the great Governments of the Empire, in whofe re- 
{pective jurifdictions are alwaies three principal Officers, wz. the Muf- 
ti, the Reis Efendi, otherwife called Reis Kiteb, whichis Lord Chan- 
cellouror Secretary of State, or rather thofe two offices united into 
one; and the third is Tefterdar Pajbaw, or Lord Treafurer. Thefe 
three officers are near Couscellors and attendants on their Pafhews, and 
fo alfo they are on the Prime Vifier, whofe Mufti, Reis, Efendi and Tef- 
terdar havea fuperiority and dignity above the others, and are to them, 
as the original to the Copy, 

Of the — we fhall {peak indue place. The Reis Efendi, which 
fignifies chief of the Writers or Book-mens (for the Tarks call alwaies 
men of the Law, and Profefiors ofthe Pen, and Parochial Priefts by the 
Title of Efendi’ is alwaies prefent and attending on the Vifiers for 
paffing Orders, Decrees, Patentsand Commiffions into all partsof the 
Empire; which are daily difpatched in thofe numbers into'all places, 
as is incredible 3 for the Terks governing more by their Arbitrary 
power, and according to the exigences of affairs, then by a fet rule, 
or form, every bufinefs requires its diftindt order, and the very Courts 
of Juftice are moderated according to the commands and direGions 


they 
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they receive from above 3 by which means the Reés Efendi’s hand are 
filled with fuch a multitude of bufinef3, as employs great numbers of 
Writers 5 and confequently brings in riches flowing to his Coffers 4 
fome in which Office, who by their parts, induftry, and courage have 
gained authority and refpett, have amaffed wealth, which might 
compare with the riches and treafure of Princes: We hall here inftance 
in one of Jate years, famous in Terky for his knowledge and riches, 
called Samozade ; one who had piled thofe heaps of all things that 
were rich and curious, as wear too tedious and long to infert ina Ca- 
talopgue inthis place. It may fuffice, that being executed in the time 
of the laft Wars againft the Emperour of Gerwany for {ome confpiracy 
again(t the Great Vifier, fuch a Treafure was found appertaining to 
him (all which was confifcated to the Grand Signior ) as was fufficient 
to have enriched and raifed his Prince, had he been impoverifhed, and 
in a declining condition. 

The other Gregt Officer, is the Tefterdar or Lord Treafurer, who 
receivesthe Revenue of the Grand Signior, and payes the Souldiery, 
and makes other publick disburfements; this Office is different from 


the Treafurer of the Seraglzo (of whom we have already {poken), who 


attends to nothing elfe but the expences of the Court, and togather in 
the accidental profits and prefents paid to the Grand Signior 3 which is 
fo confiderable, that every Su/tan ( for the moft part ) amaffes a parti- 
cular treafure of hisown, which after his death is inclofedin a certain 
Chamber, and fhut with an Irongate, and the Key-hole {topped with 
Lead, and over the Port is writ in Golden Letters, The Treafure of 
fuch a Sultam, And this fhall fuffice to have fpoken of the Offices and 
Dignities of the Empire.

CHAP. XIII. 


Of the Tartars and Tartar Han, and in, what manner they depend 
upon the Turks. @ 


"la Tartars may very well’be accounted amongtt the other Princes 
fubje& ro the Ottoman power;I mean not the Afatick Tartars or the 
Tartar of Exsbeck (though fo much Mahometan, asto wear green Tur- 
bants, and to deduce their Race from the Line of Adehomet himfelf ) 
for having conquered China, and pofleffing a greater Empire then the 
Ottoman, they are far from acknowledging any fubjection or degree 
of infgriority tothe Terk; nor are all the Ewropean Tartars fubjects to 
the Suite; for the Kalemk and Citraban Tatars (men of ftrange bar- 
barity, and coufttenance different from all the other race of mankind) 
tho Profeffors of the Aéahometan Religion, are yet faithfully and 
pioutly obedient to the Duke of Mofcovie their lawful Prince. 

But the Precopentian Tartar, which inhabits Tawrica Cherfonefus, now 
called Crim, the principal City of which 1s Theodofa, now Cafa, and the 
Negaentian Tartar,which iohabits by the Palvs Afeotis between the Ri- 
versiof Volga and Tanais, atethe people which may be accounted a- 
monpft the fubjects, or atleaft Confederates of this Empire: though 
only the City of Cafe of all shofe Dominions, is immediately mn — 
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fion and Government of the Trk, which in my opinion appears to bea 
cautionary Town and Pledge for their obedience 5 and though the Han 
or Prince of that Country 1s elective, yet he is chofen out of the true 
Line, and confirmed by the Grand Signiors,who have always taken upon 
them a power to depofe the Father, and in his place conftitute the Son 
or next of that Linage when found remifs in affording their Auxiliary 
helps to the War, or guilty of any dif-refpect or want of duty to the 
Ottoman Port. 

This prefent Haw which now governs, called Mahomet Ghirei (for 
that isthe Surname of his Family) remained during the life of his Fa- 
ther (according to the cuftom of the Eldeft Son of this Prince) a ho- 
{tage to the Turk in Janboli a Townin Thrace, four dayes jurney di- 
{tant from Adrianople, fircuated on the Engine or black Sea ; but from 
thence upon jealoufie of too near a vicinity to his own Country, was 
removed to Rhodes, where he paffed an obfcure and melancholy life un- 
til che death of his Father, and then being recalled to Conftantinople, had 
there his Sword girt on, fwore fealty to the Grand Signior, with all 
other formalities performed according totheir cuftom of regal inau- 

ration : But being fetk@l in his Kingdom and mindful of his fuffer- 
ings at Rhodes, he had ever ftomached the Pride of the Ottoman Em- 
perour, by which, and the diffwafion of the Pelomians, andthe other 
neighbouring Tartars, as a thing difhonourable to fo ancient and power- 
ful a people, to refign the heir of their Kingdom a hoftage to their 
neighbours; this prefent Prince hath refufed this part of fubjeGion 
which thé Vifier Kwpriulz often complained of ; but not being in a con- 
dition to afford a remedy unto, thought it prudence to diffemble. 

But yet thefe people are efteemed as Brothers, or near allies with 
the Turk, towhom for want of heirs-male in the Ottewsan Line, the 
Empire is by ancient compa to defend; the expectation of which 
though afar off, and but almoft imaginary, doth yet conferve the Tartar 
inas much obfervance to the Turk, as the hopes of an Eftate doth a 
young Gallant, who is allured to a complaifancy and obfequioufnefs 
with the petulant gumor of aFather rhat adopts him, whois refolved 
never to want heirs of his own Family. -And thus the Yaftar is as 
obedient as other fubjetts 5 and though the Twrkexercift's not his power 
there by commands, as in other places of his Dominions, but treats all 
his bufinefs by way of Letters; yet thefe Letters ferve in the place of 
Warrents, forthe fignification of the Grand Signiors pleafure,and are as 

chen ok available asthe *Autogra, and other formalities of the Imperial Edid, 
theBmperouts are in other places (in fubjection to the Turk, ) 
see eens By ancient compact between this Empire and the Kingdom of Ter- 
Commnd, tary, it is agreed, that whenfoever the Grand Signior goes in perfon to 
the Wars; the Tartar Haz is to accompany him in perfon with an Army 
of a hundred thoufand men , but if the Vifier or fome other General be 
id in the Field, then ishe only obliged to fend forty or fifty thoufand un- 
der the command of hisSon, or fome principal Officer of his Kingdom, 
who are paid and maintained out of the booty and pillage i ac« 
uire, In the year 1663 the Tartar called on occafion of the 
oy rin Hungary to the affiftance of the Twrk, they made fuch incur- 
fions into that Country, Moravia, and Silefie, facking and burning’ all 
Cities and Towns, that they carried away one hundred and Esty 
thou- 
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thoufand captive fouls in one years which precife number I am infor- 
med from thofe who had received good information of the Pengik or 
Certificates that were given upon every head ; for the Tartar being an 
abfolute free-booter, makes prize of all that comes within his power ; 
and left he fhould prey on the fubjetts of the Terk, they are bound to 
take out atteftations from certain Regifters, of the Names, Countries 
and Age of their Captives, left they fhould deceive the Terk with the 
fale of thofe, who are already their own fubjects and flaves. 

The Tartar istothe Terk, asthe Giacall tothe Liox, who hunts and 
finds the prey for the Liow to overcome and feed on: And fo theTarter 
makes incurfions into the neighbouring Countries round about, aod 

afsin great bodies fome times ten or twelve dayes without doing the 
feaft dammage or fpoil in their journey outward; but as foon as they 
turn their faceshome, they rob, fpoil, burnand carry all the Inhabi- 
tants of what Age or Sex foever, like a torrent beforethem 3 and every 
one of them leading three or four horfesa piece, on which they mount 
their Captives and load their prey, make a running march day and 
night with few hours intermiflion for natural repofe, too faft for any 
orderly Army toovertakes and any other, that is not fo, is not able to 
give them Battel. Such of their flaves as in the journey are wounded 
and infirme, and not able to accompany the Camp, they kill; thofe 
which they bring fafe into their own Country they fell tothe Turks, 
whocome thither to Trade for this Merchandize, which is the moft 
profitable commodity that Tartary affords. Young Boyes and Girls 
are rated at thehighet price, the latter of which being beautiful are 
like Jewels held at an unknown value 5 but few of them eltape the lutt 
of the Tartars, who deflower them even in the years of their very in- 
fancy. Thisfort of people were by the ancients called Serssati, and 
were alwayes famous for their exploitson Horfe-back, but heavy and 
ignorant of foot fervice ; which Character Tacitus gives of them, Lib.1.. 
Hift. Omnis Sarmatum virtus quaft extra ipfos, wibil ad pedeftrem pug- 
nam, tame iguavum nbi per turmas advenere, vix ulle acies obftiterit, iners 
widetur fudore acgnirere, quod polfis fanguine purare, mira diverfitate na- 
ture cum ijdem bomines {tc ament inertiam, G oderint quietem: They 
live very hardly, and feed efpecially on horfe flefh, which dying in 
their march, they never examine his difeafes, whether furfeited or over- 
heated 3 but diftributing his flefh amongft their Companions, placed it 
uader their Sadles, andthus baked between the heat of the man and 
the horfe, chafed with that dayes labour, is at night judged fufficiently 
prepared, as a dith fit for the Table of their Prince. . 

And as the men are nourifhed with aDiet of raw flefh, herbs and 
roots, or fuch as the Earth naturally produces without the concocti- 
onof the Fise to prepare it for their ftomachs ; fo al their Horfes are 
of a hardy temperament, patient of hunger and cold, and in the fharp 
Winter of thofe Countries, when the ground is covered with Snow, 
nourifh themfelves with the Batks of Trees, and fuch herbage as they 
can find at the bottom of the deep Snow. Their Towns or Villages 
confift of huts rather then houfes, or hurdles made of {ticks and cove- 
red with a courfe hair Cloth; of which Villages there are accounted 
two hundred thoufand, fo that i man out of every Village (as 
. their cuftom is when they goto ~ 
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of two hundred thoufand fighting men: But now oot | carryed great 
riches out of Poland, and gained a confiderable wealth y the Market 
af their flaves, fome of themthrow off theirs homely Plads to wear 
bles, and fome more frugal, employ their money for building Houfes; 
@ riotous and diffolute are additted to ftrong Waters, and a drink 
alled Boxa made of acertain feed (which drank ina great quantity 
oth intoxicate, and isnow much inufe among the T#rks) and give 
hemfelves up to agluttony, as brutifh as that which is natural unto 
wine, having no art of fauces to provoke their appetite, but reft 
delighted with the meer contentment of idlenefs and a full ftomach. 
But this {hall be (ufficient to have {fpoken of the relation the Tartars 
have tothe government of the Tark, and their fubjection to this 
Empire, their cuftoms and manners being more amply and fully defcri- 
bed in other books. 








CHAP. XIV. 


Of the Tributary Princes to the Grand Signior, viz. Moldavi- 
- ansy Valachians, Tranfilvanians, Ragufcans, Oe. 


He power and puiffance of an Empire isnot more judged of by 

the many governors,the rich offices it can dilpofe of,the multitude 
of Provinces it contains in obedience,and the neceffity it can impofe on 
other Princes to feek its confederacy (which we have already treated 
of) thenit ts by the many tributaries which to redeem the remainder 
of their wordly goods, willingly facrifice the beft part to appeafe his 
fury, in whofe power it isto mafter all: and fo thefe diftrefled Nati- 
ons, long wearyed-out with tedious Wars, opprefled between the 
Emperour of Germany, the Polander, andthe Turk, and more dama- 
ged by their own civil diflentions and domeftick perfidioufnefs, then 
vanquifhed by the force of Arms, were forced at laft tofurrender up 
their fruitlefs Provinces to the devotion of the Tark, which are now 
harafled and opprefled beyond all expreffion, and are the meereft 
flavesto the Terk of allother his fubjects 5 and may well be compared 
tothe induftrious Bee and profitable Sheep, whom he cares for and 
maintains alive for the fake of their Honey, and the intereft of their 
Wool; and asif all this were too little, when ie fall be fo thought fit, 
he opens the gate tothe incurfions of the Tartar, who having gained a 
confiderable booty of goods and captives, fells tothe Twrks for flayes, 
thofe which were before his fubjects. Thefe three poor Provinces 
formerly called the Daci, which withftood folong the Roman Arms, 
were alwayes eftemeda Valiant and Warlike people, according ‘to 
that of Virg@l, lib. 8, £n.

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Which Countries have been the Graves and Cemeteries of the Turks, 

andin thefe modern times been the ftage on which fo many Tragedies 
of War have been ated, being defended with as much valour and va- 
riety of fuccefles, as could. humanely be expected in fo unequal a 
Match as was between thofe Provinces fingly, and the Ottoman Em- 
pire. But nowat laft they are forced to yield , and become not oo! y 
tributaries, but flaves and fubje@ts to the Tar, who having deprived 
them of the true line of their natural Princes fucceeding in a lawful 
inheritance, place over them fome Chriftians of the Greek Church, 
without confideratian of their conditions or riches, or qualifications 5 
nay, rather chufe to give the Standart ( which is the fign of the 
Grand Signiors confirmation of the Prince) to {ome inferior Perfon, 
as Taverners, Fifh-mongers, or other meaner profeffions purpofely to 
difparage the people with the bafenefs of their Governors, and expofe 
themto the oppreflions of men of no worth or dexterity in their office. 
It hath feveral times been under the confideration of the Turks, at 
length to reduce thefe three Provinces to the command of fo many 
Pafbaws, contrary to the original Capiculations agreed on at the time 
that thefe people firft fubmitted to the Ottoman yoke: butas yetit 
hath been carried to the contrary,as more profitable and better ferving 
the ends of the Empire ; for hereby Chriftians become the inftguments 
oftorment to their own Brethern; Out-rages and Spoils mayghe the 
more boldly acted more Turkith Officers employed on every flight 
occafion on gainful meflages, and the people by long oppreffions hiv- 
ing under the jurifdidtion of aPrince, who can rather {poil then pro- 
tect, may be reconciled more willingly tothe Turkith Government, and 
learn to value the gentlenefsand power of a Pafhaw, compared with the 
remembrance of their former agerievances, But of this government they 
will rather letthem imagine the eafeand fweetnefs then injoy it; for 
werea Pafbaw the Governor, the power of a Turk would be concerned 
for their protection, he would efteem himfelf their Patron, and his ho- 
nour engaged in their defence, by which means thefe Countries would 
be relieved in a great meafure of extortions and violences, which is 
not fo beneficial tothe Tark, as the prefent miferable eftate in which 
they remain. 

Moldavia called by the Turks Bugdan, was firft made tributary tothe The word 
Turks by Mahomet the great, but under the fmall tribute of 2000 Mayvid hjni- 
Crowns per annum 3 afterwards Bogdanus Vayvod thereof > anne 1485 ae 
fearing to become abfolute Vaffal to the Turk, taking tohis affociation Militia, «the 
the Kingdom of Poland, took u p Armsagainft Selymus the fecond, by General of an 
whom being drawn out from his Country, Johua Moldavian born, eile 
but one who had embraced the Adabometan fuperftition, was preferred moldevis 
by Selymns tothe Principality 5 but no fooner was he fetled therein but 
he returned to his former Religion, for which caufe the Turk taking 
wto his affiftance the Province of Valachia, made War upon Moldavia; 
but ‘Joba the Vayved by trechery lofing his life, his Province fell totall y 
into the power of the T#rk, and was united to his Empire in the year 
4574. The tribute inthofe dayes of this Province is recorded in the 
Turkifh Hiftoryto have been 40000 Zechins or 80000 Dollars; but now 
Whatfoever may be reported, the tribute of thefe Countries is, or Was, 
the Reader may take this following account for what is the certainly 
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paid, being related to me from one whohad for many years been em- 
ployed for Vayvod both in Moldavia and Valachia by the Turk, via. 
the yearly tribute of Moldavia is, 

1. To the Grand Signior 120 purfes of money 3 each purfe contain- 
ing 500 Dollars, makes 60000 Dollars. 

+ 2. Tenthoufand Okes of Wax, each Oke being two poundsand a 
half Exglifh weight. : 

3. Ten thoufand Okes of Honey. 

4. Six hundred Quintals of Tallow for the Arjezal. 

5. Five hundred Oxe Hides. 

6. Five hundred pieces of Canvas for Cloathisg, and Shirts for the 
flaves, and other {ervices for the Gallies. 

. J. 1330 Okes of Wax for the fervice of the Arjenal. 

8. Tothechief Vifierten Purfes of money or 5000 Doljars, and a 
Sables Furre for a Veft. 

g. To the Vifiers Kahija or chief Steward, one Purfe or 500

This isthe ordinary and annual tribute this Country acknowledges 
tothe fupremacy of the Saitan 3 and it were well and happy for this 
people were it all; but there are fo many accidental expences, pre- 
renfiggy and artifices of the Twrky, framed and contrived meflages meer- 
ly to Extract money and prefents from this oppreffed and haraffed 
people, as do more then equal, and fometimes double the charge of 
their yearly tribute. To which you may adde the price paid for the 
Principality, which is every three year fet to fail, and is 

To the Grand Signior 150 Purfes, or 75000 Dollars. 

To the Valede or Queen Mother 50 Purfes, or 25000 Dollars, 

Tothe Grand Signiors Favourite, who is commonly fome handfome 
young youth, ten Purfes, or se00 Dollars. 

And to the Ku/lir Aga or chief Black Eunuch, who is Superintendent 
over the Ladies of the Sefagizo, ten Purfes of money. 

Andlaftly, tothe Prime Vifier and other Officers,for as much asthe 
can beat their bargain. All which money is taken up at Intereft of 40 
Or 50 per cent. fometimes on condition to be doubled 5 and this isdone 
by men who having no Eftatesof their own, tle Debt becomes to be 
charged on the Country, which is pillaged and poled for it to the very 
bones, firftto fatisfie the price of the Principality with che Intereft- 
money for what it was valued, then to pay the annual tribute, then to 
fatisfiethe multitude of covetous Tarks, who like fo many Vultures 
purfue after the Skeliton of this confumed Carkafs-; And laftly, the 
Prince himfelf muft take his accounts, and take hisMeafures to be ca- 
pable for the future, after he hath laid afide the Ornament of his Of- 
fice, to livein fome proportion agreeable to his paft condition ; and 
thisis neither done moderately nor modeftly, but with a covetouf 
nefs and greedy appetite, commonly incident to the nature of men 
born of mean Parentage and educated with the parfimony of a fcanty 
houfe ; who alfo thereunto adde many grains of allowance to the limits 
of their gains, in confideration of the yearly Gratuities they muft 
make to reconcile the Friendfhip of the chief Turkith Minifters, where. 
by they may enjoy protection for their Perfonsand Bftates. f 

he 
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The ftate and condition of the Province of Walachia is not better 
but rather worfe, and more afflided then that of Adoldavias for this 
Country being now ae with the former in the fole and entire dj- 
{pofal and poffeffion of the Turk, to whomit became firft tributary un- 
der their own Princesin the time of Sultan Baiazet: Afterward in the 
year 1463 Mahomet the Great undertook the entire Conquett of it, 
then governed by its Vaywod Wladws, whofe younger Brother fup- 
ported by the Turk, and a factious party in that Country, poffeffed 
himfelf of the Principality, contenting himfelf to be Vaffal to the Tur- 
kifh Empite; afterwards in the year 1595 AMichaelthe Vayvod thereof 
joining himfelf with Sigi(mond of Tranfilvania, and with the Vayued of 
Moldavia waged a long and terrible War againft the Tarks , until re- 
volutions, unquietnefs, and factions have fo {pent them as that they are 
at length become another addition to the Empire of the Turks , who 
now impofe on them a heavy yoke and a ftrait curb, not to be imputed 
toany thing morethen to Divine Juftice, which takes occafion to ex- 
ercife a hand of feverity againft the unfeafonable negligence, fedition 
and variance of Chriftians amongft themfelves, at atime when the com- 
mon enemy to their profeflion attended only the opportunity of their 
own diffentions, to enter and devourthem, 

The tribute of Walachia to the Grand Signior, was formerly 120 
Purfes of money, or 60000 Dollars yearly, according to that of Azol- 
davia, and had fo ftill continued had not lately Atatthew the Vayvod 
about the year 1655 grown rich, and therefore forgetful of his condi- : 
tion (having by friends and large prefents at the Port, procured a 
continuation of his Office for the {pace of nineteen or twenty years) 
rebelled againft the Tark, taking falfe meafures of his wealth and 
power as able to encounter the puiflance of the Ottoman Empire 5 but 
being foon put tothe worft and forced to yield, his life was fpared, and 
the fafty of his Country redeemed upon the augmentation of their t1i- 
bute; fo that now,that which was yearly patd being 120 Purfes of mony,

The other charges and value fet on this Province when triennially 
fold, is not lef then that of Afoldavia 5 the method and arts ufed for ex- 
torting money from thence are the fame, the oppreffion in every point 
equal, unlefs the temembrance of the extravagent diforder of Adatthew 
the Yayvod {till kept inmind, emboldens the Terk with more confident 
pretences to work more defgjation and impoverifhment in this Pro- 
vince. Now lately aPrince was fetled there by order of the Grand 


Sipnior, in che year 1664 called Stridia Bei by the Greeks, 
which 
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which fignifies a Lord that had gained fome fortune from falling Oyfters 


and Fith ; this perfon fucceeded Gregorafco the late Prince, who fear- 
ing the anger of the Prime Vifter for returning home with his Army 
without licenfe, defeated by General Sua near Lewa, fled for fafety of 
his life into the Dominions of the Emperour: The Twrks who alwayes 
avenge the crimes of the Governors on the geople, or of the fubjects on 
the Governors, raifed the price of the Principality to a higher value, 
caufing Stridia Bei (as1am confidently informed, who was contented 
to accept it at any rate) to pay for it 800 Purfgs of money, or four 
hundred thoufand Dollars; to which being added the intereft before 
mentioned, the fam may eafily be computed that this new Vayvod 
engulfed himfelf in; andI leave the Reader to imagine with what 
glad hearts and bleffings the people of that Countrey went forth to re- 
ceive their Bankrupt Prince. 

Nor is Tranfilvania wholy exempted from the oppreffion of the Turks 
for after {everal revolutions from the time of Haxzades made Vayvod by 
Vlad:flaws the fourth King of Haxzgary, anno 1450, a great defender of 
his Country againft the Infidels, untilthe time of Stephen the feventh, 
furnamed Ragotzki Patronized by the Turks, anno 1630. This Princi- 
pality remained fometimes at the devotion and difpofal of the King of 
Hungary, of Poland, of the Emperour, and fometime of the Tark 3 until 
by the growing greatnefs of the Ottomans, the Turks became Matters 
of the beft part of thisCountry. But yet Tranflvania is more tenderly 
and more honourably treated then the other two Provinces, their tri- 
bute being much lefs, and their Princes chofen for the moft part more 
regularly from theancient Line, or at leaft from the honourable hou- 
fes of the Boyars or Nobility, who have an affinity or alliance with the 
true blood of the former Vayvods. Their ancient tribute was only 
6000 Zechins yearly, but afterwards were added gcco more annually, 
for acknowledgement of certain Caftles which Rogotzki had taken 
from Poland, which the Turk demanding to have refigned into his pof- 
feflion, were for that fum redeemed, and ftill detained in the hands 
ofthe Trai#ftlvanians 3 over and above which they only pay 300 Dollars 
and two Silver bowls to the feven Vifiers ofthe Bench: And this is all the 
acknowledgment they make to the Turk, who demonftrates more re- 
{pet always to this Prince and his Meflages, then thofe of the neighbour 
Provinces, by reafon that that Country is not totally in his power 
(certain {trong fortreffes being inthe hand of che Emperour of Germany) 
for whofe fake this people is more gently dealt with, left too much fe- 
verity fhould occafion them to revolt 5 And this confideration induced 
the Turks to treat modeftly with Atschael Apafithe Prince of this Coun- 
a inthe late Wars in Hyagary, by trufting much to‘his condud, by 
ufing him like an honourable Confederate, by permitting him freely to 
poflefle Zekelhyd after its voluntary furrender ina Mutiny, without 
the controulment or fuperintendency of a Turk as his Superior 3 and 
for his farther encouragement gave out, that when the Sultas had to- 
tally fubdued Hungery, thole parts which were not fubje& to Pafhaws, 
fhould be annexed to his Dominians, and he honourad with the Title of 
King of Hungary. ° 

Thefe Princes of the three foregoing Provinces are farther obliged to 
ferve the Grand Signior in his Wars, whenfoever fummoned thereunto; 


but 
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but with what number, and in what manner, we referve for its due 
place in the Prearife of che Turks Militia and Auxiliaries. 

The City and {mall Dominion of Ragwfi, isalfo another tributary to 
the Tark 5 which is a petry Gommon-wealth, not vouchfafed the Title 
of a Republick, neither by the Veetiams nor the Pope,and only -{tyled 
La communita di Raguft, which isa Town in Dalmatia, commanding o- 
ver a narrow and barren Territory of a few Villages, which for the 
{pace of above 150 miles extends it felf along the Sea-coaft, and fome 
little Hlands of no great confideration : It was anciently called Epidan- 
ras (of which name there were two other Cities in Peloponefws) but 
that being rafed by the Gothes , the Inhabitants after their departure 
rebuilt again this City of Raga, giving it a newnamce as well asa new 
foundation. The government of it in the nature of a Common-wealth 
is more ancient then thac of Vewice, having preferved it felf nore by 
art and fubmiffion to fome powerful Protector, then to its own force 5 
which caufed them to court the friendfhip of the Turk, before he*was 
Mafter of any part of Ewrope 5 and as their Records report, it was up- 
on the advice of aHoly Nun,efteemed a great Saint among{t thems3who 
prophecying of the future greatnefs of the Turkith Empite, affured 
them that the only means to preferve for many Ages’ their Common- 
wealth free and happy, wasto fubmit themfelves to dne of the moft 
profperous of Princes, to whofe Dominion the beft part of the world 
fhould be fubdued : Whereupon two-Emba{fadors were difpeeded to 
the City of Prufa (then the Regal Seat, before the utter ruine of the 
Grecian Empire) with prefents to the Seltaz Orchanes, defiring to be- 
come histributaries,and in confideration thereof to ftrengthen their weak 
Common-weailth withafliftance, under the fhadow of his prevalent pro- 
tection. There is no doubt, but the Saftaz thenrcceived them the more 
courtcoufly, and promifed the maintenance of a former League, by how 
much the diftance they were at as yer, gave them the lefs caufe to fear 
his arms 3 wherefore the tribute being agreed on of twelve thoufand 
and five hundred Zechins yearly, they were returned home with all 
demonftrations of courtefie, and affurances of defence : Orchanes en- 
tred into Articles with them, beftowed on them a grant of al! the im- 
munities and priviledges they defired, the which he figned with the 
form of his whole hand wetted in Ink andclapped on the Paper, waich 
was all the Firm and Seal in thofe days, and is now reverenced amongett 
the Turks with the fame efteem, as the Jews doche Tables of Asofes,or 
we the moft facred and holy reliquess ever fince that time this tribute 
hath yearly continued, and been brought always in the Moneth of 
July by two Embafladors, who refide at the Turkith Court for the 
{pace of a year, the former returning home 3 thefe are relieved at the 
fame feafon of the following year, by the acceflion of two others, with 
the like tribute 5 which with the prefents they alfo bring to the Prime 
Vifier, the chief Eunuch of the Women, the Queen-Mother and other 
Sultans, with the charges and expence of the Embaffie, is computed 
to amount yearly rothe fum of twenty thoufand Zechins. 

They were in times paft, before the War betweenthe Republick of 
Venice andthe Turk, Very poor, and puttohard fhifts and arts to raife 
the Turkith tribute; but this War hath opened their fcale, and made 
it the Port for tranfmitting the Manufactures of Venice and all Ztaly 
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into Terky, which yeilds them fuch confiderable cuftoms, as thereby 
their tribute is fupplyed with advance, and their other neceflities pra- 
vided for: So that now the old Ornaments of the Embaffadors, as 
their black Velvet Bonnets, and Gowns of Crimfon Satten, lined here- 
tofore with Martins Fur, but now with Sabless are not laid up in the 
common Wardrobe for the Embaffadors of the fuccegding year, but a 
new Equipage and Accoutrementsare yearly fupplyed at the common 
charge: and thusthey pafs honeftly and in good efteem atthe Otto- 
man Court, being called the Dowbrai Venedick by the Twrks, or the 
good Vezctian. 

This petty Republick hath always fupported it felf by fubmiffion,and | 
addreffes for favour and defence to divers powerful Princes, courting 
the favour of every one, never offering injuries, and when they receive 
them patiently fupport them; whichisthe caufe the gtaliazs call them 
be fette bandiere, or the {even Banners, fignifying that for their being 
and fnaintenance of the name of a free Republick, they are contented 
to become flaves ro all parts of the world. Andit is obfervable on 
what a ftrange furm of jealous policie their Government is founded 5 
for their chief officer who is in imitation of the Doge at /enice,ischanged 
every moneth, others wecklys and the Governour of the principal 
Caftle of the City, is bue of rwenty four hours continuance every 
night one is nominated by the Senate for Governour, who is without 
any preparation or ceremony taken up as he walks the ftreets, having 
a handkerchif thrown over his face, is led away bliadfold to the Ca- 
ftle, fo as none can difcover who it is that commands that nights and 
by that means all poffibility of confpiracy or combination of betraying 
the.Town prevented. Thefe people in former times were great Tra- 
ders into the Weftern parts of the worlds and itis faid, that thofe vaft 
Carracks called Argofigs, which are fo much famed for the valtnefs of 
their burthen and bulk, werecorruptly fo denominated from Ragofes, 
and from the name of this City, whofe Port is forced rather by Are 
and induftry, thenframed by nature. 

Some of the Provinces alfu of Georgia, formerly Iberia, but now fup- 
pofed to be called from St. George the Cappadocian Martyr, and the 
poor'Country of Aengrelia, are allo tributaries to the Turk, who every 
three years fend meffengers with their faciifice to the Grand Signior of 


- feven young Boyes, and as many Virgins apiece, belides other flavesfor 


Prefents to great men: this peoplechufe rather this fort of tribute then 
any other, becatife cuftom hath introduced a forwardnefs in the Pa- 
rents without remorfe to {ell their Children, and to account flavery a 
preferment, and the miferies of fervigude a better conditionthen Pover- 
ty with freedom of the whole retinue which thefe beggerly Embafla- 
dors bring with them(for fothe Twrs called them) being about feventy 
or eighty perfons, a crue of miferable people are all fet to fale, to the 
soe Secretary and Steward, to defray the charge of the Embaffy, 
and bring fome Revenue to the publick Stock ; fo that the Embafla- 
dors retuin back without their Pomp, referving only the Interpreter as 
a neceflary attendant to their voyage home. 

The Emperour of Germany may alfo not improperly be.termed one 
of the tributaries to the Ostomes Empire (whom for honour fake we 
mention ia the laft place in fo ungrateful an office) being obliged ac- 

cordingly 
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cording to the Articles made with Solymaw the Magnificent tc pay a 
yearly tribute of 3000 Hangars, but it was onely paid the fir(t ewo 
years after the conclufion of the Peace 5 afterward it was excufed by 
the Germans,and diffembled by the Terks 3 until taking a refolutionto 
make a War on Huagary, made that one ground and occafion of the 
breach : for upon the trace made for eight years between Sultan Soly- 
man and the Emperor Ferdinand, as Augerius Busbeck reports inthofe 
Capitulations, that the tribute is made the foundation of the accord. 
Cujus concordia, pacis, ac confederationis he conditiones funto prim), 
ut tua diledio quotannis ad aulam noftram pro arra ixduciarum 30000 

, Hungaricos Ducatos mittere teneatur, una cum refiduo, quod nobis per 
proxime preterlapfum biennium refervetur. 
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CHAP. XV. 
The Defolation and Ruine which the Turks make of their own 


Countries in Afia, and the parts moft remote from the Im- 
perial Seat, efteemed one canfe of the confervation of their 
Empire. ~~ 


io he pofition will appear a Paradox at firft fighe to moft men who 
haveread and confiderd the Rowan Conquelt, whofe jurifdicion 
and Dominions were far larger then this prefent Empire 3 and yet we 
do not finde that they fo {tudioufly endeavoured to difpeople, and 
lay wafte the Nations they fubdued 5 but rather encouraged induftry 
in plantations, gave priviledges to Cities meanly ftored, invited people 
to inhabit them, endeavoured to improve Countries rude and uncul- 
tivate with good Hufbandry , and Maritine Towns with Traffick and 
Comuinerce 3 made Citizens of their confederates , and conferred on 
their conquered fubje@s oftentimes greater benefits then they could ex- 
pect or hope for under their true and natural Princes ; and certainly 
the Romans thrived and were richer and more powerful by their poli- 
cy 3 and therefore why the Turk might not proceed inthe {ame manner, 
and yet withthe fame advantage, is worth our confideration. 

For the folution of which difficulty, it will be neceflary to confider 
that thefe two Empires being compared, there will be found a vaft 
difference in the original, foundation, progrefs and maximes each of 
other. For the Rovans built their City in peace, made Laws by which 
the arbitrary will of the Prince was corrected; and afterward as their 
Arms fucceeded,and their Dominions were extended,they accommoda- 
ted them/elves often to prefent neceflitics and humours, and conttituti- 
ons of the people they had conquered, and accordiagly made provifi- 
on, and ufed proper Artsto keep them in obedience; and next, by their 
generofity and wifdom won thofe Nations to admire and imitate their 
vertues, andto be contented in their fubjection. But the Turks have 
but onefole means to maintain their Countries, which is the fame by 
which they were gained, and that is the cruelty of the fword in the 
moft rigorous way of execution, by killing, confuming and laying 


defolate the Countries, and tranfplanting the people unto parts where 
K 2 they 
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they are neareft under the command and age of a Governour 3 hein 
wholly deftitute and ignorant of other refined Arts, which more civie 
lized Nations have in part made ferve in the place of violence. And 
yet the Txrks have made thiscourfe alone anfwer to all the intents and 
ends of their Government. 

For the fubjects of this Empire being governed better by Tyranny 
then Gentlenefs, it is neceflary, that courfes fhould be taken whereby 
thefe peoplemay remain more within compafs and reach of Authority ; 
which they would hardly be, were every part of this Empire fo well 
inhabited as to afford entertainment withie the Fortifications of its 
vaft Mountains and Woods, ta the many unquiet and difcontented fpi- — 
rits that live init. And this may be one caufe, that fo rarely Rebel- 
lions arife amongft the Taras, though in the remoteft parts of 4fia;and 
when they do, are eafily fupprefled : This alfo is one caufe, why 
Creat men fo ecafily refign themfelves up to the will of the Grand Sig- 
nior to punifhment and death, whether the fentence be according to 
Law, or only Arbitrary : this is the reafon that fugitives and homicides 
cannot efcape 3 for having no place for flight, neicher the inhabited Ci- 
ties which are immediately under the eye of a vigilant Commander will 
afford them refuge,nor can the defolate Countriesentertain them 3 and 
Chriftendom is fo abhorred by them, that they will never take it for 
their Sanctuary. And thts deprived of all means of fafety, they whol- 
ly attend to pleafe and ferve their Great Mafter, in whofe favour and 
hands alone ts the rewardand punifhment. , 

Another advantage, and that not inconfiderable, that this manner of 
difpeopling the Country brings to this Empire, is the difficulty an ene- 
my would finde in their March, fhould they with a Land-Army attempt 
to penetrate far intothe Country 3 for without great quantities of Pro- 
vifion they could not poffibly be fuftained 5 from the Country none 
can be expected 5 what’ little it affords, the Inhabitants will conceal 
or carry away, and leave all places as naked and barren of Food fur 
man, as the Sea it felf. 

And though it is known often, that in 4fia the Troops of fume dif- 
contented Bei or Aga, to the number of three or four hundred men, in 
the fummer-time having their retirements inthe Woods and Moun- 
tains, affault Caravans, and rob all Paffengers from whom there is any 
hope of booty 5 yet in the Winter they are difperfed, becaufe they 
have no quarters again{t the weather, nor Provifions for humane futte- 
nance, every one fhifting for himfelf in {ome place where his condition 
is the leaft known or fufpected. | 

And it may not be here from our purpofe to admonifh the Reader, 
that asthe Twrks account it one good part of their policy, to lay a confi 
derable part of their Empire defolate 3 fo on the contrary, they ob- 
ferve in their new Conquefts to fortifie, ftrengthen and confirm what 
they have gained, by numbers of people, and new Colonies of their 
owns and when they have reduced any confiderable Country to their 
fubjection,they commonly are inclined to make peace with that Prince 
from whom they have won it, fo as to have time to fettle and fecure 
their new Conqueltss for Countries over-run in hafte, are almoft as 
fpeedily again recovered, and are like tempefts and fuddain ftorms, 

which 
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which are the fooner difperfed forbeing violent. Anguftes Cefar,who 
was a wife and judicious Prince, confidering the extent of the Romak 
Empire,wrote a Book, faith 7acitus,which was publithed after his death, 
wherein he defcribed the publick Revenue, thenumber of Citizens and 
Confederates lifted for the War, the Fleets, Kingdoms, Provinces, 
Tributes, Cuftoms, Gc, Addideratq; infuper Confilium coercendi in- Tac Libt 
tra terminos imperii, incertum, faith that Author, Meta, an per isvidi-°"” 
am, which doubtlefs this wife Emperour meant of a moderate, and 

not a precipitate progrefs of their Arms, as well as of prefcribing fixed 
limits to the ultimate confineggpf the Empires, beyond which a Statute 
fhould be made of Non plus K... notwithftanding the moft promifing 
defigns and incitements that could offer. 
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CHAP. XVI. 


All Hereditary fucceffton in Government, as alfo the prefervation 
of an ancient Nobility, againft the Maximes of the Turkith Po- 
Jicie. 
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Aving formerly entred into difcourfe of the feveral great Officers 

of Seate, it will beneceffary to declare what care the Tarks take 

to preferve the body of their Empire free of Faction and Rebellion ; 
for there being many Provinces in the Saltans gift, which are remote, 
richand powerful, and fo adminifter temptation to the Governours to 
throw off the youk of their dependance,and make themfelves and their 
Pofterity abfolute 5 great care is taken to prevent this mifchief by fe- 
veral Arts, none of which hath been more effe@ual amongft the Turks, 
nor more feduloufly practifed, then the deftruction of an ancient Nobi- 
lity 5; and admitting no fucceffion to Offices or Riches, but only in the 
direct Ottoman Linc, as my Lord Verulam lays, Effayi4. A Monarchy 
where there is no Nobility at all,is ever pure and abfolute Tyranny,as that 
of the Turks 5 for Nobzlity athewmspers Soveraignt ps, and draws the people 
fomewhat afide from the Lime Royal. By which means it comes to pafs, 
that Pafbaws education in the Seraglo(in the manner as we have faid be- 
fore) without knowledge of their bloud or family, and without the 
fuppert of powerful relations or dependances, being fent abroad to for- 
reign Governments, where they continue but for a fhore feafon, have 
no oppartunity or poflibility of advancing any intereft of their own a- 
bove that of the Sa/taz. And though fome have out of anafpiringand 
ambitious fpirit, affumed a blind confidence of renting away part of 
the Empire 5 as 4fan Aga Pafhaw of Aleppo of late years, with a {trong 
and powerful Army marched as faras Scutari, threatning the Imperial 
City 5 and the Turkifh Hiftory tells us of the revolt of feveral Pafbaws5 
yet all rhefe Rebellions have been but of fhort durance 5 the Grand Sige 
nior never defigning by open force and dint of Sword, to try his Title 
to the Empire with his own Slaves, but only by fome fecret plot and 
ftratagem, getting the head of the Rebel, he is affured of the Victory 
without other hazard or difpure of War: tor immediately thereupon 
the whole Army difperfes,and every one fhittsby flight to fave — 
rom 
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from the Sxltans anger; nor is it Imaginable it can be otherwife 5 for 
thefe men are but ftrangers and forraigners in the Countries they ruled, 
have no relations there or kindred to fecond or revenge their quarrel, 
have no ancient bloud or pofleffions which might entitle their heirs to 
the fucceffion, or out of affection or pity move their fubjects to intereft 
them({clves in their behalf 5 but being cut off rhemfelves, all falls with 
them, which affords the ftrangeft fpectacle, and exainple of fortunes 
unconttancy in the world; fora Turf is never reverenced but for his 
office , that is made the fule meafure and rule of his greatnefsand ho- 
nour, without other confiderations of Vertue or Nobility. And this 
is the reafon the Tark: value not theirgfreat men whentaken by the 
Enemy ; for not otherwife looking on them then on ordinary Soul- 
diers, they exchange them not with Commanders and perfons of Qua- 
lity on the Ch.iftiars party 5 for the favour of the Swltaz makes the 
Pafhaw, and not nv ble bloud or vertues; fo that the Pajhaw imprifo- 
ned loling the influence of his Soveraigns protection and greatnefs, 
lofes that alfo which rendied him noble and confiderable above other 
perfons. 

There are notwithftanding fome Pafhaws of petty Governments, 
who have obtained to themfelves, through fome ancient grace and pri- 
viledge from the Saltam, an hereditary fucceflion in their Govern- 
ment, and as Ican learn, tlefeare only the Pafhaws of Gaza, Cordiftan, 
and three Sangiacks tormerly mentioned under the Pafbaw of Damtafcus 
and Matick, and furcman under the Pafhaw of Aleppo. And fincel have 
mentioned the Pafhaw of Gaza, it will be but requifite to recal to 
minde the memory of one Jately of that place with much honour and re- 
verence, being one whofe adticns and devotion to the Chriftian wor- 
fhip, might conclude him not far from the Kingdom of God: for be- 
fidcs his favourable inclination in general, to all who profefled the 
Chriftian Faith 5 hz was much dev: ted to the ‘Religious of Ferasulem, 
to whom he often made Prefems, as provifions of Rice and other fup- 
plies for their Monaftery 5 and whcnonce the Father Guardian of the ho- 
ly Sepulchre came to make hima Vuit,with great refpect and reverence, 
he mét himat a good diftance from his houfe, giving him a rec: prion 
much different from what the Turks ufually beftow on any, who profefs 
other then the Mahometane faith : and might deferve the Character 
that Tacitus gives of L. Volufins, that he was Egregia fama,cui Sepiagin- 
ta cingue anni [patinm vivendi, precipueg; opes bonis artibus, inoffenfe 
tot Imperatorum malitia fezt. And yet this good man having tor {e- 
venty five years lived innocently in that Government, and received 
the inheritance from his Father, was by promife of fair treatmént allu- 
red tothe Port, where without farther procefs or any accufation, his 
hoary head was fevered from his body, for no other reafon, then left 
the permiflion and indulgence to this long cuntinuance and fucceftion 
in office, fhould prove too ample a deyiation from the rules of the 
Turkifo Policie. 

And that all means of attaining ancient riches, which is the next 
degree to Nobility, may be cut offs the Tark obferves this Maxime of 
Machiavel, @ reprimere la infolenf{a di uno, nom vie piu ficuro, emeno 
feandolofo modo, che preoccupargli quelle vte,per le quale viene quelle po- 
tenza ¢. and fo the Grand Signior fuffers no poffibility of arriving to 
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ancient wealth 3. tor as Eldeft Brother to great men he makes {cifure of 
the Eftates of all Pasbaws thac die, who having Children, fuch part is 
beftowed on them for their maintenance as the Grand Signior thal] 
think fit and requifice : If a Pajbew dies that is marryed to a Soltana, 
which is the Grand Signiors Silter, Daughter,or other near relation,her 
Kabin or Dowry is firft dedudted from the Eftate (which is commonly 
100cc0 Dollars) and the remainder accrues to the Sultan, as heir to 
the reft; and by this means all ancient Nobility is fuppreffed, and you 
fhall fiad the Daughrers of ancient Greek-houfes efpoufed to Shepherds 
and Carters, and the ancient Reliques of the noble Families of Cata- 

» cuzeno ard Paleologi, living more contemptuoully at Con ftantinoplethen 
ever Dionyfins did at Cormth, : 

But not oncly in Pafhaws and great men is care taken to clip their 
wings, which may hinder them from foaring ‘too high, but alfo in the 
Ottoman Family it felf greater (everity and ftri@nels is exercifed then 
in others, to kcep them from growing great in offices or wealth, where- 
by to have poflibility of afpiring to the Supream power 3 and there- 
fore by the original and Fundamental Laws of Terks,the Children of a 
Soltana marryed to a Pafhew are not capable of any office in the Em- 
pire, and at moft cannot rife higher, then to bein the quality of a Ce- 
pugrbafhee,which isune of the Portersof the Grand Signiors Gate. They 
that are of this race never dare Vaunt of their Pedigree, it isa contu- 
maciou{nefs and almoft Treafon to name it; nor have I learnedethat 
there is any Family amoagit the Terks of this Line, of any account or 
efteem, but one alone, who is called Ibrebim Han Ogleri, or the off- 
(pring of Sultan Ibrabim, their Father being a Son of the Grand Signiors 
Sifter, and marryed toa Soltane (and are faidto be of the race of the 
Tartars.) fo that proceeding by the Womans fide only , the lefs notice 
is taken of their bloud : their Reat or Revenue yearly is about 700c0 
Dollars, Quibus magna opes,innocenter parte, O» modefte babite,which 
they manage with prudence and difcretion, live honourably without 
oftentation, feek nooffice, or intermeddle in the affairs of State 5 by 
which means they hitherto have preferved themfelves from envy and 
fufpition, inthe revolutions of the Twrks/o Government. 

The Grand Signior many times when he fears the greatnefs of any 
Pafhaw,under colour and pretence of honour,prefers him co the Marri- 
age of his Sifter,or fome other of his Feminine kindredsby which means, 
inftead of increale of power and glory, he becomesthe mifesableft {lave 
in the world, to the Tyranny and Pride of an infulting Woman: For 
firft he cannot refufe the honour, left he fhould feem co negled and 
contemn the Swltaws fayour 5 then before the E(poufals, he mutt ree rhe marriage 
folve to continue contd to her alone, and not fuffer his A ffections to of « Pafhaw 
wander on other Wives, Slaves or diftradtions of his love : If he hath = pe 
Wife whom he loves, whofe long converfation and Children the hath” 
brought him, have endeared his affections too far to be torgottea 3 he 
mutt yet banith her and all other. relations from his home, to entertain 
the embraces of his unkaawn Sultana: Before the Efpoufals, what 
Money, Jewels or rich Furs the fends for, he muft with complement and 
denstolnel prefent, which is called Aghirlick 3 befides this, he makes 
het a DowrycalledKabin, of as much as friends that make the match 
can agree 5 when the Kabin is concluded and paffed befarg the Jultice 
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in formor nature of a recognifance; the Bridegroom is conducted tothe 
Chamber of his Bride by a Black Eunuch, at whofe entrance the cue’ 
ftom is, for the Soltena to draw her Dagger, and imperioufly to de- 
mand the reafon of his bold accefs, which he with much fubmiffion te- 
ply’s to, and thews the Emmeri Podefhaw, or the Imperial Firme for 
his Marriages the Soltave then arifes,and with more kindnefs admits 
lim to a nearer familiarity. The Eunuch takes up his Slippers and 
lays them over the Door ( which isa fign of his good reception ) then 
he bows withall reverence before her to the ground, and retires a few 
paces back, making fome briet Oration to her fult of Complement and 
Admiration of her Worth and Honour 3 and remaining afterwards a 
while filent, in an humble pofture, bowing forward with his hands be- 
fore him,until the Soltena commands him to bring her water, which he 
readily obeys, taking a Pot of water provided for that purpofe, and 
kneeling before her, delivers it to her hand 5 then the takes off her red 
veil from before her face, embroidered with Gold and Silver Flowers, 
and fo drinks; in the mean time her Serving-maids bring ina low Ta- 
ble, on whichare fet a pair of Pigeons roafted, and a plate of Sugar- 
candy 5 the Bridegroom then invites his,ccy Spoufe to the Collation, 
which (he refufes until other Prefents are brought her, which lie pre- 
pared in the outward room 3 with which her modefty being overcome 
and her gomach brought down, the is perfwaded tothe Table, and fit- 
ting down,receivesa Leg of a Pigeon fromthe hand of her Bridegroom 3 
tafts a little , and then puts apiece of the Sugar-candy into his mouth ; 
and fo rifing up returns to her place 5 all che Attendants then retire and 
leave the BridegroOm alone with his Soltana for the {pace of an hour 
to court her fingly 3 that time being paft, the Mufick founding, he is 


invited forth by his Friends to an outward room, where having paffed 


moft of the night with fongs and fports, at the approach of th: mor- 
ning, the Soltana weary of her paftime retires to her bed, which is 
rich adorned and perfumed , fit,to entertain Nuptial Joyes : The 
Bridegroom advifed hereof by the nod of the Eunuch, creeps filently 
idto the Bride-chamber, where ftripping himfelf of his upper Gar- 
ments, he kneels a while at the feet of the Bed, and then by little and 
little turning up the Cloaths, gently rubs her feet with his hand, and 
kiffing of them, afcends higher to the embraces of his Spoufe, which the 
willingly admits him to, and wifhes her felf and him a happy Bedding: 
in the morning betimes the Bridegroom is called by his Friends to the 
Baths at whofe call arifing, he is prefented by the Bride with all forts of 
Linnen to be ufed in Bathing 3 after thefe Ceremonies are paft , they 
are better acquainted, yet in publick the keeps himata diftance, wears 
her Haniarre or Dagger by her fide in token Bae: Superiority 5 and fo 
frequently commands gifts and riches from him, until {he hath exhaufted 
him to the bottom of all his wealth. Nor is this efteemed fufficient to 
mortifie thefe poor flaves by a Womans Tyranny, but they are always 
put forward upon defperate attempts,as lately Z/bmael Pafhaw, who was 
killed pafling the River Raab, inthe overthrow given the Turks by the 
Emperors Forces under Montecucnli 5 and others I could name in the 
like manner}; left the honour of their Marriage in the Royal Family 
without the croffes and mortifications which attendit, fhould puff them 
up with the ambition and proud thoughts, whichis not lawful for 
them to imagine. - But 


od 
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But it may well be objected how it came to pafs, that the prefent 
Prime Vilier called Abmet, fhould fucceed his Father Kuperlee in the The teafons 
Government of the Empire. ’Tis true, it was a ftrange deviation from hi panes 
the general rule of their Policy, and perhaps fuch a Prefident as may (ent Vifier, 
never hereafter be brought into examples but accidents concur oft his 
times to the fortune of fome men without order or reafon 3 and Yet perlec in Go- 
Kuperlee the Father had fo well deferved of the Sultan, and his whole vernment. 
Dominions, for having by his own wifdom and refolution faved the 
Empire from being rent in pieces by the ta@ion and ambition of fome 
afpiring perfons, and by the bloud of thoufands of mutinous and re- 
bellious heads, had cemented and made firm the throne of his Mafter, 
that no honour could be thought fufficient co be paid to his Ghoft,unlefs 
it were the fucceffion of his Sonin his place 3; which the more unufual 
and irregular it wasefteemed, the greater glory it was to that family 5 
and herein alfo this fubtile fox plaid his Mafter-piece, by reprefenting 
the flare of affairs to remain in that pofture, as was neceflary to be 
carried on with'the fame method as begun; which he had intrulted to 
the knowledge of his Sons and this was the reafon why this young Vi- 
fier then {carce arrived to thirty years, and but an ordinary Kedeeor 
Juftice of the law, was both as to his age and relation thus irregularly 
preferred to the office of Vifier. : 

Nor hath hereditary fucceflion and long continuance in authority 
been only avoided amongft the Turks 3 but we finde that the Romans 
often changed their Governours , and never fuffered them to continue 
long in one Provinces; and fo the King of Spain doth at prefent in the 
Government of Flanders, the Indies, the Kingdom of Naples and other 
parts, the {pace of three years being commonly allotted them for their 
refidence. But amongft'the Turks there isno fixed rerm of timeap- 
pointed to their Pafbaws , but only they remain as Tenants at Will of 
the Grand Signior 5 who according to his pleafure, and as he fees reafon 
cutsthem off, recalsthem, or tranfplants them to another Province 5 
only the Pafbaw of Grand Cairo in Egypt, hath a certain {pace of three 
years appointed, towhich his Government is confined 5 and there may 
be very good reafon for it 5 for it being a place of great cruft,richesand 
power, in which Pafhaws grow ina fhore time vaftly wealthy, it cannot 
be wifdom to continue them long theres the revenue of which we 
have had occafion already to difcourfe of. Aad therefore the Grand 
Signior doth often, not only abereviate their time, butalfo ac their re- 
turn (hares in the beft part of the prizes they have made. The Romans 
had that opinion of the wealth and power of Egypt, that Auguftus 
made a Decree, and held it inter alia dominationis arcana,that it fhould 
not be lawful for any without particular licenfe to enter Egypt, and 
exprefly forbids Senators and Gentlemen of Rome, without order from 
thePrince, or for affairs of State, to vifit thofe parts. And Tacit Lib.t. 
gives this reafon for it,Ne fame urgeret Italiam quifquis cam Provinciam, 
claufiraqs terra ac waris,quamvis levi prefidio adver{um ingentes exer- 
citus infediffet. = 

Another danger to the Empire, which the Turks feduloufly avoid, 
befides hereditary fucceffion in office, is rivalry among Princes of the 
Bloud,. during the time of their Fathers life; for afterwards the fuc- 
ceffour takes care to fecure his Brethren beyond poflibility of compe- 
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tition. The ftory of Selyasus and Bajazet, the Sons of Solyasan the 
Mapnificent, is a perfect experiment of the feud and diffention which 
is bred in the defires of barbarous Princes 5 fo that whenthey arrive to 
any maturity of age,thcy are alwaystranf{planted to different Seraglios 
abroad, where they keep their Courts diftiné& , and cannot enter with- 
in the Walls of Confamtinople, during the life of their Father, left by 
interview with each other, their minds fhould be moved with emulati- 
on, or inhabiting in the imperial City, fhould be provided with means 
before their time to attempt the Throne of their Father, And for this 
very reafon the Grand Signior hath fcarce performed the ceremonies of 
his inauguration before he hath feafoned his entrance to his Throne 
with the bloud of his Brothers 3 which barbarous cuftom began in the 
time of Sultan Bajazet. But if the Brothers are but few, and che Grand 
Signior of a difpofition more naturally inclined to clemency then cru- 
elty, he fecuresthem in the Seraglio, under the tuition of Mafters, and 
care of a faithful guard 3 differing nothing from imprifonment , but 
in the name, prohibiting them the fociety and converfatton of all: and 
thus the two Brothers of this prefent Saltan Mahomet, live in as much 
obfcurity and forgetfulnefs, as if they had never been born, or having 
paft a private life, were departed to the place where all things are for- 
otten. 

/ It is no great digreffion from our purpofe here to take notice of two 
forts of Government purely popular 5 the one hath already had his 
period, and the other is of lace beginning, and at prefent flourifhes; 
and thofe are the Common-wealths in Egypt under the Mimalukes, and 
the other in our daysinthe Dominions ot Algier: The firft not only 
depofed the whole Family of their Prince from having power in the 
Government, and from all fucceflion , but alfo made it an immutable 
law, that the Sons of the Asamalukes might fucceed their Fathersinthe 
inheritance of their eftates, as lands and goods, but could not affume 
the title or Government of a Aamalukes nor not only fo, but that all 
that were born in the Mabometan or Jewish Faith, were uncapable ipfo 
feFo of the Order of a Adamaluke3 and only fuch preferred thereunto, 
who had been Sons of Chriftians and become Slaves, inftruded and 
educated in the Adahometan fuperftition 5 or elfe men of maturer age, 
who having abjured God and theit Country, were come thither to feek 
preferment in that Kingdom of darknefs. Andthis flavifh and ftrange 
conftitution of Government flourifhed forthe {pace of 267. years, un- 
til overthrown in the year of our Lord 1517. bythe arms of Selyasus 
that vidorious Emperour of the T¥rks. The prefent Government of 
Algier is but of afew yearss the firlt original of which was by one Bar- 
barofea famous Pyrate, and afterwards by the acceffion of great quan- 
tities of Turks out of the Levant, the protection of the Grand Signior 
was craved, and a Pajbaw received from the Port 3 butnowthe Psfbaw 
remains without any power 3 the whole Government being transferred 
to the fcum of the peoples who fearing Jeft the power fhould at laft 
become fubjec to the Natives, have made it,a aw, that no Sons of a 
Tark born inthat Country, whomthey call Cololies, canbe capable of 
an office in their Common-wealth 5 but only fuch, who having been 
born Ghriftians , are perverted to the rurki b fe, or elfe fuch who 
come from parts of the Twrkifo Dominions’, to be members of their 
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Republique. And thus much fhall ferve to have declared how much 
the Turks are jealous of all fucceffions in office and authority, which 
may prejudice the abfolute Monarchy of their great Sultan. 
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CHAP. XVII. 


The frequent exchange of Officers, viz. the fetting up of one, and 
degrading another, arule always prattifed as wholefome, and 
* conducing tothe welfare of the Turkith State. 


E that is aneye-witnefs and {trict obferver of the various changes 

and chances in greatnefs, honours and riches of the Turks, hatha 
lively Embleme of contemplation before him, of the unconftardcy and 
mutability of humane affairs 5 fortune fo ftrangely {ports with chis 
people, that a Comedy or Tragedy onthe Stage with all its Scenes, is 
{carce fooner opened and ended, then the fate of divers great men, 
who in the day-time being exhaled to high fublimity, by the powerful 
rayes of the Sultans favour, in the night fall, or vanifh like a Meteor, 
The reafon hereof, if duly confidered, maybe of great ufe as things 
ftand here, that js, to the power of the Grand Signior 5 for in this 
conftitution the health and benefit of the Emperour is confulted be- 
fore the welfare of the people: And the power of the Emperour is in 
no a@ion more exercifed and evidenced, then by withdrawing and 
conferring his favours; for by thtf{e means, having many whom he 
hath educated and prepared for offices, and {tand candidates to receive 
them, his power would feem to be at a Nowplus, and appear like an in- 
confiderate Father, who had fpent more mony in the breeding ‘of hie 
Sons, thenthe Patrimony amounted to he had tu beftow upon them : 
and therefore the Grand Signior to imitate the Sun, benights fome 
parts of the world to enlightea others , that fo by a general influence 
and communication of his Beams, he may be acknowledged the com- 
mon Parent of them all. 

And this courfe doth not only evidence the power cf the Grand 
Signior, but likewife inereafes its for none are. advanced in thefe 
times to office, but pay the Grand Signior vaft fums of mony for it, ac- 
cording tothe richesand expectations of profit from the charge 5 fome 
pay,as the Pafhaws of Grand Cairo and Babylon, 3 or 4 hundred thou- 
fand Dollars upon pafling the Commiffion 5 others one, others two 
hundred thoufand, fome fifty thoufand, as their places are more or lefs 
confiderable : and this mony is moft commonly taken up at Intereft, at 
40 or §0 percent. for the year, and fometimes at double, when they 
are conftrained to become debtors to the covetous Eunuchs of the 
Seraglio ; fo that every one uponhis ‘firft entrance into office looks on 
himfelf (as indeed heis) greatly indebted and cbliged by juftice or in- 
juftice, right or wrong, (peedily to difburchen himfelf of the debes,and 
improve his own principal in the worlds and this defign muft not be 
long in performance, leftthe hafty edict overtake him before his work 
is.done, and call him to account for the improvement of his Talent. 
Think then (taking all circumftances together of the covetous difpofiti- 
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on of a Turk, thecruelty and narrownefs of foul in thofe men common- 
ly that are born and educated in want) what oppreflion, what rapine 
and violence mult be exercifed to fatisfie the appetite of thefe men, 
who come famifhed with inmenfe defires, and ftrange confiderations 
to fatisfie! Diu fordidus repente dives mutationem fortune male regit, 
accenfis egeftate longa cupidinibus immoderatus, Tac,lib.1.Hilt. Sothat 
Juftice in its common courfe is fet to fale, and it is very rare when any 
Law-fuit is in hand, but bargains are made forthe fentence,and he hath 
moft right who hath moft mony to make him re@us in Cxria, and ad- 
vance his caufe. And it is the commoncourfe for both parties at diffe- 
rence, before they appear together ia prefence of the Judge, to apply 
themfelves fingly to him, ind try whofe donative and prefent hath 
the moft in it of temptation 5 and it is no wonder if corrupt men exer- 
cife this kind of Trade in Traffiquing with Juftice; for having before 
bought the Office, of confequence they muft fell the Fruit. 
Vendere jure poteft, emerat ille prins. 

Add hereunto a ftrange kinde of facility in the Tras, fora trifle or 
fmall hire to give falfe witnefs in any cafe, efpecially, and that witha 
word, when the controverfi¢ happens between a Chrifttag and a Turk ; 
and thenthe pretence is for the Mufulmanleck asthey call it, thecaufe 
is religious, hallows all falfenefs and forgery in the teftimony 3; fo that 
I believe in no part of the world can Jufticerun more out of the cur- 
rentand ftream then in Tarky, where fuch Maximes and confiderations 
corrupt buththe Judge and Witnelles. Turce magne pietatis loco du- 
cunt dicere falfum teftimonium adver{us hominem Chriftianum 5 non ex- 
peFant ut rogentur 5 injulfiadfunt feque ultro ingerunt. 

This confideration and practice made an Exglifb Embaffadour upon 
renewing the Capitulations , to infert an Article of caution againft 
the teftimony of Tarks, as never to be admitted nor pleaded in any 
Court of Terkifh Jultice, againft the Exglifh intcreft; and nothing to 
be admitted as evidence in that cafe, but only a Hoget, which isin the 
nature of a Recognifance made before a Judge, or a Bill or Writing 
under the hand ot him on whom the demand its made3 which Article 
as it was very advifedly , and with great Prudence and Wifdom ob- 
tained, fo it hath proved of admirable confequenceand fecurity tothe 
T raffick and Merchants Eftates, which before being lyable to the For- 
geries and falfe pretences of every difiolute Terk, have now this point 
as a defence and fortification, by which falfe pretences and fuits for 
confiderable fums of mony, and matters of great value have been 
blown away, and decided with great facility and little expence. 

In the time of Bajazet,the fourth King of the Tarks, the Courts of 
Juftice were in like manner corrupted, asatprefent; for reformation of 


fourth King of which the Prince refolved to execute a great number of the Lawyers, 


che Turks. 


until it was pleafantly reprefented by his Jefter (to whom between jeft 
and earneft he had given liberty to fpeak the truth, which foberer men 
durft not) that all the caufe of bribery and corruption inthe Judges, 
proceeded for want of {tipends and neceflary maintenance 3 where- 
upon Bajazet growing coolers fenfible of the caufe of that evil, applyed 
a remedy, by granting their pardon , and allowing them falaries and 
ftipends, with additional Fees of twenty Afpers, in all caufes exceeding 
a thoufands and twelve Afpers for every writing and inftrument out of 

Court. 
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Court. And intimesof the beft Emperours, when vertue and deferts 
were confidered, and the Empire flourifhed and encreafed, men had 
offices conterred for their merits, and good fervices were rewarded 
freely and with bounty , without fums of money and payments to 
be a foyl ro the luftre of their better parts: But now it is quite con- 
trary, and all matters run out of courfe 3 a manifeft token in my opi- 
nion of the declenfionand decay of the Ottoman Empire, as Livy faiths 
Omnia profpera fequentibus Deos, adver{a autem f{pernentibus. Howlo- 
ever in part this ferves the great end of the Empires for Pafhaws and 
great inen having a kind of a necefliry upon them to opprefs their fub- 
jects, the people thereby Jofe their courages 3 and by continual Taxes 
and feifures on what they gain, poverty fubdues their fpirits , and 
makes them more patiently fuffer all kind of injuftice and violence that 
can be offered them, without thoughts or motion to Rebellion 3 and 
fo the Lord Verulam lays in his Ef'ayes, that_it is impoflible for a peo- gayy cp. 
ple overladen with Taxes, ever to become Martial or Valiant 5 for no 
“Nitioncan be the Lyons Whelp, and the-Afy between burtheis:, by/O 
which means the T 7 prelerves {o many different fort of people as he 
hath conquered in due obediencg, ufing no other help then a Cevere 
hand joyned to all kind of oppreffion 5 but fuch as are Turks, and 
bear any name of office or degree in the fervice of the Empire,feel bue 
part of this oppreflion, and live with all freedom, having their {pirits 
raifed by a licenfe they attain to infult over others that dare not refit 
them. 

But the iffue and conclufion of the fpoils thefe great men make on 
fubjects is very remarkable 5 for asif God were pleafed to evidence his 
juft puniihment more evidently and plainly here, then in other fias 5 
fearce any of all thofe Pafhaws who have made hafte to be rich, have 
efcaped the Grand Signiors hands, but he either wholly devefts them 
of all, or will (hare the beft part of the prey with them. Amongft 
which I have obferved none pafles fo hardly as the Pafhaws of Grand 
Cairo, becaufe it is the richeft and moft powerful of all the Govern- 
ments of this Empire 5 and fo either in his journey home, or after his 
return, he lofes his life by publick command, or at leatt is rifled of his 
goods as ill-gor, which are condemned to the Grand Signiors treafury : 
Ahd it is ftrange to fee yet with what heat thefe men labour to amafs 
riches, which they know by often experiences have proved but col- 
lections for their Mafter; and only the Odium and Curfes which the 
anietiea wretches have vented againft their Rapine, remain to them- 
felves 5 rebus fecundis avidi, adverfis autem incanti, Tac. And this is 
like the policy that Cefar Borgia ufed,otherwife called #1 Daca Valen- 
tine, who the better to reduce Romagna, lately f{ubdued to obedience, 
made one Meffer Romiro d’ Orco his Deputy, a man of a cruel and ty- 
rannical dlfpofition, who by rigour and force reduced affairs to the 
will and order of his Prince : and the work now done, and the people 
remaining extraordinary difcontented, the Duke thought it time to 
purge the minds of his people of the ill apprehenfion they had of his 
Government, by demonftrating that the former hard ufage proceeded 
from the bad inclination of his Minifter 3 commanded the fame Romiro 
d’ Orco at Cefexna,to be cutin pieces, and expofed to the publick view 
of the people, witha piece of wood,and a bloudy knife by his fide. on 
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faith Machiavel, lib. del Princtpe,cap.7. feee aqaellé popoli in um tempo 
remanere fiupidi O» fodtsfatti s‘and the Tark underftands well how pro- 
fitable in the fame manner it i$ for the conftitution of his Eftate, to ufe 
evil inftruments, who may opprefs and poll his people, intending af- 
terwards for himfelfthe whole harvelt of their labours; they remaining 
with the hatred, whilft the Prince under colour of performing juttice, 
procures both richesand fame together. — 

If it be fufpected that any great man intends to make combuftion or 
mutiny in his Government, or that his wealth or natural abilities ren- 
der him formidable 5 without farther inquifition or fcrutiny, all dif- 
content of the Grand Signior is diflembled, and perhaps a Horfe, or 
Sword, or Sables-veft is reported to be prefented, and all fair treat- 
ment is counterfeited, until the Executioner gets the bow-ftring a- 
bout his neck, and then they care not how rudely they deal with him : 
jut like the Birdsin Plutarch, who beat the Cuckow for fear that in 
time he fhould become a Hawk. 

And to make moreroom for the multitude 6f officers who crowd for 
Preferments , and to act the cruel Edids of the Empire with the leat 
noife 5 oftentimes when a great Perfonage is removed from his place 
of Truft, and fent with a new Commiflion to the charge perhaps of a 
greater Government ; and though he depart from the Regal Seat with 
all fair demonftrations of favour, before he hath advanced threedays 
in his journey, triumphing in the multitude of his Servants, and hislate 
hopes, the fatal command overtakes him 5 and without any accufation 
or caufe other then the will of the Saltaz, he is barbaroufly put to 
death, andhis body thrown into the dirt of a Forreign and unknown 
Country, without folemnity of Funeral or Monuments that he is no 
fooner inthe Grave, then his Memory is forgotten. And this methinks 
is fomewhat agreeable to the crafty policy of Tzberivs, who fometimes 
would Commiffionate men for Government of Provinces, to whom 
before-hand he had defigned not to permit licenfeto depart the City 5 
Poftremd co proved us eft, ut mandaverit quibufdam provincias quos e- 
grediurbe non erat paffurm. 

Hence are apparent the caufes of the decay of Arts amongft the 
Turks, of the neglect, want of care in manuring and cultivating their 
Lands 3 why their Houfes and private Buildings are made flight, not 
durable for more then ten or twenty years 5 why you finde no delight- 
ful Orchards and pleafant Gardens and Plantations ; and why in thofe 
Countries where Nature hath contributed fo much on her part, there 
areno additional labours of Art to complete all, and turn it to a Para- 
difes; for men knowing no certain heir, nor who fhall fucceed then in 
their labours, contrive only for a few years enjoyment. And more- 
over, men are fearful of fhewing too much oftentation or magnificence 
in their Palaces, or ingenuity in the pleafures of their Gardens,’ left 
they fhould bring on them the fame fate, that Nabals Vineyard occa- 
fioned to his Mafter: and therefore men neglect all application to the 
Studies of Arts and Sciences , but only fuch as are neceffary and con- 
ducing to the meer courfe of Jivings for the very fear and crime of 
being known to be rich, makes them appear outwardly poor, and be- 
come naturally Stoicks and Philofophers in all che points ofa referved 
and cautious life. And here I amataftand, and cannot conclude this 
Chapter 
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Chapter without contemplating a while , and pleafing my felf with che 
thoughts of the bleffednefs, the happinefs , the liberty of my own 
Country § where men under the protection and fafe influence of a gra. 

cious and the beft of Princes in the world, enjoy and eat of the fruit 

of their own labour , and purchafe to themfelves with fecurity Fields 

and Mannors, and dare acknowledge and glory in their Wealth and 

Pomp, and yet leave the inheritance to their Poftery. 
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CHAP. XVHI. 


2 
The feveral Arts the Turks ufe to encreafe their People, is a prin. 
cipal Policy, without which the greatne/s of their Empire can- 
not continue nor be encreafed. 





Here was never any people that laid Foundations and Defigns of 
a great Empire,but firft thought how to make it populous, and by 
which means they might beft {upply them with peoples not only fuffici- 
enc forthe facrifice and flaughter of the War, but for the Plantation of 
Colonies , Poffeffion and fecuriry of what the Sword hath conquered. 
We never underftood how one people alone that was Martial, and by 
fuccefles in War had framed a large Empire , was able from the meer 
original of its own Stack, to abound with iffue of natural fubjecs, to “ 
bear proportion with the ftronger Nations 5 nor how a handful of 
people with the greateft policy and courage in the world was able to 
embrace a large extent of Dominion and Empire: Itis true, that dlex- 
ander did with an Army,for the moft part, compofed of Macedonians, 
as it were in a rank make a Conque(t of the beft part of the Eaftern 
world 5 butthis Empire,like a Ship chat had much Sail and no Ballatt, 
ora fair Tree over-charged with boughs too heavy for its {tem,became 
a windfal on a {ndden. 

The Turks therefore, during the continuance of their Empire, have 
not been ignorant of this Truths for no people inthe world have 
ever been more open to receive all forts of Nations tothem, thenthey, 
nor have ufed more arts to encreafe the number of thofe that are cal- 
led Turks 3 and it is ftrange to confider , that from all parts of the 
world, fome of the moft diffolute and defperate in wickednefs, fhould 
flock to thefe Dominions, to become members and profeflors of the 
Mahometgn fuperftition 5 in that manner that at prefent, the bloud of 
the turll is fo mixed with chat of all forts of Languages and Nations, fi 
that none of them can derive his lineage from the ancient bloud of the : 
SAV Aces. 

The Romans who well knew the benefit of receiving ftrangers into 
their bofome, called this freedom they gave Jus civitatis, whereby 
forreigners became as lawful poffeffors of Eftates and Inheritance,and 
had as muchright to the common priviledges, as any that was born ia 
the Walls of Rome 3 and this Jus civitats was given to whole Fami- 
lies; fo that as Sir F.B. fays well, thatthe Romans did not over-{pread Effayes. Wi 
ee but the World it felf. The Esglif call it Naturalization, : 
the? rexchEntranchilment 5 and the Terks call it becoming a Believer 5 


for 
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for they joyning with it a point of Religion, not only the proffers of 
the goods of this world , but alfo of delights in the world to come, 
make the allurements and arguments the more prevalent 5 and it being 
an opinion aimonpft them, as over allthe world, that itis a meritorious 
wotk to create Profelyces, fcarce any who hath money to purchafe 
a flave, but will procure one young and fit for any impreflion, whom 
he may name his Convert, and gain reputation among(t his neighbours 
of having added to the number of the faithful: Of all this number, 
which yearly are added to the Profeffors of Asabomet, none can retreat 
on lower terms then Death and Martyrdom for Chrift ; which caufes 
many whole confciences, though touched with a fenfe of the denial of 
their Saviour, yet having not the grace or courage to affert their faith 
on fo hard a Leffon , grow defperate or carelefs, and dye in their fin. 
This fort of people become really Turks, and fomethrough cu(tom and 
their own Jufts, are really perf{waded of the truth of this profeffion, 
and have proved more inveterate and fatal enemies to Chriftianity, 
then the natural Terks 5 which will appear, if we contider that all the 
fucceflesthey have had, and exploitsthey have done at Sea,have been 
performed by fuch who have denyed the Chriftian Faith, as namely 
Chigal, Ogli, and others. 

Ie was the cuftom formerly amongft the Turks, every five years to 
take away the Chriftians Children, and Educate them in the dd:hbome- 
tan fuperftition 3 by which means they encreafed their own people, 
and diminifhed and enfeebled the force of the Chriftians ; but now 
that cuftoin in a great part is grown out of ufe,through the abundance 
of Greeks, Armenians, Jews, and all Nations where the [ron Rod of the 
Turks Tyranny extends, who flock in to enjoy the imaginary honour 
and priviledge of a Terk, And indeed it is no woncerto humane rea- 
fon, that confiders the oppreffion and contempt that poor Chriftians 
are expofedto,and theignorance in thetr Churches, occafioned through 
poverty in rhe Clergy, that many fhould be found who retreat from the 
Faiths; but itisrather 4 Miracle, and a true verification of thofe words 
of Chrift, That the Gates of Hell fhall not be able to prevail againft bis 
Church, that there is conferved ftill amidft fo much oppofition, and in 
defpight of all Tyranny and Arts contrived againft ic, an open and 
publick Profeffion of the Chriftian Faith 5 which next to Gods Pro- 
vidence, confidering the ftupid ignorance inthe Greekand Armenian 
Churches, the confervation of their Faith is not to be attributed to 
any inftance more, thentothe ftridt obfervation of the Feafts and Fafts 
of their Churches; for having rarely the helps of Catechifm or Ser- 
mons, they learn yet from thefe outward Ceremonies fome confed No- 

‘tions and Precepts of Religion, and exercife with feverity and rigour 
this fort of Devotion, when through cuftom, confufion and fcarcity of 
knowing guides, all other fervice is become obfolete and forgotten a- 
mongtt them. 

The Turks have another extraordinary fupply of people from the 
Black Sea, fent them in by the Tartars, who with cheir light bodies of 
Horfe make incurfions into the Territories of the neighbouring Chri- 
ftians, and carry with them a booty of whole Cities and Countries of 
people, moft of which they fend to Confantinople tobe fold, and isthe 
chief Trade and Commodity of their Country (as we have already 

difcourfed.) 
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difcourfed.) Ic is,fad to fee what numbérs of Saykes, or Turkifh veflels, 
come failing through the Bofborus,fraighted with poor Chri(tian Cap- 
tives 6f both Sexes, and all Ages, carrying on the Main-top a Flag, ej- 
ther as a Nore of Triumph, or elfe as a Mark of the Ware and Mer. 
chandife they carry. The number of the Slaves brought yearly to Con- 
frantinople is uncertain; for fometimes it is more, and fometimes lefs, ; 
according tothe Wars and (uccefsof the Tartars3 but as it is apparent 
in the Regifters of the cultoms at Confiantinople only, one year with a- 
nother at the lea(t 2cooo are yearly imported 3 amongft which the great- 
eft part being Women and Chiidren, with eafie perfwafions,and fair pro- 
mifes become Turks 5 the men being ignorant, and generally of the 
Ruffian or Mofcovite Nation (who are reported not to be over-devout, 
orot famed conftancy and perfeverance in Religion) partly by mena- 

. cesand fear,’ partly by good wordsand allurements of reward, defpair- 
ing of liberty, and return to their owo Country, renounce all intereft 
in the Chriftian Faith. Of this fort of Mettle moft of the Terdsarein 
thefe dayscompofed, and by the fecundity of this generation, the Do- 
minions of this Empire flow; for the Turks of themfelves, though they 
have the liberty of Polygamc, and freer ufe of divers Women allowed 
them by their Law, then the feverity of Chriftian Religion doth per- 
mit, are yet obfervéd to be lefs fruitful in Children , then thofe who * 
confine chemfelves to the chafte embraces of one Wife. It is true, we 
have heard how in former times there have been particular men a# 
mongft the Tarks, that have feverally been Fathers to a hundred Sons5 
but now through that abominable vice uf Sodomie, which the Tarks 
pretend to have learned from the Z#al¢ens, and is now the commonand 
profefied fhame of that people , few fecundious Families are found 
amongft them $ efpecially amongft the Perfons of the greater Quality, - 
who have means and time to act and contrive their filthinefs with the 
moft deformity. And inthis manner, the natural ufe of the Women 
being neglected amongft them, and as Se. Pew! faith, Aten burning in Roncap..., 
Iuft one towards another + fo jittle is mankind propagated , that many 
think, were it not forthe abundant fupplies of Slaves, which daily come 
from the Black Sea (as before we have declared ) confidering the 
Summer-flaughters of the Plague, and deltructions of War, the Tark 
would have Jittle caufe to boaft of the vaft numbers of his people: 
and that a principal means to begin the ruine of this Empire, were to 
prevent the taking of fo many Captives, or intercept thofe numbers of 
Slaves which‘are daily tranfported to nourifh and feed the body of this 
great Babylon 3 by which means in time they would not only find a want 
of Servants, but a decay and {carcity of Mafters 5 fince as it is before . 
mentioned, thefe Slaves becoming Turks,are capable of all priviledges, 
and being commonly Manumifed-by their Patrons, through the help of 
F ortune,arrive equally to Prefermerfs with thofe who are of the ancient 
Mabometane Race : this is thetrue,reagon, the Terk can {pend fo many 
people in his Wars, and values not the lives of cen thoufand men to 
winhim but a {pan of ground, and yet almoft without any fenfible di- 
minution of his people 3 and on the contrary, the invention of an In- 
guifition, and the diftinction between Chriftianos vieios, and Nuevos in 
Spain and Portugal, have caufed that decay and f{carcity of people 
in thofe Countries, as hath laid the beft part of thofe fruitful Soyls 

M defolate, 
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‘ — defolate, and forced them bothrro a neceflity of entertaining a mercena- 
ry Souldiery. 

It is no fmall inducement to the valgar people, who is moft com- 
monly won with outward allurements, to become Turks 5 that when 
they are fo, by a white Turbant, orfuch a particular Note of honour, 
they thall be diftiaguithed from other like Sects (all people amongft the 
Turks, being known by their heads, ot what Religion or Quality they 
are) and fo may the better be diredted wHere they may havea privi- 
ledgeto Domineer and injure with the mot impunity. If we confider 
how delightful the Mode is 1n Eagland and France, e({pecially to thofe . 
thatare of a vain and gay humor, and that —s {cems handfome or 
comely, but whatisdrefled inthe fathion and air of the times 5 wefhall 
not wonder, if the ignorant and vain among({t Chriftians, born and 
Educated in'thofe Countries , fhould be catched and entrapt with the 
fancy and enticement of the T#rkifs Mode, and be contented to de- 
{poil themfelves of the garment of Chriftian vertues, to affume a 
drefs miore Courtly and pleafing to the-eyes of the world ; for fo the 
Britains, and other Nations, dfter Conquered by the Rowmens, began to 
delight themfelves in their Language and Habit, their Bankets and 
Buildings, which they accounted tobe humanity and refinement of 

DeVuta Agrictheir manners; but Tacitus faith, Pars fervitutis erat, a fignal fymptom 

of their (ubjection. , 

¢ And it is worth a Wifemans obfervation, how gladly the Greeks and 

Armenian Chriftians imitate the Tarkz/h Habit, and come as neer to Itas 

they dare 3 and how proud they are, when they are priviledged upon 

{ome extraordinary occafion to appear without their Chriftian diftin- 

Gion. And thus the Turk makes his very Habit a bait to draw fometo 

his Superftition; Riches, to allurethe covetows 3 rewards and hopes, to 

rule the ambitious § fearsand terroursof death,the cowardly andtimo- 

rous 3 ‘and by all means works on the difpofitions and humours of 

men, to make additions to his Kingdom: Such as adhere to the Chri- 

ftian Faith, the Tark makes no account of, and values no otherwife in 

the place of fubjects, then a man doth of his Ox or Afs, meerly to 

carry the burthens, and to be ufefulin fervile and flavifh Offices: they 

are oppreffed , and are fubject to all advantages and pretencess and 

their Goods and Eftates gained with labour, and the {weat of their 

brows, liable to the Rapine of every great mans they are difarmed,and 

never exercifed in War, by which means they become Effeminate, and 

lefs dangerous in Rebellion: only the people of Tra#fluania, Moldavia 

and Valachia, under the condud of their refpective Princes thatthe 

: Grand Signior {ets over them, ferve him in their perfons in the War, 

and are the firft thruft forward in all defperate enterprifes; fo tharthe 

oppreflion of the poor Chriftians under the Turk, is worthy our com- 

paffion, how poor they are becont, how their former wealth is exhantt- 

ed, how the fatnefs of their rich foil is drained, and made barren by 

poifonous fuckers; (9 that it is evident that the Turks defignis no other, 

then by impoverifhment and enfeebling the intereft of Chriftianity, to 
draw Profelytes and {trength to hisown Kingdom. - ° 

Wherefore fome fort of poor Chriftians, either adually fubjecs to 

the Turkifh Tyranny ,or borderers on them,who often feel the miferpof 

their incurfions, being fearful of their own conftancy in the faith, 

have 
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have contrived ways to preferve themfelves from any other profefii- 
on; wherefore in Mengrelia, the Chriftians ac the Baptifme of their 
Children make a crofs ontheir hands 3 and in Servia theircuftom is ty 
make it on thcirforeheads, with the juyce of a certain Herb, the ftain 
of which never wears out; fo that fome of thefe Nations, who become 
Renegadoes to the Chriftian Faith, bear always a badge and note of de- 
fignation about thein to a holy profeflion,which may ferve to upbraid 
their perfidious defertion of the faith 5 the crofs on their forehead ap- 
pearing for a {kame and difcountenance to the white Turbant on their 
heads. §y which pious art, many of thefe diftreffed Chriftians have 
notwith{tanding fear and defpair of liberty, and promifes of reward, 
through the apprehenfion of this incongruity between the Crofs and 
the banner of Mahomet , preferved themfelves firm to their firft co- 
lours. 
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CHAP. XIX. 


The manner of Reception of Forreign Embaffadours among ff the 
Turks, and the eftecut they have of them. 


Here was no Nation inthe World ever fo barbarous, that did not 
acknowledge the Office of an Embafladour facred ana acceflary. 
Santlum populis per facala nsmen 3 

And Cicero faith, Sze enim fentio jus legatorum cum hominum pr eftdio pe nanfp, 
muniinm, tum ctiam divino jure efje vallatums the Alchoraz it felt calls reps. 
this Office inviolable 3 and it isa Furkith Canon, Elchi caval yoketer, 
Do no hut to an Embaffadours fo that the Turks do confefs them- 
felves obliged by their owh law to rules of civilities, courteous treat- 
ment, and protection of Embaffadours. The greateft honour they 
fhow to any forreign Minifter, is to him who comes fromthe Empe- 
rour,' becaufe his confines are contiguous with theirs, and have had 
occafion more frequently, then with other Chriftian Princes, to try 
the power of the imperial Sword. An Embafladour coming from the 
Empervur, as foon as he enters within the Ottoman Dominions, hath 
his charges defrayed by the Sultan, accogding to the importance of 
the bufinefs and negotiation he is defigned to, until the ttme of his 
returns and a Refident continuing in ordinary, hath in like manner 
his contant allowance. As it hath always been a cuftom amongft the 
Eaftern Princes to fend prefents each to other, as tokens of friendfhip 
and amity 5 fo the Emperour is by an ancient cuftom and agreement 
obliged to accompany his Embafladour to this Court with prefents 
and gifts, as offerings of peace: and on the contrary, that the Em- 
perour may not remain with the difadvantage, the Grand Signtor is 
bound to recompence the Embaffy with another from himfelf, and 
adorn it with prefents of equal value, with thofe that were fent him. 
But Embafladours and Reprefentatives from other Princes , who have 
their Dominions more remote, and whofe principal defign is efteem- 
ed for the promotion of Trade and Commerce, as the Ewglifh, French 
and Dutch, are always admitted with their prefents , which the T#rk 


by cuftom calls his right, and.judges not himfelf obliged to return _ 
M 2 ike 
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like, elteeming “his Capitulations and Articles he makes with thofe 
Princes, priviledges and immunities granted their fubjects, 

The ceremonies they ufe at the audience of every Embaffadour are 
ated (as in all partsof the world ) moft to fet off the glory of the 
Empires and reprefented with fuch advantages , as may beft afford a 
Theme for an Embafladours pen to defcribe the riches, magnificence 
and terrour of the Ottoman power. The Audience with the Grand 
Signior (having firft pafled a complement with the Prime Vifier) iscom- 
monly contrived on days appointed for payment of the fanizaries, 
which isevery three moneths 5 and with that occafion, the Order and 
Difcipline of the Milicia, the Mony and Stipends that are iftued forth, . 
are there expofed to the obfervation of the publick Minifter. The 
mony 1s brought into the Divaw, and there piled im heaps, where the 
Emba ffadour is firft introduced, and feated ona Stool covered with 
Crimfon-velvet, placed neer the firft Vifier , and other Vifiers of the 
Bench: as foon as the money is paid out of the chief of every Ode or 
Chamber, who afterwards diftribute it amongft their Souldiers, a 
plentiful dinner is prepared for the Embaffadour, who together with 
the firft Vifier, and other Vifiers of the Bench,-and Teftarder or Lord 
Treafurer, are feated at the fame Table, which is not raifed as high as 
the Tables we wfe, but fomething lower, covered over with a capaci- 
ous Voyder of Silver, in which the difhes are fet, without ceremony of 
Table-cloth or Knives. Inthe fame room are two other Tables for 
the principal attendants of the Embaffadour, and other perfonages 
among(t the Tarks of chief note and quality; the difhes are ferved in 
by one at atime, which as foon as touched or tafted, are taken off to 
make room for anothers and thus there is a fucceflion of threefcore or 
four(core Services , all the dithes being of Chiws, worth about 150 
Dollarsapiece ; which are reported to havea virtue contrary to poifon, 
and to break with the leaft infufionthereof, and for that reafon efteem- 
ed more ufeful for the fervice of the Grand Signior.

The banket being ended, the Chaowsbajhee, or chief of the Purfivants 
conduéts the Emba fadour, with fome of his retinue , to a place apart, 
where feveral gay Vefts, or long*Garments, made of Silk with divers 
figures, are prefented them (as a fign of the Grand Signiors favour) 


The Audicnce Which the Embaffadour firft putting on, and thenthe others, to the 
of Ambailay number of 18 or 19, attended with two Capugibafbees, or chief of the 


dour. 


Porters, perfonsof good efteem in that Court , with Silver ftaves in 
their hands, he is condudted neerer towards the Grand Signiors pre- 
fence 5 then follow the prefents brought by the Embaffadour, which 
are carried to the beft advantage for appearance , and are delivered 
to Officers appointed to receive them. The Courts without dre filled 
with Fexizaries, amongft whom is obferved fo profound filence, that 
there is not the leaft noife or whifper underftood ; and the (alutati- 
ons they give their principal Officers as they pats, bowing alrogerher 
at the fame time, is war-like, and yet courtly, and favours of good Di- 
fcipline and Obedience. 

The 
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The Embaffadour is then brought to a great gate neer the Audience, 
the Porch of which is filled with white Eunuchs, clothed, in Silks and 
Cloth of Gold 5 farther then this, none is fuffered to proceed, befides 
the Secretary, Interpreter, and fome other perfons of beft quality ; 
at the door of the Chamber of Audience is a deep filence, and the 
murmuring of a Fountain neer by, adds tu the melancholy § and no 
other guard is there but a white Eunuch: and here a paufe is made, 
and they tread foftly in token of fear and reverence, fo as not to di- 
fturb with che leaft noife the,Majefty of the Sultan: tor accefs to the 
Eaftern Princes was always difficule, and not permitted wich the fame 
familiarity as hath been practifed amongft the Romans, and at prefent 
with us, where the fight of the King is his own glory, and the fatif- 
faction of his Subjects : For it is with the Turks, asic was withthe Par- 
thians, when they received Vonxowes their King, educated in the Komas 
Court, who conforming to thofe manners, Cich Tacitus, irridebantur Libr, Ana 
Gracti Comites, prompti aditus, obvia comitas , 1gnote Parthis vertutes 5 
the affubilicy and eafinefs of addrefs to their Prince, was a f{candal to 
that Wario. Attheentrance of the Chamber of Audience hangs a ball 
of Gold, ftudded with pretious Stones, and about it great chains of 
rich Pearl; the Floor is covered with Carpets of Crimfon-velvet, em- 
broidered with Gold wyre, in many places befet with feed Pearl, 
The Throne where the Grand Signior fits, is raifed a {mall height from 
the ground, fupported with four Pillars plated with Gold: the roof is 
richly guilded, from which hang balls, that feem to be of gold 5 the Cu- 
fhions he leaned upon, as alfo thofe which lay by, were richly embroide- 
red with Gold and Jewels: In this Chamber with this occafion remains 
no other attendance befides the firft Vifier, who ftands at.the right hand 
of the Grand Signior with modelty and reverence. When the Em- 
haffadour comes to appear befor: the Grand Signior, he 1s led in, and 
fupported under the arms by the two Capugibafbees before mentioned 5 
who bringing him to a convenient diftance, laying their hands upon 
his neck, make him bow until his forehead almoft touches the ground, 
and thenrailing him again, retire backwards to the farther parts of the 
roum 3 the like ceremony is ufed with all the others, who attend the 
Embaffadour; only that they make them bow fomewhat lower then 
"him; the reafonof this cuftom, as Basbequias faith, was, becaufe thae 
a Croatbeingadmitted neer to Amsrath, to communicate fomething to 
him, made‘ufe of that opportunity to kill him, in revenge of the 
death of his Mafter Marous 3 but the Tarkio Hiftory faith, that this 
was done by one Adsles Corbelitz, who after the defeat given Lazaras 
the Defpoft of Servia, rifing from amongft the dead, had neer accefs 
to the prefence of Amurath. The Embaffadour at this Audience hath 
no chair fet him, but ftanding, informs the Grand a by his Inter- 
preter, the feveral demands of his Mafter, and the bufinefs he comesup- 
on, which is all penned fir(t in writing which when read, is with the 
Letter of credence configned into the hands of the great Vifier, from 
whom the anfwer and farther treaty is to bereceived. 

This was the manner of the Audience given the Earl of Winchelfes, 
when Embaffadour there for His Majefty, and is (as is there faid) the 
form ufed to others, who come from a Prince equally honoured, aad 
refpected. But though the Tarhsmake thefe outward casa 
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of all due reverence and religious care to preferve the perfons of Embaf- 
fadours facred and free from violence 5 yet itis apparent by their treat- 
ment and ufage towards them, in all emergencies and differences be- 
tweenthe Prince they come from, and themfelves , that they have no 
efte:m of the Law of Nations,or place any Religion in the maintenance 
of their Faich. For when a War is proclaimed, the Embafladour im- 
mncdiately is either committed to clofe imprifoninent, or at leaft to the 
cuftody of a careful guard , confined within the limits of his own 
houfe: in this manner, the Réprefentative of Venice, called there the 
Bailo, by name Sorewzo, ina ftreighc Chamber of a Caftle fituated on 
the Bofpborus, endured a fevere imprifonment, having his Interpreter 
ftrangled , for no other caufe then performing his office in the true in- 
terpretation ‘of his Mafters fence ; afterwards this Bazfo (for fo they 
call chere the Embafladors from Ve#ice.) was removed to another pri- 
fonat Adrianople, where he continued fome years; and infine, by force 
of prefents mollifying the Tarks with mony (with which their nature 
is cafily made gentle and pliable) he obtained liberty to remain in the 
houfe appropriated to the Reprefentatives of Venice, but under a 
guard, whofe office was to fecure him from efcape, and obferve his 
actions; and yet with liberality and prefents, which overcome the Tarks 
nore then any confideration in the world , he enjoyed as he pleafed, 
licenfe for his health totake the frefh air, and ufe what freedom was 
reafonable, | 

Nor lefs injurious to the Lawof Nations, havebcenthe examplesof 
violence and rage, acted on the perfons of the French whaitidaus: 
firlt on the Siewr Sewfi, accufed upon fufpition of having contrived the 
efcape of Kenifpolskz, Gencral of the Polifh Army, taken captive ina 
Fight, and fent Prifcner to the abovefaid Caftle on the Bofpboras 5 the 
means was by a Silkencord fent ina Pye, with Limes and Files to cut the 
Iron bars; and having firft fecured his guard with the ftrength of wine, 
in the dead of the night, lee him down by the cord from the highe(t 
Tower, where finding Horfes ready he got fafe into Poland: the contri- 
vance of this ftratagem, and the inftruments of the efcape, was laid to 
the charge of the Freach Embaffadour 5; who was committed for that 
reafon to the Prifon of the feven Towers, where he remained for the 
{pace of four months, until his mony, and the Fre#ch King his Mafter ° 
mediated for him, promifing to fend another fpeedily to fucceed him 3 
he was delivered fiom his imprifonment, and returned home by the 
way of Poland. 3 

The fucceffor of this Embafladour was the Count Cef, a man too 
generous and [plendid to live amongft covetous and craving Turks 5 
exhaufted moft of his wealth in gifts and prefents; to which adding a 
vanity andambition to court the Grand Signiors Miftreffes in the Se- 
raglio (as is faid) he paid fuch vaft fums of mony tothe Eunuchs for his 
admittance, that in a few years he became fo indebted, and importuned 
with the clamours of his Creditors , as wholly difcredited, and loft 
the Honour and Authority of his Embaffy 3 fo that the Freed King 
thinking it difhonowrable to continue his Minifterinthat charge, who 
was failed and undone in the reputation of the world, fent his Letter 
of Revocation to recal him homes but the Turks gave a {top to his 
return, pretending that their Law which was indulgent tothe perfons 
of 
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of Embaffadours , did not yet acquit them ‘from payment of their 
debts, or priviledge them with impunity to rqb the Believers and 
other fubjects of the Grand Signior, conrrary to that rule of Grotine, 
wh6énot only exempts the Perfons, but the Servants and muveables of 
Embaffadours from attachments 3 ‘and no Law can compel him to the 
fatisfaction of debts by force, but by friendly perf{wafion only, ¢ill be- 
ing returned to his ownCountry, and put off the quality of a* publick 
perfon, he becomes liableto common procefss sé guid ergo debité conm-Grot. lb. de 
sraxit, Gut fit, res folreo loco nullas poffideat , tpfe compellandus erit T° ne 
amice, & fidetredtect, is qui milit, ita ut ad poftremum xfurpentar ca, 
quae adver{us debitores extra territorium pofitos uferpari folent. 
° Nor le{s remarkeable was the barbarous ufage of the Siewrla Haye, 
Embaffadcur alfo for the Frezch King to the Port, under the Govern- 
ment of the great Vifier Kaperlz. The Court beingthen at Adrianople, 
,and the Treaty in hand between the Grand Signior and the Republick 
of Verice ; through the mediation of the Frezch Embaffadour, by con- 
fent and command of his Mafter, certain Letters of his wrote in Cha- 
racters were intercepted by the Turks 3 by what means, and upon what 
information, the matter was too evident then, to be apprehended other 
then an ftaltag contrivance: the Cypher, as containing matter preju- 
dictal to the State, was cariied to Adriamople 3 and being knownby 
examination and confeffion of the Meffenger, to have been delivered to 
him by theSccretary of the Fresch atfairs 3 immediately ia all hafte the 
Embaflador then at Coz ftantinople was cited to appear at Court 5 but 
being ancient, and indifpofed in his health with the Gout and Stone, 
difpatched his Son as his Procuraror, with inftru@ions and orders how 
to anfwer what might be objected ; hoping by that meansto excufe the 
inconvenience of a Winters journey. 
The Son being there arrived, immediately was called to Audi-nce, 
accompanied with the Chanc€llor, or Secretary for the Merchants 
(for the other Secretary of the private affairs of che Embaflie, appre- 
hending the fury and injuftice of che Turks, had cimely (ecured himfelf 
by flight.) Difcourfe was firft had concerning the Coptents of the 
Characters; the Turks infolent in their Speeches, provoked this S#eur 
la Haye the younger, to utter€omething tending towards a contempt 
of that power the Jarks had over him, gncouraging himfelf with ¢he 
thoughts of the protection of the King his Mafter; who was {oon fen- 
fible, and moved with the leaft injuries offered his Minuters. The 
Turks, who can endure nothing lefs chen menaces,and Kaperlee through 
natural cruelty and choler of old age, and particular malice againft che 
Freach Nation, moved with this reply, commanded the Caoysbafbee, 
who is chief of the Purfivants, to {trike him inthe mouth 5 which hedid 
with that force, being a rude robuftious fellow , that with a few ‘ 
blows of his Fift, he ftrook out two of his Teeth before, and in a moft 
undecent and barbarous manner dragged him withthe Secretary forthe 
Merchaats, to a Dungedén (o loathfome and moift, that the il] vapours 
oft-timesextinguifhed the Candle. The old Ambafladour the Father, 
was withlike Turkifp fury fent tor,the Terks executing al] they do with 
{trange hafte and violence; Barbaris cont atio os fiatign exequs re-Tac.hb.4 
gium videtur 3 and being arrived at Adriawople, was alfo committed fo 
cuftody, though not with that, rigour and feverity of Imprifonment 
; as 
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as che Son, until che {pace of two Months pafling with prefents and 
follicitations, they both obtained their liberty, and returned again to 
Cowftantinople ; where fcarce were they arrived, before news coming 
ofa Freach Ship, which had loaden Goods of Txrks,and run away With 
his Cargafon , the Embafladour was again committed to another Pri- 
fon in Coxftantinople, called the feven Towers , where he remained, 
until with Gifts and Money, the anger of the Turks was abated. And 
{till ehe malice of Kwperlee perfecuted this Siear fa Haye, until after his 
Embaffie of 25 years continuance, unfortunate only at the conclufion, 
he was difpatched home obfcurely and in difgrace, without Letters of 


revocation from his Mafter, or other intimation to the Grand Signior, 
e 


which might fignifie the defire of this Embaffadours return. 
The reafon of this irreverent carriage in the Twrks towards the per- 
fonsof Embaffadours, contrary to the cuftom of the ancient Romazs, 


and other gallant and civilized people, isan apprehenfion and Maxime, 


they have received, that an Embaffadour isindued withtwo qualificati- 
ons 3 oneof reprefenting to the Grand Signior the defires of hjs Prince, 
the breach of Articles or League, the aggrievances and abufes of Mer- 
chants trading*in his Dominions; that fo fatisfaction and amendment 
may be made: And the other, that he remains in nature of a Hoftage, 
called by themfelyes A¢dabapons or pledges by which he becomes refpon- 
fible for what is acted by his Prince contrary tothe Capitulations of Peace, 
and remains for a pawn for the faithful and ‘fincere carriage of his a": 
tion, and as fecurity to infure what goods belonging to Turks are Yoa- 
den on their Veffels, As the Refident for HpZand was in the year 
1663, imprifoned at Adyianople for mif{carriages of a Ship belonging to 
his Nation, taken by AMultefe men of War, whereon at Alexandrie 
were goods loaden belonging tothe Grand Signior, and other confide- 
rable perfons of State, and was not releafed,until he engaged co eighty 
five thoufand Dollars, in the {pace of éne hundred and twenty days, 
which was the full import of the Turkith intereft. 

Nor hath this Law of Nations, to the facred efteem of Bmbafla- 
dours, found better abfervation towards the Reprefentatives of the 
German Emperour, who have upon all conjunctures of Difcord and 
Breaches of Peace between thofetwo powerful Princes, been fubject to 
confinements and cuftody of a Guard , nothing differing from for- 
mal imprifonment 5 or elfe,-as it happened to the German Refident in 
the laft War, are tranfported from place to place, according to the 
motion of the Armies, as a barbarous Trophy in the time of their pro- 
fperous fucceffes,and as a means at hand toreconcile and mediate when 
evil Fortune compels them to compofition. 

What illfate foeverhath attended the Minifters of other Princes in 
thisGourt, the Embaffadours from his His Majefty of great Britain, our 
Sacred King, have never incurred this difhonour and violation of their 
Office; the negotiations and differences fince the Englith Trade hath 
been opened in Turkie, have been various and ¢onfiderable, and matters 
as to thefecurity of the Embaffadour and Merchants, have been often 
reduced to a doubtful condition, as far as words and rude {peeches 
full of mepaces and choler, might make a fober man fufpitioys of a 

eater ruine ; And yet through the conftancy, prudence and goo 
ortune of Embaffadours, the Turkifh rafhnefs hath not drawn upon 
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themfelves the guilt of violating their perfons, but have either pre- 
vented troubles in the beginning , ot wifely compounded them before 
they made too far a breach. 

It is worth obfervation, that the Tarks make no difference in the 
name between an Embaffadour, Refident, Agent, or any petey Meflen- 
gerfent or refiding upon « publick Affair 5 che name Elchi, ferves them 
to exprefs all:and though the Terks on occafion of Ruptures and other 
Difcontents lofe their refpec towards the perfon of Embaffadours 5 yet 
till it is commendable in them, that they commonly abftain from the 
, {poil and plunder of the Merchants eftates, with whofe Prince they are 

at enmity 3 for they look on Merchants as men, whofe profeffion is 
beft advanced by Peace 5 and as their own comparifon is, like tothe Ia- 
borious Bee which brings Honey to the Hive, and is innocent, induftri- 
ce and profitable ; and therefore an object of their compaffion and 
efence. 








CHAP. XxX. 


How Embaffadours and publick Minifters govera themfelves in 
, their Negotiations and Refidence among ft the Turks. 


Mbaffadours in this Country have need both of courage and cir- 
“, cumfpection, wifdom to diffemble with honour, and difcreet pa- 
tience, {eemingly totake no notice of Affronts and Contempts, from 
which this uncivilized people cannot temperate their Tongues, even 
when they would feem to put on the moft courteous deportment and 
refpect towards Chriftians. The Frexch Embaffadour, ao la 
Haye, fent oncetoadvife the great Vifier Kuperlee, that his Matter had 
taken the ftrong City of Arras from the Spaniard, and had obtained 
other Victories in Flanders, {uppofing that the Tark would outwardly 
have evidenced fome figns of joy, and return an anfwer of congratula- 
tions but the reply the Vifier gave, was no other then this (VVhat 
matters it to me whether the Dog worries the Hog, or the Hog the 
Dog, fomy Maiters head be but fafe ! ) intimacing that he had no other 
efteemof Chriftians, then as Salvages or Beafts 5 and with no other 
anfwer then this, due to an officious Courthhip towards a Tark, the 
Meffenger returned. There is'no doubt , but of all chofe means, 
wherewith Kingdoms and States are fupported, there are two more 

tincipal and chief of all others: The one is the fubftantial and real 
rotath and force of the Prince, which confifts in his Armies and inte- 
reft; and the other is the honour and reputation he gains abroad, 
which hath fometimes proved of that Authority and confequence, as 
to make the State of the weaker Prince to appear mote confiderable; 
or at leaft, equal to the greater forces of the other. This reputation is 
principally maintained by a prudent manner of negotiation, and de- 
pends on the difcretion of the Reprefentative, in which for many years 
the Republick of Verice had great advantages in the Turkith Court, 
through the caution and policy of their Minifters , who nourifhed in 
the Turks an opinion of their ftrength of Arms, and force of Wifdom, 


beyond the reality thereof; that before the War broke forth, a0 Na- 
N — tion 
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tion in amity with the Tw#rk, had their affairs treated with more honour 
and refpect then this Common-wealth. 

An Embaffadour inthis Court ought to becircumfpect and careful to 
avoid the occafion of having his honour blemifhed, or of incurring the 
leaft violation of his perfon; for afterward, as one baffled ia his repus 
tation, he becomes fcorned, lofes his power and intereft , and all 
efteem of his worth and wifdoms for having endured one affront,their 
infolence foon prefumes farther to trefpafs on his patience: for certain- 
ly Terks of all Nations in the world, are moft apt to crufk and trample 
onthofe that lye under their feet 5 as on te contrary, thofe who have 
a reputation with them, may make the beft and moft advantageous 
treats of any part ef the world, according to that of Busbequius, Ep. 
1. Sunt Tarci in atramgs partem nimii fiveindulgentia, cum pro amicis 
Se probare volunt, five acerbitate cum irati funt. To reply according 
tothe Pride and Ignoranceof a Turk, is properly to blow up fire into a 
flame 5 tofupport with fubmiffion and a pufiflanimous fpirit,his affronts 
and indignities,by negotiating faintly orcoldly,is to add fuel and wood 
to the burning piles 5 but folid reafon and difcourfe,accompanied with 
chearful expreflicns, vivacity and courage in argument, Is the only 
manner of dealing and-treating with the Tarks. That which is called 
good nature or flexible difpotition, is of little ule to a publick Minifter 
in his treaty with Twrks + a punctual adherence to former cultomsand 
examples evento obltinacy, 1s the beft and fafeft rules forthe conceffi- 
on of one point ferves to embolden them to demand another, and then 
a third 3 and fo their hopes increafes with the fuccels, having no mo- 
defty nor wifdom to terminate their defires 3 one act or two of favour 
is enough afterwards to introduce a cuftom (which is the chiefeft pare 
of their Law ) and to make that which is meerly voluntary, and of 
grace, to become of obligation. But a principal matter ,whicha publick 
Minifter ought to look to, ts to provide himfelf of {piriced, eloquent 
and intelligent Interpreters 5 {pirited, I fay, becaufe many times the 
prefenceis great they appear before , and the looksbig and foure of a 
barbarous Tyrant; and it hath been known,that the Embaffadour hath 
been forced to interpofe his own Perfon, between the fury of the Vi- 
fier and his Interpreter , whofe offence was only a delivery of the 
words of his Mafter 5 fome of whom have notwithftanding been im- 
prifoned, or executed for this caufe, as we have partly intimated in the 


- foregoing Chapter: The reafon of which Tyranny and prefumption in 


thefe prime Officers over the Interpreters, is becaufe they are moft 
commonly born fubjects of the Grand Signior , and therefore ill fup- 
port the leaft word mif-placed, or favouring of conteft from them, not 
diftinguifhing bet ween.the fenfe of the Embaffadour, and the explicati- 
on of the Interpreter 5 and therefore it were very ufeful to breed up 
a Seminary of ‘young Englifhmen, of {prightly and ingenious parts, to 
be qualified for that Office ; who may with lefs danger to themfelves, 
honour to their Matter, and advantage to the publick, exprefs boldly 
without the ufual mincing and fubmiffion of other [aterpreters, whatfo- 
ever is commanded and declared by their Matter. 

It is certainly a good Maxime for an Embaffadour in this Country, 
not to be over-ftudious in procuringa familiar friendfhip with Turks 3 
a fair comportment towards all in a moderate way, ischeap and {ecure; 

for 
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fora Targ isnot capable of realfriendfhip towards « Chriftian 5 and to : 
have himcalled only, and thought a fricnd who isin power, is an ex- 
pence without profit ; for in great emergencies, and times of neceff- 
ty, when their affiftance is moft ufcful, he muft be bought again, and 
his friendfhip renewed with prefents, and farther expectations : how- 
foever, this way of negotiation by prefents and gratuities, is fo much 
in cuftom amongft the Turks, that tofpeak truely, fcarce any thing can 
be obtained withoutit 5 bucit isthe wifdom of the Minifter, to dilpofe 

eand place them with honour, decency and advantage: For there are, 
and have been always, two or three powerful perfons in this Court 
which in all times carry the principal fway, and commaitd of alls thefe 
muft neceffarily be treated with refpect, and often {weetned with gra- 
tuities: he chat hath mony may doubtlefs make friends when he needs 
them, and with that fecure his capiculationand his priviledge, purchafe 
juftice, and if his {tock willhold out , a& any thing that can reafona- 
bly be imagined § yet it is the moft profitable and prudent way to refer 
fomething to friendfhip and good correfpondence, and not allto the 
meer force and ftrength of mony. 
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CHAP. XXI. 


How Forreign Princes in particular ftandin the efteem and opinion 


of the Turks. 


tHe Tarks, a3 we have occafionally inftanced before, are naturally 

LT a proud and infolent people,confident,and conceited of their own 
vertue, valour and forces, which proceeds from their ignorahce of the 
ftrength and conftitution of other Countries 3 fo that when the danger 
which may arife from the Conjunction and Union of Chriftian Princes 
to the Mabometan Interelt, 1s difcourfed of, they compare the Grand 
Signior tothe Lyon, and other Kings to little Dogs, which may ferve 
(as they fay) to roufe and difcompofe the quiet and Majefty of the 
Lyon, but can never bite him, but with their utmoft peril. They fay 
farther, as by an ingenuous confeflion, that they are unable to en- 
counter the Chriftians at Sea, to whom God hath given that unftable 
element for Dominion and Poffeffions but that the earthis the lotand 
inheritance of the Tarks, which is demonftrable by that great circuit of 
Empire, obedient to the Aabometer Arms, Thefe are the thoughts 
and apprehenfions of the Commonalty concerning Chriftendom in gene- 
ral(which I have heard often difcourfed amongft them) but the opinion 
and efteem which knowing men and Miniftersframe of Forreign King- 
doms and States diftin@ly, is for the moft part according to thefe fol- 
lowing particulars. 

Of all the Princes fo far remote as England , none amongft this 
people ftands in better account then His Majelty of Great Braitain, 
not onely for theconvenience of the Trade,which providesthis Empire 
with many neceflary commodities; but for the fame of his Shipping,and 
power at Sea, which makeshim, though divided from all parts of the 
world, yet a borderer on every Country , where the Ocean extends: 
And this efteem and honour the — bears towards His — 
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hath been evidenced in feveral particulars, and by none more then by 
the fecurity and freedom his Merchants live in, in thefe Dominions, and 
a readinels always in every realonable requeft,to gratifie His Majefties 
Fmba{fadours. 

As tor the Emperour, the Txrk knows that his own proper and pe- 
culiar force in its felf, is inconfiderable, but chat with the conjun¢tion 
and afliftance of the German Princes, they are affured, and have pro-, 
ved it to their experience in the year 1654 , that his ftrength is equi- 
valent to the Oftuman power 3 but yet they are uot ignorant, that the: 
diverfity of Religions and Sects in Gerwamy,abate much of er heacand 
coalition amonglt themnfelves, which is requifite to the vigorous op- 
pofition of fo potent an enemy. And it 1s evident, that the Empe- 
rours unfeafonable feverity againft the Proteftants in Hungary, difo- 
bliging his whole Dominion there,by depriving them of their Churches, 
and exercifing other courfes for fuppreffion of the reformed Religion, 
ripencd the Tarks delign of War firft laid in the year 1663 5 conceiving 
that in chat conjundure, holding forth the {pecious pretence of liberty 
ia Religion and Confcience , the Hangarians would either wholly 
defert the Emperour, or very coldly and faintly apply themfelves to 
his fuccour; the effect of which was inthe fucceeding Wars plainly ve- 
rificd, and known that the Hasgarianzs were not only {paring in their 
contribution and fupplies of inen in the fervice of the Emperour, but 
hild fecret Juntoes and Councels, whether it were not better to ac- 
cept the Turks fuveraignty, on the conditions propofed, with liberty 
of their Religion, rather then to continue in Allegiance to the Empe- 
rour s who neither afforded them freedom of confcience, which is the 
deftruction of their {piritual eftate,nor was able to withftand the Turk, 
which argaed infufficiency to yeild them protection in their temporal. 
The Emperour fends his Embaffidour to the Tur, under notion of the 
King of Hamgary, becaufe at his inftalment as Einperour, he {wears to 
makea perpetual War with the Txr4 5 and indeed their peace is little 
better then a War, confideriag their ficquent incurfions into each o- 
thers Territories 5 and that to fkirmifh or fight in bodies under the 
number of 5000, not taking Forts, or bringing Cannons into the Field, 
is no breach of the capitulations. 

TheFrench King , though the firft Chriftian Prince, that having no 
confines bordering on thefe Dominions , entred into capitulations with 
‘the Turk for a free and open Commerce and Traffick ; and obtained 
the Title of podefhaw , which fignifies as much as Emperour, and is de- 
nyed to all other Chriftian Kings, and even tothe Germane Emperour 
himfelf, being judged an honour amongft the Tarks proper and pecu- 
liar only to the Grand Signior: yer their efteem of the French isnot 
fo great as (ome would perfwadethe world itis, having ( aswe have 
at large declared in the foregoing Chapter) givenample teftimonies in 
the perfons of the Embaffadours , their {corn and neglect of the Prince 
he reprefented. Ihave heard the wife Lord Chancellour Samofade 
fay, that the Freach gained that Title of Podefbaw to their King by 
craft and fubtilty, and was never fally examined nor confidered 5 ‘and 
in that bufinefs there is aftrange Romance told of a fair French Lady , 
preferred to the Seraglio, whom the Terks were willing to receive ; 
a Princefs, and thence challenging affinity with the King of France, 

Was 
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was the more profufe in the honour of his titles: It is true, there wasa 
time when the Freach Emba(fadour was called to fecret Councels, and 
admitted within the Walls of the Seraglio tb private meetings and de- 
_ bates of the Turk but ic was when the Freach plotted, and openly af- 

fitted in tranfportation of the Tards, for che invafion of ftaly 5 but fince 
that time, and efpectally in the year 1664, throughthe force given the 
Emperour, and the Bravado upon Barbary, the Freach hath always 
(and that not without fome reafon) gone declining in the good opinion 
and efteem in the Ottoman Court. 

The Pope is thore efteemed, as a Prince able to blow the coals, and 
excite other Princes tothe damage of the Mahomet an State,rather then 
by his own power or force to effect any thing himfelf; and having no 
confines bordering on the Turks, his riches, power or greatnefs fel- 
‘dom fallsas a fubjedt fortheir confideration. 

As little account would they make of the King of spain, but that 
the Granadin Tarks , of which there remains in Conftantinople a confi- 
derable number fince their expulfion, through an extream affection na- 
turally inherent in them to Spain , difcourfe of it with a paffion, not 
altogether free of a little Rodomontado, and vain-glory, vices incident 
to their Country 5 whereby they create in the Tards a conceit of the 
greatnefs, riches and force of Spaiz, according as it flourifhed inthe 
time that the Afoors poffeffed their feat and habitation there. But 
yetthe Tarks, though a people incurious and negligent of the gccu- 
rate {tate of other places, befides their own, are not altogether ignorant 
of the decay of Spazz, the Wars in Portugal, and the menaces from 
France, which makes them aim at one of the Vemetzan Ports in Dalma- 
tia, to have the bettcr pro{pect and eafier paflage unto Sicily, or the 
Kingdom of Naples. 

The eftcem the Vevetiaas are in atthis time amongft them, is great- 
er then when the War firft began; tor then they entertained an opini- 
on of their force much inferiour to the real eftimation thereof 5 as 
they do now the contrary byond their true ftrength, making always 
calculates from the effect and fuccefs of things. Yee the Zark knows, 
that the Venxelian power is not comparable to his by land, and that 
nothing but Friali ftands between him and the maftery of Vewice 5 
‘which makes him afhamed and angry, that after fo many years Wars,no 
greater additions fhould be acquired tothe Empire, then his footing 
in Candy, the whole poffeflion of which was imagined at the beginning 
of the war, would upona bare demand been quietly prefented as the 
price and purcha(e of the peace. 

The King of Poland is none of the leaft amongft the Chriftian Prin- 
ces efteemed at the Ottoman Court, by reafon of his great power, con- 
fitting chiefly in Horfe , which in opinion of the Turks is the molt war- 
like 3 and look on that people as martial, and with much difficulty 
brought under their fubje@ion. But by reafon of the great combutti- 
‘ons and inteftine troubles of that Country, the Polaxders apply them- 
{elves wich much dexterity and caution in their treaties with the Turks 5 
and efpecially, being borderers with them, and fubject to their incurfions 
‘and robberies of Men and Cattel , they endeavour all means of fair 

and reafonable complyance. And on the other fide, the Tark is well 


inclined to the Polander, and defires his profperity beyond _—— 
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his neighbour-Princes 5 becaufe he looks on him, as the only curb up- 
onall occafions of the Mofcovites, and whom they may make ufe of, 
to give fome ftop and arreft unto the progrefs of his Arms. 

The Mofcovite hath yet a greater fame and renown with the Tarks, 
being reported able to make a hundred and fifry thoufand Horfe 5 fo 
that he treats with the Turk on equal terms, and fills his Letters with 
high threats and Hyperbolical @xpreflions of his power, and with as 
{welling titlesas the Tark. The Greeks have alfo an inclination to 
the Méofcovite beyond any other Chriftian Prince, as being of their , 
Rites and Religion, terming him their Emperour and Protedor 3 from 
whem, according to ancient prophefies and modern predictions, they 
expect delivery and freedom to their Church. But the greateft dread 
the Turk hath of the Mofcovite, is fromthe union withthe Sofft or Per- 

fiaz, which two uniting together, would be too uncquala matchforthe — 
Ottoman Empire. 

But above all the great Potentates of the world, the King of Perfiz 
was moft feared and efteemed by the Turk, not only by reafon of his 
great force,and thatthe borders of his Dominions runa long {pace on 
the confines of the Tarkss but becaufe itis almoft impoilible, by rea- 
fon of the vaft Deferts, and uninhabited places,to carry the War into his 
Country, without the cumberfome carriages of all neceflaty provifions, 
which with how much difficulty and incommodity were peérformed in 
the laft Wars between thefe two great Princes, the Hiftory fufficiently 
relates; but fince the conqueft of Babylon, and decay of their riches, 
they are now the fubjeéts of the Turkith fcorn and contempt. The 
neernefs of their Faith, though derived fromthe fame Founder, but af- 
terwards receiving fome difference by the interpretation of Ha/y, is in 
no wife a reconcilement of their affe@ions 5 but rather a ground and 
matter of their fear and jealoufie , left at any time waging a War 
againft the Perfias, that Herefie thould begia to be fet on foot amongft 
the people, which like a {park that caufes the conflagrationof a whole 
City, may breed thofe inteftine civil diftiactions, which may prove 

: of more danger and ruine then the former War. It will not be necef- 
a fary tofpeak much of the Hoaaders, in regard, that though they have 
a Refident there, are fcarce taken notice of as a Nation different, but 
depending on the Exglifh, And thefe are all the Nations confidera-’ 
ble, with whomthe Turk hath occafion to treat, or that follow under 


his cognifance or bufinefs. 
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CHAP. XXII. 


The regard the Turks have to their Leagues with Forreign 
Princes. 


AS the Chriftian Religion teaches humility, charity, courtefie, and: 
“\ faith towardsall that are withinthe pale of humane nature,to be 
easgee x gindrdeenu, fothe Turkith fuperftition furnifkes its followers 
with principles, not only to abhor the Doctrines, but alfo the perfons 
of fuch whom they term not believers. The fordidnefs of their bloud, 
and ungentlenefs of their education,makes them infolent and {welled in 

profperity § 
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profperity 5 and their Victories and Spoils upon Chriftians, render the 
Arms aod Force of other parts contemptible in refpedt of theirs, 

Upon thefe confiderations of the vilenefs of Chriftianity, and {corn 
of their power, they affume this into a Maxime, that they ought not 
to regard the Leagues they have with any Prince, or the reafons and 
ground of a quarrel whilft the breach tends to the enlargement of 
their Empire,which confequently infers the propagation of their Faith. 
Many and various are the examples and ftories in all Ages, fince the be- 
ginning and increafe of the Turkith power, of the perfidioufnefs and 
treachery of this people 5 that ic may be a queftion, whether their va- 
lour and force hath prevailed more in the time of War, or the little 
care of their faith and maintenance of their Leagues hath availed them 
in the time of Peace. Thus Didymotichum in the time of Peace, under 
Amurath, third King of the Turks, whilft the Walls and Fortifications 
were Building, was bythe 4faz labourers, which were efitertained in 
the work, andthe help of other Turks which lay near in ambufh, fur- 
prifed and taken 4 foallo Réodeftum in time of Peace by command of 
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Anurath,was by Exrenofes aflaulted and taken by (tratagems fo Adrza-Now called 
zople in the reign of the fame Emperour, after Peace made again, and af- Rhodefle. 


furances given of better faith, was by the art and difguife of Cha fis-Ilbeg, 
pretending to be a difcontented Captain and a Fugitive from the Turks, 
by fair Speeches and fome Actions and Skirmifhes abroad, gained fuch 
confidence amongft the credulous Greeks, as enabled him afterwards to 
fet the Gates open to Amuraths Army , which afcer fome Conflid was 
taken, and never recovered again by the power of the Greeks. 

Iris anold and prattifed fubtilry of the Turks, immediately after 
fome notable Misfortune to entreat of Peace,by which meansthey may 
gain time to recollect their Forces and Provifions to profecute the War. 
Icis notableand worthy of Record, thetreachery of the Treity ufed in 
the year 1504. Begun in the time of A¢abomet the third , and broken 
off by 4chmat his Succeffor. The overtures fora Treaty were firft 
propounded by the Terks 5 and Commiflioners from the Emperour ap- 
pointed, and met the Turks at Rudas twelve days truce were conclu- 
ded for confideration of the Articles, andPrefents fent by the Turks to 
the Emperour, to perfwade him of the reality of their intentions, 
Mabomet dying 5 Sulten Achmat renews his Commiflionto the Baf/z of 
Buda to continue the Treaty; whereupon the Chriftian and Turks 
Commiffioners have ancther Meeting at Peffhs where whilft the Chri- 
ftians were courteoufly Feafting che Infidels in Tents near the Town, 
and they to create in theChriftians an affurance ot their fairhful deal- 
ing , were producing Letters from their Su/taw and Prime Vifier filled 
with Oaths and Proteftations , as bythe God ofHeavenand Earth , by 
the Books of Mofes, by. the fouls of their Anceftors, and the like, that 
their intentions for Peace werereal, and meant nothing but what was 
honourable and juft: At that very time the Twrks of Bude, conceiving 
thatin the time of this great jollity and confidence, the Walls of Pefi 
were neglected and flightly manned, iffued out in great numbers to 
furprize it; the alarm of which ended the Banquet , and the Turks 
finding matters contrary to their expeclation, returned only with the 
fhame of their treachery. : 

It is no wonder the Difciples fhould ina point of fo great — 
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and advantage follow the example and Dottrine of their Matter 5 for 
the like A¢abomet did when overthrown, and repulfed at the fiege of 
Mecha, made a firm League with the Inhabitants of {trict Peace and 
Amity : but thenext Summer, having again recruited his Forces, eafily 
furprifed and took the City, whilft that people relying on the late a- 

reement, fufpected nothing lefs then the Prophets treachery. And 
that fuch perfideoufnefs as this might not be Chronicled in future Ages, 
in difparagement of his Sandtity 5 he made it lawful for his Believers, in 
cafes of like nature , when the matter concerned thofe who were Infi- 
dels,and of a different per{wafton,neither to regard Promifes,Leagues, 
or other Engagements 5 and this is read in the Book of the inftitutions ° 
of the Asshometan Law, called Kitab Hadaia. 

It is che ufual form and cuftom, whena noble advantage is efpyed 
on any Cougtty, with which they have not fufficient ground of quarrel, 
to demand the opinion of the Awftee, forthe lawfalnefs of Wars who 
without confulting other confideration and judgement of the reafona- 
ble occafions, then the utility of the Empire, in conformity to the 
foregoing prefident of his Prophet, paffes his Fetfa or fentence 3 by 
which the War becomes warrantable , and the caufe juftifyed and 
allowed. 

It is not to be denyed, but even amongft Chriftian Princes and other 
the moft gallant people of the world, advantages have been taken con- 
trary to Leagues, and Faith, and Wars commenced upon frivolous and 
flight pretences 5 and States have never wanted reafons for the breach 
of Leagues, though confirmed by Oaths and all the Roanat Beli ious 
Vows: We know it is controverted in the Schools, iwiether ath is 
to be maintained with Infidels, with Hereticks,and wieked men; which 
in my opinion were more honourable to be out of queltion. 

But we never read that perfidioufnefs by Ad and Proclamation was 
allowable, or that it was holy to be faithlefs, until the Doctors of the 
Mabometan Law, by the example of their Prophet recorded and com- 
manded this Leffon, as a beneficial and ufeful Axiome to their Difci- 

les, 
And here I cannot but wonder at what I have heard and read in 
fome Books of the Honefty and Juftice of the Terks, extolling and ap- 

lauding them, as men accomplifhed with all the vertues of a moral 
life thence feeming to infer that Chriftianity it felf impofes none of 
thofe engagements of goodnefs on mens natures, as the Profefforsof it 
do imagine. Butfuch men I believe, have neither read the Hiftories, 
nor confulted the rules of their Religion, nor pra@ifed their converfa- 
tion ; and in all points being ignetiie of the truth of the Turks deal- 
ings, it is not ftrange’, if thedi~h a charitable opinion of what they 
know not, they erre in the apprehenfion and Character they pafs up- 


on them. 
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CHAP. I. 
_ Of the Religion of ibe Turks iz general, 


He Civil Laws appertaining to Religion amongft the Txrks 
ar¢ fo confounded into one body, that we can {carce treat 
of one without the other 5 for they copceive that the Civil 
Law came as much from God, being delivered by their 
Prophet, as that which immediately refpeds their Religi- 
on , and came with the fame obligations and injundtions to obedience. 
And-though this Policie was a Fiction of fome, who fir founded cer- 
tain Governments, as Numa Pompilius, Solon, and the like, to put the 
greater engagements and ties on men, as well of confeience, asthrough * 
fear of punifhment 3 yet in the general that propofition istrue, that all 
Laws which refpect Right and Juftice, and are tending to a foundation 
of good and honeft Government, are of God 5 For there is 20 power butRom.13. 
of God, and the powers that be, are ordained of God. And then if God 
owns the creation and conftitution of all Princes and Rulers, as wellthe 
Pagans as Chriltianss the Tyrants, asthe indulgent Fathers of thejr peo- 
ple and Country 3 no lefsdoth hedifallow the Rules and Laws fiteed to 
the conftitution and Government of a people, giving no difpenfation 
‘to their obedience, becaufecheir Prince is a Tyragt, or their Laws not 
fountied according to true reafon, but the humour of their corrupted 
judgements orintcrelt. ' 
It is vulgarly known to all, that their Law was compiled by afabo- 
met, with the help of Sergias the — (and thence this fuperftition 
19 
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jsnamed Mabometanifm,) whofe infamous life is recorded fo particu- 
Jarly in many other Books, that it were too obvions to be repeated 
here s and therefore we fhall inGft, and take a view of the Rites, Do- 
‘Ctrines and Laws of the ferkijfs Relzgiow, which is founded in three 
Books, which may not improperly be called the Codes and Pasde@s of 
the Mebometan conftitutions, 
. The firft is the Alchoren 3 the fecond, the confent or teftimony of 
Wifemen,called the 4/owab, or the traditions of the Prophets; andthe 
third, the inferences or deductions of one thing from another. Mahomet 
wrote the Alchoran, and pref{cribed (ome Laws for the Civil Govern 
ment : the other additions or fuperftructures werecompofed by their* 
Dodtors that fucceeded, which were Ebbabecher, Omar, O%man and 
Haly 5 the Calzpbs of Babylon and Egypt, were other Doctors and Ex- 
potitors of their Law, whofe fentences and pofitions were of Divine 
Authority amangft them § but their efteem of being oraculous failing 
with their temporal power, that Dignity and Authority of infallible 
determinations, was by force of the Sword transferred to the Turké/h 
Mufti, And though there is great diverfity amongft the Dodors, as 
touching the explication of their Laws get he is efteemed a true Be- 
liever, who obferves thefe five Articles or Fundamentals of the Law, 
to which every true Turk is obliged. The firftis, cleannefs in the out- 
ward parts of their body and garments. Secondly, to mgke Prayers 
five timesa day. Thirdly, toobferve the Ramazan or Monethly Fatt. 
Fourthly, to perform faithfully the Zeket, or giving of Alms accord- 
ing to the proportion prefcribed ina certain Book, wrote by the four 
Doctors of theirs, called Afan, Easbela,&c. Fifthly, to make their 
Pilgrimage to Mecha, if they have means and poflibility to perform it. 
But the Article of Faith required to be believed is but one, viz. that 
there is but one God, and Mehomet his Prophet. Other Rites, as Cir- 
cumcifion, obfervation of Friday for a day of Devotion, abftinence 
from Swines flefh, and from bloud, are not reckoned (as they fay) 
amongft the five principal points , becaufe they are cnjoyned as tryals 
and proofs of a mafis obedience tothe more neceffary Law. 
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CHAP. IL. 


The Toleration that Mahometani{m i2 its Infancy promifed to 


other Religions ; and in what manner that agreement was after- 
wards obferved. - : 


Hen Mabometanifw was firft weak, and therefore put on a mo- 
deft Countenance and plaufible A{pe& to deceive mankind , it 
found a great part of the World illuminated with Chriftianity, endued 
with active Graces, Zeal and Devotion, and eftablifhed withia it felf” 
with purity of Doctrine, Union, end firm profeffion of the Faith,chough 
greatly fhaken by the Herefies of Arriss and Nefforiw 3 yct it beganto 
be guarded not only with its patience, long-fuffering and hope, but alfo 
with the Fortifications, Arms and Protection of Emperors and Kings : fo 
; that 
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that Mahometani{m coming then on the difadvantage, and havinga hard 
game to play, either by the luftre of graces, and good examples of a 
{trict life to out-fhine Chriftianity 5 or by a loofenefs and indulgenceto 
corrupt manners, .to pervert men dedicated to Gods fervices or by 
cruelty or mendaces to gain thofe who accounted Martyrdom their 
greateit glory, and were now alfo defended by the power of their 
own Princes 5 judges it beft policy to make proffers of truce and peace 
between the Chriftian and its own profeffion ; and therefore in all 
places where its arms,were prevalent and profperous, proclaimed a free 
toleration to all Religions 3 but efpecially in outward appearance, 
courted and favoured the Chriftian, drawing its T enents and Doétrines 
in foine conformity to that rule, confetfing Chrift to be a Prophet,.and 
greater then Mofes 5 that he was born of a Virgins that Adury concei- 
ved by the finell of a Rofe; that the bleffed Virgin was free from origi- 
naj fin, and the temptations of the Devil; that Chrift wasthe Word of 
God, and is fo ftyled inthe Alcboran, and cured difeafes, raifed the 
dead, and worked many miracles and by his powcr, his Difciples did 
the like: and I have heard fome fpeak of him with much reverence,and 
with heatto deny Chrifts paffion 5 faying, it were an impiety to believe 
that God who loved, and had conferred fo much power, and fo many 
graces on Chrift, fhould fo far difgonour him, as to deliver him into the 
hands of the Jews,who were the worft and molt {corned of men; or to 
the death of the Crofs, which was the moft infamous and vile of all 
punifhments. 
In this manner they feemed to make a league with Chriftianity, to 
be charitable, modeft, and well withers to its profeffors ; and Afaho- 
met himfelf fays in his Alcboran thus : O [nfidels, I do not adore what 
oy adore, and you do not adore what I worfhips obferve you your 
law, and I will obferve mine: And fora farther affurance of his to- 
leration of Chriftianity, and evidence to the world, that his intention 
was neither to perfecute nor extirpate their Religion; he made this 
following Compaét, the original of which was found in the Monaftery 
of Fryarson Mount Carmel, neer Mount Libanus ( which 1s within one 
days journey of Afecha, and is the place where the Mahometan Pil- 
grims make their Corban or Sacrifice before they enter that City, as 
we (hall hereafter have occafion to {peak of more at large) and, as it is 
(aid, was tranfported to the Kings Library in Frances which becaufe 
‘is ancient, and of curiofity, it will not be impertinent to be inferted 
here. 
‘¢ Mahomet Cent from God to teach mankind, and declare the Divine 
¢¢ Commiflion in truth, wrotethefe things. That the caufe of Chrifti- 
‘an Religion determined by God , might remain in all parts of the 
¢¢ Faft, and of the Weft, as well amongit the inhabitants, as {trangers, 
‘ peer and remote, known, and unknown : to ail thefe people I leave 
“ chis prefent writing, as an inviolable league, as a decifion of all far- 
« ther controverfies, and@ law whereby juftice is declared, and {trict 
¢ obfervance enjoyned. Therefore, whofoever of the Moffelmans Faith at area 
¢¢ fhal] negled to perform thefe things, and violate this league, and after iever, ind fo 
‘she manner of Infidels break it, and tranfgrefs what [command here-the Ta ks cal 
“in, he breaks the Compact of God, relifts his agreement, and cons neil 
“temns his Teftament, whether hebe aKing, or any otherof the 7 
O2 : ul, 
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‘full, By this agreement, whereby I have obliged my felf, and which 
“the Chriftians have required of me, and in my Name, and in thename 
of allmy Difciples, to enter into a Covenant of God with them, and 
‘League and Teftament of the Prophets, Apoftles elect , and faith- 
*Sful Saints, and bleffed of times paft andto cume. By this Covenant, 
“©T fay, and Teftament of mine (which F will have’maintained with as 
“much Religion, as a Prophet Miffionary, or as an Angel next to the 
Divine Majelty, is {trict in his obedience towards God, and in ob- 
‘‘fervance to his Law and Covenant) [ promife to defend their 
Judges in my Provinces, with my Horfe and Foot, Auxiliaries, and 
‘Cother my faithful followers; and to preferve them from their ene- 
‘mies, whether remote or neer, and fecure them both in peace and 
‘war: and to protect their Churches, Temples, Oratories, Monafte- 
ce ries, and places of Pilgrimage, whcrefoever fcituated, whether in 
¢¢ Mountain or Valley, Cavern or Houfe, a Plain, or upon the Sand, or 
ccin what fort of edifice foever: alfo to preferve their Religion and 
cctheir goods in what part fuever they are, whether at Land or Sea, 
cs Raft or Welt, even asT keep my felt and my Sccprer,and the faithful 
cc believers of my own people. Likewile, to receive them into my 
sé protection from all harm, vexacion, offence and hurt. Moreover, to 
sc repel thofe enemies which are offenfive to them and me, and ftoutly 
<¢ to oppafe them bothin my own perlon, by my fervants, and all others 
‘cof my people and Nation. Foriince [ am fet over them, f ought to 
<¢ preferve and d fend them from all adveificy, and that no evil touch 
c¢them before it firft affi@ mine, who labour in the fame work, 1 
¢¢ ptomife farther to free them from thofe burthens which confederates 
«‘ (uffer, either by lones of mony or impofictonss fo that they hall be 
¢s obliged vo pay nothing but what they pleafe, and no moleftation or 
s¢ injury {hall be offered them herein. A S:fhop fhall not be removed 
‘from his Diocefs, or a Chrjftian compelled to renounce his faith, 
cor a Monk his profeffion, or a Pilgrim difturbed ia his Pilgrimage, 
‘or a Religious man in his Cell: Nor (hall theic Churches be deftroy- 
‘ced, or cunverted into Mofques ; for whofvoever doth fo break this 
«¢ Covenant of God, oppofesthe Meflenger of God, and fruftrates the 
¢s Divine Teftament. No impofition fhall be laid upon Fryars or Bi- 
¢¢ fhops, nor any of them who are not lyable to Taxes,unle(s itbe with 
‘¢ their own confent. And the Tax which fhall be required from rich 
‘¢ Merchants , and from Fifhermen of their Pearl, from Miners of thei 
¢¢ Precious Stones, Gold and Silver; and all other rich and opulent 
‘¢ Chriftians, fhallnot exceed above 12 fhillings yearly 5 and it thall 
‘¢alfo be from them who are conftant inhabitants of the place, and 
‘< not from Travellers, and Men of an uncertain aboad 3 for they fhall 
‘not be fubje@ to impofitions or contributions, unlefs they are pof- 
** feffors of inheritance of Land or Eftate 5 for he which is lawfully 
“¢ fubject to pay mony tothe Emperour, thal! pay as much as another, 
‘© and not more 3 nor more required from hm, above his faculty and 
S¢ ftrength. In like manner, he that is taxed for his Land, Houfes or 
Revenue, fhall not be burthened immoderately, nor oppreffed with 
 oreater Taxes then any others that pay contribution : Nor fhall the 
* confederates be obliged to goto War with the Moffelmans againtt 
“their enemies, elther to fight or difcover their Armies, becaufe it is 

not 
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‘© not of duty to a confederate, to be employed in Military affairs 5 - 
S burrather this Compact is made with them, that they may be thelefs 
6 opprefled 5 buc rather the Afo/ffelmans fhall watch, and ward,and de- 
‘fend them: And therefore, that they be not compelled to go forth to 
“ fight, or encounter the enemy, or find Horfe or Arms, unlefs they 
¢ yoluntarily furnifh them 5 and he who {hall thus willingly contri- 
‘* bute, fhall be recompenfed and rewarded. No Moffelman fhall infeft 
‘the Chriftians, ner contend with themin any thing but in kindnefs, 
¢¢ but treat them withall courtefie, and abftain from all oppreffion or 
‘¢ yjolence rowards them. If any Chriftian commit a crime or fault,ie 
cfhall béche part of the Afofelwen toraflitt him, intercede and give 
“caution for him, and compound for his mifcarsiage 5 liberty hall al- 
“ fo be given him to redeem his Jife,nor fhall he be forfaken, nor be de- 
“¢ ftitute ot help, becaufe of the Divine Covenant which is with them, 
‘that they fhould enjoy what the Mofelmans enjoy, and fuffer what 
“they fuffer ; and onthe ether tide, thatthe Adofelwanscnjoy what 
‘© they, enjoy, and fuffer what they fuffer. And according tothis Co- 
‘© venant, which is by che Chriftians juft requeft, and according to that 
‘¢endeavour which ts fo required for confirmation of its Authority , 
‘vou are obliged tu protec them from all calamity, and perform all 
“< offices of good will towards them, fo that the Afoffelwans may be fha- 
“rers with them in profperity and adverfiry. Moreover, all care ought 
‘to be had, that no violence be offered to them, as to matters relating 
“to mariage, viz. That they compel not the Parents to match their 
‘Daughters with Atoffelaans: Nor fhall they be molefted for retufa}, 
‘either to give a bridegroom or a Brides for this is an act wholly vo- 
‘¢ luntary,depending ontheirfree-well and pleafure. Burif it happen 
‘that a Chriftian Women fhall joyn witha Afo//elmqn, he 1s obliged to 
¢* sive her Jiberty of coufcience in her Religion, that the fhay obey her 
« Ghoftly Father, and be inftructed inthe Doctrines of her Faith with- 
“ outimpediment 5 therefore he fhall net di! quiet her, either by threat- 
‘ning divorce, or by follicitations to forfake her Faith: bue if he 
‘<fhall be contrary hereunto, and molcft her herein, he defpifes the 
© Covenant of God, rebels againft the Compact of the Meflenger of 
“¢ God, and is entred intothe number of lyars. Moreover,whenChri- 
‘* ftians would repair their Churches or Convents, or any thing elfe ap- 
¢ pertaining unto their Worfhip, and have need of the liberality and 
“ ofliftanceof the Moffelmans hereunto, they ought to contribute, and 
“ freely to beftow accordingtothetr ability 5 not with intention to res 
“ceive it again, but gratis 3 and as a good willtowardstheir Faith, and 
“to fulfil the Covenant of the Me{fenger of God, confidering the obli- 
*¢ pation they have to perform the Covenant of God,and the compa€t of 
“the Meflenger of God. Nor fhall they opprefs any of them living 
°C amonglt the Mofelmans, nor hare them, nor compel them to carry 
* Letrers, or thew the way, or any other manner force them : for he 
¢* which exercifes any manner of, this Tyranny again{t them,isan oppref- 
S¢for, and an adverfary tothe Meflenger of God, and refractory to his 
‘Precepts. Thefe are the Covenants agreed between AMebomer the 
‘¢Meffenger of God, and Chriftians. But the conditions on which I 
‘6 bind thefe Covenants on their Confciences, arethefe: That no Chri- 
* tian give any entertainment to a Souldier, enemy tothe Afoffelmans, 
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‘or receive him in his houfe publickly or privately; that they re- 
‘€ ceivenone of the enemies of the Afo/felmwans, as fojourners into their 
© Houfes, Churches or religious Convents 3 nor under-hand furnifh the 
‘¢ Camp of their enemies with Arms, Horfe, Men,or maintain any inter- 
‘ courfe or corrsfpendence with them, by contracts or writing 3 but 
‘¢ hetaking themfelves to fome certain.place of abode, (hall attend to 
‘¢ che prefervation of themfelves, and to the defence of their Religion. 
‘To any Moffelwan and his Beafts, they fhall give three days enter- 
‘¢ tainment with variety of Meat and moreover, fhall endeavour to 
‘¢ defend rhem from all misfortuneand troubles; fo that if any Moffel- 
°° man (hall be defirous, or becompelled toconceal himfelfin any of 
their houfes or habitations, they fhall friendly tide him, and deliver 
‘¢ him from the danger he is in, and not betray him to his enemy: and 
“Cia this manner the Chriftians performing Faith on their fide, who- 
“< foever violates any of thefe conditions, and doth contrarily, fhall be 
°¢ deprived of the benefits contained in the Covenant of God and his 
“¢ Meffenger 3 nor fhall he deferve to enjoy thefe priviledges indulged 
“€ to Bifhops and Chriftian Monks, and co the be:tevers of the contents 
SCofthe Alchorax. Wherefore I do conjure my people by God and 
‘his Prophet to maintain thefe things faithfully, and fultif them, in 
 whae part foever of the world they are. Andthe Meflenzer of God 
‘(hall 1ecompence them for the fame; the perpetual obfervation of 
which he ferioufly recommends to them, until the day of judgement, 
“and diflulution of the world. Of thefe conditions which Adshomet 
the Mcflenger of God hath agreed with the Chriftians, and hath en- 
‘* Joyned, the witnefles were 

‘© Abu-Bacre Affadiqu, Omar ben-alcharab. 

“* Ithman ber Afaw, Atiben abi-taled, 

“Cwich a number of oshers 5 the Secretary was Moavia ben abi Sofian, 
“4 Souldier of the Meflenger of God, the laft day of the Moon of the 
‘© fourth Month, the fourth year of Hegire in Medina. May God 
‘“‘remunerate thofe who are witneffes to this writing. Praife be to 
God the Lord of all creatures. ' 

This Covenant or Articles with Chriftians (howfoever denyed by 
the Twrks to have been the act and agreement of Afabomet) is yet by 
very er Authors taken for real, and to have beenat that timecon- 
firmed when his Kingdom was weak, and in its infancy, and when he 
Warred withthe Arabians: and fearing likewife the enmity of the Chri- 
{tians (not to be affaulted by two enemies at once) fecured him(elf 
by this religious League, made in the Monaftery of Fryars, in Mount 
Carmel, from whence that {tri Order have their denomination. But 
mafk how well Afsbomet inthe fequel obferved this:Law : As foon as 
his Government increafed, and that by Arms and bad Arts he had fecu- 
red his Kingdom, he writes his Chapter of the Sword, called {0 perhaps 
becaufe the firft words of it are often engraved onthe Turks Cymeters 
made at Damafcws,and ontheir Bucklers and other forts of Arms: And 
another Chapter inthe Alchoran, called the Chapter of Battel (which is 
always read by the Turks before they go to fight ) and therein his mo- 
defts words (if you adore not what I adore, let your Religion be to 
you, and mine to me) and other promifes of toleration and indulgence 
to the Chriftian Religion, were changed toa harfher note; and his 
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Editts were thenfor bloud and ruine, and-enflavement of Chriftians 
When you meet with Infidels, faith he, cut off their heads, kill them, 
take ‘them prifoners, bind them, until either you think fitto give them 
liberty, or pay their ranfom 5 and forbear not to perfecute them, until 
they have laid down their Arms and fubmitted. And this is that fore 
of toleration the Turks give to theChriftian Religion 3 they know they 
cannot force mens Wills,nor captivate their Confciences,as well as their 
bodies; but what means may be ufed to render them contemptible, ‘to 
make them poor, their lives uncomfortable, and the intereft of their Re- 
ligion weak and defpitable, are practifed with divers Arts and Tyran- 
ny, that their toleration of Chriftianity is ratherto afflidt and perfecute 
it, then any grant of favour or difpenfation. 
.The Mabometan Religion tolerates Chriftian Churches and Houfes - 
of Devotion , in places where they have been anciently founded, but 
admits not of holy Buildings on new foundations; they may repair 
the old Coverings and Roofs, but cannot lay a ftone in a new place 
Confecrated to Divine Services nor if Fire, or any accident deftroy the 
Superftructure, may anew ftrength be added to the foundation, where- 
with tounder-prop it for another Building 5 fo that at laft the Chriftian 
Churches in thofe Dominions muft neceffarily come to ruine, as many 
already have fubmitted to the common fate of time, And as it hap» 
pened in the great and notable Fires of Galate firft, and then of Con fen- 
tinople, in the year 1660, that many of the Chriftian Churches and 
Chappels were brought to Afhes; and afterwards by the Piety and 
Zeal of Chriftians {carce re-edified, before by publick order they were 
thrown down again into their former heaps, being adjudged contrary 
to the Turkifh Law, to permit Churches again to be reftqed, of which 
no more remained then the meer foundation.

CHAP. IIL. 
The Arts wherewith the Turkith Religion is propagated. @ 


He Tarks, though they offer the {pecious out-fide of the foregoing 

toleration, yet by their Law are Authorizedto enforce mens con- 
{ciences to the profeffion of their Faith; and that is déhe by various 
arts and niceties of Religion: For if a man turn Terk , his Children 
under the age of fourteen years, though Educated with other princi- 
"ples, muft be forced to the fame perfwafion. Men that fpeak againtt 
the Mabometax Law, thathave rathly promifed at a time of diftraction 
or drunkennefs to become Turks, ot have had carnal knowledge of a 
Turkith Woman; muft either become Martyrs dr Apoftatess befides 
many other fubtilties they have to entrap the fouls of Chriltians within 
the entanglements of their Law. 

It is another Policie wherewiththe Afabomeetan Sect hath béen encrea- 
fed, the accounting it a’ principle of Religion, not to deliver a City or 
Fortrefs by confent or voluntary furrender, where A/ofqxes have been 
once built, and A«hometanifne profeffed. And therefore the Tark n0 
fooner enters a Towg by Conqueft, but immediately lays foundati- 
ons for his Temples, thereby impofing an obligation of an obese 
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and conftant refolution on- the confcience of the defendants, which 
av times hath been found to have been more forcible and prevalent 
on the {pirits of men,then all the terrors and miferies of Famine, Sword 
or othér calamities, | 
It is well enough known upon what different interefts Chriftianiry and 
Mahometanifos were introduced into the world 5 the firft had no other 
enforcements, then the per{wafions and Sermons of a few poor Fifher- 
mtn, verified with Miracles, Signs and inf piration of the holy Ghott ; 
carrying before it the promifes of another life, and confiderations 6f a 
glorified fpirituality ina ftate of feparation 3 but. the way to it was 
obftructed with the oppofition of Emperours and Kings, with {corn and 
contempt, with perfecution and death 5 and this was all the encou- 
ragement propofed to mankind to embrace this Faith : But’ Mahome- 
tani|m made its way with the Sword; what knots of Argument he 
could not unty, he cut, and made his {piritual power as large as his 
temporal; made his precepts eafie and pleafant, and acceptable to the 
faticy and appetite, as well as to the capacity of the vulgar: repre- 
fenting heaven to them, not in a {piritual manner, or with delights un- 
exprefiible, and ravifhments known only in part +to illuminated fouls; 
but with gro(s conceptions of the beauty of Women with great eyes, of 
the duration of one 4@ of carnal copulation for the fpace of fixty 
years, and of the beaftly fatisfaction of a glottonous palate 3 thingsab- 
furd and ridiculous to wife and knowing men; but yet capabie todraw 
multitudes of profeffors, and carnal detenders of its verity. And this 
Dottrine being irrational to the better fort of judgements, caufes the 
Lawyers, who are men of the fubtileft capacities amongft the Tarks, to 
miftruft muclgof the truth of the Dottrine of Mshomet , efpecially the 
alfertions relating to the condition‘of the other life. For the re- 
prefentation of the delights of the next world, in a corporeal and fenfual 
manner, being inconfiftent with their reafon, leadsthemto doubesthe 
truth of that point; and fo wavering with one {cruple, proceed to a 
miftruft of the whole fyftem of the Atahometans faith. One would 
e think that in fuch men a way were prepared for the entertainment of 
a Religion, erectedon morofolid principles and foundations; and that 
the Jews might gain fuch Profelytes to their Law, from whicha great 
part of the Mahometan fuperftition was borrowed 3 or that the Chrifti- 
ans might tale advantage in fo well-difpofed fubjeds,to produce fome- 
. thing of the Myfterie of Godlinefs: But the-4rft are a people fo ob- 
noxious to {corn and contempt, efteemed by the Turks to he the 
{cum of the world, and the worft of men 5 that it is not probable their 
Doétrine can gain a reputation with thofe, to whom their very perfons 
and bloud are vile and deteftable 5-nor is it likely the Chriftians will 
ever be received by shem with greater Authority, and more favourable 
inclination, until theygacquit: themfelves of the fcandal of Idolatry, 
which the Images and Pictures tn their Churches feem toaccufethem of 
in the.eyee and judgement of the Terks,who are not verfed.in the fubtile 
diftin@ions of Schoolmen, in the “esi and reftri@ions of that 
worfhip, and the evafions of their. Do@ors, marters not only fufficient 
to puzzleand diftrad the grols hagas of Turks, but to ftrain the wits of 
learned Chriftians to clear them {fom that imputation.

faith having been promoted wholy by the Sword ;° chat pex{wation 
and principle in their Catechifm, ‘that the fouls of thofe who dietn the 
Wars againtt che Chriftians, without the help of previous as of per- 
formance of their Law, or other works, are immediately tranf{porred to 
Paradife, muti neceflarily whet the Swords and raife the {pirits of ‘the 
Souldiers ; which is the reafon chat fuch Multirudes of them ( as we 
read in Hiftory ) run evidently to their own flaughter, eftecriting their 
lives and bodies at no greater priog then the value of ftones and rubbith 
to fill Rivulets and Ditches , “that they may but ered a Bridge or paf- 
{age for their fellows+o aflault cheir eriemies. 

The fuccels of the Mfabometan arms produced another argument for 
the confirmation of their faith, and made ica principle ; That whar- 
foever profpers, hath God for the Author ; and by how much more fuc- 
celle have been their Wars, by fo much the more hath God been an 
owner of their caufe and Religion, And thefame argument ( if I am 
not miftaken ) in che cies of the late Rebellion in England, was made 
ufe of by many, to inticle God totheir caufe, and make him the Author 
of their thriving fin, becaufe their wickednefs profpered, and could 
trample onall holy and humane rights with impunity. And I have 
known that the Romanifts have judged the afflictions and almoft fub- 
verfion of the Church of England, to be atoken of Gods defertion and 
difclaim of her profeffion, forgetting the Perfecutions and Martyr- 
doms of the Primitive Saints, and that thé Church of God is built in 
forrow and eftablifhed with patience and ‘se acess but thefe men 
rather then want an argument, their malice will ufe the weapons of 
Infidels to oppugn the truth, And onthisground, the Turks fo horri- 
bly deteft and abhor the Jews, calling them the forfaken of God, becaufe 
they are Vagabonds over all the world, and have no Temporal Autho- 
rity to proteétthem : And gg according to the beft enquiry I could 
make, that reportis not true, That they permit not’a Jew to become a 
Turk, but by turning a Chriftian firft, as a nearer ftep and previous dif- 
pofition tothe Afaf/elman, faith; yer itis certain they will not receive 
the Corps of a Renegado Jew intotheir Cymetaries or places of burial ; 


and the Jews on the other fide difowning any fhare or part in him , his. 


loathed Carcafs is thrown into fome, Grave diftant from other Sepul- 
chers, as unwofthy the Society of all mankind.

T He A4wfts is the principal head of the A¢abometax Religion orOracle 
of all doubstul queftions in the Law,and is a perfon of great efteem 
and reverence amongit the Taygss his election is foly in the Grand Signi- 
or, wha chufes aman to thapoffipe always femous for his Learning in the 
Law, aud eminent for his verraés-and firisnefs of fife; his pia 
_ isfo great amongitthem, thatwhen he paffes judgment or determina 
tion in any point; che Grand Signior himfelf will in no wife coneradi& 


or oppole it... 
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to be interpreted in the largeft and fartheft fetched fenfe, whten the 
ftri&t words will not reach the defign intended. 

So it was once propounded to the Mufti, what rule (hould be ob- 
ferved in the devotion of a Turk carryed Salve into the Northern parts 
of the world, wherein Winter is bue one hour of day, how he might 
poffibly a with his obligation of making prayers five times with- 
in the twenty four hours; v#z. Morning, Noon, Afternoon, Sunfer, 
and at an hour and half inthe Night ; when the whole day being but 
of one hour admitted of none of thefe diftin@ions ; fog refolution of 
which, the A¢ufts anfwered, that God commanded not things difficule 
as itis inthe Alchoran, and that matters ought to be ordered in con- 
formity to time and place, and making (hott prayers once before day, 
then twice inthe hour of light, and twice after it is dark, the duty is 
complyed with. 

Another quettion of the fame nature was propofed to the Aufts, con- 
cerning the Krélab or holy place of Mecha, to which they are obliged 
to turn their faces in their prayers; how at Sca where they had no 
mark, efpecially fuch bad Geographers as commonly the Turks arc, it 
is polfibleto comply with that neceflary formality required in their de- 
votion; the A¢uftz refolved this doubt almoft like the formeryprefcribing 
a kind of circular motion in prayers, by which means they cannot mifs 
of having at fome time their faces cowards the Holy City, which ina 
cafe of fo much difficulty is a {ufficient compliance with the duty. 

Many cafes of this nature are propofed to the Afafts and many par: 
ticula: rules of confcience required, one of which is temarkable , that 
Bwbequiw relates, that occurred in his time during the Wars berween 
the Emperour of Germany, and Sultan Solyman: whether afew Chri- 
ftiars taken Captives by the Grand Signior, might be exchanged ‘with 
many 7wrks in the hand of the Empergur. It feems the Aufts was 

reatly perplexed and puzzeled in the refolution ; for fometimes it 

eemced a difeftcem to the value of a Twrk tobe rated under the price of 
a Chriftian; onthe other fide, it appeared want of charity and care of 
the interelt of the Afoffelmans to negled realterms of advantage on fuch 
aery and {ubtle points of formality, In fine he confulted his Books, and* 
declared that he fonnd ewo different Authors of great authority of 
contradiCtory opinions in this controverfie ; and therefore his Judge- 
ment was to incline to that which had moft of favour & mercy in ic. The 
Mufti whillt qualified with that title, is rarely put to death , bue firlt 
degraded, and then becomes liable to the flroak of the Executioner ; 
buc in cafes of notorious crimes or conviction of Treafon, he is purinto 
aMortat for that intene remaining in the Prifon called the feven Towers 
at Conftantinople, and therein beaten to death, and brayed to the 
breaking and cor.tufion of all his bones and flefh. 

The next office to the Aduftz is Kadelefcbere or Judge of the Militia, 
otherwife Judge Advocate, who hath yet power of determination in 
any other Law Suits whatforver; for this priviledge the Souldiery of 
this Country enjoys, to have a power extentive over all other condi- 
tions of people, but to be 7 fubje&t chemfelves to the Government of 
their own Officers; this office a A¢ufti mutt neceffarily pafs chrough,

The nextinferiour degree is a Mollab ; and thefe are of two forts, 
one of three hundred Afpers, and the other of five hundred Afpers, fo 
called for diftin@tion fake; the firft fort are principal Judges in petty 
Provinces, containing under them the command of Kadees of poor and 


— inconfiderable places; the others have their jurifdition over the 


whole dominion of a Begleréeg, and have the Kadees of feveral rich and 
renowned places under their Government: thefe rife often to the 
Mufir’s on but proceed by feveral degrees and fteps, and mutt firlt 

radually command where the Imperial Seats have been , as firft to be 
Moltah in Pruf:, then in Adrianopk, and lafily in Co, flantinople , at 
which time he is nexe to the office of Kadelefchere, and thence to that 
of the Atwfit, . 

Thefe and Kadees which are the lower and ordinary fort of Judges 
are as much to be reckoned in the number of religious men as the Aaftz 
himfelf; for asl have faid before, the Civil Law of rhe Turks is con- 
ctived by them to be derived from their Prophet, and the other Expo- 
fitors of cheir Law with as much engagement and obligation as thefe 
which immediately concern the Divine Worfhip ; and therefore are to 
be treated and handJed together. 

The Eagums or Parcclual Priefts, muft be able to read in the Alcho- 
yan, and be counted men of good fame and moral lives amongit their 
neighbours, before they can be promoted to this Function, and mutt be 
one of thofe who have learned at che appointed times of prayer to call 
the people togerMr on the top of the Steeple, by repeating thofe 
words, <llab ekber, Allah ekter , Efcheds enla llabe tlallah we e{chedu 
enne Mubammed evicful : cuan Fiete ala Selah hete ala Felah Allab e4 ber, 
allab ekber, la Llabe slallab ; thatis, God ts great, God is grat, I profefs 
that there isno Dicty bur God, and aa thac Vahome: is the Pro-’ 
pher of God; in this manner the people of a Parifh recommending any 
one tothe Prime Vifier, declaring that the former £mawm is dead, and 
the office Vacant, and that this perfon is qualified in all points to the 
Function, or better and more knowing then the prefent Incumbent ; he 
receives immediate induction and eftablithmenc in the place; buc for 
ebetcer proof or tryal of the truth of the teftimony that accompanies 
him, he is enjoyned to read in prefence of the Vifier fome part of the 
Alchoran, which being done, he is difmitled and approved , and takes 
the Vilicrs Tefchere or Masdamus for the place. 

This is all the Ceremony required in making an Emaum ; for there is 
nonew Character or ftate of Prieft-hood ( asthey hold ) conferred 
upon them, nor are they a different fore diftingui(hed from the people 
by holy Orders or Rites, but meerly by the prefent office they mannage ; 
when being difplaced, they are again numbred with the layerie : their 
habit is nothing diferent from others, but onely that they wear a larger 
Turbant like the Lawyers, with fome little varity in folding ir up , 
ad put ona grave and ferious countenance. Their office is to cail 
the people to prayers, and at due hours to be their leader into the 
Mofyue, and to read and repeat upon Fridayes certain Sentences or 


. Verfes out of the Alcberan; few of chem adventure to Preach, unlefs 


he be well conceited or really well gifted, but leave that office to the 
Sosgh, or him that makes Preaching his Profeffion, who is one com- 


monly that paifes his time in the Convents, that we fhall hereafter trear. 
Tha 
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The Mufit hath no jurifdi@ion over the Emaums, as tothe good ort 
der or Government of the Parifhes, nor is there any Superiority or 
Hierarchie as to rule amongtt them; every one being Independent and 
without controul in his own Parifh, excepting his fubjection in Civil 
and Criminal Caufes to the chief Magiltrates, and confidering the man- 
ner of their defignation to the Religious office, the litrle difference be- 
cween the Clergy and the Layetie, and the manner of their fingle Go- 
vein nent in Parochial Congregations, may not unaptly feem to {quare 
with the Independency in Exgland, from which original pattern and 
example our Sectaries and Phanatick Reformers appear to have drawn 
their Coppy. 

The Church-men and Lawyers are greatly in efteem amongft them, 
as is apparent by the Title they ufe towards them in their writings and 
commands, direéted cothem in this manner ; You that are the ia of 
the Judges and Sage men, the profound Mines of Eloquence and Excel- 
lence, may your Witedom and Ability be augumented. %

Frer the Afufti is Elected, there is no Ceremony ufed in his Inve- 

fticure then this : he prefents himfelf before the Grand Signior, 
who Cloaths him witha Vett of rich Sables of a thoufand Dollars price, 
and a thoufand more he prefents him within Gold made upin a Hand- 
kercheif, which he delivers with his own hand, putting it in the fold 
of his under Garment doubled over his breaft, and beltows on hima 
Salary of two thoufand Afpers a day, which is about five pound Ster- 
ling mony ; befides which he hath n® certain Revenue, w'Jefs it be the 
power of Preferment to fome Prebendarics or Benefices of certain Royal 
AMof nes, which he fells and difpofes of as is beft to his advantage with- 
cut the fcruple of corruption or Simony. 

By the fentences he gives which they call Fetfs, he receives not one 
Afper benefit; though every Fetfa colts eight Afpers, yer the Fee there- 
of goes to his Officers ; that is, to his A4ufewe ‘egt, cr he who ftates the 

ucition, is paid five Afpers ; to his A¢umetz, ot he who Copies or tran- 
ae the queftjon fair, two Afpers; to him that keeps the Seal, one 
Alper. 

Other benefits the A¢sft? hath licclé, excepting only thar at his firft 
entrance to his office, he is faluted by all Embailadours and Refidents 
for forsign Princes ; as alfo the Agents of feveral Pafbaws refiding at 
the Porc, none of which come empty handed, but offer their accu- 
{tomed prefents, by which he collects at leatt fifty thoufand Dol- 
lars. | 

When any ‘4ufit is deprived of his Office without any other motive 
then the pleafure of che Grand Signior, he is gratified with an Arpalik, 
which is the difpofal of fome judical Preferments in certain Provinces 


and the fuperintendency of them, from which he gathers a competent Re-

And becaufe he 
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Authority with the Grand Signior and Vifter, and chac his word and 
candid report of matters is confiderable, and his favour in fenrences ve- 
ry eftimable, he is therefore courted by all the Grandees of the Em- 
pire, who know no other way of reconciling and purchafing the affe- 
ion of a Turk , then by force of prefents, which have more of power 
inthem, then all other obligations or merits in the world.

publickly, And though few of chem can derive his Genealogie clearly 
from Mahomet ; yet thofe who can but only pretend to it, are often 
helped out in their Pedigrees as often as the Nukib defires to favour 
any Perfon, or can have any colour to acquire a new fubject; and 
then to clear all {cruple from the world, he gives him a Tree of his li- 
nabe and defcent. The Turks being well acquainted with this abufe, 
carry the lefs refpe& to the whole Generation ; fothat as oftenas they 
find any of them) drunk or difordered, they make no {crtiple to take 
off their Green Turbants firft, Kifling them and laying them afide 
with all Reverence, and afterwards beat them without refpe@ of 
Mercy. 


Their fecond Officer is called 4lemdar , who catries the Green Flag | 


of Atabomet, when the Grand Signior appears with any folemnity in 
publick, rchey are capable of any offices; few of them exercife an 
Trade, unlefs char which is Efirg?, or one who deals in Slaves, to whic 
fort of Traffick this Sainted off-{pring is greatly addicted, as being a 
holy profeffion to captivate and enflave Chriftians. Thefe are the 
mott abominable Sodomites and abufers of Mafculine youth in the 
world, in which fin againft nature they exceed the foulnefs and dete- 
ftable luitt ofa Tartar.

i He Tyrks are very Magnificent in their AZofcbes, and Edifices ere@- 
ed tothe honour and fervice of God, and nor only in the Buildings, 
bute in the endowments of them, with a Revenue which Records the 
Memory of the Donor to all Pofterity, and relieves many poor who 
daily repeat prayers for the fouls of fuch who dyed with a perfwafion 
that they have need of them after their deceafe ; for thofe I fay who 
dye of that belief, forthe condition of the foul, untill che day o he 


© sient is controverted amongft the Tsrks, and the queftion not decided 


as a matter of faith, or as revealed or determined by the <lchoyax, 
For {olarge benevolence is given to places deftined to Gods fervice , 
that as fome compute, one third of the Lands of the whole Empire are 
alloted and fet outto aholy ufe; much tothe fhame of thofe who pre- 
tend rothe name of Chriftians, and yet judge the {malleft ptopor- 


tion 
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tion to be too large a competence for thofe Who ferve at the Altar. 

The principal 44.fcks and thofe of richelt* endowment ( as in all 
reafonought ) are thofe of Royal Foundations, called in Surkt{b, Se- 
latin Gramelert, over which the Prime Superintendent is the Kuzlir Aga, 
or the chief Black Eunuck of the Sulta.s Woman ; and in his power it 
is to diftribure all confiderable offices of Ecclefiatiical Preferment rela- 
ting to the Royal Adefchs , which office makes a confiderable addition 
to his other power and Revenue : for there are many’of thofe AMofchs 
in divers places of the Empire; but efpecially where the Sultans 
do or have refided as Prufa, Adrignople and C onftuattnople. 

The Royal Mofchs of (onflantisople are Santa Sophta, Sultan Maho- 


met, who Conquered this City. Sultan Bajazet, Sultan Selin , Sultan - 


Soylman, Schezade or the Son of Sultan Soylman, Sultas Ahmet, and 
three other Adofchs buile by che Queen Mothers, one of which was 
larcly creéted and richly indowed by the Mother of this prefent Sultan. 
I thall fcarce adventure to acquaint my Reader with ehe particular 
Revenue belonging to all thefe Koyal Edifices , bur certain it is chey 
have Rents as noble and fplendid as their Founders ; for example of 
which, I thall inftance only in that of \aata Sopbea, built by Jus ruran 
the Emperour, and re-built by Theodofius, and was the Metropolis of 
old /%z4ntswm, and the Mother Church belonging to the Patriarchal 
Sce of Greece, is {tillconferved facred and feparated for ufe of Divine 
Service ; of the Revenue of which A¢abometan Barbarifm and Superfti- 
tion hath made no Sacrilegious Robbery, but maintained and improved 
and added to it, in that manner that the in-come may equal any Reli- 
gious foundation of Chriftendom ; for when I had a curofity of 
procuring from the Regifters of that Church, diftinétly all the parti- 
cular Gitts, Benefices, Lands, Monies at intereft,@gd other endow- 
ments belonging thereunto, and offered according to my ability fome 
thine confiderable, to have atruc Copy of the riches and annual Rene 
of the place ; the Keepers of thofe Lifts would perfwade me (_ whe- 
ther out of oftentation, or fcruple of finto make one of my faith ac- 
quainted with the particulars of their Religious offerings ) that the 
Wealth; rentand account of all thofe Royal endowments are fo many, 
that as they are diftin@ly fer down, fill a Volume, and the knowledge 
of them is the ftudy alone of thofe who are defigned to this fervice : 
but in gencral I am given to underitand, by thofe who magnitic not 
matters beyond cheir due computation : That the Revenue amounts 
to about one hundred thoufand Zechsxs a year; which proceeds not 
from any Lands or Duties raifed without the Walls of the Ciry , bur all 
from within ; the Sw/tan himfelf being a Tenant to that place, prying 
or acknowledging a Rent of one thoufand and ane Afpers a day for the 
round on which the Seraglio ftands on, being in times of the Chri tiin 
Emperours fome part of the Sanctuary or Gardens dedicated to the ufe 
of that ftately Temple , which the Turks efteemed Sacrilegions to fepa- 
rate entirely from the holy Service to which it was aligned; though 
che admirable firuation thereof rendred ic unfe for other habitation, 
then the enjoyment of the Sultan ; did therefore think fitto oblige the 
Land to a Rent, adding the odde Afper as a fignification, thar the 
thoufand Afpets were not a fuficient confideration for the ule o 
the Church poe ; and might therefore be augmented as che piety 
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and devotion of fucceeding Emperours fhould move them, 

It is reported by the Turks, that Coxftantinople was taken upon a 
Wednefday , and that on the Freday following ( which is their Suaday 
or Sabbath as we may callit ) the victorious Saltan then firftentituled 
Emperour, went with all Magnificent he and Solemnity to pay his 
Thanfgiving and Devotions at the Church of Sana Sophia; the 
Magniticence of which fo pleafed him, thache immediately added a 
yearly Rent of 10000 Zechins to'the tormer endowments ; for the 
maintenance of Jmams or Priefts, Doors of their Law, Talssmans and 
others, who continually attend there for the Education of youth, 
teaching them to read and write, inftructing chem alfo in the principles 
of their Law and Religion. 

Other Emperours have fince that time, errected near unto ic their 
Turbé or Chappels of burial, in one of which lies Suftam Selim, Sure 
named Sarlofe, or the drunken, with his hundred Children ; and there- 
with have conferred a maintenance of Oyl for Lamps and Candles 
which burn day and night, anda provifion for thofe who attend there 
in prayer for their fouls departed; to which opinionthe Turks ( asl 
have faid already ) are generally inclinable, though not preached or 
inforced on any mans beliefas an Article of Fatch. Over and above this 
expence, there is daily provifion made for relief of a multitude of 
poor, who at certain hours appear at the Gates of this Temple, and 
receive their daily fultenance ; whatfoever advances as yearly great 
fummes are laid up in the Treafury, is numbred with theriches of the 
Mofch, and remains for the fervice of that place , as for the reparation; 
or building thereof, in cafe of fire or other accidents. 

Bcfides the {umpruous Edifices of the body of the Royal Afofchs, 
there are annexed a@nto them certain Colledges for Students inthe Law 
called rebmele, out-houfes for Kitchins, where the poors Meat is dref- 
fed, Hofpitals called Trmarbanelar , Hans, or Houfes of Lodging for 
Strangers or Travellers, publick Fountains, fhops for Artizans, and 
whole Streets of low Cottages for habitation of the poor, whofe ftock 
reaches not to a higher Rent. 

All theie appendages bring fome Revenue to the Mofch, which is 
conftantly paid in to the Rector or Prefident thereof, called AMutevell: . 
but becaufe this is not a fufficient maincenance, there are divers Lands, 
Villages, Mountains, Woods and whole Countries affigned to rhisufe 
called #wakfi, which are hired out at certain Rents for the behoof 
and benefit of the Afofchs ; fome rents being paid in Corn, others in 
Oy!, and all forts of Provifions ; and out of every new Conquered 
Country, fome part thereof is affigned to chewie of Afofchs of modern 
Fabrick; as now from the re Aig lately abour Newhaufell 
( which as I am informed from thofeyebte gave in the account to the 
Grand Signior, there are two thoufand-‘Willaces which pay Contribution 
tothe Turk ) areaffigned certain Lands for encreafe of the rent of the 
Mofchs buile ac Conftantinople by chis prefem Queen Mother : which 
rents are fometimes raifed by the way of Téttths or Tithes, noe that the 
Turis make Tithes a duty or rule for the maintenance of perfons, places 
and _ confecrated to Divine Service , bur as they find it a conve- 
niente and equal expedient in fome Countries for leviation of their 
rents. Such Countries and Villagesas thefe which are called watfi, 


are 
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are greatly bleiled and happy above others, in regard that the Inktabi- 
taatsenjo¥ Hot oaly particular priviledges and immunities from thence, 
but freedom likewife from oppreffion of Pafbars andthe 1#kt{b Saul- 
diery in their March, or of great perfons in their journey or paiface 
from, one, Country co another, who out of reverence to that lor to 
which they ar¢ feparared, abitain from all kind of difturbance and abufe 
towards rhat people, 

Other “ofchs of inferiour quality, founded by private perfons and 
the confents of Dervefes and other Orders, which cannot have their Re- 
venues in Land like the A4ofchs of Royal Foundation, have cheir E- 
{tates in money bequeathed by Teftament or by Gift of the Living; 
which being lent oue at eighteen in the hundred per annum, produces a 
-conftanc reut ; and though intereft for the molt part is forbidden by 
the Mahometak Law, yet for the ules of fof bs and fupport of Orphans 
it is allowed ; in all other cafes itis Haram andatonynable. And be- 
caufe the taking up of money upon Loane isin fome manner neceflary 
and conducing to the better fubtiftence and being of Trade, and thar 
men will not lend without aconfideration or beneft ; the ufual manner 
is to borrow money fora certain time, andin the writing ot obligati- 
on to acknowledge the receipt of as much as rhe principal and intereft 
may amount unto, and aftentimes double of the Capital fumme, which 
being delivered before witnefs ina bag or in grofs, the Creditor decla- 
ring the fumme to be fo much therein contained, and the Debtor ac- 
knowledging it , the reftimony is valid when the Debt comes to be de- 
manded, And thus much fhall ferve in brief to have declared con- 
cerning the endowments and manner of enriching the Twrkifb Mofchs, 
from whence the conftitution of others of the like nature may eafily

The Turks have amongft themfelves as well as in other Religions, 
Seéts and Herefies of dangerous confequence , which daily encreafe 
mixing together with them many of the Chriftian Doétrines (_ which 
(hall in their due place be defcribed ) and is, former times alfpa fort of 
phanatick Mahomet ans which ae firft met only in Congregations under 
pretence of Sermons and Religion, appeared afterwards in Troops 
armed againtt the Government of the Empire. | 

So one Schetches Bedredin Chief Juftice to Mufa, Brother of Afabomet 
the fifth King of rhe 7urks ; after the death of his Matter was banithed 
to Nice in Afia, where confulcing with his Servant Burgluzes Muftapba, 
by what means they might raife Sedition and a fecond War; they aoreed, 
the readieft courfe was by broaching a new Seét and Religion, and by 
perfwading the people to fei thing contrary to the antient A¢abome- 
tan fuperfttion. Whereupon Burgluzes masking his Villany under a 
grave and ferious countenance, took his journey into 4ydia, other- 
wife Caria, where he vented Dodrines properly agreeing to the hu- 
mour of the people, preaching to them freedom and liberty of con- 
{cience and the Myltery of Revelations, and you may believe he ufed 
all arts in his perfwafions, with which fubyects ufed to be allured to a 
Rebellion againft their Prince, {o thatin a fhort time he contra@ted a 
great number of Difciples beyond his expectation, Bedvedin percei- 
ving his fervant thrive fo well withhis preaching, fled from his place of 
Exile at Nice into Valachta, where withdrawing himfelf into a Forreft’ 
like a devout religious man, gathered a number of Profelytes compofed 
of Thieves, Robbers and Our-lawed — ; thefe he having inftrudt- 
ed in the principles of his Religion, fent abroad like Apoftles to preach 
and teach the people that Bedredin was appointed by God to be the 
King of Juftice, and Cosmmander of the whole world ; and thar his 
Doéttine was already embraced in “fa: The people taken with thefe 
Novelties, repaired in great numbers to Bedredin , who conceiving 
himfelf ftrong enough to take the field, iflued from his defert with Co- 
Jours difplayed, and an Army well appointed ; and fighting with his 
deluded Multitude a bloody Bartel, againft thofe Forces which AMaho- 
met fent to fupprefs him under his Son murath ; the deluded Rebels 
were overthrown, Bedredin taken Prifoner, and his pretences of Sandtity 
and Revelation were not available to fave him from the Gallows. 

And thus we fee, that the name of Gods caufe, revelations, liberty 
and the like, have been old and common pretences and delufions of the 
world, and not only Chriftians, but Jefidels and Mabometans have wrote 
thename of God on their Banners, and brought the pretence of Religi- 
on inthe Field to juftifie their caufe, 
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Crap, X. 


Of the two prevailing Se&ts, viz. of Mahomet and Hali: 
that is, the Turk and the Perfian ; the Errours of the 
Perfian recounted and confuted by the Mufti of Conftanti- 
nople. 


He two great Sects amongft the followers of A¢fabom-t, which are 

moft violent each again{t other, che mutual hatred of which diver- 

fity of Education and Intereft of che Princes have augmented, are the 

Turks and Ve fans : The firlt hold A¢abomet to have been the chief and 

ultimate Propher; the latter prefers Halt before him ; and though he 

was his Difciple and {ucceeded him, yet his infpirations they eiteem 

reater and more frequent, and his interpretations of the law moft per- 
fe@ and Divine. 

The Purk alfo accufes the Perfian of corrupting the Alchoran, that 
they have altered words, mifplaced the Comma’s and Stops, thar many 
places admit of a doubtful and ambiguous fenfe, fo that thofe slchorans 
which were upon the Conqueft of B2ty/on brought thence to Conftan- 
tinople, are {cparate.t and compiled in the great Seragiro, ina place a- 
part, and forbidden witha Curfeon any that (hall read chem, The 
7 urks call the Perfian forfaken of God, abominable and blafphemers of 
the Holy Prophet; fo that when Selymm che firftmade War in Perfia, 
he named his caufe the caufe of God, and proclaimed the occafion and 


-ground of his War to be the Vindication of the caufe of the Propher, 


and revenge of the blafphemies the Perfians had vented again him; and 
fo far is this hatred radicated, chat the youth of what Nation foever is 
capable of admittance into the Schools of the Seraglio, excepting only 
the Perfian, who are lookedupon by the Turk asa people fo far Apo- 
flatized from the true belicf, and fallen into fo defperate an Ettate by a 
total corruption of the true Religion, chat they judge them alto- 
gcthcr beyond hopes or poflibilicy of recovery, and therefore neither 
ibs them quarter m ;the Wars, nor account them worthy of lite or 

avery. 
Not are the Perfians on the other fide endued with better nature of 
ood will to the 7arks, eftranging themfclves in the farcheft manner 
in their Cuttoms and Dodtrines, rejecting the three great Doctors of 
the Mabom-tan Law, viz, Ebbubecher, Ofman and Omar, as Apochryphal 
and of no Authority; and havea cu‘tom at their Marriayes to erect the 
Images of thofe three Doctors of Patte or Sugar at the entrance of the 
Bridal Chamber 3 on which che Guetts firft cafting their looks , leave 
thé impreion of any fecret Magick which may i‘fue from their eyes, to 
the prc judice or misfortune of the marryed couple ; for in che Eaftern 
parts of the world they hold thar chere is a ftrange fafcination innate to 
the eves of fome people, wich looking attentively on any, as com- 
monly they do on the Bridegroom and the Bride in Marriages, pro- 
diice macerations and imbecilfity in the body, and have an efpecial 
quality contraty to procreation: and therefore when the Guetts 
are entred ; having the Malignity of their eyes Arrefted es thefe 
Sratues, 
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Statues , they afterwards cut them down and didolve’ chem. 

And that ir may the more plainly appear what points of Religion 
are moft controverted amongft them, and what Anathema’s aud Cur- 
fes are by both fides vented cach againft the other; this following 
fenrence palt by the Adufis Efad Efendr, upon Schab abbas Tutor to thc 
King of Per fia called Sart Halife ; and all the /erfians will be 9 fufficient 
teftimony and cvidence of the enmity and hatred that is between thefe 
two Nations, an extract of which is here drawn fromthe Book it {elt 
licenced and approved at ( o-ffantinop'e, 

If you had ( fayes he ) no other Herefie then the rejection of thofe 
elevated familiars of AZabomet, V1z. Omar , Ofman and Ebbubecher, your 
crime would norwith{tanding be fo great as were not expiable ly a 
thoufand ycars of prayer or pilgrimage in the fightof God 5 but you 
would be cordemned to the borromlefs Abitic ot Hell, and deprived 
for ever of Ccleftial Blifs ; and this fentence of mine is confirmed by 
the fame opinion of the four Jmams, viz. Imam Azem, Imam Schafi, 
Imam Malick, and {mam Hambeltand therefore | friendly admonith you 
rocorrect this crrour in your felves, and likewife in your Schollar hing 
Abbas, 

Nor are you contented to pafs with this fingle errour, whereby you 
have gained the name of Kyzilafcht , thatis, Perfian Hereticks, but 
you are become as abominable as the Das2r (apcople that lives about 
Mount Libanus ) of bad cltcem and reputation, corrupted ig all points 
of Doétrine and manners ; fo that I cannot bur pafs this black fentcnce 
upon you, that iris lawfull in a Godly zeal to kill and deftroy you for 
the Service of God; your Tenents being refuted by Grafer Efend:, who 
hath branded the Perfians for Pagans, and in {cventy feveral places of the 
Alchoran, andthe very words of Mahomet demonitrated the clearnefs of 
their crrour. 

If the Chriftian only for faying there is a Trinity in God is condem- 
ned for Lite and Eftare, why thould the Ser fian expc@ Letter quarter, 
who is ftrgmatized for Heretic in feventy places of the Akboran, And 
one of your deteftable opinions of the firlt rank is , 

That youcfteem your felves obliged to ailemble at the Adofcls, but 
not to prayers : for what finifies your mecting, if not to prayers ? 
Mahomet himfclf fayes, that he who repaires to the Congregation with- 
out adefign of prayer. isa Hypocrite and a Dusiembler, is accurfed of 
God, nor thall be bleifed in his Houfe or Ettate, the good Angels thall 
abandon him, the Devils thallaceend him, nor thallhe ever profper in 
this world, orin the world to come. 

In anfwer hereunto you fay, thatthe antiene Order of Priefts is ex- 
tinét, that ‘you have none whofe ptous lives enable to preach and in- 
ftruét you , or to be your leader toholy prayer in the Publick Atfem- 
Lly. Do there want pious and holy perforts of the race of Mahomet > 
if thcre do not, why do not you imitate and follow them ? but you are 
cnamies, and in open Hoftility to che Mabometan Family , and excufe 
your felves from the ufe of Priefts or Jmams, becaufe their innocence 
cannot equal that of Infants. In this point ( it is true ) you have 
fomething of reafon; for your Jmams are not only Infidels in Do€trine, 
bur defiled in their converfation ; and your King who is your High- 
Prieft, frcquents Stews and the Stycs of deformed Luft, ravithing fair 
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and cha't Wives fro n the embraces of thei: Husbands ; and thar pub- 
lickly in the face of the world, mitiataining concubinage with them, 

And where the example of a Cunce makes fuch things lawful, his Sub- 
jeats, wheeher Souldiers or Lawyeis, will make no feruple tu imicatediis 
actions. 
You deny the Verfe called rhe Covering in the < fel oran to be au- hepeey 
; ‘ . . - r ta 
thentick ; you rejectthe eizhtcen Verlesy which are reyealed to us tor called, ; 


the fake of che holy 4ifche. lhe WE. 
Ac the 4édf or wathing, you bold it not lawful to wath the bare ‘a’ 


fect, but only lightly ttroak them over. 

Your Muutachioes or hair on the upper lip you never cur, Eut the 
Beard onthe Chin, which is the hone!t Ornament of a mans counte- 
nance, you cut and clip into what form you pleafe. 

Chat holy Colour of Green appropriated to the Baftner of A4abomet , 
which ouzht only to adorn the nobler parts, you tn defpight to the 
honour of the Prophet, with an irreverent neglizence, place iron your 
Shovcs and Breeches. 

\Vinewnich isan abomination to the true obfervers of the Law, you 
dru kfeccly of, withoue fcruple of confcience ; as alfo in Meats you 
miikeno dilinction beeween clean and unclean, Luc ufe all with a like @ 
indi .crency. In thort, fhould I mention all thofe feventy points wherc- 
in you erre, and are without all comparifon corrupt and erroneous, I 
thould {well my writing to a Volume, and notattain my cud, whichis 
brevity. 

Another finful cuftom you permit amongft you, whichis, for many 
men to be joyned to one Woman ; for co whom of them can be appro- 
priated the off-fpring that is born ; what Book have you, or Law, or 
example of any Nation to produce in approbation of this vile and un- 
natural cultom 2 How vile mutt thofe Children be who are the iflue of 
{uch Parents 2. that it is no wonder, there be none found amoneft you 
worthy the holy Charaéter of a Pricit or a Judge. 

But you cannot be fo irrational, as to deny that che Affembling in 
M.fels to prayer, is neceHary to Divine Service ; Mahomet himlelt 
prayed cozether with the people , and fometimes preferred Effecher  , 
to celebrate the Divine Services following him as others of the peo- 
ple did. a 

\Vhy do not you ask your Pilgrims who come from Afecha, what 
mean thefe four Altars in the Afofe: , which are the places of prayer 
defisned to the four feveral Orthadox Sects ?_ why take you not exam- 
ple from thefe ?- but you are ftull perverfe and obftinate, harers of God 
and his Prophet; What will you anfwer atthe day of judgement before 
Afahomet and his four Friend, ? who long fince being dead, you revive 
their Athes with ignominie , erecting their Statucs at your Marriages in 
Sugar, and afterwards in contempt hew them down to yield paitime 
and occafion of laughter to the Spoufes and their Guetts. 

Was nor the firt converted tothe Faith, Lbubecher ? 

Was not Omar the braveft Champion of the A4ahometan Religion a- 


gaintt che Chriltians ? . 
Was not he who difpofed and diftinguifhed the Chapters of the 


Alcboran the chatt Ofman ? 
WVas not the braveft and moft Learned Bearer of the Zslfekar, or on 
R Swot 
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Sword with two points, was irnot Hali 2 And were not /mam Haffan, 
and Jmam Huf Chay Martyrs of the Faith in the Deferts of Kerlela 2 

Did not Mobomet {ay with his own mouth, O Hali, for thy fake there 
are two forts of people predeftinated to Hell? one that loves thee, and 
one that loves thee not. Are not you then that wear red Turbants 
much to be condemned, being of evil life and converfation, and noc 
well inclined to the houfe of the.Prophet, nor che family of the fatch- 
ful, as it is written in the Book called 4adick 2: The Chriftians conferve 
the hoofs of thar Ale on which Chrift road, and fer them in cafes of 
Gold and Silver ; and eltcem it an extrcam honour to have their Fa- 
cés, Hands or Heads touched with fo holy a relique. But you who 
profefs your {elves Difciples of the Prophet of God, and derived from 
the blood and family of his Friends, defpife fo glorious a Title, com- 
manding after the@epetition of your prayers, that is, after the Ezan, 
thar Curfes and Blafphemics be proclaimed againtt thefe holy Friends 
and Aifaciares of the Prophet. 

Befides this, your Books maintain and avouch it lawful to pillage, 
burn and deftroy the Countries of the A4uffelimius, to carry their Wives 
and Families into flavery; and from a principle of Malice and Re- 
proach to carry them naked through your Markets, and expofe them 
to fale to any Chapman; Pagans chemfelves efteem not this honeft nor 
decent, by which it is apparent that you are the molt mortal and irte- 
concilable enemies to us of all the Nations in the world, you are certain- 
ly more cruel tous then the Sezrd1, the Kiafirs, the Zindrks, chen the 
Durztacs ; and in brief you are che Kennel of all uncleannefs and fin; a 
Chriftian or a Jew may hopc to become true Believers , but you can 
never, 

Wherefore by virtue of that Authority I have received from A4a- 
homet bimfelf , in confideration of your mifdeeds and incredulity , I 
pronounce it lawful for any one of what Nation foever, that is of the 
Belicvers, to kill, deftroy and extirpate you ; fo that as he who flayes a 
rebellious Chriftian, performs a meritorious ation in the fight of God; 
much rather he who kills a Perfiaw, (hall obtain a reward feventy fold 
from the fountain of Juftice. And I hope that the Majefty of God in 
the day of Judgment will condemn you to be the Aifes of the Jews, 
to be road and hacknyed in Hell by thae defpifed people; and char 
in athort time you will be exterminated both by us, rhe Vartars, che 
Indians and Arattans our Brothers and Affociates in the fame Faith,

T Here are four Sects into which the Aabometaxs of the eteemed Or- 
thodox belief are divided ; and thofe are thefe. 

The firlt is called Haniffe, whichis profeiled in Turky, Tartary , Euf- 
bec, and on the other fide of Febur, Battorus and Oxw, 
; koe fecond is Shaffee, whofe Cuftoms and Rules the Arabians 
ollow. 

The third is A4alechee,to Which Tripoli, Tums, Algier,and other parts 
of Africa devote themfelves. The 
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The fourth is Hambelle, of which are but few, and is known only in} 
fome parts of Arabia, | 

Thefe four are all accounted Orthodox, and are followers of certain 
Doétors ( as we may fay amongft Chriftians, Schollars of Sc. Auga- 
fline, Thomas Aquinas, Dominicw, ot the like ) and have only dife- 
rences as to Ceremonies, poftures in their prayers, wathings, diverfities 
in fome points of thee Civil Laws; and cach maintains a charitable 
opinion of the other, as true Believers, aad capable of entring into Pa- 
radife, if their life and converfation be regulated according to their 
Profeffion and fenents. ° 

All Mahometaxs according to the Countries wherein they live, come 
under the notion of one Z thefe four preceeding Profeffions ; but yet 
are nominared with other names and ditferences of Se<ts according as 
they follow the opinions which fome Superititious and Schifmatical 
Preachers amongft them have vented ; and thofe commonly known and 
marked with the names of antient Herefies by the refpective Oppo- 
nents, which may properly be called fo, becaufe they are converfant in 
their Doétrines concerning the Attributes and Unity of God, his de- 
crees and judgments, his promifes and threatnings, and concerning pro- 
phefies and gifts of Faith, are efpecially thefe which ftand in oppofition 
each to other, v#z,

From each of thefe Sects, as from fo many roots arife feveral Branches 
of different Doétrines, as according to the Tenents of the Turkith 
Doctors complete the number of feventy two. 
Moatazalt fignifies as much as Separatifts ; the reafon of which deno- Moztazaii. 
mination, was from Albafan the Schollar of Wafel Ebw :tw, the Author 
and Matter of this Seét, to whom the queftion being propofed Whether 
thofe who had committed a grofs fin, were to be adjudged condemn- 
ned and fallen from the Faith? the Scholar A:bafaninitead of expecting 
the refolution of his Mafter, withdrew himfelf and began to interpret 
his fenfe thercof to his other Fellow-Difciples ; from which withdraw- 
ing of himfelf they were afterwards denominated A¢oatazalé which is Se- 
paratifts. But che name chey give themfelves is the Defenders of the 
Equity and Unity of God, in declaration of the manner of which they 
fo ditfer among themfelves , that they are divided intotwo and twen- 
ty Sets, which are maintained with hat pation on all fidcs, that every 
parry accufes his oppofires of Infidelity. Bur che principle in which 
their wrangling Sophifters accord in comnton, is this; That God is 
eternal, and that eternity is an actribuce molt properly agreeable to his 
eflence; but yer they rejeét the attribuce it felf, faying, that God is 
eternal, wifey powerful and the like, by his own entire and fingle ef- 
fence; but yetthey fay, heis not eternal by his cternity , nor wife by 
his wifdom, nor powerful by his power , for fear of admitting any 
multiplicity in thé Diety , 6r incurfing the like errour as they fay of 
the Chriftians, who divide and difhonour the Unity of God, by the 
R 2 con- 
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conceptions they frame of the three Perfons in the Trinity. And if the 
Chriftians are to be blamed for introducing three Erernals, how much 
more are thofe who frame as many Eternals, as there are Attributes to 
the Diety ? 

Another fore derived from this Se& called Hatett#, hold char Chrift 
aflumed a true and natural body, and was the Eternal and Incarnate, as 
the Chriftians profefs ; and in their Credo or Belief have inferted this 
Article, that Chrift fhall come to judge the world atthe lalt day, and 
for proof hereof alledge an Authority out of the Alchoren in thefe 
words. Thou Mabomet thall fee thy Lord return in the Clouds: 
which though they feat exprefly in plain terms to interpret of Chrift, 
yet they confidently affirm it to be prophefied of the Afefiab, and in 
difcourfe confefs that that A¢efiab can be no other then Chritt ; who 
{hall return with the fame humane fleth again into the world, Reign 
forty ycars on Earth, confound Antichrift , and afterwards thall be the 
end of che world. 

Another fort of Profeffors of the Se&t of AMoatazali, are Ifi, whofe 
firtt Author was /{a Merdad , thefe maintain that the 4lcboran was crea- 
ted contrary zothe exprefs word of Afabomet, who anathematizes all 
who are of this perfwafion , faying, let hiurbe reputedan Infidel, who 
believes the Alchoran created ; for folution of which difficulty and to 
concurr with the words of their Prophet, they fay, thatthe 4l- horas 
delivered by Mahomet, was buta Gopy tranfcribed out of that wrote 
by God and laid in the Library of Heaven, and that when their Pro- 
phet denyes the Creation of the Alcheran, he hath no reference to the 
Original, but to his own hand-writing which he had Copied, and ex- 
tracted from that firft, and infallible exemplar. 

Thefe alfo farther proceed to deny againit the common Tenent of the 
Malometans, the incomparable and Matchlefs Eloquence of the Aicho- 
van; ailerting that were it not prohibited, other Aralians might be 
found, who could far tranfcend every line of icin Wifdom and Rhe- 
torick ; which in my opinion isa fttange kind of Impudence in the very 
face of their Prophet, who feems to be too proud of the exa@ difpofi- 
tion, and full fignitication of every word , thathe judges it not lefs 
charming for the (weet found of its Eloquence, then it is convincing for 
the purity and truth of its Doctrine. 

The great Antagonilts to the Moatazalt, are the Sephati, who Affion 
in God Erernal Attributes of Knowledge, Powcr, Life, ¢. And {ome 
of them proceed fo far, and grofcly herein, that they frame concepti- 
ons of corporeal Organs of Sence , as of Hearing, Sceing, and Speech 
tobe in God, affirming that thofe expreffions of Gods fitting in his 
Throne, Creation of the World by the work of bis Hands , his Ancer 
againft Sin, Repentance for mans Converfion, which we call av9eweo. e- 
+i are to be taken in the literal and plain fence,and have no need of far- 
ther fetched interpretations to clear the true notion of them: But 
yetherein their Doffors feem not to agree, fome defining a body, to be 
the fame as, per fe ubfifters , denying it to be an gfential propriety of 
a body to be circumfcribed and finite ; others conclude that st is enough 
to fay that God is great, without argument of his circuinfcription, or 
determination fo any particular place, with many other ftrange con- 
ceits, whereby ate made apparent the roving Fancies of Ignorant Men 5 

with- 
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without the Rules or Grounds of Philofopby, or Afetaphyficks. But the 
foberer fort among{t them, who would appear more Moderate and W i- 

fer than the reft, forbid their Schollarsto make Coimparifon of the Sen- 

ces in God, with thofe of the Creature, who being more fubrly urged by 

their fevere opponents. The “oatazali;they were forced to declare them- 
felves more plainly , in this mariner, that the God which they Wor- 
{hipped was a Figure, Vifible, and an Objeét of the Sight, contilting of 
pares Spiricual | Corporeal, to whom local Motion might be agreca- 

ble , but thar his Fleth and Blood, his Eyes and Ears, his Tongue and 
Hands were not of any fimilitude with created {ubftances , but were of 
another Crafis and Mixture which {ubjeGted them to no Diftemper or 
Corruption ; "in proof whereof , they alledge the words of Afabomet , 

that God created Man after his own Likenefs : And all other of thofe 
Examples drawn from the Holy Scriptures with which the Alchoran is 
filled, and where in familiar expreflions, che Divinity is pleafed to con- 
defcend to the infirmity of Humane Capacity. 

The next Sect is that of the Kadart, who deny wholy the Divine Kuwi. 

Decree or Predeftination, affirming that every man is a free Agent, 

from whofe will as from the firft principle all good and bad actions 

flow and are derived, fo that as with juft reafon God Crowns mans good 
works with the Rewards of Blifs and Felicity; fo on the other fide jutt- 

ly punithes his evil aGions in this world, andin the next to come$ and 

this they ftylethe Do@trine of Equity, and define itto be a meafure of 
mans actions, according to the rectitude and difpofition of chat right 

line, which the prime Intelle& hath drawn out by wifdoms proportion. 

This opinion is abfolutely rejected as heterodox in the Alahometan 
Religion ; and yet it 1s not fully determined how A4abomet moderated 

in the difpute berween Adam and Mofes, whom an Arabian Dodtor E10! An. 
comically introduced, pleading and juftifying themfelves before God. Mi. Pou) 
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Mofes beginning firft, reproached 4dam, that he wes onc immediately a Ns 
created by the proper hand of God, in whom the Divine Nature 
breathed the breath of Life, whom Angels were made to adore, pla- 
ced and {eared in Paradife, and fortifyed with actual graces againft che 
€normities and crooked irregularities of inferiour affections ; from 
which happy ftate that he thould fall and precipitate mankind, together 
with himfclfhis crime was aggravated with all che degrees of his former 
perfection, Adam to excuie himfelf, replyed inthis manner. Thou 
Mofes whom God hath called to a familiar parley, revealed his Will and 
Pleafure unto in thofe engraven Tables, where all Morality and Ver- 
tue is contained, refolveme this one Quere and difficult Probleme, how 
many years before I was created, doft thou find thae the Law was 
wrote ? Mofes anfwered forry. And did you find, replyed 4dam, thar 
Adam rebelled againft his Lord and finned? to which Aofes an{wering 
in the afhrmative , do you blame me then faid he for executing chat 
which God forty years before predeftinated and defigned me unto ? 
and not only forty years, but many Myriads of Ages before either rhe 
Heavens or Earth were framed. A4ahomet confounded, asthe Kadurt 
gl with this Argument, left the queftion undetermined, though his 
followers, as men are mioft prone to errour generally, entertain the con- 
trary Tenent. 


The great enemies diametrically oppofed to rhefe are the — or fsa 
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Giabart ; who maintain that a man hath no power over his Will or 
Actions, but is wholly moved by a Superiour Agent, and that God hath 
a power over his creatures, to defignthem to i orto Mifery, 
as feems beft to his divine pleafure ; but in the explication of his opini- 
on they proceed in the moft rigorous manner, and fay chat man is who. 

ly neceflitated and compelled in all his aétions ; that neither his wil 

nor power, nor election is inhimfelf; and chat God creates in him hi: 

actions, as he doth in Inawimate and Vegetable creatures the firft prin- 
ciple of their Life and Effence ; and as the Tree may be faid to pro- 
duce Fruit, the Water to run, the Stone to move downwards, fo are 
the actions in man, for which yet thereis areward and a punifhment 
properly and neceflarily allotted. This point is very fubrly contro- 
verted by the Arabran Doors, to which how the Turks are addicted, 
we thall farcher difcourfe in the Chapter of Predeftination. 

The Se@ of Morgs, are the great Favourers and Patrons of the Mfa- 
hometan Religion, maintaining that a Auffelman or Believer though 
guilty of the grofleft fins, is not punifhed for chemin this world, nor 
receives his abfolution or condemnation after death, untill the day o! 
Refurrection and Judgment : and farther, that as impicry with the 
true belief fhall never be punithed; fo picty and goad works proceedin: 
from a falfe and erroneous faith, is _ no validity or power conducin: 
to the fruition of the joys of Paradife. And to thefe may not impro- 
perly be compared fome Sectaries in England, who have vented in their 
Pulpits that God fees no fin in his Children; and thatthe infidelity of 
Sarah, being of the houfe of the faithful, is more acceptable to God, 
then the Alms, Prayers and Repentance of an erroneous Believer with- 
out the pale and Covenant of grace. 3 

The oppofite Se& to thefe are the wardi, who efteem that a man 
fallen into dny great or mortal fin, is put into the condition of a defer- 
tor of his faith ; and though he be a profeifor of the true Belief, thall 
vet without recovery for ever be punifhed in Hell, but yee chat his 
torments fhall be in a more remifs degree then that of Infidels : But that 
opinion which in this point is efteemed Orthodox amongift the Turis, 
isthis, That a finner in a high nature going out of this world without 
repentance, is wholy to be committed to the pleafure of God, either to 
pardon him for his mercy, or for the interceflion of the Propher Afahbo- 
me!, according to what he faith in the 4/chéran, My ienteeflin thall be 
for thofe of my own people who have greatly finned ; that being fir 
punithed according to the meafure of Feit iniquity, they may after- 
wards in compatfion be received into Paradife ; for it is impoffible the 
fhould for ever remain in the eternal flames with the Infidels ; becaufe 
itis revealed tous, chat whofoever hath but the weight of an Atom re- 
maning in his heart of faith, fhall indue time be releafed from fiery 
torments ; for which caufe fome Sects amongft the Terks ufe prayers for 
the dead, and place their Cemiteries alwayes by the fide of hig ways, 
thar Paflengers may be remembred of their own Mortality, and pray 
for the fouls of thofe departed ; of which we fhall have occafion to dif- 
courfe hereafter. The fiGtions the A¢ahometans frame of hell, are as 
ridiculous as thofe they fancy of Paradife, For they imagine when 
they thall be called by Adabomet from this Purgatory at the day of 
judgment, the way to him is over Iron Bars red hor with Fire, over 

which 
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which they mutt pafs with naked Feet ; only the Paper which they iu 
their life-time have taken from the ground and iba ee from bein 
trampled on by the Feet of Men or Beatts, {hall ar that day be owed 
on the Bars of this hot pailage, that they may pafs that fire Ordeal with 
lefs torment ; which is the reafon the 7 «rks fee no {mall piece of Paper 
on the ground, bur they immediarely {loop for it, and place it in fome 
fecret corner of a Wall, to redeem that (as they fay ) from the ditho- 
nour of mens feet, on which the name of God is or may be wrote, and 
with expectation oui the benefit promifed , when the foals of their 
feet thall ery the intenfe heat of this burning Iron, The fame refpea 
alfo they thew to Rofe-leaves, in confideratton ( as they believe ) that 
a Rofe was produced from the {weat of A¢abomer. 
The Shit are the Se {poken of before, oppofed by the SubjeSts of 
the whole O:toman Empire, as the mott heretical of any of che reft, in 
regard they prefer 4/t before A¢abomet in the prophetical Office , and 
retrain che prophetick gift to the natural line derived from 4/r, ana 
chat none is worthy of the Title of a Prophet, who is guilty of fin, 
t ough of the lower nature ; fome of which Profeflors called 4lnefatri, Alfa’ 
athirm that God appeared in the form of 4], and wich his tongue pro- 
claimed the moft hidden Mytteries of Religion, and fome have pro- 
ceeded yer farther, to attribute to their Prophets divine honours, aifer- 
ting them to be elevated above degree and {tate of the creatures: thefe 
expe the return of thcir Prophet 4/s in the Clouds, and have placed 
that belicf as an Article of their Faith, from whence may feem to be 
grounded thac miftake amongft our vulgar, thatthe Tavks believe Ada- 
hom:t {hall again return into the world. 
To the foregoing are oppofed the Chawarigt, who deny chat there chawziti 
is or hath been fuch Funétron as that of a Propher, allowed by God ia 
any particular perfon; nor any ever fent into the world endued with 
that power of Infallibility, to refolve doubrs, and teach and impofe a 
new Law on Mankind ; but if at any time fuch an Office fhouid be necef- 
{ary, it can never be reftrained to one linage; for the perfon being faich- 
ful and juft, no matrer whether he be a Servant or free, a * Nabathean* Orc of the 
ora * Korafchite. Hee Sa 
Thefe are antient Seéts amongft the profeffors of the Mahometan the Avav aus. 
Religion, out of which are arofe fo many others as by the confeffion of * Onc of a 
the /urkifh Doors complete the number of feventy three. But be- 2° ny 
caufe the accurate fearch into fo many is of little delight or profit co the 4ra:ans. ° 
Reader, I thall content my felf with having given him a tafte of thefe 
foregoing, léarning him to guefs at the reft in what manner the fanc 
of amancan frame deductions from the forgoing premifes. And thal 
now gives an account how bufie thefe Modern times have been at Con- 
ftantinople in hammering out ftrange forms and chimera’s of Religion, 
the better to acquit England from the accufation of being the mot fub- 
je@ to religious innovations, the world attributing much thereof ro the 
Air and conftitution of irs Climate.

Juba ab, Another fort there are called Fabatah, which denies Gods Omnifci- 
ence, affirming, ‘That God governs the world by chance and accidents, 
not od from Etcrnity or ae rhe Creation of the world, a 
perfect certainty of the particular affairs that were to be rranfacted 1n ir, 
and that God improves in knowledge by time, aS men do by conftant 
practice ald experience. 

We thall not infift here to muluply many of thefe Seéts, whe have 
almoft as many diverfiticsamongft the Turks, as there are Schools and 
Mafters ; every Hoga that is buc a form above a meer Pedazogue, and 
reads a few Books of the 4rab:an Fables, efteems himfelf of mean ac- 
count, if by fome — opinion which he inttills tuto his Difciples, 
he diftinguifhes nor his Gymnafion from the common and inferiour 
Schools. But thefe men in framing their particular fancies, and vent- 
ing their follies have a {pectal care that none of their pPrincipics op- 

uene thofe five points of practice, and one of faith, mentioned in the 
firft Chaprer of this Book, which are the effential points that confti- 
ture a Mabometan; or derogate from the Authority of their Gover- 
nours, or produce factions or difturbances ii the State. 

But thefe Modera umes have produced othcr Seas amonatt the 
Turks, {ome of which feem in pare dangerous, and apt to make a confidé- 
rable rupture in cheir long continued union ; when time charges and 
revolutions of State fhall animate fome turbulent {pirits, to gather 
Souldicrs and followers under thefe Doétrines and other fpecious pre- 
tences. : 

Kdixtd, One of which is called Kadezadelt, a Sec {prung up in the rime of 

Sultan 
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Sultan dtorat, whofe chief propazator was one Birgali Effead? , wlio 
invented many Ceremonies in praying -for the fouls departed , at the 
burialof the dead. Thofe that are of this Se& caufe their /mawm to cry 
loud in the ears of the inanimate bedy , to remember that God is onc, 
and his Prophet one. Thofe who are principally devoted to this Sea, 
are the Kugians and other fort of Renegado Chriftians, who amongtt 
their confufcd, and almoft forgotten notions of the Chriftian Religion, 
retain a certain Memory of .the particulars of Purgatory, and prayers 
for the dead. * | 

But the opinion efteemed Orthodox, and moft generally allowed 
among{t the fwris, is, That no “abometaw goes ercrnally to Hell, but 
after a certain {pace ot vearsis delivered thence, and patfes into Para- 
dife ; After death they affigne two forts of punithments ; the firlt is 
called 4zaée-Katert, or the punifhment of the Grave, which being the 
bed of wicked men, binds with its Earth fa faft as cruthes their bones, 
and {huts the pores and crevifes through which they fhould fee into 
hcaven; but the bodies of good men enjoy the comfort of having a win- 
dow from their dark inclofures, to behold the Vifion of Gods glory. 
The other is the pain of Hell, where the fouls remain untill their cor- 
ments are accomplithed, and Divine Jultice fatisfyed. 

There is an opinion of late years principally maintained amongft 
the Gallants of the Seraglio, and common in Conflantinop'e, the pro- 
feifors of which are called Chupmeffabt, or the good followers of the ev ?.t:, 
Mefiah ; thefe maintain that Chrilt is God and Redeemer of che world; 
the young Schollars inthe Grand Signiors Court are generally devoted 
to this Tcnent, efpecially thofe which are the moft courtcous, affable 
and belt difpofed, that it is grown into a Proverb amongft them, when 
they would commend and praife gentlenefs and courtefie of each others 
nature, tuev do it with the exprefion of Chwpmeffabifen, as if they 
would fay , Youare gentle, accomplithed and exceffive in your favours 
as becomes one who profelles the Meffiab, Of this fort of people there 
are great numbers in, Conffatinople, {ome of which have ‘ boldly af- 
fertcd this Do@trinc, that they have fuffered Martyrdom under this de- 
nomination, which is ftill maintained, and fecretly profeiled by fuch 
multitudes as wear white Turbants, that upon fome notable opportu- 
nity were this caufe and Religion made the ground of fome Toleration 
and Infurrection amonatt its Difciples and profeffors, it might take an 
unexpeaed footing 5 and prepare a ready way for the Plantation 
of the Gofpel: bur of this we thall {peak more hereafter in its duc 
place, 

And becayfe it is our intent here tp declare the feveral Religions 
amoneft the Turks , ic will not be from our purpofe to mention how 
far Atheifm hath {pread it felf in rhefe Countries ; And as Logicians il- 
lucidate one contrary with another, and Painters fer off the Whitenefs 
of their Colours witha foil of Jet, or other Blacknefs fo the priva- 
tion of all Religion is not unaptly placed in the fame Chapter with the 
various and ditterent profeffors of it. 

Thefe then give themfelves the Title of Muferiz, which fignities, The stain 
true fecret is withus; which fecret, is no other then the abfolure de- 
nial of a Diety , that nature or the intrinfecal principal in every indivi- ~ 
dual thing direéts the orderly courfe which we fee and admire ; “ts 
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that he Heavens, Sun; Moon and Stars have thence their Original and 
motion, and char man himfelf rifes and fades like the grafs or flower ; 
Ir is ftrange to confider, what quantities there are of men that main- 
tain this principle in Conftantinopiey molt of which are Kaddees and 
Iearned men in the 4rabian Legends; and others are Renegadoes from 
the Chriltian faith, who confcious of the fin of their Apoftacy, and 
therefore defirous that all things may conclude with this world, are the 
more apt to entertain thofe opinions which come nearelt co their wifhes, 
One of this Sc& called Mabomet Effendi, arich man, Educated in the 
knowledge of the Eaftern Learning, I zemember , was in my time ex- 
ecuted for impudently roclaiming his blafphemics againtt the being of 
a Diery 3 making it in his ordinary difcourfe, an ar2ument againtt che 
being of a God, for that either there was none at all, or Mle not fo 
wife as the Doétors preached he was,in fuffering hin to live-who was the 
urcatelt enemy and corner of a Divine effence that ever carhe into the 
world. And itis obfetvable, chat chis man might notwith(tanding his ac- 
cufation have faved his life, weuld he but have confeifed his crrour, 
and promifed for the future an affent to the principles of a better: but 
he perfifted (till in his blafphenues, faying, That though there were no 
reward, vet the love of truth obliged hun to dye 4 Martyr. Imutt 
confefs untill now, 1 never could believe that their was a formal A- 
theif in the world, concluding that the principle ( of the being of a 
God ) was demonttrable by the light of nature; but itis evident now 
how far fome men have extinguithed chis light and lamp in their 
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This poifonous Do&rine is fo Infectious; that it is crept into the 
Chambers of the Seraglze, into the apartments of the Ladies and 
Eunuchs, and found entertainment with the 7afba’s and their whole 
Court; this fort of people are great favourers and lovers of their own 
Se@, courtcous and hofpitable to each other, and if any by chance re- 
ceivesa Guelt within his Gates of their own judgement, befidds his 
Diet and Fare with much freedom , he is accommodated with a nand- 
fome Bed-fellow of which Sex he moft delights ; they arc very frank 
and liberal and exceffive in ther readinefs to do each other {crvice ; 
Iv is faid, that Sultans Morat was a great favourer of this opinion in his 
Court and Militia, defirous withall to propagate that of Kadi xadelt 
amongft the vulear, that they being a fevere, morofe and covetous 
people, might grow rich, ,and {pare for the benefit of his Exchequer ; 
for the Sect of Kadizadelt before mentioned, is of a melancholy and 
Stoical temper, admitting of no Mufick, chearful or light difcourfes, but 
confine themfelves to afer Gravity ; in publick as well as private they 
make a continual mention of God, by a never wearied repetition of 
thefe words, /labe tla Ellab ; thatis, 1 profefs there is one God : there 
are fome of thefe chat will fic whole nights bending their bodies to- 
wards the Rarth, reciting thofe words with a moft doleful and lamenta- 
ble Nore: rhey are exact and moft punctual inthe obfervation of the 
rules of Religion, and generally addict themfelves to the ftudy of thei 
Civil Law, in which they ufe conftant exercifes in arguing, oppofing 
aid anfwering, whereby to leave no point undifcovered or not dif. 
culled. In thort, they are highly Pharifaical in all their comportment, 
great admirers of themfelves, and {corners of others that conform not 

to 
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to their Tenets, f{carce aording them a falutation or common commu. 
nication ; they refufe to marry their Sons with thofe of a different ritc, 
but amongit chemfclves they obferve a certain policy; they admonith 
and correct the diforderly ; and fuch who are not bettered by their 
perfwafions they reje& and excommunicate from their Society. i hefe 
are for the moft part Tradefmen, whofe fedentary life attords opportu- 
nity and nucriment to a Melancholly, and diftempred fancy. 

But thofe of this se& who ftrangely mix Chrittianity and A4ahometa- 
zifm together, aremany of the Souldiers that live onthe confines of 
Hungary and Bofna ; reading the Gofpel in the Sclavontan tongue with 
which they ar¢ fupplyed out of Moravia, and the neighbouring City of 
Ragufa; befides which, they are curious to learn the Myfterics of the 
Alcboraz, and the Law of Arabick tongue; and not to be account- 
ed rude and illiterate they affe@ the Courtly Perfian, They drink wine 
in the month of Faft calledthe Ramazan, butto take of the {candal 
theg rcfufe Cinnamon or other Spices in it, and chen call it Hardal:, 
and paffes currant for lawful diquor. {hey have a Charity and Af- 
fection for Chriftians, and are ready to protect them from Injuries and 
Violences of the Turks : They believe yer thar Mahomet was the Holy 
Ghoft promifed by Chrift ; and that the defcending of the Holy Spirit 
onthe day of Pentecoft was a Figure and Type of Afabomet, inteipre- 
ting in all places the word wagauiwr@-,to figgifie their Prophet,in whofe 
ear fo often the White Dove revealed the W fallible directions to hap- 
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pinefs. The Potures of Bofna are all of this Sect, but pay Taxes as Chri poruire a 
{tians do; they abhor Images and the fign of the Crofs; they circum. people of 
cife, bringing the Authority of Chrifts example for it, which alfo the °!” 


Copticks a »ect of che Greek Church in Egypt imitated ; but have now, as 
I am informed, lately difufed that cuftom. 

Another fubtil poine about the Divine Attributes hath begot a Sed 
amoneglt the Fentzartes, called Bektafche from one Becktafl-, which feems 
an improper fubjeét fo deep in the Metaphyfical {peculation to trouble 
fuch grofs heads as theirs; they began (asic is faid) in the time of 
. Solyman the Magnificent, and are called by fome Zerar# s that is, thofe 
who have Copulation with their own kindred, and by the vulgar , 
Mum fconduren, or extinguifhers of the Candle. This Se& obfcrve the 
Law of Afabomet in Divine Worfhip, with a ftridtnefs and fuperttition 
above any of the Precifions of that Religion : bur hold it unlawful to 
adjoyn any attributes to God by faying, that God ts great, or God is 
merciful, by reafon that the nature of God being infinite and incompre- 
henfibl e, cannot fall under the weak and imperfeé& conceptions Of mans 


underftanding, which can imagine nothing applicable to his nature, Ot 


this Se@ there was a famous Poet amongit the Turks called Nemt)1, that 
was flead alive, for faying,when the Emaum called che people to prayers 
at the ordinary hours from tke Stceple with the ufual word, ~/lab Ek- 
ber, God is ones that he lyed upon the fuppofition that no Epichire cai 
be predicated of the Divine Edence. Amongit che Jentzarttes are at pre~ 
fent many principal Commanders of this Sect ; but formerly were more 
in the time of Becktafb Agay Kul Kalys, Afabomet Aga,and others, who 
for their Rebellion ih Conftantinople, (as we related before) were pur 
ro death under the Hiltorical Pillar in the time of this prefent Empe- 


rours Minority, Thefe people againft the inftinét of nacure ule Car 
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nal Copulation promifcuoufly with their own Kindred , the Fathers 

mixing wich their Sons and Daughters, without refpect to proximity of 
bloud or nearnefs in the degrees of relation, {uffering themfelves to be 

cranfported contrary to the abhorrency of Nature, by aweak and il. 

logical comparifon of the lawfulnefs and reafon, thar he who engratt- 

ed the Tree, and planted the Vine fhould rather talte of the Fruit, then: 
refign the bench of his labours to the enjoyment of others 3 and in this 

Arguincne act againit che inclination of innate modefty , according to 

that of Seaeca.

Thefe people are eafily induced togive falfe witnefs or teftumony in 
the faveur of their Scct, without confideration of Equity or resfon- 
ablenets of their caufe; by which means invading the right of otlgers 
they became rich and powerful, untill they were debafed by the de- 
privation of Becktafbes Authority and Power of other potent favourers 
of their Se&t: and though afterwards upheld by Sudg1 Beker, a Stan- 
dard Bearer of the F.#7zuriet, arichand learned man, they received a 
{econd blow by his death, be executed by a Vifier Kuprtuls Mabo- 
met , for his diverfity in Rglizion and Wealth together ; but farther 
animofity againft this Sect V sdiilembled at that time, by reafon of the 
multitude of thofe profetlors in Co,ffantinople, and becaufe reafon of 
State faw ic at that time neceilary to draw bloud in many parts of the 
Empire for other caufes, then for Errours ii Religion. 

The Se& called Sabie, though Atubometans in profeflion feem yet 
to run contrary tothe ftream and gencral confent of all irs profcifors 
who give themfelves commonly the Title of Enemies and Confounders 
of Idolatry, and yee thefenotwithitanding feem from the influence, the 
Sun and Moon have on fublunary bodics, of all living fenfative crea- 
turcs do conclude a certain Divinicy in thofe common lights of the 
world. In Cosflantineple there are Ate few Attrologers and Phifiti- 
ans of this Scét, but in Parthiaand Medra they are numerous, the men 
commonly worthipping the Sun, and the women the Moon, and others 
the Artick Pole; they are ior ftrigt in afeverity of life, or in the 
conformity to the prefcriptions of their Law, but govern them- 
{elves with mortality, and prudence. They are not apt to believe the 
immortality of che foul, nor the reward of Vertue, or punifhment of 
Vice inthe next world; nor prone to vindicate themfelves from inju- 
rics, reproachful language, or other evil aStions of men, but regarding 
them as the natural chc@s of the Celcftial influences, areno more 
provoked by them than we are with a fhower of Rain for wetting us, or 
the intenfe heat of the Sun in the Summer Solftice. : 

Munaftht is a Sc& purely Pythagorical, which believes the Metam- 
plvchofis or Tranfmigration of fouls, of which there are fome in Con- 
flurttnopleone Alberta Boboutus a Volontan byNation,but Educated tn the 


the Seraghto, and inftruéed in all the Learning of the Turki{b Litera- 


ture (from whom I trecly confefs to hive received many offmy obferva- 
tions) relared to me a pleafant difcourfe thar _patfed between him anda 
Dorgilt at Conffanernople , touching this {ubject. This Dorgift being 
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ven, which Aabomet hath framed to allure and draw the minds of ride 
and grofs men, Of this Sectare all the Scheghs or able Preachers chat 
belong tothe Royals A@ofcbs or Churches ; who are men conttant in 
their devotions, ab{temious in their Diet, of achearful countenance, 
and taking behaviour, great lovers of harmony and Mufick, and of an 
indifferent ftrain in Poetry, whereby they compofe certain Songs in 
Mecter, for entertainment of their Auditory. They are likewife ge- 
nerous and compatiionate of humane frailty ; and are not covetous, Stoi- 
cal, or conceited of themfelves, by which means their behaviour is ren- 
dred extreamly taking through all Conftantinople, they are greatly 
delighted with an ingenious Afpea in youth, and from thence gather 
marter of contemplationon thecomlinefs of theincreated beauty : 
they are addicted to entertain acharitable atfection for their neigh- 
bour, becaufe (as they fay) he is the ‘creature of God, from whom 
our love is converted ro the Creator. Their Difciples they procure as 
much as poflible, to be men of comely and pleafing countenances and 
Majeftick prefence, who they inftruct in all the rules of abftinence, 
cravety, and other vertucs moft appropriated to their Sect. And thefe 
of all forts of Turks feem worthy of the beft Charaéer, whom I 
compaffionare » for not being born within. the pale of a Chriftian 
Church, nor duely inftruéted in the Myitery of Chriftianity, to which 
they feem by their morality and vertues already to have prepared many 
previous difpofitions. 

A Sec much ditferent to that immediately foregoing is the Hasret1, 
fignifving amazed, and doubtful in determination of all coritroverfies, 
who canendure any thing rather than to controvert opinions, and di- 
{pute on queftionin chafe of truch: they will neither undertake to 
perfwade or ditwade ; but like the Academicks affirm that falfiry may 
by the wit and contrivance of man be dreffed in a habit as not to bedi- 
{tinguithed from truchitfelf;, and onthe contrary, truth may be fo 
difeuifed with Sophiftry and delufions asto be rendred as deformed 
andugly, as falfhood, and therefore they conclude all queftions to be 
mecrly probable, and no wayes admitting of certain demonftration ; fo 
that in points of dubious controverfies their common fayingsare, 4l/ab 
bilur, God knows, b1ze karanuk, it is unknown tous, and {uch likeex- 


preffions nea of neglisence and a brutith want of curiofity to 


_ fearch into the ftudies of Art and Science. Of this Se& fome notwith- 


{tanding are Preachers, and from that degree are promoted to the of- 
fice of Muftt, inwhich they behave themfelves according to their af- 
fected carelefnefs,with a readinefs and facility to fub{cribe all fenrences 
to the fatisfaction, and in favour of thedemandant ; adding for the 
moft part of thefe words. Well abu ealem biflfanab, God knows that which 
isteft. Astothe manner of their life and pradtice, they are punctual 
obfervers of the rites of the Afahometan Religion and conftitutions of 
their civil Law, but much incline to yield to the courfe of their own 
natiire, and the force of paffion; they drink Wine not to appear Cyni- 
cal or unfociable, bur more generally addi themfelves to Eleduaics 
compofed of Oprwm, which tends toaugment their natural ftupefacti- 
on; and when they are overcome with the obfcurity of this vapour, 
whatfoever you affirm though never fo contradiGory, they readily af- 
fent to, notfo much (as they confefs) from a perfwafion to one pro- 
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pofition more then another, but of a pleafing compliance to their com- 
panions,which humour the nature of their Sect allows of. And thoush 
they ftile the Efcbraké Dogmatical and obltinate opiniators ; yet Ly 
experience it is obferved thar the A4ufties Educated in the £fthrudtan 
Schools have been much more fottunate then thole of the Huadvetian 
Seat; becaufe the former having a cercain foundation of principles, 
have been cautious in figning Ferfas, or delivering their Sentence in 
the refolution of weighty Matters of State, choofing rather to renoui ce 
their Office, thentheir reafon. Bur the others being negligent and in- 
curious in their determinations, asif forcune did dire them more to 
the true part then folidity of judgment ; have been alwayes free and 
open in their Sentences ; by which means events of State falling owt 
unhappily, and the mifcarriage attributed to the councel of the 3afi1, 
they have been oftner fubjeé to che punifhment of baniihment or death, 
then their other Opponents. : 

We thall not proceed to {well this Work with a longer Cardlogue of 
thefe Seéts, leaft we fhould feem over tedious to the Keader, and in- 
ftead of pleafing his Palate, fhould over-charge his Stomach; otherwife 
we might proceed co recite as many Sects as there are Towns or Schools 
inthe Empire, in every one of which fome pragmatical Preacher or o- 
ther have always ftarted a new opinion, which can never want Difci- 
ples. And certainly the diverfity of opinions in Tuky is almott infinire, 
and more numerous then in Exglasd, or other parts of Chriftendom, 
though commonly not procceding fromthe fame malice, nor laid with 
the fame defign to the prejudice of the State : che teafon of this variety 
amonglt the Twrks I attribute to che many Religions which voluntarily, 
and for intereft or by force have entered into the Atabombtan fuperiti- 
tion, many of which being Grectans, and inttru@ed in the Arts and 
Sciences with which that Empire once flourithed, which was the Mine 
and Treafury of Philofophy and Learning, did afterwards mix with 
their new Religions ( not being wholy fatisfyed with the Alchoran ) 
certain Traditions and Opinions of the ancient Philofophers : And 
feveral othe Nations , as Rufiaus, Mufcoustes, Chircafiant , and the 
like, retaining fome few remembrances of their firft Notions and Prin- 
ciples , make a farther addition to this il! compounded medley, which 
alfo receiving fome difference and variety as they'encreafed and were 
propagated, have multiplyed to a number both unprofitable and 
tedious to fedrch farther into. 
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C HAP, XIII. we 
Of the Dervifes. 


T is commonly known and received, that the Turkifb Religion is an 
abfurd compofition of the Chriftian and Jewith Rites ; in imitation 
of the former of which doubtlefs rheir Monatteries and Orders of reli- 
gious men were introduced; moft of which incline to a pretended 
mortification and ftriétnefs of life ; to poverty, and renuntiation of the 
worlds enjoyments, according to the devotion of Chriftians a rhoufan: 
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years pa(t, whofe picty and exemplary lives drew Infidels to extra@ a 
rough Copy of their clevated vertues. 

Yhave been the more curious in making an exaét enquiry into the 
Cuftoms, Inftitutions and Doétrines of the A4abometaz Convents, be- 
caufe 1 find relations hereof {paringly {catered in other Books, and that 
obfcurely without punctuality or cereainty: But I thall promife my 
Reader to deliver nothing herein, bur what I have good Authority for, 
and taken from the mouth of the moft Learned of their Seéghs or 
Preachers which are the Heads or Superiours of thefe Socie- 


The Doétors of the AZabometan Law inform me, that their Religious 
houfes and Inftitutions, are as ancicnt as Mabomet, from whomeeneral 
orders‘and inftru@ions were derived for their ceconomy, firlt to his 
Difciple Hali; bur our Turks(b Hiflory and other Records make no 
mention of thefe Monafterics, till within thefe three hundred and fifty 
years, in the time of Orchanes fecond King of the Turks , who ts 
famed to have been the firft founder of Houfes of thefe Orders. 

Thofe of the Aabometan Faith, who firlt framed rules and intticuri- 
ons for thefe Religions, were two, Utz. Chalvettee and Nacksbendee, 
which after AZabomet are efteemed the two Fountains from whence 
other Orders are proceeded, which are thefe following ; from ¢ hal- 
cettee are derived .

Thefe feveral Orders we fhall diftinétly touch upon, beginning with 
the Mevelevee, which though fer down here laft, yet becaufe for fame 
amoneft the Turks , they are the firft, we shall moft largely and parti- 
cularly treat of them. 

The Mevelevee, otherwife and moft commonly named Dervife, which 
word fignifies Poor and renouncers of the world, have their chict 
and Supcriour foundation in /contum, which confilts of at the leatt 
four hundred Dervsfes, and governs all the other Convents of that 
Order within the Twrtifb Empire, by vertue of a Charter given them 
by Ottoman firlt of the A4abometan Kings, who out of devotion to their 
Kcligion onge placed their Prior or Superiour in his Royal Throng 
becaufe having been his Tutor, and he who girted on his Sword ( which 
is the principal Ceremony of Coronation ) he granted him and his fuc- 
— ample Authority and Rule over all others of the fame Profef- 
ion. 

They pretend to great Patience, Humility, Modefty, Charity and 


GiHlence 


Silence in prefence of their Stiperiour or others; their eyes are alwayes 
fixed downwards, their heads hanging towards their breaft, and their 
bodies bending forwards. 

Their (hirts are of che courfeft Linnen can be made, witha White _ Ther 
Plad or Mantle about their fhoulders: but moft wear a loofe kind of (°"™"F 
Garment made of Wool at /coxs#m or in Anatolia, of a dark colour; 
their Caps or what they wear on their heads, 1s like the Crown of a 
Hat of the largeft fize, made of courfe Camels hair of a whitith colour ; 
their Legs are alwayes bare, and their Breafts open, which fome of 
them burn or fear in token of greater devotion : they wear alfo a Lea- 
thern girdle with fome fhining ftone upon the Buckle before, cither of 
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Derve fer 
Belides their Faft of Ramazan, they keep a weekly Faft on every Theis Fats, 
Thurfday, on which day, none unlefs for fome indifpofitign of health or 
other lawful caufe, hath licenfe ro eat, untill after Sun-fetting, 
Every Tuefday and Friday the Superiour of the Convent makes a 
Sermon or expofition of fome Verfes in the Alchoran, or out of the 
Books wrote by their Founder, or fome other prime DoGor of the Ada-- 
hometas Law ; after which is done, the Derusfes with marvellous mo- .... nie 


defty and reverence bowing to their Superiour, begin to turn — round, 
T ome 
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fome of them with that fwift motion, that their faces can {earce be 
fecn ; accrtain Pipe made of a Cane, founding all the time of this mo- 
tion ; and on a fudden when the Matick ceafes, they all top with thar 
exadnets and firmnefs, fhewing no fymptoms of a difordered or {wim- 
miny brain; to which having accultomed them{clves from their infan- 
cy or your in fome years that motion becomes as natural, with 
as little difturbance ro clicir Head or Stomach, as to walk forward , or 
toufe any other excrcife which nature is delighted with, This cultom 
( they fay ) they obferve with great devotion in imitation of their firtt 
Founder Afevelana, who for fourteen daycs together, and without ta- 
king any nourifhment, ufed this Vertiginous motion by a miraculous 
allutance (his Friend Hamze, or Companion, all that time founding by 
him with his Flute or Pipe ) untill at Jatt falling ihto an extafic, he re- 
ceived ftrange Revelations; and divine commands for the inftitution of 
this his Order: the Pipe tlicy playon, they eftcem for an ancient and 
fanctifyed fort of Mulick, and to ke that with which Faecé and the other 
holy Shepherds in the Old Teftament praifed God. 

It hath a doleful melancholy found; bur their conftant exercife and 
application chercunto makes it as Mufical as can be imagined in fuch an 
Inftrument : the belt of rhofe Canes are elteemed to come from lcontum, 
and are of twenty five Dollers price. But this fort of devotion with 
inftrumental Matick, is,by Turks themfelves difputed againit, denying 
thartheir Founder, who was fo Spiritual aman, did ever inftiute, or 
himfelf ufe Mufick in his turningrourd , becaufe the Alchoran expreile- 
ly forbids all devotion and fervice of God with Mufick, but only with 
the natural and living voice; And that isthe reafon, why in calling 
their pcopleto praycrs cicy ufeno Bells, but only the voice of aihan ; 
ard for t! is caufel remember, thatinmy time prohibitions have been 
made by publick Authority againft this practice of the Dervifis. Bue 
they onthe contrary, alledirg Davids cxample, and his Dancing before 
the Ark as Arguments for their Mufick and Giration, have by the help 
of feveral perfons in powcr, many of them being greatly affected with 
their devotion, maintained from time ro time this cuftom and infticuti- 
on of the firit Founder of this Order, norwithttanding that one Vanat 
Eferdtagreat Segh or Preacher, clteemed as a knowing Perfon by: th 
Grand Signior and all the Court, hath by his Authority endea- 
voured to Refotm this Corruption ( as he calls it) amonetl 
them. . 

They profefs Poverty, Chaftiry, and Obedience, like Capuchin Fricrs 
or other Orders of St. Francis; but if any have not the gift of conti- 


nence ;_ ke may obtain Licenfe to leave his Convent: and marry ; but of 


thefe, they obfcrve that none ever thrived or lived happily with con- 
renrment, thar renounced this Dedication to Gods Service. 

The Novices ferve in the moft fervile Offices, and in time others fup- 
ply their places; they lie as companions two together ina Cell, fome 
of which employ their time in Learning to Read and Write in Turktfb, 
Aratick and Perfian ; but moft yicld to their flothful temperament to 
which they are naturally addiéted: bue becaufe the nature of man is 
settles, and muft employ it felf either in good or bad actions; moft of 
thefe affociates cxercife fome kind of Legerdemain, or tricks to amufe 


" che minds of the common people ; and fome really apply themfelves to 
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Sorcerics and Conjurations by help of familiar {pirits, Busbegurze cells 
ftrange Stories of one with whom he was acquainted, that he would 
ftrike aftone of great wei sht and bignefs againft his bare Breaft with 
that force and violence ag were fufhuient to kneck down an Ox, or 
break the bones of the ftourctt Gyant; and that the fame man he hath 
feen take an Iron Bar red bot from the firesand hole it in his mouths 
and though the f{pictle and mozfture of his mouth hiiled with che heat, 
yet he fecmed to rake it thence again without the Ieatt hurt or burning 
imagiaable, 

Tnis fort of pedple of all other Tu ks, addi&t themfelves co drink 
Wine, Strong-\Varers, and other intoxicating Liquors ; and cat Oprum 
in that qvantity, Ly degrecs ufing their bodies thercunto, that no Moun- 
ccbank or Micl.ridates Limfclf who was neuritied with poifon, are ca- 
palle to dizefl half chac proportion thac thefe men will do; tue etted 
of which is at firft, Ike mien diunk or mad, to raile their {pirits toa fort 
of diftracted Mirth, and afterwards when enc fubrle vapours are con- 
fumed and {pent, anda cull ftupefaction overcomes them, they name it 
an cxtafic, which they account very holy and divine in imitation of their 
firft Funder, who was often obferved to put himfelf into this condi- 
tien; and ehere‘cie whar helps may be found to excite Mirth or di- 
ftiaction, is lawtel and allowable in this Order. 

There is afameus Monattery of thefe in Egypt, invocating for their 
Saintore Kederlee, which by the Stories they rcll of him thould be 
St. George, incontormity with whom all other Dervsfes maintain a Re- 
verend cfteem of this Saint, affirming that in his life he was a valiant 
Horfeman, killed Dragons and all forts of vencmous Beafts; and now 
being departed this life, God for prefervation of good men hath given 
him power to deliver fuch as being in dittrefs, invoaks his adutance ; 
cfoccially thhofe who ere at Sea, andat the point of thipwrack 5 and that 
ho w'th an extraordinary {wiftaefs of motion flics from one part of the 
world to another inthe cwinkling of an eye, and {eafonably comes in to 
their fecour. Theleby vertuc of thar Leffing Kederlce confers upon 
them, pretend to charm Serpents and Addcrs, and handle chem as fa- 
miliarly as we do the moft innocent and domcettick creatures; which art, 
as Thave heard from good Authority, 1s not peculiar in E¢ypt only to 
Dersifes, Lut to other men who are faid to be naturally endued with a 
vertuc againit the poifonous bites of Vipers and other venomous 
Beals; who putting great numbers of them into a bag together, do 
cull and fort cuem out with their hands, asone would do Worms or 
Mafcles; and otherswith a word charm Serpents from moving as they 
crawl along the Banks of Nz'e, which gifts thefe men pretend to inherit 
from their Parents, and others.to poifede in reward of their vertues and 
fan@ity. This fore of Egyptian Dervifes have Sainted the Horfe of 
St. George, and have feared him in Paradife with the other three beatts 
in high refpeé&t and efteem amonglt the Turks, vz. the Affe on which 
Chriit road, the Camel of 4¢abomet, and the Dog of the {even Sleepers. 
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Thefle Dervifes have Monatteries in the moft famous places of the 
Terkifo Empire, which ferve the travelling Pilerims of this Order for 
Inns and places of entertainment: for they above all orher Religious 
Turks, journey and travel from one place to another, where the Aa cmrz 
tax Religion is profefled , under pretence of preaching and propaga- 
ting their Faith ; and thus they travel upon Charity of their Monattc- 
riesand Almsof othersinto Perfia, China, and the Dominions of the 
Mogal, by which means they become the belt {pies and intelligences 
of any chat are found in the Eaftern parts of the world, 

T remember at 4artanople to have feen the Ruine of one of thefe Moe 
nafteries {reuated on a pleafanc hill, and in good Air, that overfees the 
whole City and Plains round about; which upon enquiry I underftand 
was demoti(hed by the famous Vificr Kuperli ; becaufe it was difcove- 
red to be a Rendezvous of the lewd Women of the Town, and a Stew 
where the young Gallants debauched the Wives of the richelt 7 urks, 
to whom their Husbands had given liberty in honour to the Sarictiry of 
the place, to be often prefent at the devotion of the Dervifes: but their 
way of practice being too publick and fcandalous, the Foundation of 
theit houfe by the order of the Vifier was razed to the ground. 


CHAP, 


The Turkih Mozafteries and Voraries. 


Cuar, XIV. 
Of the Order of Religious Turks called Ebrbuharee, 


a His Order of Elrbubarce was firlt inftirited by their founder and 

E infticutor £¢réaber from whom they have their denomination, who 
herein followed the Preceprs and Rules of his Mafter MacsLende, from 
whom in like manner the Order of A‘eveleve or Dervifts are derived : 
for the berter underftanding this fort of gin i the Reader may take 
this following, as an authentick difcourfe relating to their manncrs and 
otiginal, which I thall deliver erbatrm as given me in writing Ly one 
eftcenied Learned amongtt the 7#-4s, and was a Hadgi or Pilgrim, and 
made it his bufinets to inform me of this Set. Sultan Bajazet , {aid he, 
in the year of Mabomet nine hundred and eleven, ereéteda Mofch and 
Convent in Conflantraople, dedicatcd to this Holy Emir Ebrbubar 
( that is of the race of Atabomet ) upon whom reft the mercy of che 
Creator. This man both extrinfecally as to appearance in the world, 
and intrinfecally as to his devque foul, was famous and renowncd for the 
Miracles he wérked; on whith Fabrick Sultan Selim afterwards be- 
ftowcd a fountain of warer. 

This Eérbubar Schollar of Nacstende; taking into his Company the 
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afittarce of Abdullah and (abi and Vefas Preachers and Heads of other 1)2;. 


Convents, came out of 4fa to propagate their Doftrine in Eu- 
rope. 

hei actions were governed with Mecknefs, Graviry and Silence, 
and laying afide all Superftictious Worlhips, thcy exercife themfelves in 
pious actions ; their difcourfes amongit themfelves were nothing in re- 
pe to the things ‘of the world, but of Martcrs relating to a future 
life. 

Thefe poor religious faft for the moft parton Afwadays and Thurf- 
days ; And both they and thofe devoted to their order abitain from all 
Meats chat carry with them any ferulent or ungrareful fmells, and in 
chis manner thefe devout pecple exercifed in abftinence anda moral 
life. and{wallowed up or tran{posted with the illumination of God, 
and atrending to their daily prayers Cemrhemoration of Gods mercy, 
and other offices of devotion acquire a holy difpofition and preparation 
for Celcflial glory. . 

As tothe Holy Emir Eéréwbar, whofe Myltcrious life may Ged fan- 
tifie to us; was nourithed wich Bread made of Barley, Oil of Olives, 
Honcy and Grapes, and abftained from al = of a ftrong fcent or 
favour, he eat but three timesa year, giving himfelf continually to 
Fafting and Prayer ; ‘he was a man of great Sanctity, full of Divine Re- 
velation, his attractive vertue was grateful to all, to his Feet from di- 
vers Countries were many difeafed perfons brought, which afterwards 
returned found and healthful tothtir own homes ; all which is the rela- 
tion of my Do¢tor and great admirer of the Mabometan Religion. 

In commendation of the religious of this Order; ate thefe Vertes in 
the Per/ian tongue.

And notwithftanding this great pretended purity and fanéticy of 
thefe men, they are yet by the generality eftecmed Hereticks in the 
Mabonetan faperitition, becaufe they judge themfelves not obliged to 
the Pilgrimage of A%.cha, by reafon of their pretended purity of foul 
and Setapuick Raptures, which elevate them above the world, and 
enable them in their very Cells to be prefent, or have a clear Profpect 
into their Holy Atecha, 





Crap. XV. 
Of the Nimetulahi. 


Ne fore of thofe who are accountcal in the number of Chalvetts is 

the Nemetalabt; they had their bestnninz inthe Hegr aor year of 
Ma omet 777, and their denomination from onc of that name, tamous 
for his Doctrine and feverity of life in the tune of Sultae ALuromet, Son 
of Bajazty calk dk y che Jaks idevim, or the Son of Thundcr; He 
wasan excellent Puyfician, and renowned for his vertues anonait the 
vulsars; for ketecr knowledge of his Lite and Doétrine, the Reader 
may take notice what one of this Order relatcd to me in admiration of 
hits Matter. : 

He was one, faid he, who preached and publithed the truth, morti- 
fyed his body, followed not the a tetions of the carnal Appetite, knew 
the intrinfick narure and Quiddity of all creatures, rendred continual 
Prayers and Praifesto his Creator ; and fo long refigned himfelf entire- 
ly to fpeculation, untill he arrived to the Ravuhment of Extafics and 
Rapturcs, in which he oftentimes obtained the happincfs to difcourfe 
with God. 

He cat of all thofe things which God made lawful for humane nou- 
rifhment, without obfervation of Falts or {triGtncfs in Dier, but day and 
night continued in his prayers and devotions: whilft he flept he ex- 
tended not his feet like che beafts of fenfe, who eat Corn and Hav in 
the Stables; fometimes the fear of God made him tremble, and his 
countcnance Lecame melancholy and atrizhted with the apprcbenfion 
of hisMajefty. And to this perfe@tion none ever arrived, nor to that 
intimate knowl dge of the divine Secrets. 

The profedlors of this Order aflemble every Afunday night to praife 
the Unity of the Divine Nature, and Celcbrare the name of God with 
Hymns and Songs. 

Thofe that would initiate them{clves into this Order, are obliged to 
make a Quarentene firft, cr1emain fcqueftred in a Chamber for the 
{pace of forty daycs, with twenty four drams ofMeat a day, during 

which 
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which time they fee the face of God, the {ublime Paradife, and praife 
the Creator and Framer of the Univerfe ; at che expiration of their 
term, they arc taken forth by the reft of the Fraternity, who taking 


hands Dance in a AZorris 5 in which Vazary, if any Vifion appear to,the 


Novices from God, they throw their Cloaths behind them, and fall flac 
with their faces on the ground, like men aftonithed or ftrook with an A- 
poplexy, untill fuch time asthe Prior or chief of cheir Order coming and 
making prayers for them, they return by degrees to their fenfe again, 
.and taking them up with their cyes red and diftorted, they remain 
a while like men drunk, diftracted or ftupid ; bue afterwards their 
{cattered f{pirits being better collected, the Prior demands in fecree their 
Vifions and Revelations, which they communicate to him, or fome o- 
ther ferious and grave perfon well inftructed in the Myfteries of their 


profelfion, 
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Crap, XVI, 
Of the Kadri 


¢ i ee is another of thofe fix Religions which are derived from Chal- 

vettty which had one Abdul Kadrt Ghilant tor its fittt Founder, a 
man greatly admured for his wifdom and abitinence, whofe Sepulchre 
is found without Babylon, to which aes many of chofe who en- 
ter into the Regular Orders of cthefe Convents make their Pilgri- 
mages. 

Thofe who enter into this Religion, mutt perform their Novitiate 
with degrces of abftinence and fafting ; wherefore when firft they take 
the profeion upon them, there is bettowed upon them a {mall Cudgel 
made of the Wood of a Willow, weighing when freth and green four 
hundred drams, which they are alwayes to carry about them hung at 
their Girdle ; by the weight of this they take their daily allowance of 
bread , untill {uch time as che Wood reget exceeding dry, is alfo 
much the lighter, and fo according as the weight thereof Tightens, their 
proportion of Bread diminifhes. 

Befides thcir prayers of five times a day to which all Mabometans are 
bound, they arc obliged to {pend the whole or beft part of the night 
with turning round at the found of a little Pipe, and to utter this word, 
Hai, Hai, which fignifies Alive, being one of the Attributes of God : 
and this they do in imitation of the Cuftom ufed by cheir Founder, who 
isfaid tohave pronounced this word Har, fo often, and with-that ve- 
henrency, that the vein of his breaft burfting, the blood gufhed out up- 
onthe Wall, and made the word Har. Wherefore all his Difciples to 
follow the example of their Matter , taking hands together in a ring, 
repeat this word, Hai, Hai, wich fo much violence, and fo often, untill 
they fall on the ground without breath or lite ;_thofe who laft out long- 
cft carry off the dead from the Chamber, and lay them to recover their 
{pirics after their ftrained exercife ; and this they do every Friday night. 
Every one of thefe are obliged once in the year to a retirement of forty 


dayes, ina little Cell free from all company or converfation, —_ 
which 


— 
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which time they are wholy to give themfelves to meditations, and to 
obferve their dreams, and fo recount them to their Superiour, 
who ftudiesthe interpretation of them, and from them Divines of fu- 
cure things. 

They have many times licenfe from their Superiour, tobe drunk of 
intoxicate themfelves with 4qua urte, Opium, or any ftupifying Drugs, 
to be beecer able to perform with more {pirie and vehemency their mad 
Dance. 

Thefe fellows are of a refined wit, notable Sophifters and Hypo- 
crites; their {ecrets they reveal to none but thofe of their own protefli- 
on, by which means they are fubtle to cheat thofe of other Re- 
ligions. sates 

They are not debarred from the liberty of Marriage, bur if they do 
marry they are excluded from the Convent, and may wear any fort of 
habic, yet for diftin@ion fake they wear Black Butrons; thofe that 
live inthe Convent, carry a certain whire Plad of a courfe Cloth, their 
Heads with hair unthaven, without Caps or other covering, and-their 
feet Lare. Thefe are called Kadri, and have a convent at Soplana in 
Con{l antinople. : 

The Founder of this Order, called, as we have faid before, 4édul Ka- 
dir Ghilan, was born inthe Hegiraor year of Mahimet five hundred 
fixtv one, and dyed in the year fix hundred fifty feven ; he was efteem- 
ed both a Lawyer and a Philofopher; his Mafter or Inftructor was Abdul 
Mumin Gazel1, who compofed two Books, one called A¢ugrth or the 
Arabian Grammer, and another called Andalus. At chat time chat 
Helakin Son of Genghiz Han came to Babylon, he caufed him to kill one 
Alkamt then Vice-King of that City, for being of the Perfian Scat, cal- 

ted by the Turks Rafizt or Hereticks, becaufe they reject Abubecher, 
Omar and Ofman, as Apochryphal Writers, and attribure not to them 
that honour of Holy men, which is given by the Turks, 

The Prior or chief of the Convent of this Order, teach their Di- 
{ciples a certain prayer, which they whifper in cheir cars that it may not 
be overheard or known by others; this they are obliged to repeat eve- 
ry moment with little incermiffion, unlefs at times fcr apart for the of- 
fices of nature; and boaft that it hath fo much of efficacy in it, that by 
the vertue thereof, they obtain the enjoyment of divine vifions and 
revelations. 

Thejr pofture is, like other relisious AZabometans, co fie with their 
heads hanging down, and their Nofes in their Breafts, which they call 
Murskate , the better to keep them from diftra@ion or wandring 
thoughts, during theit contemplations ofheaven, and the vanity of fa- 
tisfying the carnal appetite, 

Amongft the many Miracles that the followers of this Order recount 
of their Mafter, oneisthis, That coming onceto Babylag to inhabit 
amongtt the other {uperftitious perfons sof Santones of that City, they 
hearing of his approach went forth to meet him, one of them carry- 
ing in hishand a dith filled wich water; from whence they would in- 
fer, that as thae dith was full to che brim fo as to be cdpable of con- 
taining no more, fo their City was fo replenithed with Learned and Re- 
ligious perfons, that there was no place to reccive him : Wheteupon 
this fubtle Sophifter ftudying to confute this Hieroglyphick, whereby 


they 
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theyewould excufe the courtefie of due Hofpitality, ftretching his arms 
firlt cowards Heaven, and then bowed down nf athered a Rofe leafe 
which he laid on the water, which before had filled the dith : by which 
piece of ingenuity , he not only cenfuted the parable of the Churlith 
Babyloitans, butalfo fo took with them, that they regiftred it as a Mi- 
racle of wifdom, and bringing him into their City withtriumph, made 
him the Superiour of all cheir Orders.

Of the Order of Kalenderi. 
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a Santone or Holy NLA 


T His Order may rather be termed the Sect of Epicuveans, then men 
retired to mortifie their appetites, and deny the world, as all other 
of the religious and regulated Turks pretend ; but yet this fort of Fana- 
ticks pretend to a by a different way of Libertinifm and loofc- 
nefs in their converfation ; which they a&fo publickly, chac they are 
not afhamed to profefs their infticution and cuftoms to be after this

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In the time chat Mabomet Ata.far Sonot Afelkaziz Ohoma the Sen of 
Silabdin, being ready to reign up his latt breath, bequeathed to his 
Son Mabomet Atelik Kiamel, che Government of Catrp, and all the other 
parts of the Kingdom of Egypt: Damefcws and ferufslem tobis Son ifs 
Melik Muazin ayd Diarbehw , to his third Son Efchyefinufas There 
lived a certain Saytoxe, who alwayes mentioned the name of God with 
the found of his Pipe, and with that Mufick recreated himtelf day and 
night, not after a chearful and merry humour, buc with fad and melans 
choly Tunes, aceompanied his Pipe with Tears and Sizhs. He was 
an excellent Mufician, anda deep Philofepher, endued with thofe fu- 
pernatural vertues as enabled him to work Miracles clear, and notorious 
to allthe world; he was a Hermite, called in Aratick Aldal; went 
with his head bare, and his body full of wounds, without Shirt or 
other Clothing, befides a Skin of fome wild Bealt chrown about his 
Shoulders, at his Girdle he wore fome finely polithed ftone; his 
wrifts, inftead of Diamonds or Stones of value, he wore counterfcie 
Jewels, which carryed a luftre and fair appearance with them; this 
man was called Santone Kalender#, who was continually finging Aratick 
Sonnets, and according to them Mufical Airs, making alfo harmonious 
compofitions foartificially, thathe fecmed another David, But how 
{trict and fober foever this Santone was, his Difciples or Profelytes are 
of another temper, being wholy given up to Jollicy and de..zhts, they 
banifh all kind of melancholy and fadnefs » and live free of cares, paf- 
fions or torments of the mind , and have this faying amonatt them, 
This day is ours, to morrow is his, who fhall live to enjoyit; and 
therefore ftudioufly attend tolofe no moment or leaft part of their 
pleafure, but confume their time in eating and drinking ; and to main- 
tain this gluttony they will fell the Stones of their Girdles, their Ear- 
rings and Bracelets, When they come to the houfe of any rich man or 
perfon of Quality, they accomodate themfelves to their humour, gi- 
ving all the Family pleafant words and chearful expreffions to perfwade 
them toaliberal and free entertainment. The Tavern by them is ac- 
counted holy as the 4ofcb, and believe they ferve God as much 
with debauchery or liberal ufe of his creatures ( asthey call it ) as 
others with feveriry and mortification. And the + srks {ay That in 
the Hegira 615, the Chriftians become Matters of Fersfalem, by reafon 
chat the Inftiruror of this Order of the Kalendert, who had a chief hand 
in the Government of the City, was found drunk when it was affaulted.

He original Founder of this Order was one “Ibrahim Edbem, con- 

cerning whom the Difciples themfelves , or Followers recount 
things very obfcurcly , and tellus Stories that his Father was a Slave 
and Abafine by Nation, and went one day under the Fort Horanan to 
difcourfe with /énsmelik King of Cairo, that he was a man very come- 
ly, facetious and fober in his carriage , alwayes defiring to pleafe God, 
continued inthe Afofchs reading the lchoran, and in prayer day and 
night with his face proftrate on the ground, and often repeating thefe

His Servants feeing this his devout way of living, applyed themfelves 


to the imitation of his Aufterity, and abandoning all greatnefs and va-

their fuperfluous garments they beftowed on the Poor, giving to thofe 
whofe neceflities required them. . 

Their food is Bread made of Barley, and Pray frequently with Faft- 
ing, and their Priors apply chemfelves much to a faculty in Preach- 


ing, 
"Their principal Covents are in Cities of Perfia, efpecially Cho- 


afan, 
Their Cloathing is of a courfe thick Cloth, upon their heads they 


- wear a Cap of Wool, witha Turbant round it, and about their necks 


a white Linnen Cloth ftriped with red, In the Deferts they converfe 
with Lions and Tigers, falure them and make them tame, and by the 
miraculous power of divine affiftance entertain difcourfe with Exob in 
the Wildernefs ; This and many other wild difcourfes they make of 
this Edbem, but becaufe their are bur few of thi@@rder in Conftanti- 
nople, being moft appropriated to Perfia ; I could not receive fo par- 
ticular an occount of their Rule and Inftitutions, as I have done of 
others.

Of the Order of Bettatle. 


Ti original Founder of thisReligion, is of no ancient Memory or 
ftanding, nor had his Birth or Education amongft the Saztones of 
Arabia, from whence moft of thefe fuperftitious pretenders have had 
their beginning ; but one of thofe that was an Army-Preacher , that 
could fight as well as pray, of whom my Icarned Hogza gives me this 
account. 

Inthe time ( {ayes he ) that the warlike and Vifortow Sultan Amurath 
palfed with hts Army tnto Servia, and overcame Lazarus, the Defpot of that 
Country, and flew lim in Battel, Becktath was then preacher te Ainurath ; 


who amongft other of bts admonttions forewarned bim of trufting the Ser- 


vians ; 4ut Amurath out of bis couragtous {pirst replying on his own wifdom 
and force admitted a certain Nobleman called Vilvo, upon pretence of do- 
ing bam homage to approach neer bim and kifs bis ‘hand, who baving bis 
Dagger ready and concealed, flabbed Amurath to the heart, and with that 
blow made bima Martyr. Bedtath knowing that this treacherous death 
of bis Prince, mult needs alfo be the caufe of nis , for being fo near bis Per- 
fon, and propbefying of this fatal firoke , fought mot 10 prevent tt, but made 
preparations for bis own death, And tn order thereunto provided himfelf 
with a white Role weth long Sleeves, which he proffered to all thofe which 
were bis admirers, and Profelytes, to be ki[Jed as a mark of their obedience to 
him and to lis inftttutions 5 from thts aétton the cuftom bath been introdu- 
ced of kiffing the fleeve of the Grand Stgntor, 

The Reltgtous of this Ordcr wear on theiv heads white Caps of feveral 
pieces with | urbants of Woel, — inthe falbion of a Rope, they obferve 
conftantly the bours of prayer , whsch they perform in their own Affemblies 5 
they go Cloathed in white, and pt the Unity of God , crying, Hu 

( which 
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ae eae nae ee sees ee tare ren appa Aine: Onde eine ee eee ee 
( which is, may be ltve) and by thefe means obtain the Grace of God. 

This Santone hath many millions of Difeiples and Followers ; now all 
the Janizaries of the Octoman Port are profelfors of the fame Religion, 1 bis 
Bactath at bes death cut off one of bis fleeves, and put tt spon dy ae of one 
of bis religious men, part of which hung down on bus {boulders , faytn 
after this, you fball be Janizares, which figmges a new Milstias and (h 
that time began thetr ortytnal inflitution, fo thes 1s the reafon why the Ja- 
nizaries wear Caps falling bebind after the manner of fleeves called Ketche, 
7 bw Hasi Bectath was a perfon exceedingly attrattrve 1n bis’ conver{ation, 
holy to admtration, a man of great worth, and Majeftick in bis com- 
portment, be was buried inthe City Kyr, where they have many Convents 
aud Religious followers, who alwayes praife and adore God, and thw far 
my Hogia txforms me. 

Bur whatfoever he fayes, this Order is the moft abhorred in the 
world by the Kadtzadelt, becaufe that Beéafb left itto the free will of 
his Difciples, either to obferve the conftanr hours of prayer or not; 
by which great liberty and licentioufnefs is entered amongtt the Fans- 
Zartes, os are Souldier-like, not over zealous or devoure in their 
praycrs, little attendance to the offices of devotion. In fome Songs 
which this Beéafh is {aid to have compofed ; it is often repeated, that 
none hath known God, becaufe none hath feen him : And for this rea- 
fon the moft zealous A4ahometans call the Fantzaries Keferefis , which 
fignifies without faith; anda certain Atufté called Ebufuud delivered 
his fentence or Fetfa, to the queftion demanded him ; if a A4a{fulman or 
believer (hould fay to a Fantzary, thou art a Pagan, what punifhment 
he thould merit by the Law ? he replyed, chat aman is an Infidel, who 
holds a Fan1zary for a true believer. 

Some Friers of this Order of Beéafh do in all publick fhews and fo- 
Jemnities march near the perfon of the Fas'zar Aga, crying continually. 
Ha, Hx, with their Daggers drawn, They are a moft licentious fort of 
people, much given to Sodomy, for which the ignorant and loofe fort 
of Fantzaries are willingly their Difciples ; on are noW grown into 
chat vatt multitude, as is almoft impoffible to exterpare them or their 
vices; though corrofives are laid to eat away this Gangreen in the Mi- 
litia, whigh goes creeping on with an unfenfible pace ; as we hall dif- 
courfe more largely in the next Book of the Turki{b Militia. 





Cuarp, XX, 
Of the Order of Herewi or Hizrevi. 


N the time of Orchanes the fecond King of the Tarks, who Governed 
thirty five years and Reigned cighty three, and dyed in the Hegira 
of Mahomet {even hundred and fixteen, there lived in Prafa, then the Re- 
al Seat, a famous Santone called Herewt, who ufed to walk up and 
own, and as an a& of charity to buy the Livers and Lights of Beafts ro 
feed Cats and Dogs; he profeifed poverty and fevere mortification 
with Tears and Sighs, which he acted with that fervency that the Angels 
leaving 
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Jeaving heaven, came to be witnels of his holy penance. The fame of 
which moved Sultan Orchanes to difcourfe with him, and to know the 
{tory of his paft life; which he {miling began to rccount, and told him, ' 
thar he formerly was a King derived trom the Line of Afabomet, had 
compaiicd with his arms the Rivers of Nrlw, Euphrates and ‘igri, had 

verned Provinces with leis Sword and Scepter, had been glorioufly 
and triumphantly adorned wich precious Stones and glittering Arms, 
and had, made the world tremble atthe very mention of his name. 
But at laft cénfidering the vanity gf this world, he rcfolved ona folita- 
ry life, andto renounce all the follies and {mall fatisfactions of riches 
and empty honours. At which faying, »ultan Orchanas was amazcd, 
and faid, We ought not to defpife thofe who under the guife and ap- 
pearance of mad and diftracted perfons wander through the world ; for 
their vertues arc rare; andin this man particularly I difcoverfo much 
of fanétiry rhat I judge my felf unworthy the name of ene of his Ser- 
vants. And this ts che reafon, why Tools and Frantick people have 
ever fince been had in Honour and Reverence amongtt the + urks, as 
thofe whom Revelations and Enthufiafms tranfported out of the ordi- 
nary temperament of humanity. 

‘This Herewt was very Learned and Experienced in Chymiftry 5 and 
to thofe who profetied his Order and entred into the regular lite of his 
Religion, inftead or Afpers he beltowed Gold; he worea Green Vetts 
and lived very abftcmiouily ; he mended his own Cloaths, and dretied 
the Dyer for his Convent. He endowed many eHofels and {everal Ho- 
fpicals of Charity at Grand Cairo and Babylon, Wis Scpulcher is at 
Prufa, whichis greatly vifited by Pilgrims, and adorned by the Boun- 
ty and Munificence of thofe who reverence the Memory of this holy 
Santone. 

This is the beft relation] could procure from one of the Sherghs or 
Preachers, and one that was Prior of this Order, whofe cxample, as 
the original Copy , others of this Order imitate. They have a Mo- 
naftery in Conflantenople, as all the others before mentioned, befides 
which in this Capital City, nor in any parts of the Tarkifb Dominions in 
Europe, have I obferved any Teke or Monaftcry, where Turks profefs 
to lead a Religious life, bucis one of the Orders before mentioned ; 
fome others there may be about Babylon and Exypt, and remoteit parts 
of Afia, whofe names and conttituttons I have not repeated here, who 
have ‘( as] am informed ) fomewhat morc of ridiculous and fuperftici- 
ous Worfhip amongft them then I have declared in the account I have 
given of thofe I have been acquainted with in the parts I have travelled ; 
yet itis obf{ervable they all of them pretend to poverty , as the neareft 
way to arrive the happinefs of Paradife ; bue with their poverty ( as 
I have feen infome of their Tekes where I have been, efpecially thofe 
removed from Cities ) they mix fo much negligence in their living, 
not caring for neatnefs in their Houfes, but feave all things in a difor- 
derly and confufed manner, as teltifies their lazinefs as well as poverty ; 
And arenot like the Cells of Capuchins, who having nothing to attend 
to befides cheir Prayers and Gardens, improve all things with that ad- 
vantage, as graces Poverty, and convinces the World that in a mode- 
rate enjoyment of it there is more fatisfaGtion, thea in thofe vexations 
which attend the difpofal and government of heaps of riches , and the 
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fatiety of opulency aud plenty. It is worth nothing alfo; chat on the 
Monuments of Sastones and in the Gardens, ot before the Gates of thefe 
Religious, there is alwayes fome ridiculous adornment fuch as agrees 
with the fancy of Bediams; as Crowning the Hearfe of the dead with 
Beads, aid Horns, and Ribbonds, and pieces of Tinfel, ¢5'c. andetheir 
doors with the like ; accounting it a chief difpofition to Divine Service 
to have a mind endued with an humour inclining to the fancy of Hypo- , 
condriacal or diftracted heads, fo that I thall net enlarge farther in this 
Difcourfe , nor to glut my Reader with fo Infipid and Fulfome a 


fubject. : 
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Of Marriages and Divorces, and how far Contcubinage is in- 
dulged amongft the Turks. 
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He ftate of Marriage is accounted both honourable ard holv 

amongtt the Turks, by which the race of Mankind is beft enereafed 
and maintained ; yet the Prieft as 1 may call him, or their Church-man, 
hath the leaft hand inthe Solemnicy ; the matter as an action wholy 
civil, is performed before the Caddee or Judge ; not unlike the manner 
practifed in Exgland for {ome few years, according to that abfurd act of 
Marriages by a Juftice-of Peace; and is in the nature of a Recogni- 
{ance, whereby the Husband doth perfonally oblige himfelf before the 
Judge to take {uch a Wife, and in cafe of his Death or Divorce, to en- 
dow her witha certain Eftate to remain to her own difpofal. The 
Woman is not there prefent, but appears by her Father or fome of her 
neareft Relations, and is afterwards by a great attendance of Women 
brought covered, fitting a tride on Horfe-back under a Canopy to the 
Habitation of her Bridegroom, who remains at the Gate with open 
arms to receive her; there is great Rejoycing and Featting herear, the 
night before fhe is brought to the Company of her Husband ; bur when 
the precedent Ceremonies to the Marriage are performed and com- 
pleated, the Houfe is all filent, and the is brought into the Bride-Cham- 
ber byanEunuch ( if fhe be of Quality ) ifnot, by fome Women of 
near Relation, and delivered to her Husband, who is himfelf to untie 
her Drawers, and undrefs her for his bed, not unlike the cuftom a- 
mongit the Romans of Zonam folvere. 

Polygamte is freely indulged to them by their Religion as far as the 
number of four Wives, contrary to the common report, that a Turk 
may have as many Wives as he can maintain; Though A4ahomet had 
nine Wives, and Hal: had fourteen, as being men more fpiritual and of 
amore elevated degree, had greater priviledgcs and indulzences for 
carnal enjoyments. 

This reftraint of the number of their Wives is certainly no Precept 
of their Religion, but a rule {uperinduced upon fome politick confide- 
rations, as too great a charge and weakning to mens Eftates, every one 
that takes a Wife pi; obliged to make her a Kabin or Dowry, as we 
have faid before ; or elfe for better Regulation of the ceconomics, and 
to prevent and abate fomewhar of the [ealoufies, Strifes and Embroil- 
ments ina Family, which muft neceffarily arife between fo many Rivals 
in the affection of one Husband who is obliged by Law and Covenants, 
to deal and beftow his benevolence and conjugal kindnefs in an exaédt 

roportion of equality. And Ieaft this confinement to a certain num- 

er of Wiyes, fhould {eem a reftriction and impeachment of that liberty 
and free ufe of Women which they fay, God hath frankly beftowed on 
man ; every one may freely ferve himfelf ofhis Women Slaves, withas 
much variety as he is able to buy or maintain; and this kind of Con- 
cubinage is no wayes envyed or condemned by the Wives, fo long as 
they can enjoy their duc maintenance, and have fome reafonable (hare 
in the Husbands bed, which once a week ts their due by the Law ; for if 
any of them hath been negleéted the whole week before, fhe challenges 
Thurfday night as her due, and hath remedy in that cafe againtt her Huf- 
band by the Law; and if the be fo modeft as not to fue him for one 
wecks default, fhe is yet fo ingenious to contrive a fupply of her wants : 
And whereas thefe Women are Educated with ac retirednefs from 
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che converfation of men, and confequently with greater inclinations 
rowards them, and with no principles of virtuc of moral honetty or 
Religion, as to a future ftate relating to the rewards or punifhmencs 
of heir good or badeactions 5 they are accounted the mott lafcivious 
and immodett of all Women, and excel in the mo% refined and inge- 
njous {ubtilties to fteal their pleafures 5 And as in Chrittendom the 
Husband bears the difgrace and {candal of his Wives incontinency ; 
here the Horns are by the vulgar adjudged to the Father, Brothers; and 
Kindred ; the Bloud of her Family is tainted and ditnonoured, and 
the Husband obraining a Divorce, quits himfelf of his Wite and dif- 
honor tozether. 

No queftion but the firtt Infticutor of this cafic Religion, next to 

the fatisfaction of his own carnal and effeminace inclination, and this 
takin: freedom amonegft his Difciples ; his main confideration was the 
enereafe of his people by Polygamze, knowing that the oreatnefs of Em- 
pires and Princes confilts more in the numbers and multitudes of their 
people, than the compafs or large extent of their dominions. This 
freedom (if it mav be called fo) was granted at the beginning of the 
world for the propazition and encreafe of mankind ; and the Jews had 
thar permi fion and indulgence to their loofe and wandring affections, 
and we read that the Ealtern parts af rhe world have abounded with 
Children of divers Mothers, and but one Father; and that ordinarilya 
Great Perfonige in E ypt hath been attended with a hundred luity 
Sons in the ficld, proceeding from his own Loins, well Armed, and 
daring in all attempts of War. But yet this courfe thrives not fo well 
amongit the s#rks as formerly ; whether it be thought their accurfed 
Vice of Sod mie, or that God bleffes not fo much this {tare of life, as 
when the paucity of Mankind induced a fort of a neceffiry and plea 
for It. 
Bur chiefly through the irreconcileable Emulation and Rivalry which 
is anonglt many Wives,thofe Watchcrafts and Sorceries (which tn this 
Country are very frequent) are prepared againft the envyed fruittulnets 
each of other, that either they make an Abartive Birth, or otherwife 
their Children pine and macerate away with fecret and hidden charms, 
by which means they are now obferved not to be fo fruitful and nume- 
rous, as is the Marrtage-bed of a fingle Wife ; nor isthe Family fo well 
regulated, and orderly as under the Condué& and good Hufwifery of 
one Woman, bur contrartly, filled with noife, brawls and diilentions, 
as pafles the wifdom of the Husband to become an equal Umpire and 
Arbitrator of their differences , which confideration re(trains many, 
though otherwife inclineable enough to gratifie their Appetitcs, from 
incumbring themfelves with fo great an inconvenience ; and I have 
known fome though childlefs, have adhered to a fingle Wife, and 
preferred Quiet and Repofe, before the contentment of their Off- 
{pring. 

The Children they have by their Slaves, are equally efteemed with 
thofe they have by their Wives ; Nejue vero 7 urce minus honoris defe- 
yunt uatis exc concubinis aut pellicibus quam ex uxoribas neque ili minus in 
bona paterna jarts habent, Busbeq. Ep. t. 

But yet with this ditference in eltcem of the Law, that unlefs the Fa- 


cher Manumufles them by his Teftament, and confers a Jivelihood upon 
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them by Legacy, they remain to the Charity of their Elder Brother 
that is born {rom the VVife, and are his Slaves, and he their Lord and 
Matter ; and it is withthem, as in the Civil Law, Partus ventrem fequi- 
tur ; So that from the Loins of the fame Father, maay proceed Sons of a 
fervile and ingenious condition. 


There is alfo another fort of half Marriage amongtt them, which is . 


called Kabin, when a man takes a VVile for a Month, or for a certain 
limired time: and an agreement is made for the price before the (‘adee 
or Judge : and this Strangers oftentimes ufe, who have not the gift 
of Continency, and are defirous to finda V Vife in all places where they 
travel, and is the fame which they term in Spatn to be Emancibado, or 
Cafado de Medta Carta, only the act there is not made allowable by the 
Laws asin 7urky, 

There is another fort of Marriages commonly ufed amongft the 7 urks 
(if we may give it thar honourable Title) which is the conjunction of 
an Eunuch witha VVoman; fuchI mean as are wholy difarmed of all 
parts of virility, do norwithftanding take many V Vives, and exercife 
Cutts of an unknown and prodigious nature. 

Thereis alfo one point or reftriGtion of Matrimony in che Twrkt{b 
Religion which is obfervable ; that is, a .Wabometan may Marry himfelf 
with what VVoman foever, though efteemed an Infidel, as a Chriltian, 
Jew, or any other different profeffion, fo it be of thofe who are of a 
Learned Religion, of which Books are wrote to defend and maintain 
ic; burt fuch VVomen asare of a Religion which hath nothing in it of 
Learning orof written Law, as the Se@of Metuzee, who adore the 
fire, conferving it always burning in their Temples, and are to be 
found inthe parts of Perfia, but principally in fome Countries of Ato- 
gul;, and alfo the Gipfie W omen are prohibited (of which great num- 
bers are amongit the Tarks :) a Vagabond people without Law or Re- 
ligion, but what is fabulous and ridiculous ; and having no litterarure 
ot knowledge among{t them, are reputed as pata amongit the 
Turks, 

And here the Turks upon occafional difcourfes of the feveriry and 
ftriGtnefs of the Chriftian Difcipline in matters of Concupifcence, tell- 
ing them that no Copulation is allowable but in the Marriage Bed, and 
that reftrained and confined to one Wife, without tlic additions of 
Slaves to fatisfic with variety the corrupted fancy ; that the very 
thoughts of Luft and Concupifence pollute the purity of the foul ; 
And that whofoever looks on a Woman to Luff after ber, commits adultery 
in bis heart 5 They prefently deride chefe our Preceps and our Laws, 
which Corittians not only by their aétions and corrupted lives contemn 
and invalid, but Authority it felf not by a fimple connivance only, bue 
by indulgence and priviledge foments and encourages perfons walk- 
ing contrary to that which is confeffed to be an indifpenfable Law. 
For proof whereof, they mention the Stews of Italy, Whotetom 
made an allowable Trade and Profeffion in Venice, Naples, and the 
City of Rome, and the Cantoneras in Spatn, and framed into a Politick 
body (as is related and apprehended by the 7srks) from.whence 
Taxes and Impofitions are raifed : The 7s#rks comprehend not the 
Politick grounds hereof, with which in /taly this Maxime is defended, 
nor is it fitting to produce the reafons or argue ic with them ; fince the 
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benefit which accrews tothe Roman Church, and the Profits that 
arife thence, being employed in maintenance of Gallies and Forces 
goaintt Infidels, is the bett can be faid to hallow this permiffion ; bur 
’tisan improper atgument with a Turk to excufe this Liceufe and Au- 
thority to fir, upon confiderations of being better able to War againtt 
the Profetlors of his Religiun, And_ therefore the Turk will hardly 
be convinced but that this manner of Concubinage hath much more of 
Sanctiry, Order and Policy in it, as being freer from Difeafes and Foul- 
nefs, than the wandring Lutts of Stews or impudence of Cortefans, 
made bold and hard-foreheaded by concelfion of Authority.

Amongitall the priviledzes that the Sul an enjoys above his fubjects, 
this one he hath lefs than they, that he cannot Marry; but yer hath 
asmany \Vomen as ferves his ufe, though never fo libidinous, or are 
requilice for the Offentation and greater Magnificence of his Court, 
accordin 2 to the cuftom of the Fattern Princes, who placed a great 
partof chcir Pomp inthe multitude of their Women. This difufe of 
Marriige in the Sultan, hath been a Maxime of State, and reckoned 
among:t the Tark¢, Later Arcana Imperti,trom the time of Bayazet untill 
this very Age: the reafonshercof are diverfly related. Busbequins 
faith, Thac Buyazet atterthe grcac Victory obtained againft him by 
Tanerlane, to Dis other great Mistortucs and Difgraces, had this one 
added, of haviag his Wife Defpr.a whom he dearly loved, to fall into 
the hands of the Conquerour, whofe ignominious and undecent treat - 
ment be forethe cyes of her Husband, was a matter of more difhonour 
and forrow, than all che rett ot his afictions : fo thar ever fince thar 
time, the Saltans to tree themfelves from being capable of that diferace, 
o1occation of like fortune, take .no feminine companion of their Em- 
pire in whom they may be more concerned than as in Slaves, or the 
lofs of Goods, Riches or Eftace. But inmy opinion, this pollicy is ofa 
deeper reach and defign, than the confideration of matters fo meerly 
podible ; for as I have heard, the only fign and ceremony ofa Sulans 
making a Wife, isthe endowing her with Riches asreeable to her 
condition and quality, not called Kabin,which is Dowry, but Pafbmaluck 
or money for her Shooes; which befides Prefents, Jewels and Rich 
Garments for her felf, and great actendance, her Revenue ought to be 
equal to that of a Yalede or Mother of the Grand Signior, which is four 
or five hundred ti onfand Dollars yearly Rent ; fo chat were thiscuftom 
in ufe, and meeting with the difpofition of fome Prince that are Amo- 
rous and Prodizal, the chicf Revenue of the Empire would be ex- 
pended in the Chambers of Women, and diverted from the true 
Channels in which the Treafure ought to run for nourifhment of the 
Politick body of the Common-wealth, Befides were it the cuftom 
tor Sultans to take wives , it would contract that main principle 
of Policy amongit them , of avoiding Alliances and far Relations 
of the Grand Signior abroad. And this was the principle reafon of 
the murder of Sultan Ofman, tenthEmpcrour of the Turks, contrived 
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by the Rebellion and Tolerationof the Souldiery; it being objected 
chat he had Marryeda Soltana ,, whereby he had contra&ed Alliances, 
contrary to the Fundamental Conftitutions of the Empire. 

The tye and folemnity of Marriage, andthe nacure thereof amongft 
the Turks, is as before related: from which che Woman hathno 
ways to unloofe her felf, whilft the Husband maintains her with Bread, 
Butter, Rice, Wood, and Flax tof{pin for her Cloathing ; the Law fub- 
pofes her fo induttrious a Hufwifc as wich her own labour to fupply her 
{elf ; there are fome other points pleadable in Law for Divorce in be- 
half of the Woman, as impotency or frigidity in the Husband, ind rhe 
like; bue the man hath divers means to acquit himfelf, and can do it 
by feveral allegations ; and may upon as cafie terms, and on a» flight 
grounds tue out his Divorce, as was p¢rmitted ro the Jews in cafes of 
diflike, or that fhe found no favour in his eyes, 

There are amongit the 7sr{s three degrees of Divorce, every one 
of which is made before the Kade or Juttice, and by him drawn out 
and regiftred. The firft eparates the Man and Wife only from the fame 
Houfe and Bed, the maintenance of a Wife being {till continued ; The 
fecond not only divides them in that manner,but the husband is compel- 
led to make her good her Kabin, which is a Joynture or Dowry promi- 
fed at her Marriage, fo as to have no intereft either in him or his Eftate, 
and to remain in a free conditionto Marry another. The third fort of 
Divorce which is called (Ouch /alac) is made in a folemn and more 
ferious manner, with more rigorous terms of feparation,and in this cafe, 
the Husband repenting of his Divorce, and defirous to regrake his Wife, 
cannot by the Law ke admitted to her without firft confenting, and con- 
renting himfelf to fee another man enjoy her before his face,which con- 
dition the Law requires as a punifliment of the Husbands lightnefs and 
inconftancy, and as an evidence to thew that though the 7xrki/b Law 
is very indulgent and openin the free choice and enjoyment of Wo- 
men, yet chat it punithes fuch as unadvifedly frultrate the folomn points 
thereof, with remarkable notes of infamy and difgrace, Notwith- 
ftanding fome afterwards repenting of their Divorce, have been con- 
tented with the condition, and have chofen fome handfome youth to 
entcr into the Bed of their Wife. It is aMerry Story that is told of 
one, who it, this cafe being put to a great ftrait, refolved to call the firtt 
man he ser hr met tothis office, thac foas one unknown his 
reputation might be rhe lefs concerned ; the man he firft lighted on hap- 
pened to be a Karckgee or Boat-man, who it feems fo well fatisfyed and 
sey the Wife, that the afterwards renounced all intere(t in her Hus- 

and, and refolved to adhere to her new Lover, of whom the fuppofed 
(he had fufficient proof and acquaintance with already tociteem a 
better Husband than her former. There are but few amongit the 
Turks , though fome are found, who fo heartily repent of their Di- 
vorce, and fo fond of their feparared Wives, as to be contented to take 
them with the foregoing condition : for it is reputed a kind of an abo- 
mination; and when they would fignifie any matter far alienated, er 
eftranged, they all call i¢ (Ouch Talac) fome thing fo divided and fe- 
— as to be 2Sin and prophanation fo muchas tocovetor de- 
ire it.

Of Circumcifion. 

es is hot reckoned amongft one of the five points which 

_ « conttigutea true Afabometan believer, but is only (as we have faid 
tefore) propofed as a tryal and proof of mahs obedience to the more 
neccifary parts of the Law, This rice of Cirtumeifion is not received 
by them as an Article of Precepe-delivered exprefly from the 4/choraz, 
but by tradition and ancient praGtice and ufe amongtt the Arabians, be- 
fore the time of A¢ahome: derived originatly from /)pmael or Efus,whofe 
progcny they are, and from thence give themfelves the name of 
IJbmaelites, The Araétan DoGors affirm that 4 abomet himfelf was born 
withour a Navel,and naturally Circumcifed ; perhaps to equal the fame 
ttory which the Jews report of Afofes,and fome others of the Patriarchss 
and it {eems in thofeCountries where Circumcifion is in pra€tice that it 
irnot unufual for Children to be fo born ; who are therefore called Sons 
of the Moon, on whom the verrue of the Moon hath more than an or- 
dinary manner of influence. Credebant fiquidem Avabes, quod tlle qut pycoct, Note de 
ful lune radius nafceretur, contrabt pertnde ac circumci{um preputiam, Arabum movie 

The Turks never Circumcife their Children untill the age of feven 

years and upwards ; and then they do it my a Barber or Chirurgion, it 
not being efteemed a matter appropriated to the office of the Emasm or 
Prielt ; tor (as we have faid before) rhey make no fuch dittin@ion as 
Clergy and Laity ; I mean, as to any {piricual Carradter of Prietthood ; 
for aman may cry upon the Steeple to day, and like their Paftor be the 
firit to lead his Gongergation totheir prayers, and expound the 4lcho- 
ran in the Pulpit ; and next day be expelled his Parith, and become 
free to any other {ecular employment or profeffion : they obferve fome 
ceremonies amongft them on this occaffon, often differing according to 
the Country and place ; bur commouly the Child is.fee on horfe-back in 
his bett Cloarhs, atrended with his $chool-fellows and companions,who 
with loud (houts repeat (ome words in the Alcboren ; and being broughr Gta + 
home, and the a& of Circumcifion performed, he is carefully attended cifon 
for his cure, and in che mean time there is a Feaft or Banquet prepared 
for the Guetts ; thofe who ofriper years become Mahometans, in fome 
jemi are carryed about the Town on horfe-back, with a Dart in their 

eft hand pointing towards theit heart, fignifying that they will rather 
fuffer themfelves to be patfed through with thar inftrument, than re- 
nounce that faith they hes rofefs. Andthis Citcumcifion is an ad- 
miffion and introdu@tion of them inro the number of che faithful, as it 
is amongft the Jews, and Baprifm with the Chriftians, 
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Of the five neceffary points which are required to conftitute a. 
true Mahometan. 


Of their Wathings. 


Hough Afabomet faith in the Alchoran,that his Religion is founded 

in cleannefs, and that it is half of his Law ; yet much before Ma- 
homets time wathings were obferved according to the fame prefcriptions 
by the Arabians, who defcending from /{bmael, maintained by tradition 
the pra@ice of wafhings: and he had no other fhare in this invention, 
than that it was enforced by his Authority on the profeifors of his Se&. 
The Turks are certainly a very cleanly people in their exterior manner 
of living 5 as in their thawings relating to their holy exercifes and du- 
ties,they are very precife and fuperftitious'; fome of them believing that 
the very water purifics them from the foulnefs of their fins, as well as 
from the uncleannefs of their bodies : There being three forts of wath- 
ings obferved by them. 

The firft is called 4édeft, which is a preparation for their prayers, 
entring the Mof.b, or reading the Alchoran 5 they firft wath their hands 
and arms, then cheir neck, their forchead, the crown of their head, their 
ears, their recth, the face, under the nofe, and laft of all heir feet ;_ but 
if the weather be cold, and norconvenient to uncover them, itis fuffici- 
ent, if they make fome evidence thereof by any other outward fignifi- 
cation. 

The fecond his called Guf«l, which is the clenfing of the Bath after 
Copulation or nocturnal pollutions ; until which time a man is called 
Gtunut, that is, his prayers are accounted abominable before God, and 
his Socicty’to ke avoided by men. 

The third is Tabaret, which is a wathing after the eafe or evacuation 
of nature ; to this homely office they defign the three laft fingers of the 
lefthand; andupon this account they call Chriftians  abarat iis, which 
is as muchas one defiled and impure for want of this manner of clen. 
fing. And wathing is fo ufual and frequent amongit them both before 
and after mear, as hath caufed a common Proverb amongit them, thar 
God hath created meat that men may-have occafion often to wath their 
hands. 

Secondly of their prayers. After their wafhing follow their prayers, 
which Wabomet to recommend to his Difciples the force and virtue of 
prayer, calls it in his 4/choran the Pillar of Religion,and the key of Pa- 
radife, and enjoyned the performance five times in the f pace of twenty 
four hours, vez. berween the day-breaking and Sun-rifing, called Saéa- 
vamafee ; Secondly, at noon, called Ulenamafee ; Thirdly, at the middle 
hour, between the noon and the ferting of the Sun, called Kindinamafee 
Fourthly, at Sun-fetting, called Acfbanamafee; Fifthly, at an hour and 
half in che night, called Yachinamafee; this ation they perform with 
very much reverence and devotion, and hold thatthey ought to be fo in- 
rent and fixed in their thoughts on this religious at towards God, that 
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no bufinefs of the world, though the execution of rhe Séltans decree 
{hould in the {ame moment be commanded, or fire fhould burtt forth 
inthe very Chamber where they retain, or an armed enemy within 
their Gates or Camp, they ought not yet to be diverted, or break ab- 
* ruptly off their prayersy to extinguith or oppofe themfelves agaimt cheir 
inevitable dettru¢tion : It is much, in my opinions that Infidels thould 
be poffeifed with that awe and fenfe of the Divine Majelty in the time 
of their audience with him; Andyee that Friers and others of the Re- 
man Church obliged to their office, as the ‘wrk to his Namas, fhould 
perform it fo pcrfunétorily, as co mix the difcourfe of bufinefs with the 
repetition of their breviary and joyn with their refponfals anfwers‘ and 
rcfolutions of queftions are made them 5 and fo fatisfie them Ives in 
the Opus operatum, as if it were morc important to comply with his 
command who impofed the office, than with his who primarily enjoyn- 
ed the facrifice of prayer. 

The form of their prayers is not extracted out of the 4lchoran, only 
the collections of fentences, as in the Name of God, God is great and 
merciful, and the like, are deduced from thence (as Chriitians do from 
the fountain of the holy Scripcures) che reft 1s compiled by the four 
Doétuis we have before mentioned, viz. Ebsubecher, Omar, Ozman and 
Ait; wiofe names are wrote in golden Chara@ters on the walls of moft 
Adof: bs : herein they obferve divers poftures and geftures of their body, 
ds placing their hands one on the other before them, bending the body, 
kneeling, touching the ground wich rheir forehead, moving the head to 
each fide, and the like ; in which it is difficule to make diftinGion of 
thofe mecrly invented and ordained by Mahomet from thofe which were 
primarily in ufe amongft the ancient Aratzaxs : But that the orderly Ce- 
rcinonies in their prayers may be better defcribed, it will be to our pur- 

ofe to hear what Buste atu relates of the whole Turki{b Army, whom 
he had {een drawn up orderly in the field ac their devotion. / faw (faid FPF. 3. 
he) sathat platiya yee multitude of beads folded up ta Turbants,who with 
prof and filace a'tended to the words of a Priest their Condufor ; all of them 
betug drawn up in ranks and file, and covering with t' etx extend dorders 
thewho'e plat, ,feemed to have framed a wall or bulwark by the regular di[po- 
fition of thety (adress! etr cloathinys were of I) ght colours and their Turbauts 
comparable to the whstenefs of the fuow, and the variety of the different co- 
lours of their garments, fed the eyes with a ftrance pleafure : #n thts manner 
fo immoveatble, they flood as sf theyhad growntn tle place where their feet 
were fined, no coughiag, bemming, nor votce was beard, nor fo much as ary 
motion nas perceived of thetr beads 3 every one at the name of Mahomet 
pronounced by the Prieft, Lowed bis bead to bis knees 5 and at the name of God 
veverently proft: ated bimfelf, and kiffed the Earth: and thas the Turks 
mith devout ceremony and profound attention perform thetr boly duttes 3 
Juppofing that prayer to become fruitles, which es tnterrupted ly fcratching 
of the bead, subbing the bands, or anyother gefture not effential to their 
preyer. Bucof all Nations and Religions that ‘I have known, they are 
the mot hypocritical ; they are thofe who love to pray in the Marker- 

lace, andin the Corners of the Streets to have praife of men, for it 
is oblervable with the Turks, thac where they find the moft {pectators, 
e{pecially of Chri‘tians , to chufe that place how inconvenient foever, to 


{pread firlt their handkerchief, and then begin their prayets. fub- 
anee 
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(tance of their prayers confilts for the moft part in praifes of the divine 
power and attributes ; mixing therewith Petitions tor the fafety of their 
Prince and his dominions, and for diflention and wars amongtt Chrifti- 
ans, which part they conceive God hath greatly gratified them in, and 
rejoycing ‘upon tlie rumors of wars and difturbances in Chrittendom, 
as an effet of the divine facility and conceffion to their prayers : they 
know well by experience,what Tact reports of the Roman Policy; That, 
Omne feelus externum cum latitta habendum, femina etiam odiorum tncende; 
and as the Romans dettined 4vmenta to be a prize held up,and the Stage 
alfo, on which the Tragedy of the ruinof the Eaftern Nations were to 
beaéted, Eandem Armeniam fpecte largttionts turbandis Larbarorum ani- 
mis prebuerint , fo the Turks fotcbore for feveral years the total Con- 
ueft of the Provinces of Tranfilvanta, Moldavia, and Valachia, re- 
erving them for the Cadmean fields, wherein the Hungarians, Gg- 
mans, Polonians, and the people of thofe Countries themfelves might 
deftroy one the other, and make his entrance to the pofleffion of them 
the more facile, and lefs bloudy. 


Thirdly, OF therr Ramazan. 


The third neceflary point of their Religion, is the obfe1 vation of the 
Month of Ramazan, ora Falt in chat le Month, in which time they 
can neither eat, drink, or take any thing in their mouths, whilft rite 
Sun is above the Hort zon ; afterwards, upon fhutting in of the Evening, 
that the Emaum lights the Lamps, wMfch in that Month are expofed 
round the Steeple of every Afofcb, they have liberty ro cat: Molt part 
of the night they {pend in Feafting, referving commonly their greateft 
Delicacies and belt Provifions for the confolation of that Fatt; their 
bufinefs and employments they attend moft to in the night, patfine 
the day as over tedious in fleeping, fo that their Falt is nothing buta 
changing of the day into night. This Month they call fecred and 
holy and the time when the Gates of Paradife are opened, and of Hell 
arefhur: and fo ftriét is the Impofition of this Faft, chat it is no lefs 
than Death for a 7urk to be accufed of the breath thercof. In this 
Month to drink Wine is efteemed an inexpiable Crime ; and fuch who 

ive themfelves that liberty at other times, do yet, not to give fcandal, 
abftain from it fourteen days before the beginning of this Month s 
and Women and other of the more fuperftitious fort, begin fifteen days 
their Faft before it is enjoyned by che Precept of their Prophet. | ur 
fuch as are fick, or have any infirmity,or are travellers in their journcy, 
have apermiifion to cat ; bur with that condition, as to remain obliged 
at other times of their health and convenience to make good thofe days 
of the Ramazan, of which they remain indebted to the performance of 
their Law. 

The inftieution of this Month of Ramazan, proceeded from Maho- 
met himfelf, in the fecond year of his Prophetick office, which he did not 
affume until he had fully compleated forty years, having before in 
imitation of the Jews Faft of Afbura Leutt, 16, ver.2g. in Memory of 
the overthrow of Pharaoh and his Hoft in the Red-fea, enjoyned to the 
Arabians the fame time of abitinence : but afterwards apprehending it 
difhonourable to be beholding to the Jews for the invention of a iy 

infticure: 
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infticuted the Ramazan, the time of which is governed by the courfe of 
the Moon, and falls out commonly ten dayes fooner then in the prece- 
ding year,fo thar this Faft with time comes to run through al! che months; 
and is more eafie to the ‘rks when it happens in the thort dayes of the 
Winter, rather then inthe Summer, when the dayes are long and hot, 
which become tedious to the ordinary fort of peaple, who for necelfi- 
ty are forced to labour, and yet for the quenching thirft dare not refre(h 
thek mouths with a drop of water. 


Fourthly, Of their Zacat 


Whichis another neceflary point to the conftitution of a Mabometan, 
which is the beftowing alms according to certain rules prefcribed b 
four principal Doétors of their Law : the word Zacat fignifics as ea 
as increafe, becaufe that alms procure the bleffing of God, and multiply 
the {tore of the merciful. ss. to chis command every man is ob- 
lized to give one in the hundred of all cheir Eftate to relief of the poor ; 
and though this Precept is enjoyned as an eifential ingredient to confti- 
turea true AZahometan, yet Coveroufnefs and Policy fo much prevail 
with the Turks 5 chae che Rich are both unwilling to pare with fo much 
of their Eftaces and fearful to evidence their Wealth by a crue calculate 
according to the Zacat ; fo that the Poor are the beft obfervers of this 
injunétion, the Rich conceiving it fuperfluous, and never intended by 
God to make the performance of Religion a {nare to their Eftates. 


Fiftbly, Of their Pilgrimage to Mecha 


Which is enjoyned to every one who hath riches and freedom from 
great offices and charges of Government, to perform it ; being a Type 
of fignification of their patlage out of chis world into the nexe. the 
number of thofe who yearly undertake this Pilgrimage is uncertain, 
though mott commonly are regiftred from divers parts where the A4a- 
bometan Religion is profelled, above fifty thoufand fouls; thefe Pilgrims 
depart about the latter end of A4ay from Conflantenople, and mect with 
shofe from Anatolia, Caramanta, and others of that quarter of the world 
at Damafcus; thofe from Perfiaailemble at Babylon; thofe of the parts of 
Egypt at Grand Carta, and all unite upon the Mount 4rarat, where they 
obferve divers Ceremonies, as making Corban or Sacrifice, which they 
do by killing Sheep, and fending part thereof as Prefents to their 
Friends, and dittribution thereof amongit the Poor, in remembrance 
that upon the fame Mount 4éraham deffened to facrifice his Son Jfaac ; 
they alfo here ftrip themfelves of their Garments, and being covered on- 
ly witha Blanket, goin proceffion through the Mountain in fignificati- 
on that they nmuft now leave all their fins and atections of the world 
behind them. 

Thi chief Commander over thefe Pilgrims ( for amongft fo confide- 
rable a number of people, there maft be rule and government ) is ap- 
pointed by the Grand Signior, and is called Swr-Emint by whom he 
fends 500 Zechins; an Alcboran Embotled with Gold carryed on a / amel, 
and as much black Cloth as ferves for hangings for the Adofchs at Mecha, 


and this is yearly prefented from the Sultan to that place ; when the 
. ¥ new 
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new hanging is {cc up, that of che former year is pulled down, and is by 
che Prlgiams torn in pieces; fome gercing more and fome lefs, carry any 
12.7 of Lt home, as arelique and token of their Pilgrimage, which ferves 
chem in place of the Caabe to which they turn their faces at che time of 
their prayers. The Camel which carryed the -zlchoran, at his reeurn 
home 1s decked with flowers and other ornaments, and lvaving perform- 
ed this holy journey, is ever after exempted trom all Jabour and 


{ervice. 
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Df the Bairam and Ceremonies ufed at that time by the Chie 
O,icers to Lhe Grand Sigmior. 


He But, amis the Fealtof the Turks, of which there are two in che 
“| yca';one fnmeditcly following the Halt of Rumazaey<s cur Falter 
doth the Lent, wiech is called the Creat Batt he 3 whe other ts che lteele 
Bairam, which happens about fcventy daves after the former 5 at which 
time che peeple tor three drys ccafe fron cucir labour, prcfent onc cic 
other, reyovee and take a greeter Liberty then acother apics 3 which ne 
queition bur was invented Ly dal OMT, for relaxauedr et rhe bodies 
and :ainds of his followers, as well as in imitation of che Chutran 
i cafts. 

The Ba vam is then conceived to Legin at the firlt appearance of the 
rew Moon aficr che Aamazar , whichis fomerime defciied a days time, 
it the weather prove Cloudy, that the Moon is not vitiLle ; 4 loncer tlic 
Sky be ulfuur.d, according to me courte of nacure, itz prcfumed thar 

he Moon rbegua, and fo their beatin sing alias wh chis puliuhed ar 

Con Nad'tney le Ls thie aifharze of ercu Gus ac the pont of che Se 
retro uponthe Ser-fl care, at which tine tc Lirhts or Lamps on the 
Siccples of che Affcbs are excinguithed ot omutted to be lighted, and 
Drums and Frunipers are founded in all pui lick places of the City and 
Courts of great Pertons : fo that every one berakes himfelf to Mireh 
and Pattime, as his own inclination or convenience leads him. 

Bur chat which will be mott curtous to the obfervation of rhe jydj- 
cious Reader, is, the rclation of che Ceremonies ufed inthe Sera alio at 
this Feaft by the {everal officers of State to the Grand Signior, and to 
one and others which are fo formal, precife and conftant to the leaft 
motion of every Member of the body, as willclear the ‘urks from thar 
opinion which patles of them inthe world of being rude, uncivil and 
Lott of all Ceremony or Courtthip in their comporement and behav i- 
“ir, which according to the beft intormation I could procure, 1s for 
u.¢ moft part in this manner, 

The Antipore leading to the Hodgins of the Kapa Agafi ( ot Chief 
Funuch who commands the Pages ) being adorned with rich Carpets, 
Cuthions and other Furriture after their fathion, on the Veil or Eve be- 
fore the Batvam , all rhe Prime Officers of State belonging to the Empire 
thon at Couflantixople, allemble chemfelves at the Grand Sioniors Se- 
7-clta three or four hours before day, where as foon as day breaks, the 

Grand 
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Grand Signior mounted on horfe back’, paffes through the midtt of 
them, and goes to the Afofchs of Santa Sophia, where having faid his 
‘Morning prayer, he returns again to the Seraglio, 

eine returned he enters the H.foda or Royal Chamber, and {e ttine 
himfelfin his Seat of State, having che chief Eunuch of the Pages on his 
Ycft hand, the Sons of the / artar Haw ( which temain for hoftazes in the 
Turki{b Court ) upon figns made tothem, are the firft who prefent 
chemfclves before him to with him a happy Fettival; whom ( as I have 
heard reported ) le walks three paces to mec, and they prottrating 
themfelves, fay, Etamy fcber+f, which is, may thefe dayes be happy, and 
arifing kifs his hand and{o retire. The nexe who makes his addrefs, is 
the Prime Vilicr, who ftanding on the right hand of the Grand Signior, 
in the front of all cheBe lerbegs, ?afbaws, and other great Officers, Com- 
plements the Grand Signior upon one knee, and nearer approaching 
kiics his hand, and then arifing takes the ftation of the Kapa Agafi or 
Eunuch of the Pages. The next who follows in this Ceremony is the 
Muf-1, who on the left hand fronts the Officers and principal heads of 
the Law, as the Kadele{cheres or Lords chicf fuitices of -avatolta and 
Gree, the Nakth Efchref, principal head or Primate of the Kindred of 
Mahomet, the Afollals, Preachers called Seigbs and others. Themthe 
Mauf.i bowing his head to the ground, holding his hands on his Girdle, 
kitles him on the l¢ft fhoulder , and the Grand Signior fteps one pace 
forward to meet him, and fo retires to his place 5 then all the others in 
their feveral orders take their turns to pafs this Ceremony, whoare 
treated according to what the Prime Vifier informs the Grand Signior ; 
for fome kifs his hand, others che hem of his veft, fome his fleeve, orhers 
his breaft, thereafter as their Quality and Authority is, which is fo full 
of varicty and formal niceties , that there is a Book wrote exprefl 
treating of all the particularities of this Ceremony. The laft of all 
who is called to perform his Complement, is the fas/zar 4ga/i, or the 
General of the Jaatzartes. 

This part being thus far padled, the Grand Signiot enters into a more 
retired Chamber of the Seraglto,where the 4rz 4galar or the four princi- 
pal Pages are the firtt of the Court to do their obeyfance as before : then 
follow the Eunuchs and other Pages; In the mean time a Dinner is 
provided in the Chamber of the Drvan, where the Officers of State ha- 
ving complyed with their obligation, take a plentiful repaft at the 
Grand Signiors charge, after which the Grand Signor makes a prefent 
ta cach of the fixteen principal Officers of Sable Velts, with which the 
Ceremony concludes, ' 

Then is way made forthe Coaches of the Soltanaes, who having 
been Cloyftered in the old Seragito the whole year before, are glad at 
the Feat of Barram to have occafion to make their Vifits to the Grand 
Signiot in the firft place, as being of his Kindred and Relations, and 
then to the Queen or Queen-Mother, and tothe other Soltavaes and 
Ladies, with whom they ufe varicty of Ceremony according to their 
Condition and Quality; and chere have liberty co remain for the {pace 
of three dayes in Banquetting and other divertifements of Mufick and 
difcourfe. 

I may well be obferved from the premifes, how gencrally the world 
- is miltaken in the opinion is conceived of the Courtiliip ufed — 
¥2 1€ 
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the Txrks, commonly — by Travellers to be rude, coming much 
{hort of chat quaintnefs, bowings, ctingings and reve ent pofturesufed 
inChriftendom. Itistrug the Turks deporement even in the moft vile 
and mechanick vulgar, thouzh never fo mean, is carryed wich a {trange 
kind of barbarity and rudenefs towards the belt of Chriltians in thofe 
parts; which proceeds rather from a fore of pride and detcttation 
taught them by their Religion, then from any want of being inltru@ed 
intheir dury of due ‘severence to their Superiours ; For in their car- 
riage one towards the other , they obfcrve the rules and nicetics of 
Complement with as much varicty and exaCtnefs, as is exercifed in 
Rome, or the molt civilized Courts of Chriftendom ; and amonstt the 
chief Minitters there is much precifenefs and caution ufed not to exceed 
the limits of that Ceremony which Irferiours owe the Superiours, leaft 
they fhould difparage their own quality, or give occafion to the world 
to believe their diforderly fubmittion to be a part of adulation. And 
therefore it is worthy the ftudy of Chriftian Miniters cmployed in 
Embaffies in the Ottoman Court, to be well informed in the rules and 
manner of their carriage in prefence of the chief Minifters of State ; for 
uncovering the head, as in Chriftendom is amonegft them cfteemed ridi- 
culous an attrontive, and the manner of little bowings, and often in- 
clinations of the body, taken as acknowledgments of the great diftance 
there is berween the Mafters they reprefene ; and therefore a little Ce- 
remony at the entrance, and the like at departure, with a {teddy and 
conftant behaviour at the time of the treaty or diftourfe, is the belt rule 
for a Chriftian Minifter ; which is interpreted amongtt Turks as the 
effe& of gravity and eftimation of themfelves; It being certain, thar 
the contrary hath caufed many Chriftian Minifters to fall lower in the 
reputation of the Turks, then they had deferved for their wifdom and 
dexterity in the management of the more {ubftantial points of affairs, 
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Cuae, XXV. 
Of the prohibition of Swines flefh and Wine. 


He five foregoing principles already treated of are (as we have {aid 

before ) the effential points required towards the conttitution of a 
true Mabometan; other matters are proofs and tryals of rheir obedi- 
ence ; amongit which none is more enjoyned chen the prohibition of 
Swines fleth and Wine : which are called Haram,things abominable and 
forbidden. The firlkis inreality abhorred by them, and as difpleafing 
as the fleth of a man co civilized people , or a Dogs thigh to {uch as have 
been ufed to delicacies and wholfome viands. But Wine of late years, 
thouyi forbidden by the Law, hath gained a better reputation, and 
thouvh accurfed by them, is yet accounted of fo {trong a temptation, 
thar the fin is the more excufable, And though the 4 borax pofitively 
inhibirs the ufe thereof, and the expofitors of che Law have fo far re- 
moved ir from all poMibilicy of becoming lawful, that they have deter- 
mined that if Wine be {pile on’ the ground, and in that place orafs 
grows, and with that Paflure a Sheep or an Ox ts nourifhed, thofe Cat- 
tel become Haram, and are as abominable as the fleth of Swine. 

Bue notwithftanding the fevere prohibitions hereof by their Relivi- 
on, Wine is fo commonly ufed, chat itis publickly drank without cau- 
tions or fear of giving f{candal, the great men, becaufe in office, are 
more carcful how the world difcovers the aclight they take in that Li- 
quor, Icalt the mifcarriages of their office fhould be attributed to the 
excefsor Wine; or the knowledge of their ufe of that which deprives 
them of their reafon, render tem uscapable of cheir trutt and dignity, 
For the Twrks account it impoffible to drink Wine with moderation, 
and are’ ignorant of the benefit of it for correction of crude humours 
and indifgeltions of the ftomach; and wonder to tee it by Exghfh, 
Frencl or Italians tempered with water 3 for unlefs they may drink it 
with full bowls, and have fufficient thereof, to give them their Kaif (as 
they call ir ) that is to tranfport them into a diffolute Mirth, or the 
ridiculous ations of drunkennefs, or to a furfeit or a vomit, they eftcem 
it not worth the drinking, and a provocation to the appetite and palate 
toremain wich a defire of demanding more. 

But fuch as would appear Religious amongit them, and are fuperfti- 
tious, morofe and haters of Chriftians,abftain — fromWine,and are 
of a Stoical pride, melancholy temper, and cenforious of the whole 
world. Thefe men who drink cnly Water and Coffee, enter into dif- 
courfes of Stare Matters, cenfure the actions and pafs Charagters on the 
Grandces and great Officers 5 A Jumt® Stoicorum arrogatta, Sella]; qua 
turbidos, & negotiorum appetentes factat. Tac, lib.14. And this was the 
reafon way the great Vilicr Kupruli, put down the Coffce-houfes in 
Conlantinople, and yet priviledged the Taverns; beeaufe che firlt were 
melancholy places where Seditions were vented, where reflexions were 
made on all occurrences of State, and difcontents publi(hed and agera- 
vated ; bur Wine raifed the {pirics of men toa gay humour, and would 
never operate thofe effects to endanger his condition, as the Councels 
which were contrived in the Afflemblics of thofe who addicted them- 
felves to a more melancholy Liquor. The 
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The drinking Wine in young men is efteemed amongft the extrava- 
gancics of youth, but in old men is a crime more undecent and {canda- 
jous in a higher degree. But why tabomet thould fo f{everely forbid 
the ufe of Wine to his Difciples is recounred ina fable on this occafion; 
That their Prophet being once invited by a friend toan entertainment 
at his houfe, chanced in Fis way thither to be detained a while at a Nup- 
tial Feaft, where the Guefts raifed with tHe chearful {pirits of the Wine, 
were Merry, embracing, and in a kind temper each towards other; 
which pleafing humour Mahomet attributing to the effect of the Wine, 
bleffed it asa facred thing, and fodeparted. Bur it happening that in 
the Evening returning again, and expecting tofce the love and careiles 
he had before bletfed to be augmtented, he found the houfe to the con- 
trary, full of brawls, and rioife, fightings, and all confufion ; which he 

alfo having underftood ‘to be another effect of the Wine, changed his 
former bleffing intoacurfe, and for ever after made it Haram, or an 
abomination to lus Difciples, 
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Cuap. XXVI. 


Of their Morality, Good Works,and fome certain of their Laws 
worthy of obfervation. 


Hough accerding to the preceding difcourfe, the Character that 
Bomay thence refule from the nature and temperament of the /arks, 
doth not promife any long Treatife concerning their deep morality, 
vertues, and elevated graces: yet in the minds of all mankind thougt 
never fo barbarous, God having wrote the Law of nature, and made that 
intpreflion of doing right to our neighbour, which tends towards the 
confervation of the world; we may well expect to find the fame prin- 
ciples in the Turks; efpecially their ViGtories and Spoils abroad, having 
procured them converfation with other Nations, and their VW ars anc 
Treaties with Chrittians, having refined their minds in a good part o 
that rude cemper shey brought with them out of Scythra, it will not be 
ftrange for usto find amongft chem men, whom Education hath made 
civil, poli(hed in all points of verruous deportment, and made Herors o' 
their Age; though I muft confefs I cannot appland the generality of thi: 
people with fo high Encomiums, as I have read in thc Books of fome 
ingenious travellers, and do believe without partiality thar they come 
fhort of the good nature and vertues are tobe found in moft parts o 
Chriftendom. Howfoever, wherein they conceive a great pare of chari- 
ty is placed, and meritorious works, it will not be unworthy nor un: 
pleatant to confider. . 
Aud in the firft place, they efteem it a good work to build houfes 
though from thence they obrain a Rent, becaufe it is a habitation fo 
thofe who have no Lands ot Eftates, to have them of theirown. Bu 
efpecially {uch as are Princes and great men, who build Chazs or Inns 
which are receptacles for travellers at night, are ranked in the firtt or 
der of facred Benefators, and are bleffed and prayed for by the wear: 
Guefts, who have found repofe and refrefhment through their muni. 
ficence : And in thefe buildings the Turks are extraordinary Magnificen 
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in moft parts of the Empire, having united to inany of thema ftately 
Mofcbs, Baths and Shops for Artifancs and Trades-men to fupply all the 
neceifitics of the travellers ; and fome of them are fo endowed , thare- 
very nizht the Gucits are checrtained at tree coit with a convenient 
Supper, be their number more or lefs according as the Cha» is capable 
toreceive. The form of thefe buildings is for tue molt part according to 
tlie model of the higneit and iturélieft of our Halls, covered with kead, 
hough not altogether fo high-rocfed, yet forme I have obferved for 
their breadth and length very Magnincent; yer Ly reafon that they have 
been fomewhat lower, have only in that come short of the pride of the 
ftareliclt Fabricks : thouzh in few of ticm are apartments for diferent 
companies, yet every one is furhctently retired, having at a convenient 
di‘tance ditferent Chimaics for all parties of Guetts to drefs their mear, 
and in che winter for their fire; che greateft inconvenience to men of 
watchful {pirits,and ufed to quict retirements ts the want of fleep, which 
uacill have been over-tired with labour, and accuitomed thercto by 
divers cayes journcyes, hata been alwaycs aftranger tomy cycs, | y rea- 
fon of the mole'tation of various companics, fo.ue of which are alwaves 
awake, fone rucading their Carts, others dreifing meat, others upon 
their depa.tere, hit in thofe publick places never want noife to di- 
{turb thofe “ho ilecp but of one car: Thefe ttarely Chars or Inns, 
which with tac Afefirs are che only durable and magnificent buildings 
of the Empire, are the Edifices of certain yreat men , who fearing to be 
deprived of their riches by a hafty death, thould thy endeavour to 
com inue them to their family, chufe co perpetuate their names and fe- 
cure their conditions by thefe publick works, 

Thofe who would appear of acompationate and tender nature, hold 
it a pious work to buy a Bird from a cage to give him his liberty ; and 
hold ic a merciful action to buy bread and teed the Dogs, of which 
there isa great number of difcafed Cursin all ftreets appropriate to no 
Matter, bue arc manzy and foul, and no {mall caufes of breeding the 
Plague, fo frequen: tn al] che Cities of the fwrks., And this care of Dogs 
is acccunted fo charteable thar chere are certain Laws made tor the pro- 
tection and maintenance of them: anditis a lizhter ofence to ery 
bread to a poor Cnrittian who ts famuhed in his chains, then to the 
Dos of their rect, which are fit for nothing but to breed Infetion , 
and fome Lind themfelves by a vow to give fuch a quantity of bread a 
day to the Dogs of fucha ftreet, others bequeath it by Tettament; for 
they maineain cheir quarters from other wandring Curs, and joyn to- 
sether in a ftrange manner to preferve certain limits free from others 
thac are not whelped and bred amonatt theme 

The Camel is another fort of Bealt to which the 7arks bear not on- 
ly alove, bur a Religious reverence, accounting it a greater fin to 
over-buithen and tyre them with too much labour then the Horfe , 
becaufe it isthe Beatt mott common to the Holy parts of Arabia, and 
carrics the Alchoran in Pilorimage; fo that I have obfcrved chofe who 
have the government of the Came/s, when they have given water to them 
ina Bafon, to take of the foam or froth chat comes from the mouth of 
the Beatt, and with that, as if ic were fome rare Balfome, with a fingular 
devotion to anoint their Beards, and thereat with a Religious fign groan 
our, Hadgi Bala, Hadgt Baba, whichis as much as, Oh Father Pil- 

grim, 
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im, Oh Father Pilgrim, And thus having run through the moft ob- 
Eeevable points of the Tywrks{b Religion, it will be now time to take a 
view of their Hoft and Militia, being that by which their Empire is 
more fupported, then either by their Policy in Civil Government; or 
Profeffion in Religions. 
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THE THIRD BOOK;

CHAP, I.

Ofthe prefent flate of the Militiary Difcipline in General 
among ft the Turks. 


2 RP og) Hoever is acquainted with the ftate of the Turkith 
/i| Empire, and hath duly confidered the premifes of 
H this foregoing Treatife, will eafily judge that the 
main finews of the Ostomaw Kingdom confifts in the 
force of the Spahees, Fanizaries, and che other Auxie 
eet Jiaries, and that this Government being wholly found- 
ed upon Martial Di(cipline, and the Law of Arms, is moft obliged to 
the Conftitutions, and a on the Props related in this followi 
Difcourfe: for this people having neither entered into the Poflefii- 
on of this Empire, as into an unhabited and defare Land,as Colonies 
of other Nations have done into Countries new found or difcover- 
ed; nor got admittance precatioufly fromthe Grecian Princes for the 
benefic of their Neighbourhood and Commerce; but have opened 
their way to Poffetfron and government by meer force and power 
of the Sword ; whereby their Conftitutions, Laws, Cuftoms, and Man- 
ners of living are wholly agreeable to the warlike difcipline of a Camp, 
and to the quicknefs and ready execution of Martial Law: And if ie 
be troein Morality, as itis in Nature, that things are conferved by the 
fame caufe by which they are produced ; it will neceflarily follow, thac 
this Osteman Empire, which was begot by Arms, and had Mars its only 
Father, will never be nourifhed by fottnefs, and the Arts and blaadifh- 
ments of Peace, 

But he that takes a view of the Ottoman Armies, as defcribed in vari- 
ous Hiftories, renowned for their Chivalry and Difcipline in che 
times of Sultan, Selim, ot Solyman the magnificent, and defigns thence 
to extra adraught, or Copy for his prefent {peculation, will find 
him(felt much at a lofs in framing true conjectures of the puiffance 
of the Turks, or the Rules of their Government, by comparifon of 
former times with this prefent age. For that ancient fublimity and 
comely Majefty inthe Emperor is much abated , the forces by Land 
decayed, and the Maritime power by ill fuccefs and unskilful and 
fiothful Seamen, redaced to an inconfiderable condition, the Couns 
tries are difpeopled, and the Royal Revenue abated ; nothing re- 
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mains ot thofe plenteous ftores and provifions of War, nor that Ke- 
giment and Difcipline continued in Peace ; none of that ancient ob- 
fervatioh pf heir Laws and Religion, not that love and refpe@ to the 
Militia, which is now become degenerate, foft, and effeminate; nor 
is the Otsemaw Court {0 — to remunerate the fervices, and exale 
the intereft of the Gavalry, or maintain the reputation of the Jani- 
zaries. In brief there gre noreliques-of ancient juftice, or generofity, 
of difcreet Government, Or Obedience to it, of Courtefie or Concord, 
of Valour or Counfel, aor yet of Confidence, Friendfhip, or generous 
Fidelity, 

a ce this Empwe hath many of thefe Diftempers, and be- 
gins to grow factious, and yet flothfyl, and defirous to avoid the oc- 
cafions of War, as all Governments have been which in their youth 
and firft beginnings were eager, active, and provoked through po- 
verty, in their riper years grown ich, and luxurious with plenty, 
have declined atterwards as from the meridian of cheir grearnalS and. 
power ; yet the Turks maintain {till the exteat of their Dominions, 
and if they have loft ground in one place, like the Sea, they have re- 
covered it in another ; ifin Af the Perfans have taken trom them 
Riven, Schirvan, Tcbris, Lyru, and Ghenge, it is but a recovery af 
their own Dominions; if they are difpoffeffed in Ethiople, of Aden, 
and other parts of Arabia Felix, they haverccompenfed themfelves 
in Europe, by their footing in Candy, andin Huagary, by she late con- 
quefts ot Newhaufel, and Novigrade, and in Tranfilvanid, by the additi- 
ons of Fanove and Waradin. 

But this kmpire as vaft and large as it is, is yet difpeopled, the Vil- 
Jages abandoned, and whole Provinces as pleafsnt and fruitful as 
Tempe or Theffaly, uncultivate and rurned intoa defart, or wildernefs: 
all which defoliation aud ruine proceeds from che Tyranny and Ra- 
pine of the Beglerbegs, and Pafhaws; who either in cheir journeys to 
the poffeffion of ther Governments, or return from thence, expofe the 
poor inhabirants to the violence and injury of their Atcendants, as if 
they had entred the Confines ofan Enemy, or the Dominions of a con- 
quered people. 

InJike manner the infolence of the Horfe and Foot is unfupportae 
ble, for in their marches from one Country to another, Parties of 20 
ot 30 are permittted to make excurfions into divers parts of theix 
own Domipions, where they not only live upon free quarter, but ex- 
tort money and cloaths from the poor Vaffals, taking their Childrep 
to fell for flaves, efpecially the Bulgarians, and Servsans, and the peo- 
ple of Befuaand Albania, which being ignorant of the Turkith tongue, 
are fold for Rwfsians, Hungarians, or Mofcovites, {o that rather than 
beexpofed to fo much mifery, and licenfe of the Souldiery, the poor 
people choofe to abandon their dwellings and wander into other 
Cittes, or feek for refuge in the Mountains, or woods of the 
Country, In fine, though generally the Military Offices are in the 
fame form, and che Souldiery difpofed according to the ancient Rule, 
and Canon, yet licentioufnefs and negligence have fo prevailed in 
the Officers, as to introduce that corruption which renders them whol- 
ly alrered, and eftranged from their firft Difcipline: For the Come 
manders upon every light occafion are contented to make Otoracks 

or 
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or Stipendiaries, fuch as enjoy che pay and priviledges of a Souldier, 
and yet are excufed from the Wars; which they eafily purchafe with 
a {mallfum of money, for a fcratch, or a flefh-wound gained in the 
Wars , wholly againft the Original Inftitution, which defigned that 
benefit only for maimed and difabled Souldiers; fo that now there is fo 

reata number of that Souldiery lufty and healthful, under the ticle of 

ead-mens pay, as disfurnifhes the Grand Signior’s Treafury, and 
weakens his Forces. 

The Fanizaries alfo marrying freely, and yet difpenfed with as to 
the abfence from their duty and Chambers, apply themfelves to 
Trades and other Studies befides the War, by which means having 
Children and dependencies, they are forced by other Arts than 
their few Afpers of daily pay, to feck the previfion and maintenance 
ofa Family; and their minds growing eftranged trom the War, are 
follicitous with che care and anxiety for a Wife and,Children ; and 
in my time, have fo abhorred the thoughts of the War both in Candy 
and Hungary, that many have offered great Prefents to beexcufed, 
and fo general hath beenthe diflike “ all kind of Martial action for 
the reafons before mentioned, that at firft the very rumours and dif- 
courfe of War, and afterwards the reality thereof, caufed fo gene- 
ral adifcontent, as had, if not pradently prevented and timely fup- 
prefled, burft intoa Mutiny of the Militias; whofe meer enquiry but 
into the reafons and grounds of the War, ts little different trom a Se- 
dition, 

Another Corruption hath the covetoufnefs of the Officers produ- 


ced for {mall prefents and donatives, in owning many under the title- 


and name of Spasees, and Fantzaries, which have no name or place 
m the Rolls, or Regifters of the Souldiery, by which means many 
Offenders, and Outlawed perfons are defended by the military 
priviledges; and the ancient honour due to Arms is proftituted for 
the maintenance and protection of the rafcalities and fcum of the 
world. 

And this fhall ferve to have fpoken in general of the prefent ftate 
of the Tarkifh Souldiery, we fhall now proceed to the particularities 
of the force and numbers of the Turkifh Militia, and from whence, and 
how they are raifed. 





CHAP, II. 
Of the Turkifh Militia. 


N thetwelfth Chapter of the firft Book we made aneftimate of 
I the Revenue and the Riches of all che Beglerbegs and ery 
of the Empire, by which might be colle@ed the namber of Soul- 
diers which thefe great men are able out of their own Familtes to fur- 
mth unto the Wars; it will benow time to make a juft computations 
in its due place, of the Forces in particular, the numbers, che Coun- 
tries from whence they are raifed, the feveral military orders, and the 
true puiffance of the Ottoman ap 3 which is indeed fo — 
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bly great and numerous, that with good reafon they have tormed ic 
into Proverb, That wo grafs grows there where the Terkilh Herfe bath once 
(ct hic fost. This {peculation is abfolucely neceflary to a true defcripsion 
ofthe Regiment of a Country ; tor the Martial Confticutions are the 
beft part of the Political Science, and Civil Laws have no vigour 
nalefs chey receive their Authority by the enforcement of the Sword - 
This Confideratioa is alfo fo neceffary to the Art of a States-man, that 
he ill ftudies the Geography of his Enemies Provinces, who knows 
not the urmoft Strength it contains by Land and Sea, and is ill prepa- 
red to gaina pertect knowledg of the prudent Arts wherewith a Na- 
tion or People is conferved in Peace, whois ignorant of their Force, 
and Conftitutions appropriated tothe time of War, Wherefore we 
fhall difcourfe as fuccinétly of this Subject as the matter will permit, 
and with the {ame certainty that one of the principal Mafter-mafters 
ofthe Turkith Rolls, long praétifed and accurate in his Office, hath 
decyphered, trom whofe Repore it felt I protefsto derive my Aatho- 
rity in this tollowing Relauon. 

The whole Turkiibh Mulitta then is of two forts; one that receives 
maintenance from certain Lands or Faims beftowed on them by the 
Grand Sigmior , others that receive their conftant pay in ready money. 
The great nerve or finew of the Curkifh Empure is that ofthe * firft 
rank, which areof two forts, viz. Zstms, which are like Barons in fome 
Countries 5 and Trmartots, who may be compared to the Decumsant 
amongft the Romans. Thoie of the fecond fort, paid out of the 
Grand Signiors Trealury,.are Spabees, Fanizartes, * Armowrers, * Gun- 
wers, and Sea-Souldseis called Levewas, who have no pay for life, or 
are enrolled among the military Orders ; but only make an Agree- 
ment for five ot fix thoufand Aipers tor their Voyage, which being en- 
ded, they are disbanded. 


of the Zaims and Timariots 


The nature 6f thefetwo, and their Inftitution is the fame 5 the 
only difference 1s in theitc Commiffions or Patents, or rather we may 
call chem the Conveyances or Evidences for their Lands, which they 
have trom the Grand S’gnior : For the Rent of a Zsim is from 30" 
of Afpers to 9¢¢95, and no further; for adding one Afper more, ic 
becomes the Eftate of a Sangtackbeg, called a Pafbaw, which is from 
1ovoe Alpes toigg9"g993 tor adding one Afper more, it becomes 
the Revenue of a Beglerbeg. 

The Tixsartots anc of two forts; one call’d Tezkerelw, who have the 
Evidences tor their Land trom the Grand Signiors Court, whofe Reac 
isfrom5 or 6000 Afpers, to 19™999;5 for then with the addition of 
one Alper they enter the number of Zaims - The other fort is called 
Bexkeretis, who hath his Patent or Writing from the Beglerbeg of the 
Country, whofe Rent is from 3000 to 6000 Alpers. 

The Zasms in all Expeditions of War are obliged to ferve with 
thetr Tents, which are to be furnifhed with Kitchens, Seables, and 
ather neceflary Appartments, agreeable to their ftace and Quality ; 
and tor every goso Afpers of Rent received fromthe Grand Signior, 
they are to bring a Horle-maa into the Field, which is called Gebela 

as 
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as for example, one of thirty choufand Alpers ts to come attended 

with fix, one of ninety thoufand with 28 Horfemen, and fo propore 
tionably: every Zum is entitled Kulig of Sword, fo that when the 

Turks calculate the ftrength or numbers thae a Beglerdeg is able-to 

bring into the field tor the fervice of his Prince, they make a compte 

tation upon fo miny Zatms and Tiwariets themfelves, which they 

call fo many fwords; not numbring the people with which they come 
accompanied, - 

The 7imartots are obliged to ferve with leffer Tents, and to be pro- 
vided with 3 or 4 Baskets tor every man chat attends them, for cheir 
Office is, belides fighting, as alfo of the Zaims, and Spahees, tocarry 
earth, and ftones for meking Batteries and Trenches, whileft the Fant- 
zaries are in Skirmiihi with the Enemy. And for every three thoufand 
Afpers rent the Tsmarrots are {effcd ata man andhorfe, asthe Zatw is 
for every five thouland: And both one and the other of thefe Soul- 
diets little differ trom chofe in Eag/and which hold their lands inCapzte, 
or the ancient tenure ot Knights-fervice, 

Both Zatmas and Timartots are difpofed into Regiments under com- 
mand ot Colonels, called adst-Begler, who march with Colours, * ta Turkig 
andthe * Kettle Drum : chefe Colonels are again under the command 76s Alem, 
of the Palbaw, or Sasgrack-beg, and he under the Beglerbeg; which Fore 
ces being unit’d into one body, repair to the Rendezvous appointed 
by the * general who 1s either the Grand Signior in perfon, or the « 1, qui 
Vifier Azem, or fome other eminent perfon qualified with the ticle serasger. 
of Vifier, 

Thefe two Orders of Souldiery are nor only appropriated to Land- 
fervice, but fomeal'o are deftined to the Sea, who are called Derta 
Kaleminde, and are under the command of the Captain Pafbaw or 
Admiral: but the Zatms are moft commonly difpenfed with as to 
the Sea-fervice in ther own perfons, upon the paymencof fo much 
money as they are eft.emed at in the Signiors Books, out of which Ze- 
vends are raifed, and emolled tn the Regrfters of the Azfenal , but 
the /tmartots can vever be excufed from their perfonal daty and fer- 
vice with their attendance ot Souldiery , according to the value of 
their Lunds. 

Neither the one nor the other of thefecan be difpenfed with from 
their perfonal fervice at Land; no excafe in time of the Grand Sig- 
niors Wars ts lawtulor pleadable: if fick, they are carried in Horfe- 
Litters or Beds x it Infants, in Hampers, or Baskets, and in their very 
Cradles accuftomed tothe hardfhip, hazard, and difcipline of War. 

And thus much fhall ferve in brief so have {poken in explication of the 
Nature of the Zatms and Timariots, which come under the general dey 
nomination of Spahees, and compo’e the beft part of the Turkifh Ar- 
mies, we fhall now proceed to declare, as far as can probably be com- 
puted, the number of thefe Horfe which fill up the vaft Hoft that hath 
overf{pred fo large a proportionof the world. 
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CHAP. Ill. 


A Computation of the numbers of the Forces arifing from the 
Zaims and Timariots. 


T were awork of too great labour, confidering the little fatisfa- 
I tion and delight it would afford the Reader, to proceed accu- 

rately in defcribing the jaft numbers of thofe which follow thefe 
Zaims and Timariots s it will be fufficient to denote, that the {malleft 
number of a Zaim is four men, and is the greateft of a Timsaritot, whofe 
loweft condition is obliged to maintain a fingle man, and the higheft of 
a Zaim to ferve with nineteen, fo thac whofoever will furvey this 
Turkifh Hoft, muft make his Calculate a little more or lefs by conje- 
cure and judgment. 

And this difficulty is the more augmented, when I confider the 
fraud isufed by the Accomptants, Regifters, and Mufter-Mafters of 
the Grand Signiors Enrolments, who are as well acquainted with the arts 
and {weetnefs of making falfe Mufters, as they arein ché moft inge- 
nious places of Chriftendom ; and perhaps Policy may afford a con- 
nivance to this fraud, for the fake of afuperlative face of their Armies s 
which they love to exprefs by this ufual fimilicude, Asker reml derta 
mifal, As ionumerable as the {ands of the Sea fhore: but in effect the 
noife is greater thanthe reality, and hethat will fum vp ther number, 
may find Arithmetick to make the accounr, which by the valt extent 
of Tents, confufion of Baggage, train of Servants, and atrendants of 
the Camp, appears infinite in the popular eftimation. Befides the 
Turkith Army admits of great increafe and decreafe by the many Inter- 
lopers, as we may call them, whichthe Zarms for their own honour 
introduce to fill up their numbers on a day of muftcr, or appearance ;

Ktwpruls with cruelty and extraordinary feverity endeavoured to remedy 
upon his expedition for recovery ot Tegedos and Lemnos, and con- 
queft of Fanowa in Tranfilvaniasg but iris impoffible for one man to 
know, and fee, and remedy all diforders, and is amongft the Turks 
called Aain on afecret fraud, as difficult to be totally remedied, as ic 
is tobe throughly difcovered, 

But that which makes the principal difference and various change 
herein, is the death of Zaims and Timarists; fome of which holding 
an eftace only for life, and others dying without heirs of their bodies, 


heir Lands revert to the Crown: Which Eftates being improved by 


the induftry of the Poffeflors, above the primary valuation in the 
Records, and afterwards falling into the hands of the Prince, are be- 
{towed again on others Rove, to their true eftimate, which is of- 
tentimes double of the former. By which means, the number of the 
Grand Signiors Souldiery isencreafed ; and it isa point very obferva- 


"ble, that as other Princes lofe by the fall, and death of their Subjects s 


the Grand Signioris the only gainer, for of the moft chat are flain in 


a day of Battel, the Eftates accrueto him, in difpofal again of which, 
he 
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he ebferves this Rule, to graufie many with that which was before the 
proportion of a fingle perfon,

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Befides this Militia in Romania, there is another fort called Faregby- 
anor Furukler, who have their Eftatesin Fee from Father to Son, of 
which there are accounted about 129q Families: There is alfo ano~- 
ther fort in the Province of Debridge , called * ogiacks, of which there 
are about 4000 Houfes: Of the fame kinde inthe Provinceot Kesh? 
are 200 Houles, in 7chirmen 351 Of Cingans, which are the fame as a- 
mong ft us the Race of the Gypfies; in W/sz¢170: So that the whole fum 
of Ogiacks may arrive to the number of 4721, or at moft to s000, Thefe 
are obliged every year to draw out of every thirty perfons five, called 
Efchkingi or Voluntiers , who are to joyn themfelves with the Tartars 
for making Excurfions into Rafia, Poland, or other parts; and fo 
yearly they interchangeably take their courfe, The other 25 remain- 
ing are called Famsck, and are not obliged perfonally to ferve when the 
Grand Signiors Wars call them to employment; but then for every 
500 Afpers Rent they poffe(s of the Grand Signiors Lands, they are 
féffed at one man, who are affigned toferve out of thofe whofe curn ic 
was that year to huve accompanied the Tartars in their Robberies. The 
principal Office of thefe is to atrend the Artillery, Baggage, and Pro- 
vifions,to mend the Ways snd Bridges for paffage of the Army. To the 
like Service are obliged certain Families of Bulgartans , for carriage 
ot Hay, and cucting Grafs, accorcing to the Seafon of the Year. 

The uumber of the Zatms and : smariots in the Governments of the 
Beglerbegs ot Buda, Tem{war, and Bofna, 1 finde not particularly defcri- 
bed in the ottoman Books , but however according to the beft informa- 
tion, that Militia on the Confines of the Einpire called Serhadl:, amount 
to the number ot about 70000 fighting men, -paid out of che Rents of 
the Sangiacks of that Country. But though the Militia of Buds be not 
fet down in the Regifters ot more ancient date at Gonfluntinople, becaufe 
ic is as it were a Principality independent both for its eminency, Reve- 
hue, and large extent ot Dominiuns; yecin that City it felf is ftriét or 
der obferved, andthe Rolls of their Force moft exaGly known and 
computed ; to which the Turks havea ftrict eye , it being a Frontier 
Garrtion of much importance , and the Key of Husgary ; the Militia of

is calculated at the loweft rate,they may very well be reckoned to be one 
chitrd more, befides other Milicia’s of Cairo, or other Orders of Soaldery 
to be treated of inthe following Chapters, 

Thefe Partitions or Divifions were firft made by Solgmats the Magni- 
ficent, asthe beft Rule and Method for an orderly difpofition of his 
Militia, andas the ftrongeft nerve of the Ottoman Force: but as with 
Time in the moft exact compcfitions of Difcipline, corruptions through 
coveton{nefs and ambition of officers are introdac’d; fo alfo in the juft 
difpofal of thefe Rents according to the ancient Inftitutions : for the 
Beelerbegs, Pafhaws, Treafarers, and other Officers, inftead of beftowing 
chis mamitenance to the Souldiers, according torheir meritsof Valour, 
ot long Service, referve it to prefer and pratifie their Servants and 
Pages, obliging them in recompence thereof undér various Services s 
fome chat live at Cosftanteneple, or near the Sea, to defray the char- 
ges of all Bouts and Veffels which carry their houfhold Provifions 5 
others that live inthe inland Countries agreeing with the Treafurer 
of the Souldiery, without regard co the true Heirs, or any other con- 
fideration, fer tofale thete Rents tothem who proffer moft ; fo that 
in time of Harveft the Psfbaw fends abroad his Officers to gather his 
Profits from the poor Timsarrets, with chat oppreffion and violence as 
caufes difturbances, differences, and Lawluits amongft them, which 
being to be decided by Judges partly interefs’d in thé Quarrel, the 
Sentence ts certainly determined on their fide who have moft power 
and moft money. : 

The atoregoing account of Zatms and Timariets isthe moft reafo= 
nable one can be given: And becaufe we have reckoned them at 
the loweft rate, making fome allowance to the 83380, this Militia 
may amount toan hundred thoufand men, which, as I have heard, is 
the utmoft number of this fore of Sonldiery. 





CHAP, IV. 


Of certain Cuftoms and Laws obferved amongft the Ziamets 
and Timariots, 


Mongft thefe Forces of Ziamets and Timariots are in time of 
War and Action mixed certain Voluntiers or Adventurers, cal- 

led by the Turks Grorsdx, who maintain themfelves upon their owa 
expence.in hopes by fome fignal Adtions of Valour to obtain the fuc- 
ceffion into a Zatms or Timartots Lands, as places are made void by 
the flaughterot the War, Thefe men are often very hardy, and reas 
dy to attempt the moft defperate Exploits, moved by adefire of the 
reward, and by the perfwafion, that at worft dying in a War againft 
Chriftians, they become Martyrs for the Mghometan Faith, or 
ported, 
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ported, that in one day, .apon the affaules given Serssfwar, or the new 
Fore of Count Serisi, one Zimariots Farm was beftowed eight timess 
one being flain it was conferred on another, and foon a third, and foon 
the reft; all which had the misfortune to fall, uneil ic refted on the 
eighth, the others dying with the title only of Timsariots, 

The Zasms or Timarists being aged, or impotent, have in their life 
time power to refign up the right of ther Eftates to their Sons, or 
other Relations, 

It is not lawful for a Peafant or Clownto mount his Horfe, or girt 
his Sword like a Spahee, uncil firft he hath had part of his Education 
in the Service or Family of fome Pafhaw, or perfon of Quality, un- 
Jefs it be on the Confines of the Empire, where having given evident 
Teftimonies of his Courage, he may then become Competitor for the 
vacant Farms of a Zasas, or Timariot. 

It is the Cuftom of Romania, that a Zaim, or Témariot dying in 
the Wars, his Ziames Rents are divided into as many Tsmeariot Farms 
ashe hath Sons ; bhutif a imarios hath no more then 3@00 Afpers 
Rent; it defcends entirely to his ekdeft Sons burif it be more, it is 
proportionably divided amongft the reft of his Children, 

But if they dye of a natural death at their own homes, the lands 
fallto the difpofal of the Beglerbeg of the Country, either to confer 
them on the Heirs of the deceafed, on any of his Servants, or fell them 
at the beft advantage. 

But in Avatolis there are many Zaims and Timariots whofe Eftates 
are hereditary to them and their Heirs; and are not obliged to ferve 
in perfon in che War but only to fend their Gebelwes, or number of 
Servants according to the value of their Eftates; of which duty if 
they fail in the time of War, thar years Rent is confifcated to the 
Exchequer; and this Eftate defcends to the next of Kin, whether de- 
rived from the Male or Female line. 





CHAP. V. 
Zhe State of the Militia in Gran Cairo, and Egypt. 


HE Guard and proteétion of the Kingdom of Egypt is com- 

mitted to the charge of twelve Begs, fome of which are of the 
ancient Race of the Massalukes, confirmed by Suitan Selin upen the 
taking of Cairo ;“ttiefe have the command of the whole Militia in their 
hands, whereby they are’ grown proud, powerful, and ready upon 
every difcontent co rife in Rebellion; every one of chefe maintains 
5°0 fighting men, well appointed for War, and exercifed in Arms, 
which ferve but as their Guard, and for Servants of their Court ; 


-with which they go attended in journeys, in their huntings, and pub- 


lick appearances ; under the command of thefe twelve Captainsare 
twenty thoufand Horfe, paid at the charge of the Country, whofe 
Office is by turns to convey yearly the Pilgrims to Mechs, and the 
annual Tribute of 600000 Zechins to the Ottoman Court, whether 
it be judged requifite to fend it either by Land or Seay, thefeare the 
ftanding Militia of the Ceuntry, out of which, unlefs upon the fore- 
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going occafions, they are not obliged to other fervice; ¢Reir principal 
duty being, to prevent the invafion of the .4/rscas Montaneers, who 
often make incurfions from their barren Rocks, into the fae and 
fruitful Soyls off£gyps, Befides this Militia, are computed eighty 
thoufand Timariets, out of which ame yearly tranfport about 2300, 
or 3000 mento the Wars ofCasdys but to more remote Countries, 
orthe late Wars of Awngary, Idid not hear that this Souldiery hath 
ufually been called. 

Thefe twelve _ of Egypt arenoble by bloud, enjoying an he- 
reditary Eftate defcending trom the Father to the Son; which rich- 
nefs, joyned with the command of a powerful Army, hath rendred 
them fo formidable and infolent, that oftentimes they take upon them 
an authority to imprifon and depofe the Psfhaw from his Office, and 
fpoil him of all the riches he bath collected in his three years Govern- 
ment: by which means, are always great jealoufies, and enmities bee 
tween the Pafbaw and thefe Beghs diffentions and rebellions to that 
high degree, that many times it hath been little different from an 
abfolute Revolt. Ibrabim Pafhew was in the year 1664 imprifoned by 


them, and obtained his liberty for * 600 Purfes of moneys after About rosce¢

of humours, as would abfolutely rent ic from the body of the Em- 
pire. 


The Auxliary Forces tothe forementioned Militia of she Turks, 


Are the fartars, alachians, Moldavians, and Tranfilvansans, under 
the command of their refpective Princes, who are obliged to ferve in 
perfon whenfoever called by the Sultans command. The Tartars, I 
mean of Crim, are to furnifh a hundred thoufand men, with the Fére 
tarhan, or Prince in perfon to lead them, when the Grand Signior him- 
felf appears in the field; but if the Army is commanded by the Vi- 
fier only, then the Sonof the Tertarhan is to ferve , or having no iffue, 
the Army to the number of 40 of 50 thoufand fighting men, is tobe 
conducted under the chief Minifter. But the Princes of Valachia, 
Moldavia, and Tranfilvania are never excufed from perfonal arten- 
dance in the Camp, each of which refpectively are to be attended 
with fix or feven thoufand men a piece. And though the Prince of 
Tranfilvania called Apafi, was in the laft War againft the Emperor hot 
called out of the Confines ofhis own Country; it was with defiga 
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that he fhoffld keep that Station tree from the irruptionof the Enemy 
not that he was difobliged from his perfonal attendance on the Vifiers 
Camp.

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Battel in Hungary, fecing the Stlabteri routed and pat to flight, with 
violent paffion and earneftne{s endeavoured to ftop cheir courfe; and 
perceiving the Servants of thele Spabees to remain ftill in 4 body, in. 
cited them to revenge the fhameful cowardife of their Mafters, who 
immediately encouraged with the words of the Swsen, clapping ap a 
red Flag, gave fo bold an onfet on the Enemy, and with that {uc- 
cefs as wholly recovered the glory of the day: io remembrance of 
which fervice and notable exploit, the Ss/tas as difpofer of all Ho- 
nours and Orders, gave ever atter the preheminence tothefe Servants 
betore their Mafterss fince which time this new inftitution of Spa- 
haoglari hath always been continued. 

Fhefe Light-Horfe-men are armed with their Scimitar and Lance, 
called by them Mizrak, and fome carry tn their hands a Gerst, which Their Arms. 
is a weapon abour two foot long, headed with Iron, which I cone 
cewe tobe the fame with the Péls amongft the Romans, which by 
long exercife and cuftom they throw with a ftrange dexterity and 
violence, and fometimes darting ir before them in the full career of 
their Horfe, without any ftop recover it again from the ground: they 
alfo wear a ftraight Sword named Caddare, with a broad blade fixed 
to the fide of their Saddle, which, or the Scimitar, they make ufe of 
when they arrive to handy-blows with the Encmy; many of chem are 
armed with Bows and Arrows, and with Piftols, and Ca:bines ; bue 
efteem not much gffire-arms, having an opinion, that in the field they 
make mote noife execution: fome of them wear jacks of Mail, and 
Head. pieces painted with the colour of their Squadron; in fight en 
begin their onfet with 42h, Adah, and make three attempts to brea 
wichin the Ranks of the Enemy, in which if they fail, they then make 
their retreat, sd 

The Afian Spabees ace better mounted than commonly thofe of Ev- o,..sono 
rope, though thefé being Borderers on the Confines of the Chriftians, eh Spied ch 
having learned much of their Difcipline by conftant skirmithes and 4f4 and ewrep 
combats, are trained, in the arcof War, and become the more valiant 
and experienced Souldiers. But the Afsatick Spahees were formerly 
the more rich, many particular men of them bringing into the field 
thircy or forty men apiece, befides their: Led-Horfes, Tents and 
other accommodations proportionable to cheir retinue, but thefe 
Cavaliers feemed too great and proud tothe Vizier Kspriwl:, for the 
condition of common Troopers, and infe&ed with the Epidemical 
Spirit of Fa@tion and Mutiny, which raged at that time amongft all 
the Grandees of the Empire; which caufed him to ftrike off their 
heads with as little remorfe, as one would doe the tops of Poppies, 
untill he had abfolutely made a total deftruétion of them, Thofe now 
which remain are’ poor and inconfiderable, contented to comrade 
100r13. ina Company for maintenance of apoor Tent, and 2 or 3 
Horfes and a Mule for Baggage and Provifions; thefe are more tame, 
and fubje& to the Cudgel, andcan take abeating patiently on the foles 
of the feet, which is their punifhment, as the Pautzeries is toreceive 
the blews on the Buttocks, (that fo this chaftifement may neither 
incommode the feat of the Horfemen, northe marches of che Foot) 
but ifthe Crime be great and capical, _ are fent for by Chtésfes, 
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or Purfuivants to appear betore the Vizier, by whom being Coudeuin- 
ed,and ftrangled neer the Wallsof the Grand Signiors Seragho, their 
bodies are afterwards about two ox three hours in the night thrown in- 
to the Sea, withovt other folemnity than the firing of one of thofe 
great Guns next the Sea, which are planted under the Walls of the 

Seraglse, which ferve for fo many warning pieces for others Example, 
Their Pay is diverfe, but in general, it is from twelve to a hundred 
Afpersaday: thofe who proceed trom the Seragliees of Pera, lbra- 
him, Pafbaw, and Adrienople, which are fo many Nurferies and Schools 
as well of the principles of War, as literature, or have been Cooks 
Mates (for the Cook of thefe Societies isa principal Officer of re- 
{pect) or Baltagees, that is, Hatchet men, who cut wood for the 
Grand Signiors Seraglie, and are licenfed to live abroad with the title 
ot Spabee, have the loweft pay of twelve Afpersa day , but thofe 
who are extracted from the Iefs, or greater Chamber of the Grand 
Signiors own lst called Sent ferai, have 19 Alpers pay, and if 
they are favoured with the title of an Office, they receive two or 
three Afpers augmentation. But fuch as are elected to the War out 
of more eminent Chambers, as the Landery,,the Tarbant office, the 
* Killer Odaf. Tifpenfatory, the * Treafury, the * Falconers Lodge and others, 
Haxna Ovaf. (which we have mentioned in the Defcription of the Seragiso) have 

ngang? 0 dafi. , 2 + ; : ’ 
*Called Tarasi at firft thircy Afpers daily pay : an * increafe of which is obtained 
fometimes by the Viziers, or Regifters favour unto gwo Alpers more ; 
fometimes by fervices in the War, by receiving t {pers augmen- 
tation for the head of every Enemy he brings in; two Afpers more 
* This done for * intelligence of the death ot any Spahee, out of the pay of the 
aad deceafeds asaifoat the Incoronation, or Inftalment of every Grand 
notbecheand Sigmor, five Arpers increafe is given asa donative in general to the 
-byhavingthe whole Army of Spabees: and thus many of them by art, induftry, 
vethok whe aad good fuccefs go augmenting untill they arrive to a hundred 
uedead,  Aipers, and here ts thetr nom plus ultra, they canrifeno higher, They 
are paid quarterly from three months to three mpntlis,; which they 
may omit ro receive for g months, but it twelve pafs, they.can only 
demand che nine, the other quarter, or more is confifcated to the pub- 
lick Exchequer - Their place of payment is now in the Hall of the 
Vizier, which formerly was in the houfes of the Pay-Mafters, and 
Treafurer, but changed by the Vizier Kwpriuli, on occafion of the dif- 
orders and abufes of the Officers which caufed mutinies, and diftur- 
bances amoneft the Souldiery. For the rich Spabees living far diftant, 
to excufe themfelves from a long journey tothe City, agreed with 
the Pay-Mafters that they for fome certain part of their income, 
fhould without farther trouble to themfelves, take up their dues, and 
make it over quarterly co their Countries of abode; thefe men thus 
tating the benefit of this trade, agreed with others for fome little 
gains to difparch them before thereft, by which means, and the pay- 
ment only on Wedneldays, and Saturdays, thole Spabees that came 
from remote parts, making fo long attendance, had with their excef- 
fes tn Conftantinople, {pent as much as the principal fum they expedt- 
eds of which growing fenfible, ac firft they began to murmur, then 
to threater the Pay-mafters, and at laft ic proceeded to open mutiny, 
by forcing che doors, breaking the windows of the Officers, with ma- 
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ny other infolencies and diforders,untul X upriult, toremedy thefe abules, 
ordered che mony tobe given out in his pre‘ence, andthe payment to 
be continued every day until the pay was ended. 

The Sons of Spahees , prefenting themfelves before the Vizier , may Sons ofSpabecs 
claim the priviledge of being enrolled inthe Grand Signiors Books 
but their pay, whichis the loweft rate twelve Afpers a day ; is.to if- 
fue forth trom their Fathers proportion, but then they are in the 
road ef preterment , andare capable by their fervices and merits to 
make additions upon foundation of their own induftry. Befides the 
foregoing wayes by which the Spahees gaintheir encreafe of pay, I 
am given to underftand that formerly they had another benefic, called 
Gulamite or {afe Conduct money ; which was one percent. of all mo- Accidental 
neys to thofe whom the Collectors of the Grand Sigaiors Revenue gainstotte 
fummoned to convey the Treafure for more fecurity to the Capital 5? 
City, befides the maintenance of themfelves and Horfes in the jours 
ney; but this as too chirgeable a deduction trom the Imperial Revenue, 
was with time taken off , to the great difcontent of the Spabees in ges 
neral. 
The Grand Signior going in perfonto the Wars, according tothe 
ancient Cuftome of other Sultans, beftows a largefson the Spahees , of 
five thoufand Afpers aman, which they call Sadack Akchiafi, or ado- 
native for buying Bowsand Arrows, asalfoto the Fanizaries , as we 
fhall hereafter mention, 
This Army of Spabees is in the War ameer confufed multitude , Their Difci- 
without any government, or diftribution into Tsoops or Regiments , P"* 
but march in heaps’, fight without order , little account kept of their 
pretence or abfence from the Camp; only at the pay in the month 
of * November whofoever: appears not, unlefs favoured by the Officers, » cattedin 
hath his name raced from the Grand Signiors Regifter, Turkith Kafem 
Their duty in the War is to ftand Centinel witha Fanizary at the end @!?*F- 
of every cord of the Grand Signiors Pavilion, asalfo ar the Viziers , 
armed with his Cemyrar, Bows, Arrows,and Lance, mounted on Horfe- 
back; as the Fasizary on foot with his Sword and Muskets and alfothe 
charge of the Treafure for payment of the Militia, is committed in the 
field to their cuftody. 
This Order of Souldicrs was in ancient times in great efteem and 
honour in all parts of the Empire, by reafon of their accomplifh- How they have 
ment in Learning, refined Education in the Imperial Court , their O* i ho- 
nearne(s to preferments , and acquaintance and intereft with the Gran- 
dees of the Empire: The place of the Se/shtari in their marches to 
the Warre, wasto flankthe Grand Signior on the left hand, and the 
Spabi Oglant onthe right, and were alwayes the ultimate refer¥e of 
the Battel, as the Life-guard to the Sultan: Bat like mennot know- 
ing how to comport themfelves in profperity, growing mutinous and 
ambitious to have 4 hand inthe Government, became Confederates : 
with the Fanizaries in confpiracy againft the life of their true Sove- 
reign Swltsn Ofman; to which Trealon adding other Infolencies , they 
iufily were deprived of che favour of Sultan Morat , and Sultan Jbra- 
him, the terrours alfo of their late {edition remaining frethly ftill ime 
preffed in the memory of this prefent Emperour Sultan Madonwet, when 
they complorted againft his own and his Mothers life, is the caufe 
Cec3 they 
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they have ftill gone declining from the degree of their priftine honour 
andefteem; forthe Prince as he is the Fountain of Honour, fois his 
countenance and favour the fpiric and life which gives a luftre and 
{parkling to thofe Titles and Riches he hathconferred , other Sediti- 
ons haftned che ruine of their reputation, and inthe year 1657, when 
the Vizier Mahomet Kiyprsli, on occafion of his Expedition againit 
Faneva, fammoned the Afian Spabeesto the Rendezvous in Hungary 
who inftead of yielding obedience to the command of their General, 
elected a new Captain a Spabee of their own rank, called Haffan Aga, 
preferred to be Pafbaw ot <Aleppo: whofe name at that time, I 
remember upon the hopes of the diffentions he might create 
amongft the Turks, was greatly famed and celebrated over all 
Chriftendom. Thefe Combuftions in Afis headed by the chiet Ene. 
my to the Vizier, caufed Kspriwl? to leave many of his defizgns againft 
Tranfilvania unefkected, and toclap upaPeace on reafonable and mo- 
derate terms of honour, that fo he might hinder the progrefs of a dan- 
gerous evil which now threatned and approached the Capital City 
tor by this time Haffan Pajhaw being arrived neer the Walls of Scutary, 
began to treat by way of Petition to the Grand Signior, and ,reprefenc 
that outof his zeal to the good of his Majefty and his Empire, he 
had undertaken along march to inform him of the corraption of his 
Minifters and the mifcarriages of Government ; his tender years as 
yet not having ripened his judgment to penetrate thefe evils, which 
with time his underftanding would difcover to be too inveterate and 
incurable, All the eppreflions and aggrievances of the Souldiery he 
feemed to objet tothe cruelty and oppreffion of Kwpriuli, and io ap- 
pearance had nothing bue thoughts of the honour and fafery of the 
Grand Signiors perfon ; and doubtlefs this man was unfit to manage 
fuchadefign, for he entertained {craples of Confcience,and a remorfe 
and tendernefsin {pilling Mahometan blood, confiderations which are 
incompatible with the condition of a Rebel ; for who hath theim- 
piety to draw his Sword againft his Prince, muft {top at no bars ei- 
ther of divine or humane right to maintain it, This gave advantage 
to Ksprinli to effect his defign upon his Enemy ; for in the interim of 
this Treaty, Mortsza Pafhaw of Babylon, was commanded to poffefs 
the City of sleppo, and Haffan after many fair meflages and promifes 
from the Grand Signior andthe Vizier, was perfwaded to return 
again to Aleppe, to capitulate with AMortaza concerning thofe points 
and agerievances he fought to have redreffed; it being alledged to 
him, that Mortaca had received inftructions to treat, anda plenipo- 
tentiary power to grane and firm as far as fhould be reafonable and 
honourable for the Grand Signor to condefcend. Hafan with this 
eafie anfwer returned toward <Alepps; neer which place he credus 
Joufly committed himfelf into the hands of Mortaza, who no fooner 
had him within his Tents, but he concluded all Controverfies and 
Capitulations by the decifion of his head fromhis body : The whole 
Army of Spahees immediately, with the fall of their General, was 
{cattered, and divided themfelves ; but about three hundred of them 
being apprehended by Mortaza, were fent to Conftansineple, where in 
the prefence of the Grand Signior within the walls of the Seraglis at 


Seutars they were all executed; fince which their pride hath ever 
gone 
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gone declining, and their name become fo odious amongft the people , 
thar upon the very nominating a'Spahee, the vulgar were ready toran 
upon them with ftones, or other weapons thac came next to hand; 
fo that now the Spabees are iiuch -eclipfed in their ancient fame and 
honour. 

There are befides thefe two foregoing forts of Spahees , other four , 
the fitft calltd Sag Ulcfige, thatis appointed to march on the right 
hand of the Spabsog/ant , and carry white and red Colours: The fe- 
cond is Sel Ulefe?, whofe place is onthe left hand of the Silebtards 
which carry white and yellow Colours. Thethird Sagwrebs, that is 
Souldiers of Fortune that are to march on the right hand of the Sag 
Ulefig:, and carry green Colours. The fourth is Sol Gurebs , whofe 
place is to march on the left hand of the Wide . and carry white Ban- 
ners: but thefe four forts of Spabees are raifed and lifted according to 
neceffity and occafions of War, and are obliged to all fervices and du- 
ties, their pay is from 12 Afpers to 16a day, and are capable according 
to their merits , of being promoted to one of the fuperiour Orders. 
There is alfo another fort of more elevated Spahees, called tutafarace 
who iffae our from the Seraglio with more favour than the ordinary fort 
of Spahees, and are 400 or 500 in number, their pay is 40 Afpers a day, 
and have alwaies the obligation or duty on them to ferve and attend the 
Grand Signior when he goes tf progrefs for pleafure from ene Village to 
another. 

And thus much fhall ferye to have declared in brief concerning the 
infliturion and dilcipline of the Spabees, as alfo of all che Militiaof the 
Turkifh Horfe ; we fhall now proceed todeclare fomething of their 
Infantry. 
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HE next main finew of che Ottoman Power is the order of Fani- 
xantes, which is as much as to fay, the new Militia, and yet 
their Antiquity may be deduced from O#tomen the firft King of the 
Turks ; but becaufe they received honours and priviledges from Amu- 
rath their third King, our Turkifh Hiftory accounts that to be the 
time of the firft original: it is certain chat in his time they were 
modelized, and certain Laws prefcribed both for their education and 
maintenance ; when by the counfel of (‘stradin, otherwife called Kae 
ra Rufibenes, Amurath’s prime Vizier, it was ordained that for the 
augmentation of this Militia, every fifth Captivd taken from the 
Chriftians, above the age of 15 years, fhould be the dues of the Swl- 
tan who at firft were to be diftribured amongft the Turkith Hus- 
bandmen in Afia, tolearn and be inftructed in the Turkith Language 
and Religion. 
Their number at firft was not accounted above 6 or 7000, now with 
time they are encreafed tothe number of twenty thoufand effective 
mens but were there alift taken of all thofe who affume this title of 
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Famary, and enjoy their priviledges theugh nor their pay,there would 
be found above a hundred choufand; fix or feven go under the name 
ofone Fanizary, for gaining by this means 2 priviledge of being ttee 
from all Duties and Taxes, they beftow a certainfumme of money or 
annual’ prefents onthe Officers, in confideration of which they are 
owned and countenanced as famizaries, Their Habit isas the Pi- Their Habic 
Gurereprefents, wearing alwaies the beard of their Chin and under- 
lip fhaven, which fome fay they learned from the Jralians 5 but cer- 
tainic is, thae:this Cuftom is more ancient, than fince che time of their 
Neighbourhood anto /taly: this manner of tieir (having being general- 
ly ufed as a token of qbeir fubjection, and fo All the Pages and Offi- 
cers in the Seraglio G@great men, orders of Gardeners, Baltagees or 
Hatchetmen anc others, are diftinguifhed by this mark to be tn fer- 
vice and obliged to the attendance of a Maftcr: But when they are ei- 
ther licenfed from the Wur,or promoted to Office, or freed to their 
own difpofal, they immediately faffer their Beards to grow as a figne 
of their liberty and gravity, 

In former times this Militia confifted only of the Sons of Chriftianss te gayiearies 
educated in the Mahometan Rights; but of late that politick Cuftom of whom com- 
hath been difufed, the reafon of which fome attribute to the abune rod. 
dance of people the Tarks having of their own tofupply all their occa- 
fions: butiam ratherincuced to another opinion, having not obfer- 
ved the multitude which Niftories and Travellers cell us, that the 
Turks {warm with ; and rather afftgne the negle& of this pradtice, fo 
prejudicial to Chriftian Intereft in thefe pares, to the coriuption of the 
Officers, and carelefnefs in their Diftfpline, 

And though this ele@tion of Fasszartes out of the eldeft and luftie The Noviées. 
eft Sons of Chriftians that inhabit Aurope ( for U4 fia was exempted ) is 
now dilufed; yee fuch as enter into this Order, whofoever they are 
( unlefs the neceffity of the prefent ftace of the War be over- urgent ) 
are obliged to pertorm their Novitiate like Tyrones Romani, before they 
can be inrolled inthe Regtfter ot Pantzaries, and are called Agismo- 
glans, The chief Officers of thefe is called Stambel Agafi, in whofe 
care and charge it is ro enure thefe men to all labours, pains, and morti- 
fications, as to cut wood , carry burdens, endure heats , colds, and 
other fufferings which may render them obedient, temperate, vigilant, 
and patient of all the inconveniencies and miferies of VVar, 

The quarters many of thefe have in the Garden-Lodges of the Their Quarcers 
Grand Signiors Seragito’s (whereof they are many in and about Con- 
frantinople) to manure and dig the Ground, learn the Art of Plantations, 
and Husbandry, and practice (as occafion requires ) meaner Offices of 
labour and fervicudes others of them are placed in the three Sera- 
glio's (we have before- mentioned tn the Chapter of Spahees ) viz, of 
Pers, Ibrahim, Pafhaw, and Adrianople, where their principal art is the 
myftery of Plantation and delitious difpofal of Gardens into the va- 
riety of Knots, VValks, Groves, and Fountains 5 and though there are 
many of this profeffion who have noorher thoughts to employ their 
minds, few of them are acquainted with any part of polite Husbandry, 
or know more shan the feafon to plant their Hartichoaks or Colworts ; 

- as to the rules and fymmetry of fetting Trées, ordering che Labyrinths 
of Knots, making pleafing VValks, Fountains and Groves ; it is wi 
, a people 
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a people that aelight fo muchin Flowers, in Fields, aud Arbours, and 
have themfelves or Anceftors ruined many of the delightful Paraci- 
{es of Chriftians, fhould be fo wholly ignorant and dull in the con- 
trivance of what they love, as not to be able to borrow one example 
ot model, which amongft all the Grand Signiors Gardens in Conftsn- 
sinople may deferve a beter name than of a V Vildernefs, 
Ochers of thefe Agismoglans are made Baltagees or Hatchet-men to 
cut wood tor the Seraglio; others are made Cooks and Officers in the 
Kitchin, fuch, I mean, ascan already {peak the Turkith Language, 
for chofe that are ignorant in thac fpeech or in the Mahemetane Reli- 
gion, are difpofed into remoter parts of Amatolig, where the Fantza- 
& Called Kja- 7#¢5 have Poffeflions and Authority 5 as to Kin, where the * Lieu- 
bais-segh,  tenanteGeneral of the Famizarics hath Revenues to Karshijar and 
Angurs, where the Stambol Agafi hath principal power; to CHentefche, 
SultanUghi, and Karefi, where the Tarnagibatch and Faiabatchi, who 
arechief Officers of the Fanizaries, have Rents and Profits belonging 
to their Offices, and here they are employed in plowing and fowing 
the Ground, or other laborious exercifes , until fuch time as fuy-plies 
for rhe VVars give them occafion to draw out thefe men from their {ee 
The manner in Vral Stations : and then being called tothe Chambers of Pamtzaries, 
making feni- they orderly march one after the other according to their feniority, 
sa one holding the end of his fellows Garment, appear before the Mue 
fter-Mafter, who having enrolled their names in the Grand Signiors 
Regifter, they run as faft as they can by their Ode bafchi or Matter of 
their Chamber, who gives every one as he paffes a blow under the Ear, 
to fignifie their fubjeCtion to him : and this is the Ceremony obferved 
in creating Fanizaries. 
Their Pay, | Actheir firft Enrolment fome have but one Afper a day, others 
and § unto7 andahalf; and fo with time and favour of their Officers, 


encreafe to 12 Afpersa day, which is the higheft pay of any Fansary, 
and can have no other advance, unlefs good Forcune promote them to 
the degree of Késhsia Begh, which is as much as Lieutenant-General of 

the Fanizaries, Or any other eminent Office. 
Theit Diet and. Defides this pay, they have their daily provifion and diet from the 
loching,  bOunty of the Grand Seignior, and their Table ordered at conftane 
hours,where they finde their Rice, fifty drams of Flefh,and one hundred 
of Bread their ordinary Commons, and eat in their refpective Refe- 
étories like Monks in Convents, or Scholars in their Colledgess they 
receive alfo one Souldiers Coat yearly, of Cloth made at Salomica of 
a coarfe thread, but warm and convenient, which in every Moneth of 
Ramazan is Giftributed to each Chamber; fo that their Bellies afe 
fall and Backs are warm, and in all points are better provided chan the 
tattered Infantry which are to be feenin moft parts of Chriftendom. 
And thas this people being pampered without cares of feeking their 
Bread, grow often querulous and apt to take the ‘fire of Sedition with 
evety {park of difconrent in their Officers ; the beginnings of which 
they commonly make known at their Affemblies of the Publick Divas, 
whither 4 ot $00 of them are obliged 4 times a week, that is Saturday, 
Sunday, Munday, and Tuefday , to accompany the Fanizer Agar or 
their General; at that place they have their Commons from the 
Grand Signiors Kitchin: which when they have any fubje& of dif- 
content 
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centent they evidence by flighting, by kicking down their Plates of Rice, 

and fhewing better tomacks tobe revenged, than to their Entertain- 

ment ; which Matinies the Grand Signior and Principal Minifters having Mutinics. 
found oftentix REAI-;—-CNGERVOUr—t ir-promifes—and aCtory 
compliance with their defires to pacifie in their firft motion. |

Thefe eight laft arife from the order of Fantzaries, and have their fe- 
veral Commands inthe Army, though the Grand Signior to augment 
their Power and Honour the more, beftows on them Titles and VV ealth 
in other Offices. The 
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The $4nizaries Chambers ( of which there are no others but in Con- a 
Pantinople) are in number 162, of which 80 are of ancient Foundation, eran: 
and are called Eskat Odalar, and 82called Fent odalar, or the new 
Chambers ; over moft of which is a Tchorbag: or Captain: In thefe 
Chambers thofe that are not married enjoy their Lodgings and Habita- 
tion, and twice a day find their Repaft, as we have before mentioned: 

And thus inftead of Monafteries of Friers, the Turk maintaias Con- 
vents and Seceties of Souldiers, who are trained up with all modefty 
and Severity of Difcipline. 

e Iwincipal Officers of thefe Chambers are, 

Firftgthe odabafhee, or Mafter of the Chamber, who in the Wars oggcers of the 
ferves as Lievtenant of the Company. Chambers, 

; Second is Wekilbarg, or expenditor for maintenance of the Cham- 
er, 

Third is Batracktar, or Enfign-bearer. 

Fourth is Afbgee, or the Cook of the Chamber. 

Fifth is Karakwllukece, or the under-Cook®# 

Sixth ts the Saka, or the Water-carrier. 

The Cook is not only.an Officer todrefs the Diet and Provifion of 
the fantzantes, but is alfoa Monitor or Obferver of their good beha- 
viour , fo that when any one of them commits a Crime, the Cook is 
the Officer that executes ehe punifhment, The under-Cook alfo ferves 
for an Apparitor, and is he who fummons the married Fanszartes at 
their feveral Dwellings in Ceyftantinople, when their Officers Command 
their attendance, 

The greateft part of the Fanizaries confifts of Batchelours or fin- fanizaries 
gle men; for though ‘Marriage cannot be denied to any of them, yet manued. 
it is that which cerminates their Preferments, and see fe their Seni- 
oticy uncapable of claiming a right to Offices, or Military Advance- 
ment ; for being incumbred witha Wife, and other dependencies, they 
are judgedin a condition not capable to attend the Difcipline of the 
War, or Service of the Grand Signior; and theretore as to other 
duty in the times of Peace, befides their appearance every Friday in 
ther Chambets, and prefence of their Officers, they wholly are ul- 
fpenfed with. 

In the Wars this Militia is confider’d as the moft valient and beft dif 
ciplin'd Souldiery of the Turkifh Camp, and therefore are either kept 
asa Referve, ot marchin the main Body of the Aimy. In times of 
Peace their Quarters are many times changed, to keep them in im- 
ployment, from one Caftle or Garrifon to another, as to Buda, Kant 
fis, Teme{war, to Rhodes, Canea, and other parts: Some of them are 
appointed to keep Courts of Guard at all Gates and Avenues of Cos- 
flantzneple, co prevent the [nfolencies and Injuries their Companions 
are apt to offer to Chriftians, Jews, and others in che ftreets, .who at 
fome times, being heated with Wine, have in the open market forc’d 
Women, whilft ther Comerades havg with heir * Daggers drawn * Called Maxi. 
ftood over them to defend them from the people, to prevent which” 
diforders, the Fanizer Agafs accuftoms to ride the Streets attended 
with about 40 Mamgies, or Bayliffs of the Fanizaries, where mect- 
ingany guilty of fuch like Crimes, or other Bnormities, he feizes chem, 
and carties them to his Court, where ~ examination of their ~ 
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he orders them to be beaten, or if their Crime be great, to be ftrang. 
led, or fowed ina Sack and thrown into the Sea; but always their pu- 
nifament is inflicted privately, perhaps becaufe they are jealous of a 
mutiny. | 

In ned Province the Famzarses have their Serdars, who are Co- 
lonels or chief of all the Panizeries within that Jurisdiction, who greatly 
abule their Office by. taking into their protection any that prefent or 
pay them for this priviledge; by which means’ they have’ grown fo 
powerful and rich, thacfome time paft the Command of the whole 
Ottoman Empire hath repofed in the hands of this Militia, 

Their Arms are Muskets and Swords s they fight confufedly in the 
Field, and with no more order than the Spahees ; only fometimes they 
draw themfelves up into Cunei, obferved amongft the Romans. 

And thus much fhall ferve to have fpoken of the Inftitution and 
Difcipline of the Fanizaries: We fhall now proceed to declare how 
this Militia isdecayed, and apon what grounds it is not maintained in 
its ancient honour and flourdfiing eftace. 





CHAP. VIII. , 


Whether the Maintenance of an Army of Janizaries according 
to the Original Infiitution, be now agreeable to the Rules of 
Politie amongft the Turks. | 


His Problem I find firft moved by Basbequiwe, once the Gerfnane 

Emperours Embafladour to Conftantinople, who pretends to {peak 
the Grand Signiors fence in this particular, on occafions of difference 
which che infolent rudenefs of the P jaan had caus’d between them- 
felves and his Family: For Rwfan Pafhaw then Prime Vifier, admo- 
nifhéd him friendly to condefcend to any terms of Compofition, for 
that Law could not avail where Souldiers ruled, and the powerful So- 
lymanbimfelf, who then reigned, trembled at nothing more than the 
apprehenfion of fome fecret Ulcer of perfidioufnefs. which might lye 
concealed within the retirement of the Fanizarées. 

But as there is no queftion bur a ftanding Army of veterane and 
well. difcjplin’d Souldiers muft be always ufeful and advantageous to the 
Intereft of a Prince; fo, on the contrary, negligence in the Officers, and 
remifnels of Government, produces that licentiou{nefs and wreftinefs 
in the Souldiery, as betrays them toall the diforders which are dange= 
rous, and of evil confequence to the welfare of a State. 

And foithath fared with the Otteman Empire, which rifing only by 
the power of Arms, and eftablifhed on the blood of many valiant and 
daring Captains, gave Priviledges, Honours, and Riches to the Mili- 
tia, and atall times encouraged their Prowefs and forwardnefs by Re- 
wards, and connivance at their Crimes ; by which indulgence and im- 
punity, thefe men ill-principled in rules of Wirtue, and unequally 
bearmg Profperity andthe favour of the Prince, have for a long 
time been gathering a ftock of ill humours ready to receive any. con-

tapion of feditious defign, and to maintain it with an impadence con- 
ftant to the Fantearies tor fome Ages, which may equal the levity of 
the Roman Souldiery, untill chey fhamelefly fer their Empire to fale, 
and forgot both their. old obedience to the Senate, and reverence to 
their new Emperours. —.. : 

The death and ruine of many Grandees, and of the Sultan himfelf, 
by fuch like ang hath at length by dear experience taught the 
Principal Minifters how unfafe {tis to permic an Army lodged in the 
bowels of the capical City, of a difpofition favourable to it felt, envious, 
and impatient of any other, jealous, and always at enmity with the 
Conrt, richand powerful with Pofleffions -and Rents appertaining to 
ics Commanders in Anatolia, anda Treafury of unknown fums which 





have defcended tothe Common Bank by the deceafe of their Generals . 


or Fanizar Agas; and thercfore have by degrees, and ds prudently as 
might be, begun to diminifh the ftrength of this .Militia by the deftru- 

_ ion of the veterane Souldiers, and ruine of their reputation, by various 
arts, in the ef&timation of the World. 

Fhe particular means whereby the Fasizarses have been ftudioufly 

deftroy’d, are by many ways evident; for firft they are expofed upon 
every obfcure Service, and drawn forth to encounters every Affaule of 
the Empire; asthe Wars of Candy have exhaufted the flower of this 
Malta, the Bartels at Sea buried vat numbers, who’ were formerly re- 
ferved for times of eminent exploits and glory. 
* "Secondly, Which deftruction of the veterane Souldiers hath crea- 
ted other mifchiefs to this order, tn point of difcipline, as prejudicial 
as the formers for asthe Agéagsoglass were obliged to pertorm fix or 
{even years Novitiate, now, byfeafon of the conftant neceffities to fup- 
ply the Wars, they overskip the orderly formalities of the firft Infti- 
tution, and create them Famarses after a year or halfe years fervice: 
And others I have known educated in Mechanick Profeffions, and from 
framing Timber and carrying Burdens in the Arfenal, have at once 
for the Service in Candie been created Fantzaries, who neither know 
how to manage a Musket, nor are atherwife difciplin’d to any exercife 
of Arms. 

Thirdly, chat Zwrepe may not be difpeopled by the triennial feifure. 
of Chriftian Children for che Grand Signiors Service, which in Tur- 
kith is called Deufchirme, that politick Cuftom and principal confer- 
vation of the difcipline of Sanizaries is, as we have {aid betore, whol- 
ly forgotten, and taftead thereof election is made of Vagabonds, that 
proffer themfelves out of «4fs, or other parts, who liaving paffed 
fiveor fix months like Novices, aréafterwards made fanizaries, and 
being ignorant in the ufe of Arms, and unaccuftomed to labours and 
‘{ufferings, run from their Colours, and renounce their Order, which 
has been in times paft one of the moft honourable in the whole Em- 

ire. . 

: 4, The old veterane Officers, which fiad by degrees and fteps pro= 
ceeded to Honour methodically from inferiour Souldiers, have either 
by their own feditious fpirits, or jealoufie of the Prince, been difpéed- 
ed from this world, and in their places the Sons of Confamtinopolitam 
Fanizaries {acceeded, who have been bred up.with foftnefs and effemi- 
nacy, and their Tcherbagees or Captains have not obtained their es 

maids 
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mands by time or valour, but buy their places with money and prefents 
to the prime Officers, . ) 

Fifthly, Andto forward che decay of this Militia, and to take off 
their warlike and haughty courages, the confinement to their Cham- 
bers is not fevere, but liberty given upon. coloyr of poverty and im- 
poffibility of livelihood on their mean pay, to attend other Trades and 
fervices, whereby the exercife of Arms and thoughts of the War is 
converted to mechanick Arts, and an intention tO ways of maintenance 
of themfelves and Families. 

Sixthly, Hope of reward and fear of punifhment, which are the in- 
citements to worthy actions, and reftriftions trom the vileft crimes, 
are rarely held up to the Fanizaries inthefe times for their encou- 

, Tagement or terrour, for without money to the fuperior Officers none 
of them obtains preferment; nor can any worn out with age and 
wounds procure difmiffion from the War with the enjoyment of the 
ufual ftipend, who are called by the Turks Qtwrak, and by the La- 
tines Exawéforati, and on the contrary the children of Officers born 
in Conftantinople are often made Otwraks in their Cradles, and lafty 
youths are with favour and mony exempted in the flower of their 
age from the labours of War, and yet enjoy the benefits due toa toil- 
fume Militia, 

And yet, as ifall the connivance at thefe various diforfers and fub- 
verfion of the good infticutions of this Souldiery were not fufficient 
to impoverith their Spirits, to mould them into a more effemifate 
temper, andcaufe therh to lofe their intereft and reputations it 

*the common opinion that the Visser Kgprislé laid the defigns tor the 
late War with Germany before his deait#band enjoyned it to his Son to 
profecute, with an intention, amongft other expectations of benefit 
to the Empire, to complete the final deftruction ofthe ancient Spa- 
hees and Famzartes,fo ast@ be able to lay a foundation of new Dil- 
cipline, which may more eafily for the future reftrain the Turkifh Mi- 
litia within the compafs of better modefty and obedience: which 
defign hath taken fo qr effe& inthe War of Hungary, inthe year 
1664. that the bloudieft pare of flaughter inthe Battels fellon the 
Fanizaries and Spahees, and by how much more any were more bold 
and forward io their atremprs, by fo much more fatal and hafty was 
their ruine; fo that it is reported that the valianteft Souldiers of the 
Confines, the vercrane and beft difciplined of the Spahees and Fans- 
zartes, and the beft namber of their skilful Commanders and expert 
Captains perifhed promifcuoufly together, to the great damage and 
weakning of the Ottoman powef*; {o that now it is not probable thar 
a néw Militia fucceeding, capable of receiving other Cuftoms and 
Laws, afid neither remembring nor concerned in former Mutinies,” 
will adventure to follow the feditious practices of their Predeceffors ¢ 
for men are commonly modeft at their firft entrance into any condi- 
tion, and unlefs debatched bf corruption in government, are eafily 
contained within the bounds of reafonable moderation, And yet 
notwithftanding that the pride of the Turkith Militia is reduced to 
fo low an abacement of their power, and to a condition eafily for the 
uture with good management to be ruled, yet this prefent Sulten 
Mahorset ftill-recaining the memory and impreffion of the amazement 

he 
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he fuffered in his infancy on occafion of a dangerous combination and 
coufpiracy of the Fanizaries, will never confide himfelf to their guard, 
nor be reconciled to Confastinopie, in confideration of the many Cham- 
bers it contains of that loathed Militia, which have been fo many Nut- 
feries and Seminaries of Treafons complotted againft himfelf, his Father 
and his other Progenitors.

ment and fubfiftance in the Mahomecane Superftition admit into this 
Rank; becaufe having commonly an endowment of other Languages 
befides the Turkith, are moft ferviceable on meflages into Forreign 
Countrys; and fometimes are fent with title of Ambaffadors, as one 
was once into England, France, and Holland, Their Arms area Scimitar, 
a Bow, and Arrows, anda Trunchion with a knob at the end, called 
in Turkith Topows , thofe of thefe Officers that are fervants to the Vi- 
fier or Beglerbegs, carry this Trunchion covered with Silver, called in 
Turkith Tcheughian ; but the Chian(es of fimple Pafhaws only of Wood: 
their Harveft they make upon the occafions of Law-fuits and differen- 
ces between one party and another, being Apparitors or Serjeants to 
call the guilty perfon to juftice, or if the bufinefs comes to compofi- 
tion, they commonly are in the midft to perfwade both fides to reafon, 
in which aGtion they want not their Fees or acknowledgment of labour 
from both parties. 





CHAP, X. 
Of the other parts of the Zurkifh Militia, the Toptchi. 


Hefe are Gunners, called fo from the word Zope, which in Turkith 
fignifies a Cannons and arein numbcr about one thoufand two 
hundred, diftributed into 52 Chambers, their quarters are at Tophana 
or the place of Guns inthe Suburbs of Confantineple ; few of chefe 
are expert in their art, andare ill practifed in the proportions and 
Mathematical partofthe Gunners myftery; for were they as skilful 
as many Engineers inthe world, they might doubtlets with that train 
of vaft Artillery they either march with in their Camp or found in 
their Trenches, give much more annoyance to the Chriftian forces: 
And therefore knowing their own imperfeétions in this Exercife 
when Chriftian Gunners are taken in the War, they entertain them 
with better ufage than other Captives, quartering them in the Cham- 
bers appropriated to that profeffion, allotting them with the others a 
pay of8 to12. Afpers adays; but becaufe this is too confiderable a 
maintenance to allure men who are otherwife principled, moft of them, 
as occafion offers, defert the fervice of the Turk, and fy to their own 
Conntry,

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the world; for the laft Expedition in Hungary there were 4o pieces 
of new Cannon caft and cranfported by way of th®black Sea, and 
thence bythe Danube unto Balgrade and Buda, Their Gunpowder is 
made butin {mall quantities about Conflantznople, but comes from di- 
vers places of Europe but that from Damajcus ismoft efteemed: The 
biggeft fize of their Bullets are from 36 to 40 inches Diameter, but 
shee are moft commonly of ftone, which they make ufe of inthe 
Caftles or Block-houfes fcituate on the Sea, as atthe Caftles upon 
the HeHe/pent, called anciently Seftos and Abydos, and at the Forts at the 
entrance of the black Sea, Once an Eng|ifhman Gunner of a Ship,which 
lay at Conflantinople, had the curiofity and confidence to meafure the 
dimenfions of thefe Bullers ; but being apprehended in the very act, 
was imprifoned for a Spy ; but by the interceffion of our Embaffador 
then Refident , with much labour and fome expence was at Jength re- 
leafed.

Thefe are Armourers, fo called from the word Gebes,which fignifie 
in Turkifhas muchas Arms of Back and Breaft, they are innumbe 630 
diftributed into 60 Chambers, and have their Quarters neer the Church 
of Santa Sophia in Conflantinople, their Office is toconferve the Arms 
of ancient times from ruft, by cleaning and oyling of them, foas to 
remain as Trophees for ever of the Turkifh Conquefts: their pay is 
from 8 to 12 Afpers a days their Officers are firft the Gebegibafchi 
who is their Commander in chief. 2. The Odeba/bees, who are fo ma- 
ny Mafters of their Chambers. On all Expeditions thefe Armourers 
are neceflary Officers, and oftentimes in days of Battel diftribute forth 
the antique Arms, of which they have the care, into the hands of the 
Fanizarses: but thofe of thefe men that are indifferently rich, and have 
favour and friends, enjoy their pay with cafe at their own homess and

Delee fignifies as much as a mad fellow or 4 Hector; thefeare the 
Primé Viziers Lifeguard, ay are in number from 100 10 400, more or 
lefs, according as the Vizier is more or lefs rich and {plendid in his reti- 
nue; their pay is from 1ato1§ Afpersa day, they are by nation of Bo/- 
Way OF Albania; their habit is very ridiculous according to this Picture; 
they are men chofen for their great ftatare and ftomachs; they {peak 
big, talk of nothing but killing and adventurous exploits, but in rea 
lity their heart and courage is not efteemed proportionable to their 
bulk and bodies: inthe City they march betore the Vizier on foor, 
and make way for him to the Divan; on journeys they are too hea- 
vy and lazy not to be well mounted; they have a Captain over them 
called the De/ibs/ché ; their Arms are a Lance after the Hungarian fa- 
fhion, a Sword, and Pole-Axe, and fome of them carry a Piftol at 
their Girdle. This fore of People being naturally more faithful than 
the Turks, and more inclinable to the Vizier Ksprinit for being of the 
fame Country, he maintained 2000 of them for his Guard , which was 
fo great a curb to the Fanizarses and the other Militia, that they 


were never able to execute any Confpiracy againft him, The fame 
courfe 
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courfe his Son the prefent Vizier, follows, and is doubtlefs next the 
Grand Signiors favoar, his principal fecurity, 


of the Segbans and Sarigias, 


Itis not to be omitted thatthe Beglerbegs and Pafhaws maintain al- 
ways a Miltia called Segbans, to whofe cuftody the charge of the 
baggage belonging to the Horfe is committed; and a felect number cal- 
led Sarigias, to whofe care the baggage of the Infantry is entrufted ; 
thefe ferve on foot with Muskets like Famizaries and che others on 
Horfe-back like Dragoons in Chriftendom, their pay befides their 
meatis 3 or 4 Dollars amonth. The Beglerbegs have oftentimes on 
occafions of their Rebellions enrolled many of this fort of Militia to 
encounterthe Fanizaries ; the which was practifed in thefe lace times 
by Ipchir Pafhsw, Hafan Pafbaw, and Murteza Pafbaw, who having lift- 
ed great numbers to fight under this denomination, the Vizier Kya-° 
privls tor terrour and more eafie deftruction of this people, proclaim- 
ed through all fia, thac ftrict inquifition fhould be made after the 
Segbans and Sarigtas, and that ic might be lawful for any oneto kill 
and deftroy them without mercy; by which means many were but- 
chered in feveral places, and 3v00co of them revolted to the Sof of 
Perfia. 


The Muhlagi and Bellis 


Are the fervants of Beglerbegs and Pafhaws; the firft make profeffion 
ofa principal are in good Horfemanthip, and exercife themfelves in 
throwing the Gél:d, whichis a Dart mach ufed amongft the Turks, in 
the true management of which there is great dexterity; and becaufe 
there are confiderable rewards beftowed on thofe who are expere 
herein, the Turks practife it on Horfe-back as their only exercife and 
ftudy: very much delight herein the Grand Signiors have always ta- 
ken, and to be {pectators of the Combats between the fervants of {e- 
veral Pafhaws born in different Countries and Nations, who from a 
principle of honour to their Nation, and hopes of preferment, con- 
tend with that heat and malice one againft the other as furpafs the 
cruelty of the ancient Gladiators; and not only limbs or eyes are 
loft in this skirmith, buc oftentimes facrifice their blood and life for 
the paftime of their Prince. Such as are obferved to be bold, attive, 
and dexterous at this Game, are preferred to the degree and benefic 
of 2 Zaim or Timariot. The Befleesate footmen, who for their great 
abilities in walking and running, attain oftentimes to be made Fani- 
zarkes. 

And thus we have now, with as much brevity as may be, run 
through the feveral Degrees, Numbers, Inftitutions, Laws, and Dif- 
cipline ofthe Turkifh Militia by Land: whofe farther progrefs into 
Chriftendom, and damage tothe Chriftian Caufe may the Almighty 
Providence fo difappoine, that his Church, corrected and grown 
more pious by this chaftifement, thay at length be relieved from the 
Rod and Yoke of this great Oppreffor. 
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CHAP, XI. 


Certain Obfervations on the Turkifh Camp: and the Succefs 
ofthe laft Battel againft the Chriftians. 


N the year of our Lord 1665, the Earl of Wixchelfes, our Lord 
Embaffador for certain Affairs of His Majefty and the Company 

or Merchants, having commanded me to meer the Great Vifier in his 
return fromthe Wars in Hangary, through ill or rather uncertain in- 
formation of the Vifiers motion, I was forced to proceed as far as Bel- 
grade in Servia on the Confines of Hungary, 23 days journey from ( on- 
frantinople, where finding a good part of the Turkifh Army *encamped 
necr that City, for better convenience and expedition of my bufines, I 


_ entred within the Quarters ot the Spabees, and pitched my Tent as neer 


the Vifiers and the other principal Officers as confifted with due refpect, 
ii which place I remained feven days, untill the Army removed towards 
rr and not having fully compleated my bufinefs there, I 
marched and remained other 13 days together with the Army: in which 
time I had leifure to make fome refle€tions on the Order of the Tur- 
kifh Camp, 

In the front of the Camp are Quarter’d the Fanizaries, and all 
others deftin’d to Foot-fervice, whofe Tents encompafs their Aga or 
General : Inthe body of the Camp are erected the ftately Pavilions 
ofthe Vifier, of his Kahija, or chief Steward, or Councellor, the 
Rew Effends or Lord Chancellor, the Tefterdar Pafcha*or Lord Trea- 
furer, and the Kapifler Kahiafee or Mafterof the Ceremonies ; which 
five Pavilions take up a large extent of ground, leaving a {pacious 
Field in the midft, inthe centre of which is raifed a lofty Canopy, un- 
der which Offendors are corrected or executed, aud ferves to theleer 
from the Sunor Rain fuchasattend the Divan, or other bufinefs with 
the Officers of State. Within the fame {pace of ground alfo is the 
Hafna or Treafury, in {mall Chefts one piled on the other, in form of a 
circle, for guard of which 15 Spahzes every night keep a Watch with 
their Arms in their hands. Neer thefe Quarters are the Tents of 
Pa(haws, Beghs, Agaes, and Perfons of Quality, who with their Reti- 
nue folely make upa confiderable part of the Twrki/h Army, In the 
Reer are the Quarters of the Spabees, and others that attend the Horfe- 
fervice, as Segbans, Sarigias, and others. On the right hand of the 
Vifier withogt the Camp, are placed the Artillery and Ammunition, 
which in the time I was there was inconfiderable, the great Cannon 
remaining in Buda and in the City of Belgrade, only 40 or 45 {mall 
Field-pieces of Brafs (as Ireckoned them) each drawn by four Horfes, 
marched with the Vifier, more at that time for State and Oftentation 
than for real Service. 

The Pavilions of the Great Vifier, and other Perfons of principal 
Office and Quality, may rather be called Palaces than . Tents being 
of a large extent, richly wrought. within, adorned beyond their 
Houfes, accommodated with ftacely Furniture, with all the conve- 
mienceof the City and Country, and in my opinion far exceed the 

magnificence 
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magnificencet the beftof their Buildings ; for being but tor few years 
continuance, the maintenance of them is beyond the expence of 
Marble and Porphery, or the perpetual Edifices of Jta/y, durable to 
many Olympiads and Myriads ot years. With thefe Houfes and mo- 
vable Habitations , which with the Pofts that fuppore them are of 
great weight and bulk, the Turkifh Army marches daily four, five, 
and fometimes fix hours Journey; all which baggage 1s carried on 
Horfes, Mules, and Camels: The great Perfons are furnifhed with 
two fets of Tents, one of which asthe Vifier rifes, is advanced the 
Cenack or days Journey beyond, fo that inthe morning leaving one 
Tent, another is tound at noon ready furnifhed and provided at arrival ; 
which is the reafon why the Turkifh Camp abounds with fuch mulci- 
tudes of Camels, Mules, and Horfes of Burden, with fo many thoufand 
Attendants on the Baggage, which are of a vaftexpence, and if duly 
confidered, is amatter of the greateft ftate and magnificence in the 
Turkifh Empire, 

Though it is reported by thofe who are Souldiers, and have experi- 
enced the Valour of the Turksin Fight, that their Victories are ob- 
tained by multitudes of Men, rather than by art, or Military Difci- 
pline; however the Conquefts they have made on the parts of Chri- 
flendom, is a demonftration undeniable of fome fupereminent Order 
in their Army, which recompences the defect of knowledg in the true 
Myftery of War; and chis Regulation (in my opinion) proceeds 
from nothing more than the ftri@ prohibition of Wine upon pain of 
death (two men being executed during the time of my Refidence 
there for bringing a {mall quantity of it in the Field) for hereb 
men become fober, diligent, watchful, and obedient, In the Turki 
Camp no brawls, quarrels, nor clamours are heard; no abufes are 
committed on the people in the march of their Army; all is bought 
and paid with money, as by Travellers that are Guefts at an Ina; 
there arc no complaints by Mothers of the Rape of their Virgin. 
-daughters, noviolences or Robberies offered on the Inbabitants; all 
which good order tends to the fuccefs of their Armies, and enlarge- 
ment of their Empire. Ason the contrary, the flogh of the Germans 
and other Nations in their Councels againft the Zwrk, the liberty 
given rorhe Chriftian Souldiery, or rather the difficulty tocorzectic, 
proceeds from nothing more than intemperance of Wine, which 
movesin the Souldiery a luft and promptitude to all evils, and is occa- 
fion of the horrid outrages they commit, quarrels among themfelves, 
and difobedience to ther Officers, and betrays oftentimes a whole 
Army to ruine by furprifal - for how canthofe men be watchful, 
whofe heads are charged with the fumes of Wine, and not yield op- 
portunity of fad advantages to fo awakned an Enemy as the Turk ¢ 
Busbequins who had been Embaffadour from the Emperour to the 
Grand Signior in two feveral Embaffies, and had known and feen the 
vigilance of the Turkifh Camp, attributes much of their fuccefs 
againft the Germans to- the ancient vice of Intemperatce of his Coun- 
try: Neque vero, faith he, graviore imperto Turca Gracos premant,quam 
nobis dominantur vitia, luxse crapula. And fo fenfible are the Turks 
of the abufes and diforders which arife in their Camp by the ufe of 


Wine, that they endeavour all shat is pofftble to debar their ia 
rom 
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from it, and therefore 2 or 3 days betore the “Army arrives at any 
place, Officers are difpatched before to feal all Taverns and make 
proclamation againft the fail of Wine: forthough it be againft their 
Lawto drink Wine, yet drunkennefs is now become fo common a 
vice amongft them (as we have already declared in the fecond Book) 
thar {carce one in ten but is addicted to a brutifh incemperance 
therein. 

The Camp is always clean and free from ordure and filth; there 
being holes digged neer every Tent, which are encompaffed about 
with Canvas for the mere privacy and accommodation in mens necef- 
{ary occafions ; and whenfoever thefe places become noifome and full, 
they are covered with earth, and the Canvas removed; fo that the 
whole Camp is‘cleer of all excrements of men, as alfo kept more free 
from other ftench (which may caufe putrefa@ion,) than the moft orderly 
Cities of the world. If the march be in the fommer-time ‘and the - 
weather hot, the beafts of burden and baggage begin to travel about 
feven a clock in the evening, and the Pafbaws and great Vizier pre- 
fently after midnight; who are accompanied with fo fany lights as 
equal almoft the brigntnefs ofthe day. Thofe that carry thefe lights 
are Arabians from the parts of Aleppo and Damajcus, men ufed to 
travelon foot, who in Turkith are called Maffalageeler, over whom 
is a {uperintendant or chief called Maffalagibafhee, whofe office it is 
to govern and to punifh thefe people, and is liable to anfwer for their 
diforders: the lights they carry are not Torches, but a bituminous oily 
fort of wood, which they. burnin an Iron grate carried ona ftaft made 
in the form of our Beacons; and of the fame fafhion with thofe lights 
we fee drawn in ancient Hangings, and Pictures which reprefent night 
pieces of Roman Stories. 

And fince I have difcourfed fomething of the Turkifh Camp in 
this their return homewards, ic will noc bemuch from my purpofe 
to acquaint the Reader with what cheertulnefs and alacrity the Army 
marched this way after their ill fuccefs; and affo to declare the occa- 
fion that pata hook into che noftrils of this great Oppreffor, and di- 
verted him for theprefent from the farther {poil of Chiteedan. After 
the taking of the Caftle called Sersmfwar by the great Vizier, built by 
Count Serizi (the which was the firft Original and occafion ot the war) 
and the defeat of the Pa/baw of Buda neer Lews, by Count Sf Go- 
vernour of Gomorra, the Vizier made many and various attempts to 
pafsthe River Rasé, to make fome conquetts in the parts of Croatia and 
Styriay but by reafon of the Forts the Chriftians had made along the 
banks of the River, in every adventure loft confiderable numbers of 
men; at which lofs of men and time, and the ill fuccefs neer Lewa, the 
Vizier being greatly moved, made another adventure on the twenty 
feventh of Fuly 1664. advancing with the prof of his Army as far as 
Kerment, a place between the Rivers Raab and Terne, endeavouring 
there to make his paffage with better fuccefs ; but by the valour of 
che Hungarians and the affiftance of the General AMfontecaculi were repul- 
fed with extraordinary flaughter. 

On the firftof Auesft following the Turk made another confidera- 
ble attempt, and paffed over.in one place 6000 Fanizaries and Alba 
nians, andin another where the River was foordable, and not above 

ten 
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ten paces broad, the whole body ot the Turkifh Horfe crouded over 
in vaft numbers, which caufed the Chriftians to joyn their Forces into 
one Army, and retreat farther into the Country, and pat themfelyes 
into a pofture of giving battel tothe Enemy. - 

Asfoonasthe Turkifh Army had thus waded over the water, the 
night following fell fo much rain, and fuch a deluge came powring 
down from the mountains, thace che River which was foordable the 
day before, did now overfwell its own banks, and not paffable without 
Floats and Bridges, As foon as the Army was thus paffed the River, 
the great Vizier difpacched immediately Meffengers to the Grand 
Signior to acquaint him of his progrefs and paflage; which news he 
knew would come very grateful, becaufe in all Letters trom the 
Grand Signior he was urged by threats and pofative commands to pro- 
ceed forward in his march, and not to fuffer the impediment of a nar- 
row ditch to be an interruption to the whole otteman force, which 
was never before reftrained by the Ocean. The Grand Signior having 
received this intelligence, as if the whole Victory and Triumph over 
the World confifted in the paffage over the Rest, was trantported 
with fuch an extraordinary joy and affurance of victory, thar all 
Hungary and Germany were already {wallowed in his thoughts 4 and 
when by a fecond meffage he received intelligence, that a forlorn 
hope of the Enemy, confifting of a thoufandmen, was cut off, the os- 
toman Court was fotranfported with the joy and affurance of Viétory, 
that ro anticipate the good news, the Grand Sigmor commanded that 
a folemnn Feftival fhould be celebrated for the {pace ot 7 days and 7 
nights, called by the Turks Danalma; in which ume the whole nights 
were fpent in fire-works, fhooting great Guns, vollies or Muskets, 
found of Droms and Trumpets, revelling, and what other folemnities 
might teftifie their joy and triumph. But {carcethree nights of this 
vain dream had paffed, before the Grand Sigmor awakened by intel- 
ligence, contrary to what was prefaged and expected, of the defeat of 
the belt part of his Army, fhametully commanded the lights to be 
extinguifhed, and the remaining four nights appointed for joy, to be 
turned to melancholy and darknefs, And indeed this rath joy was 
the more fhameful and ridiculous, by how-much more fatal and de- 
ftructive the lofs was ro the Turks. For they being now got over the 
River, 4nd the Chriftians drawn up in Battalia, amoft furious fight 
began, which from nine a clock in the morning, until four in the af- 
ternoon continued with vartable Fortunes at lengch the Turks affail. 
ed by the extraordinary valonr of the Chriftians, which were now 
of equal number to them, began to give back and put chemfelves in- 
to a thameful flight, leaving dead upon the place abour yo00 men, 


and the glory of the day to the Chriftians: the Turks whoalways — 


fiye diforderly, knowing not che art of a handfome retreat, croud- 
ed mheaps to pafs the River, the Horfe trampling over the Foot, and 
the Foot throwing themfelves headlong into the water, without con- 
fideration of the depth, or choife of places foordable after the great 
rains; thofe finking, catching hold of others that could {wim, funk 
down and perifhed together, others both of men and horfe through 
the rapidnefs of the ftream were cartied down the River and {wallow- 


edup inthe deeperplaces: the water was dyed with —— 
whole 
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whole face of the River was covered with Men, Horie, Garments, all 
{wimming promifcuoufly together ; no difference was here between 
the valiant and the cowardly, the foolifh and the wife, councel and 
chance, all being involved in the fame violence of calamity: Non vox 
CF wutui hortatus juvabant, adverfanse undi, nihil firenuns ab ignavo, 
Japiens a prudenti, confilia a cafu differre, cuncta part violentia invelve- 
banter, fo that the waters devoured a far greater number than did 
the Swords; whileft the great Vizier ftanding on the other fide of the 
River was able ro afford nokind of help or relief, but as one void of 
all counfel and reafon, knew not where toapplyaremedy, This defeat 
though in Chriftendom not greatly boafted, by reafon that the deftru- 
étion of the Turks, which was moft by water, was partly concealed 
tothem; yetthe Turks acknowledge the ruine and flaughter to-have 
been of afar greater number than what the Chriftian Diaries relate, 
confeffing that fince the time that the Ottoman Empire arrived at this 
ereatnefs, no ftories make mention of any flaughter or difgrace ir 
hath fuffered to be equalled to the calamity and difhonour of this, 
Onthe Turks fide were flain J[hmeael Pafbaw \ately of Buda, and Chi- 
macam Of Conftantinople by a fhot from the enemy in his paflage over 
the River, the Spabee Lar-Agafee or general of the Spahees, and fevea 
ral other Pajbaws and perfons of quality fell chat day, 15 pieces of 
Cannon were taken, with fome Tents and other rich f{poils: Of the 
Chriftians were flain neer a thoufand ; thofe of note were Count of 
Naffau, Count Charles of Braconftorf Captain of the Guards to Afonte- 
ewcali, Count Facher General of che Artillery, with many other Gen- 
tlemen of the French Nation, who deferve ever to be chronicled for 
their vertue and valour, 

The Turks were with this news greatly afhamed, and dejected, ha- 


ving bat two days before demonttrated exceffes of joy, congratula- 
ted the happy news one to the other, fending refents abroad after 


their manner, derided the Chriftians living amongft them with the 
news, exprobriated them with a thoufand injuries, applauded their 
own vertue and valour, and the righteoufnefs of their caufe and Re- 
ligion. But on a fudden, intelligence coming contrary'to their expe- 
Eations, fuch a dampnefs fell upon their {pirits, that for {ome days there 
was a deep filence of all news at Conjtantinople, they that the day 
before fought for Chriftians to communicate to them the miracles of 
their Victory, now avoided their company, afhamed of their too for- 
ward joy, and the liberty they had taken to contemn and deride the low 
condition of the Chriftizn Camp, And now the ill news not bein 
able to be longer concealed, Prayers and Humiliation were appointe 
publickly to be made at all the Royal Mafques both at Conftantineple 
and at Adriazeple, where all the Ervaums or Parith Priefts with their 
young Scolars were commanded to refort, finging fome doleful Chap- 
ter of the Alchoran. | 
The minds of the Souldiery after this defeat were very much dif- 
compofed, tending more to fedition than to obedience, every one took 
licenfe to (peak loudly and openly his opinion, that the War wascom- 
menced upon unjaft and unlawful grounds, that Comers lately feen 
to fall were prodigies foretelling the ill faccefs of che War, that the 
cotaleclipfe of the moon, which porteads always misfortunes to the 
: Turks, 
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Turks, fhould have caufed more caution inthe Commanders of en- 
gaping the Army, until the malignancy of that influence had been 
Oover-paffed , and calling to mind the folemn Oath with which the 
Sultan Solyman confirmed his Capitulations with the Emperor, parti- 
cularly vowing never to pafs the Raab or places where the Turks re- 
ceived their defeat, without a folid or reafonable ground ot War; all 
concluded that this Invafion was 2 violation ot the Vow, andan in- 
jury to the facred memory of chac fortunate Sultan, and that allen- 
cerprifes and attempts of this War would be fatal and deftructive to 
the Maffelmen or Believers, and the end difhonourable to the Empire. 
This opinion was rooted with much firmnefs and fuperftition in the 
mind of the vulgar, and the rumours in che Camp (that the Vizier had 
been caufe of the Souldiers Apa by commanding them to retreat after 
they were engaged, upona falfe alarm that the Enemy in great num- 
bers were coming to fallon the Quarcers where the Viziers perfon re- 
mained, and that this error was the firft original of the daughter 
that enfued) augmented their difcontents and animofities againft the 
Government. The Souldiery befides was greatly terrified and pof- 
feft with a tear of the Chriftians, and amazed upon every alarm; the 
Afian Spabees and other Souldiers having Wives and Children and 
Poffeffions tolook after, were grown poor, and defired nothing more 
than in peace and quietnefs to returnto their homes; fo that nothing 
could come morc grateful to this Camp, no largeffes nor hopes could 
pacifie the minds of the Souldiery more than the promifes and expe- 
étations of Peace. And this was the true cawfe that brought on the 
treaty of Peace between the Emperor and the Turk, in fuch anine 
ftant contrary to the opinion of moft in the worlds and gave occa- 
fiontothe Vizier to embrace the Propofitions offered by the Heer 
Reninghen, then Refident for the Emperor (who was carried about 
according tothe motions of the Turkifh Camp, to be ready toim- 
prove any overtures of Peace that might be offered): the Vizier to 
ihew his real intentions, flatcered and careffed this Refident with 
the Prefentof a Horfe richly furnifhed, a veft of Sables and acom- 
modious Tent, whileft the Propofiuons and Condefcentions on the 
Turkith pare were difpeeded to Vienwa ; which were returned again 
with an entire affent to moft of the Articles; and thofle wherein there 
might be any difference, were to be referred until the arrival of the 
Extraordinary Embaffador, who was fuppofed might reach the orte- 
man Court by the endof April. The Afian Spabees were overjoyed 
atthe news hereof, and immediately obtained licence to depart, and 
moft of the Militia was difperfed, every one with joy betaking him- 
{elf tohis own home. Buc this Embaflador miffing of his time allot- 
ed for his arrival, above a month later then he was expected, put all 
things into a ftrange combuftion, I was then in the Camp when it 
was whifpered, that the Treaty was at an end, that the Chriftians 
had deluded them, and caufed them to disband their Army, that fo 
they might fall upon them with the greater advantage; the misfor- 
tune of which (according to the cuftom of the Commonalty) was 
charged on the heads of the Governors; and the too much creduli- 
ty oF the Vizier. Barat length on the 28. Of May 1665, news coming 
that che Embaflador from the Emperor _ arrived at Bada; the Vi- 
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zier the next day departed trom Belgrade with his whole Army, which 
I accompanied as far as Niff4, about nine days march towards Adrts- 
nople , and there having put an end tomy bufinefs, and wearied with 
the flow pace, and heats, and other inconveniencies of an Army, I 
took my leave of the great Vizier, and proceeded forward by longer 
journeys, to attend the Court at Adrianople: And that I may give my 
Reader an account of thefe Countries, and the nature of the people 
that inhabit them, I hope it will not be judged much befides my pur- 
pofe, if I entertain him a little with a relation of fome part of my jour- 
ney to Belgrade, 

On the 29" of April 1665. Ideparted from Adrtanople towards 
Belgrade, andon the firft of AfayI lodged ata Village called Scme/ce, 
the firft TownI came to, inhabited by Bulgarians who are Chriftians, 
that day being a Feftival - the women upon the arrivalof Guefts came 
running from their houfes with Cakes of dough-baked bread, which 
they called Zogatch, only laid upon the Coals between two Tiles, 
which they foon kneaded and prepared for the ftomachs of Travel- 
lers; others brought Milk, Eggs‘ and Wine ro fell, and what elfe their 
homely Cottages afforded, which they preffed on us with much.im- 
portunity, the younger and handfomer callenging a priotity in the 
fale of their Provifions before thofe who were ancient and more 
homely : Thefe Country Laffeshad that day put on their holy Gar- 
ments, which put me inmind of thofe dreffes I have feen in pictures 
of the ancient Shepherdeffes in Arcadia, being a loofe Gownof vae 
rious colours with hanging-fleeves , their arms had no fleeve but that 
of their Smock, which though it were of Canvas or fome very coarfe 
Linnen, was yet wrought with many various works of diverfe colours ; 
their hair was braided, hanging down at length behind, which fome 
had adorned with little thells found upon the Sea fhore, tyed at the 
end with fringes of Silk, bobs, and taffels of Silver, their heads were 
coyered with pieces of Silver Coin of different forts ftrung upon 
thread, and their breafts were in the fame manner decked; thofe be- 
ing moft honoured, and efteemed moft rich, who were beft adorned 
with thefe ftrings of Coyn, and Bracelets on their wrifts, with which 
every one, according to her ability, had dreffed and made her felf fine, 
Amongft thefe we paffed with plenty of Provifion and a hearry wel- 
comes forthefe people called Bulgarians inhabit all that Country to 
the Confines of Haxgary, they till all chat ground, pafture vaft num- 
bers of Cattel, and are induftrious and able Husbandmen, by which 
means and the liberty they enjoy by the fmall number of Turks 
which live amongft them, they pafs their time with fome reafonable 
comfort, and are more commodious in wealth than they fuffer to ap- 
pear outwardly to the envious eye of the Turks, Their Language is the 
old 1Lyrian or Sclavonian Tongue, which hath much fimilitude with the 
Rufsians, becanfe this people is faid to come originally trom beyond the 
River Volga, and fo by corruption are called Bulgarians or Volgarians. 
_Onthe third of c#ay we arrived at Philtppopelis, where we were 
civilly entertained at the Houfe or Monaftry of the Metropolire, or 
Greek Bitbop of that place, By this City runs the River Hebrws, ha- 
ving its original from the Mountain Rhodope, in fight of which we 
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' travelled cowards Sophie, of which Ovid hus {peaks, 
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Qua paret umbrofum Rhodope elackalu ad Hemum, 
Et facer amifjas exigit Hebrus aquas. 


The City of Philippopolis is {cituate in alarge and open Plain, and 
Level, whereon are great numbers of little round Hulls, which the 
Inhabitants willha¥eto be the Graves of the Roman Legions flain in 
thofe Fields, A certain Greek had once the melancholy dream of 
much Treafure buried in one of thefe Hills; and this phancy fo often 
troubled him inhis fleep, that it took a ftrong impreffion in his mind 
whilft he was waking, and{Yofar troubled hum, that he could cake no 
reft nor contentment until he had eafed his mind to the Nefire Aga, who 
ishe who overfees the Water-works and places of pleafure belonging 
tothe Grand Signior in thac Country, The Turk, chough he had a 
great mind to the Treafurc, durft not yet open the ground, until he 
had firft acquainted the Grand Signior with the mind of the Greek, 
who upon the firft intimation difpatch’d away Officers (fo apeche 
Turks are in matters of profit to catch even ata fhadow) to open this 
Hill ; to which work the Country Villages were fummoned ; and whilft 
they digged very deep, not well underftanding the manner and art of 
Mining, the Earth broke from the top, and buried feventy perfons in 
theruines: And fothe work ended, andthe Greek awaked from his 
dream, This Town hath one part of it buile on the fide of a little 
Hill; twoothers arealfo near it, which appear like Bulwarks or Fag- 
tifications on that fide the City; allthe reftof the Country therea- 
bouts being a dead Plain or Level. At this place remains no other 
Antiquity befides the ruines of two ancient Chappels, built of brick, 
inte form of aCrofs, one of which the Greeks hold in great devo- 
tion, agd report to be the place wherein St. Paul preached afcen to 
the Phrlippiaxs , and with that opinion they often refort thither, efpe- 
cially on days of Devotion, to fay their Prayers > The Walls of the 
City are likewife very ancient, over the Gates of whichis writ fome- 
thing in the Greek Character, but Time hath fodefaced it, thar to 
me it feemed not longer legible: And fo ignorant‘are the Greeks alfo, 
even fuch as were bormiimchat City, and are Priefts and Coloires 
(which are che ftricteft of Religious Men amongft them) who 
have nothing more to do than to attend co their Office and Studies, 
that they cannot give any reafonable account of the original of thac 
City, whoit was built by, or any thing elfe of the Hiftory of it, and 
with much admiration they hearken to us, when we tell them any 
thing what our Books relate concerning it. 

From hence [departed towards Sophta, paffing in this Journey the 
Montes Hawi, call'd by the Turks Caps Dervent, which is as much as the 
Gate of the narrow way; the afcent hereunto is rugged and (harp, com- 
modious for Robber$, who there have {uch Caves and places of refuge, : 
that they defie very confiderable Forces that are fene againft them. 
Onthe top of this Hill isa Village of Balgartans, where the Women 
ufed to the diverfity of Tavellers, are become free in their difcourfe, 

_ gand only entertain ftrangers, whilft their Husbands arein the Field, or 
. rich their Cattle, or fly away for fear of fome injury from the Turks. 


Defcending hence isa very narrow inclofure, on both fides betog en- 
Ff a vironed 





vitoned with high Mountains and Woods, which is a fhady and ‘melan- 
~ choly Journey tor the {pace of twohours; to this place the Hesdouts, 
ot Heyducks (as that people call them) frequently refort in great nam- 
bers out of Tranfilvania, Moldavia, Hungary, and other parts, which 
taking the advantage of thefe clofe Woods, difcharge Vollies of Shor . 
on the ftrongeft Caravans, and rolling ftones from the Mountains in 
the narroweft paflages, do as much execution as’with Cannon, for, 
as [have underftood, in one of thofe Dervents (for there are many of 
this naturein the Journey to Belgrade) 18 Thieves only killed above 
300 Merchants, who for fecurity united together, and their whole 
Baggage and Goods becamea prey tothé Robbers, In thefe places, 
thus fortified by Nature, the Inhabitants refifted the force of the Gre- 
cian Emperours, and killed Baldwin Earl of Flanders after he had 
fubjected the City of Confantineple. Amongft thefe Bulgarians is a 
fort of people which they call Paul:ses, who had in former times 2 
ftrangely confufed notion of Chriftianity, pretending to follow the 
Doctrine of St. Pasi, ufed Fire inthe Sacrament of Baptifm, and pre- 
ferred this Apoftle before his Mafter Chrift: But there being fome 
Roman Priefts in thofe parts, that obferving the ignorance ot thefe 
poor people, and their willingnefs to be inftructed, took the advan- 
tage, and reduced them all to the Roman Faith, to which now they are 
{trict and {uperftitious adherers. 
Through thofe narrow Dervents before {poken of, we arrived after 
theee days of weary Journey at Sophie, a place fo wholly Turkifh, that 
there is nothing in 1c that appers more antique than the Turks theme 
felves; ic is {citaated in a pleafane Plain, or broad Valley, between 
two high Meuntains, the higheft of them wearing a {nowy head in the 
heat of the fummer Solftice, whichis the reafon that that City is cool 
and whalfom, bur ofa fubrile penetrating air, being fupplied with ad- 
mirable waters of eafie digeftion, which come pouring down in great 
abundance from the Mountains, and fupply the Town with plentitul 
ftreams io all pares ofit, and are faid to be waters of thofe Fountains 
which Orphess eee, in, There are befidés thefe cool Waters, cer- 
tain Baths naturally hot, to which the Turks refort very frequently, 
being of the fame nature and virtue wi in England, From this 
place we made nine long days Journey t07%Belgrade, in which paffage 
there is nothing more memorable than the defolation of the Country ; 
and being there arrived, we pitched our Tent in the Camp, where after 
fix days we marched back with the Army, to whom nothing could 
come more joyful chantheir return home, and the conclufion of the 
Wars by which may be obferved in fome manner, how far the nature 
: the Turks is degenerated from the ancient warlike difpofitionof the 
aracens, 
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CHAP, XI. 


Of the Zurks Armata, or Naval Forces. 


Aving particularly run over the Force of this formidable Enemy 
LH and {courge of Chriftianicy by Land, we are now to takea view, 
according to the true method of this Difcourfe, of the ftrength 
of their Fleets and Maritime Forces which though to a Nation {ci- 
tuated onthe Continent, are not fo neceffary or prevalent to defend 
themfelves from their Neighbours, or tranfport their Power and 
Conqueftsinto other Dominions, as they are to a people whofe Hae 
bitation is encompaffed by the $ea; yet certainly a Prince can never 
be faid to be truly puiffant, who is not Mafter in both Elements; For 
not co expatiace on the common Theme of the Riches and Power 
which arife from Navigation, it is fafficient, confidering how often 
the mighty force of the Ottoman Empire hath heen foiled and baffled 
by the fmall Republique of Venice, for want of true knowledg or 
faccefs, or application of their minds to Maritime Exercife, to de- 
monftrate of what efficacy in moft defigns isa well provided and res 
gulaced Fleer, 

The Turks are now very much weakned in their Naval Forces 
fince the War againft Candie, and are fo difcouraged in their hopes 
of fuccefs at Sea, that Ships and Galeaffes, called by them Mahumes, 
are wholly gn difufe amongft thems whether ic be that they want 
able Seamen to govern them, or that they defpair of being able to 
meet the Venetians in open Sea (for which thofe Veffels of Battery are 
only in ufe) they ar2 fallen intoa fancy of lighe Gallies, a fign thar they 
intend ro truft more of their fafety to cheir Oars than their Arms ; of 
which in the year 1661. (after the lofs of 28 well-provided Gallies 
wreck’d with their Men in the Black Sea) the Vilter Kuperlee built 
thirty others for reparation of that lofs, bue Of that green and unfea- 
foned Timber, that the firft. Voyage many of them became unfer- 
viceable for their Leaks ; and the reft, at the return of the Fleet in 
the Month of ocfober following, were laid up amongft the old and 
worn Veffels, 

It may feema difficule matter to affign the true reafon why and by 
what means the Turks come to befo decayed in their Naval Forces, 
who abound with fo many conveniences for it, and with all forts of 
materials fit for Navigation, as Cordage, Pitch, Tar, and Timber, 
which arife and grow in their own dominions, and areeafily brought 
to the Imperial Gity with little or no danger of their Enemies, For 
Timber, the vaft_ Woods along the Coaft of the Black Sea, and parts 
of Afa, at the bottom of the Gulph of Nicomedia, fupply them: 
Pitch, Yar, and Tallow are brought to them from Albanta and Wala- 
chia; Canvas and Hemp from Grand Cairo, and Bifquet is in plenty 
inall parts of the Turks Dominions. Their Ports are feveral of them 
convenient for buildiag both of Ships and Gallies , the Arfenal at 
Conftantinople hath no lefs than a hundred thirty feven Voltas, or Cham- 


bers for Buildings, and fo many Veffels may be upon the Stocks . the 
ame 
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fametime. At Sinopolis neer Trapefond isanother Arfenal: at waridsa 
and Awschiale, Cities on the Black Sea, are the like ; and in many parts 
ofthe Propontw, the Hellefpont, and the Bofpberus, are fuch Ports and 
conveniences for Shipping, as if all things had con{pired to render Con- 
frantinople happy, and not only capable of being Miftrefs of the Earth, 
but formidable in all parts of the Ocean: and yet the Turk for feveral 

ears, efpecially fince the War with Candia, andtheir defeats at Sea, 
not been able at moft to Equippe a Fleet of above 100 Sail-ot 
Gallies, of which 14 are maintained and provided at the charge of the 
Beyes of the Archipelago, for which they have certain Ifles inthat Sea 
afigned them. 

The Turks do neither want Slaves for to bogue at the Oars of the 
Galliess for Tartary fupplies them with great numbers ; befides, divers 
perfons in Conftantineple make it a Trade tohire out their Slaves for 
the Summers Voyage for 6900 Afpers, running the hazard of the 
Slaves lite, who returning home fate is configned to the poffeffion of 
his Patron: And ifwant ftill be of Chivrmss, as the Turks callit, or 
Slaves for the Oar, a collection is made in feveral Provinces of the 
luftieft and ftouteft Clowns, called by the Turks Azabs, but by the 
other Slaves Chakal; thefe are chofen out of certain Villages, one be- 
ing elected out of every twenty houfes, the hire of which ts 6000 
Aipers, for payment whereof the other 19 Families make a proportio- 
nable Contribution. Upon receipt of their pay they give in fecurity 
not tofly, buttoferve faithfully for that years Expedition: But thefe 
men unufed to the Service of the Sea, unskilful at the Oar, and Sea-fick, 
are of little validicy ; and the fuccefs of their Voyage may be compared 
to that in the Fable of the Shepherd; who fold his Poffeffions on the 
Land, tobuy Merchandife for Sea- Negotiations. 

The Souldiere which are deftin’d to Sea fervice are called Levents, 
who come voluntarily and enter themfelves in che Regifters of the 
Arfenal, obliging themfelves to ferve that Summers Expedition for 
6000 Afpers, and Bifquet forthe Voyage; the-ftouteft and moft re- 
folute of thefe fellows ‘are thofe called Cazdaglit, who are a certain 
fort of Mountaniers in the Country of Avatolia, neer Trey, whofe 
Country I once paffed through, with fome apprehenfion, and more 
than ordinary vigilance and caution to preferve my life; for being all 
Robbers and Free-booters, we admitted no Treaties or Difcourfes 
with them but with our Arms in our hands. Others there are alfo 
obliged to Sea-fervice, who are Zaims and Timariots, and hold their 
Lands in Sea-Tenure; but being not bound to goin perfon themfelves, 
they bring or fend their Servants (called in Turkith Bede/) to fupply 
their place, every one providing one, two, or more, according to the 
value of his Lands, as we have before declared in che Chapter of the 
Zaims and Timarists, Some Fanizaries are alfo drawn out for Sea- 
fervice, and fome Spabees of the four inferiour Banners; and not to 
make too bold with the veterane Souldiers, command only fuch to 
Seaasare new and green Souldiers, lately regiftred ia the Rolls of 
the Spahees, 

The Auxiliaries of the Turks Forces by Sea, are the Pirates ‘of 
Barbary, from thofe three Towns of Trépolt, Tunts, and Algier; but 
thefe of late years have difufed the Cuftem of coming in to the Turks 
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affiftance, yer oftentimes they ply cowards the Archipelago, and to the 
Levant, buticisto fupply themfelves with Souldiers, and recruits of 
people for encreafe of their Colonies. 

The other pare of Auxiliary Forces is from the Beyes of the eArchi- 
pelage, being fourteen in number, every one of which commands a 
Gally, and for their maintenance have the contftbution of certain 
Iflands in that Sea allotted to them; the which are better manned 
and armed than thefe of Conftantinople, but thefe neither, are not wil- 
ling too much to expofe their Veffels to fight or danger; inregard that 
being buile and maintained ac their own charges, and their whole 
fubfiftance, they are the more cautious how they venture all their 
Fortune in the fuccefsofa battel: Thefe Beyes alfo give themfelves 
much upto their delights and pleafure, and employ more thoughts 
how topleafe their appetites, than to acquire glory and fame by the 
War; what they gain in the Summer, when joyned with the grofs of 
the Turkith Fleet, 1s the Prize of the Grand Signior, but what chance 
throws upon them in the Winter, is their own proper and peculiar 
Fortune. 

The Gunners of the Turkifh Fleet arewholly ignorant of that art, 
for any perfon who is either Englith, French, Dutch, or any other 
Chriftian Nation, they defign to this Office, whether he be skilful or 
unskilful in the management of Artillery ; as an opinion that chofe 
people are naturally addicted to a certain pronenefs and aptitude in Gun- 
nery s in which they find their error as often as they come co skirmi(h 
with their Enemy, 

The chief Admiral or Generaliffimo of the Turkifh Armata is cal- 
Jed the Captain Pafhaw; his Lieutenant General is called Terfbama Kia- 
hiaft, the next Officer ts Terfame Emsini, or Steward of the Arfenal, 
who hath che care of providing all neceffaries for the Navy; but this 
place being bought, as almoft all orher Offices, occafions a neceffity in 
thefe perfons to rob Nails, Anchors, Cables, and other provifions of 
the Fleer to fatisfie the debts they contracted for the purchafe of their 
places: in the like manner doth every Rew or Captain ofa Gally kee 
his hand in exercife as often as convenience offers ; thefe are all for 
the moft part Italian Renegadoes, or the race of them born and edu- 
cated ocer the Arfenal, The Officers command their Chisrme or flaves 
in corrupted Italian, which they call Franke, and afford them a better 
allowance of Bisket than is givento the flaves in the Venetian —47- 
mals, : 

The Turks now defpairing of being equal to the Chriftian Forces 
by Sea, and to be able to ftand with themthe fhock of a Bartel, build 
light Veffels for robbing, burning, and deftroying the Chriftian Coaft, 
and afterwards to’ fecure themfelves by flight, and alfo to tranfpore 
Souldiers, Ammunition, and Provifions for fuccour of Candia, and 
other places of their new Conquefts neer the Sea fhore, 

The Arfenal ac Venice is fo greatly efteemed by the Turks, that they 
feem not to defire the conqueft of that place for any other reafon more 
thanthe benefit of the renal, as a Perfon of great quality amongft 
then faid once, that had they made a Conqueft of Venice, they would 
not inhabit there, but leave itto the Venetians, in regard that the Ci- 
ty affords not frefh water, whichis neceffary for the ufe of their 
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Mofques, and their wafhings betore Prayer bue thac the rjesal and 
a Tribute would fatisfie the defires of the Grand Signior. — 

But the Turks are not likely tobe Matters of this Seat of Neptune, 
whileft they fo unwillingly apply their minds to Maritime affairs, who 
being confcious of their tormer tll fuccefs at Sea, and how little ufe 
they make of thofe advantages they have for thipping, acknowledge 
their inabilities in Sea affairs, andfay 5 That Ged hath given the Sea to 
the Chrifitans, but she land tothem, And no doubt but the large poffef- 
fions and riches they enjoy on the ftable Element of the Earth, is that 
which takes of their minds from a deep attention to matters of the Sea, 
which is almoft folely managed by Renegadoes amongft them, who 
have abandoned their Faith and their Country. And ic ishappy for 
Chriftendom that this faintnefs remains on the Spirits of the Turks, and 
averfion fromall Naval employments, whofe numbers and power the 
Great God of Hofts hath reftrained by the bounds of the Ocean, as he 
hath limited the Ocean by che Sands of the Sea fhore. :

The CONCLUSION. 


Y the Dilcourfe made in the three foregoing Books, it willevi- 
dently appear what fort of Government is exerciled amongft 
the Turks, what their Religionis, and how formidable their Force; 


which ought to make the Chriftian World tremble, tofee fo great a: 


part of it fubjected to the Mahometan Power, and yet no means 
thought of to unite our Interefts, and compofe our Diffentions, which 
lay us open to the inundation of this flowing Empire: Towhich I fhall 
add this one thing very obfervable, That the Grand Signior wages his 
Wars by Land without any charge to himfelf; an advantage not to be 
parallell’d by the policy of any Government! ever heard or read of 
before ; tor his Spahees and Fanizaries arealways in pay, both in War 
and Peace; his Zstms and Trmsaviots have their Lands to maintain them; 
andother Milicias enjoy the fixed Revenue from their refpective Coun- 
tiles - and yer nocwithftanding through the expence of the Naval 
Forces, the building Gallies, and the like, matters not provided for 
by thofe who laid the firft foundation of this Government, the Re- 
venue of the Empire hath been bankrupted, and by the corruption 
of the Officers, or ill management, been fold for three years to come; 
until all was redeemed and reftored again by che wifdom of chat famous 
Vifier Kaprinlt, whom we have had occafion fo often to mentionin the 
foregoing Treatife, 

We cannot now but pity thofe poor Borderersin Husgary, Styria, 
Croatia, and other parts fubje@ to the Incurfionsof this cruel enemy, 
fince we know that in the laft War not three Englith miles from Vienne 
many poor people have been furprifed, and talleninto the hands of the 
Tartar and lurk, and fold atterwards into perpetual Slavery, This 
Confideration ought ‘to move us, who are barrocado’d and fortified by 
the Seas from the violence of our Enemies, to blefs God we are born 
info happy and fo fecurea Country, {ubject to no dangers but from 
our felves, nor other miferies bar what arife from our own freedom 
and two much felicity ; we ought to confider it asa Bleffing, that we 
have never felt any {mart of the Rod of this great Oppreffor of Chri- 
ftianity, and yet have tafted of the good and benefit which hath pros 
ceeded from a tree and open Trade, amd an amicable Correfpondence 
and Friendfhip with this People, which having been maintained for 
the {pace of above eighty years, begunin the Reign of Queen Elizabeth 
of blefled Memory,. preferved by the Prudence and admirable Difcre- 
tion of a feries of worthy Embaffadors, and daily improved both in Bu- 
finefs and Reputation by the excellent Conduct afd Direction of that 
Right Worthipful Company of the Levant Merchaits, hath brought 
a moft confiderable benefit to this Kingdom, and giv®& employment 
and livelihood to many thoufands of people in England, by whichalfo 
His Majefty withouc any expence, gains a very confiderable increafe of 
His Cuftoms. 

The fence of this benefit and advantage to my own Country, with- 
out any private confiderations I have as i ‘Servant to chat Embaflie, . 
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the obiigauions Ihave to that Worthy Company, caule me to move 
with the greaceft fedulity and devotion poffible to promote and ad- 
vance the Intereft of that Trade: And as fome ftudy feveral ways, 
and prefcribe Rules by which a War may be moft advantagioufly ma- 
naged againft the Turk, I,on the contrary, am more inclinable to 
give my judgmentin what manner our Peace and Trade may beft be 
fecured and maintained, knowing that fo confiderable a welfare of 
our Nation depends upon it, that afew years of Trades interruption in 
Turkey will make all forts of people fenfible of the want of fo great a vent 
of the Commodities of our Country. And therefore as I am obliged 
to pray for the Glory and Profperity of His Majefty our gracious So- 
vereign ; fo likewife, as that which conduces toit, for che continuance 
of the Honour of this Embaflie in Twrkey, andthe profitable returns 
of the Levant Company. | 
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
